T his .igrce.t 1)1 e and fuccefsful Dra¬ 
in I'i'f, who has had the goodTor- 
tiinc to “ c.itch the manners living as 
tlu )' rii'i.-,” and thereby furnifh the pub- 
I'c with a fhare of entertainment equal 
to anv of his contemporaries, is one of 
the Ions of a Gentleman whofe con¬ 
nexion with the late Mr. Wilkes as his

and forty years ago, his palling through 
much evil and good reporf, as party or 
rallion gave the rein to prejudice at a 
time of much political turbulence. 

Our Author (cems not to have been

COVRTI.V CKITIftSM, 

Dr. Felton’s Dillertatioii on reading 
tlie dallies is a very Icntible and in- 
Itruilive little woik. Although, fince 
its publication, much better and mo. e 
3 z cxtenlivc 
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extenfive treatifes have appeared on the 
fame fubjeft, it may yet be perufed with 
confiderableadvantage. His fentiment!:, 
in general, are, I think, juft j but I 
mult except the following pafl'age, in 
which I cannot but conlider that he 
facrificed his good Icnfe in compliment 
to the young Nobleman to whom the 
vr.ork is addrefled. After motioning, in* 
lligh terms, the progref's which his 
jf^dQiip bad made towards* the ac- 
Qi^ir&ipent of a good ftile, he adds, 
‘‘■•'yePf&ns of your Lordihip’s quality 
have fo fine a turn, fo genteel an air, 
from their breeding and courtly con- 
verfiition, in every thing they write 
or fpeak, that it giveth an inimitable 
grace to their woidsand compolitions j 
and I never knew a Nobleman equal in 
Jearning to other men, but he was fiipej 
xior to them in the delicacy and civility 
of his ftile.” This fentiment he en¬ 
deavours to fupport, by taking a fliort 
retrofpeilivc furvey of literature, in 
which he maintains, that the noble 
authors, or thofe who have fiequented 
a court, always pre-eminently excelled 
others. I lhall pafs his remarks on 
the Auguilan age, as the inftances he 
produces from it fetni much in favour 
of his opinion } but when he endea¬ 
vours to diawa fimilar conclufion fiom 
the writers of our own country, the 
f.illacy of his arguments is evitlent. 
He produces Sir Robert Howard, Sir 
Charles Sedley,Lord Hallifax, and leve- 
ral more of ihe “ mob uf gentlemen 
who wrote with eafe,” as fuperior to 
the immortal Dryden, whofe works he 
thinks are deficient in ” coiiicefy and 
fine bleeding.” If c-melefs writing be 
a proof of fuperior merit, noble authors 
dcfei vc undoubtedly much praile, but 
un'efs this is allowed, every impartial 
peifon inuft ag ee that their produc¬ 
tions have feldoin leiched al^pve medi¬ 
ocrity : and in feveial mftances would 
never probably have tpilutd much no¬ 
tice, h.id their authors held .1 humbler 
rank in loriet}'. Tliis ccniurc iiiuft 
not however include the works of a 
Kocheiter, a Kolconi non, a Bucking¬ 
ham, a Lyttletun, or a Dot fet. 

BRITISH POtTS. 

I have been amuliiig myfclf Pt fome 
time paft w’lth Dr. Antler ion’s edition 
of the Ur itilh Poets ; a ’voik whtch, I 
thirk, does its tngtnio"s editor much 
honour. To every adnuier of poetry, 
it mutt afford much pltaliric to pofT. ls 
fuch an extenirve collci'lion of the 
cboiceft productions in hjs favourite 
3 


art; and every Briton mull feel proud, 
jylien he reflects that they are the pro¬ 
ductions of the Britifti Mufe. The edi¬ 
tion of the Poets which is immortalized 
By the biographical and critical lahonr 5 
of Dr. Jolinfon, is jultly confidered as 
too limited for its comprehenfive title. 
Dr. Andeifon has furnilhed us with 
very valuable additions j and we h^ve 
in his edition an opportunity of pe- 
ruling many beautiful poems, which 
very few could liave obtained by other 
me-ins. I could have wilheil he harl 
pi'occeded a little farther in the fame 
line of improvement, and executed his 
original plan } for we have Itill to 
lament, that feveral po'^^s of very great 
and original merit are excluded ; while 
fome have found a place, who cerr dnly 
pofTeffed a vci-y fmall fltare of poetic.'l 
genius. Lrsrd Hallifax cannot be con- 
lidered fuch a poet as Oldham, or even 
as Sir Charles Sedley. Cotton, the 
author of Virgil Tiaveftic, is an au¬ 
thor who well merits infertion ; and 
Randolph, the poetical Ion of the im¬ 
mortal Ben, is another poet of great 
merit who has been unjulily negleCled, 
and w'lio, I think, was not included in 
Dr. Aniicrfon’s oiigin.nl plan. 

Some may perhaps think I extend 
the idea too far ; but, in iny oninion, 
there c.nnnot be a complete collcilion 
of the celebrated Britiih Poets which 
does not include the works of R.iinlay, 
Feigulbn,and Burns. The name Bii- 
tain applies to the whole Ifland ; and 
we may with eqn.nl reafon deny Theo¬ 
critus to be a Greciaii Poet, as exL-lude 
from the lift of Britifti thofe Poets 
who have wiitten i.n the Scottilhdl.nlecf. 

QLDHAM — j6So. 

The unmerited neglei't which the 
wot ks ot this author have expei ienced, 
of l:i‘e, is not a little hirriifing j p.aiti- 
cidarly when we lefleiil that good firtir- 
ifts by no means abound in (he Englifti 
language. The fatii ical talent of Old¬ 
ham fee.ns to have btrm the gift of 
Nature, His thoughts .ni-e oiigiiinl, 
and his expieftions particularly Itrou;^ 
and appropriate. In the latter, Itow- 
ever, he is too frequently coarfoj 
which m.ay, in fome meafrtie, be afcrii>- 
ed to the times in which he lived. 
Like our late /atirift Churchill, he 
(eems to have written and publilhed 
in too much hattc; and in lome pl.tces, 
thole who are accuftoined to the con eft 
veifification of modern times will con- 
fider liim iitggcd. This fault, how¬ 
ever, only appears in his fatires, which

he did not think neceflary to be fo cor- 
re6t as the other fpecies of poetry. 
Although fome of the fubjeiVs on 
which he employed his talents have 
yielded to time, yet even now his 
fatires on the Jefuits may be read with 
leafure 3 and perhaps they are the 
eenelt in the Englifh language. His 
fatire “ diffuading from Poetry,” and 

to a young Man leaving the Univer- 
fity,” are excellent productions. His 
tranilation of the third Satire of Juve¬ 
nal is very humourous, and contains a 
curious deicrlption of what London 
then was. 'I'he “ Satire agaiiift Vir¬ 
tue” is an original 3 and one cannot 
read it without wondering at the Jtu- 
pidity of Anthony Wood, who did not 
perceive the irony, and calls its auth.)r 
,1 “ mad, ranting, blafphemous, and 
debauched writer.” 

Pope, we have rcafon to think, pc- 
ruled this author with more than 
common attention. 

Oldham, in his fatire ** difTuading 
from Poetry,” fays : 

On Butler who can think without jiid 
rage? 

The ^Icry and the fcandal of the age." 
From which couplet Pope is tuppofed 
to have taken the hint of the toll owing : 
“ At length Lialmus, that great injiu’d 
name, 

The gl'try of the f-riephood, and the fliame." 

Anciher coincRience between tliele 
two poets occurred to me lately. 

Pope fays, in his imitation of one of 
the fatiics of Horace, when fpcaking 
of property ; 

“ At belt it falls to feme ungincioiis fon, 
That cries, in> Juther's duina'Uy aiul all s, 
my own ” 

Oldhaii), in his fatire " to a Fiieiul 
leaving the Univcitity,” Tays 
“ Were you the l<>n of loine rich nfiirer. 
That IfarvM, and damn'd bimfelj to nude 
bis heir." 

There is, however, Hill a prior claim 
to this thought, lor it is to be found in 
Bui ton’s “ Anatomy of Melancholy 5” 
but at prefent I cannot quote tlic paf- 
iage, for I have not the work at hand. 

To conclude my remaiks on this au¬ 
thor, I (hall quote feme lines fro.n a 
poem which Dryden inferibed to his 
memory, whole judgment in poetiy 
few will difpute. 

O 1 early ripe I to thy abundant ftore 
What could advancing age have added 
more? 

It might (what Nature never gives the 
Have taught the fmoothnei's of thy native 
tongue. 


But fatire needs not tbit, and v/it will

Through the Inrfh cadence of a rugged

He afterwards, in the fame poem, rails 
him *' the M.ucelliis of our tongue.”

The chief^merit of this writer is hu- 
moiii 3 and in this, it mull be univer> 
l.illy allowed, he excels. I believe he 
ni.iy be Ihled the firit Englilh writer of 
biirlefque tranflation. None, lam con- 
hdent, t!i <1 h.is perufed his “Virgil Tra- 
veJtie,” or his burle/que tianflatinn of 
J.ut lar.jCan b?gi udge him a place among 
the Britifh Poets. I have feen a fmali 
Moern ivy him in foniecolleilioii, entitled 
“ LvrniiigQiutiains,” which hadconfl- 
derahlf inei it, and which proves that he 
enjoyed, hefuies a lich vein of humour, 
fome talents lor defciiptive poetry. I 
cannot fav, h.vwever, that his poem en¬ 
titled “ The VVoiidtrs of the Peak” 
affords iis any reaion to think th.it his 
talents tvvr this Ipecies of poetry were 
of a high n.inire. On the contrary, the 
Jangu.ige tvfthis poem very feldom rifes 
above th.it of prole ; anrl the verlifica- 
tion is very caielefs and inharmonious. 
Although it does not uoHefsmany poe¬ 
tical bc.uities, it is laid to be a con eft 
defcription of the Ptak 5 and on that 
account .illoids amulement.

This writer is much britei known as 
a pbiloropher than ns a poet. Hr, poe¬ 
tical attempt''., liowevei, are, I think, 
jjot entirely devoid of niciit; Ionic of 
them, on the conti.arv, dilphay ina> kN of 
poetic.al genin.s. It i.s l.iiii, tlial enthw- 
liafm made him a poet; and imhrd liis 
Pindaric odes on religious fnbjtrli fun- 
port the rem.ark; for they aie lull of 
thofe my'tical tenets which fo much 
diflinguiih his other works. He may 
be ranked among thcl'e poets who h.ive 
been Ifiled metapfijrical by Dr. Jolin- 
ion and Diydrn. I do licit mention 
him here as a fit caniliJaie for the ho¬ 
nour claimed for Oldhaiii and Cotton. 
As I imagine ins poems a C little read, 
the follow ing exrrafts may be accept¬ 
able, and I think tliey will fupport 
what I have faid in favour of his poeti¬ 
cal talents:

circiimltancf, which will be fubfe- 
quently mentioned. 

In i5S5> fhis Printers was removed 
from Woodftock and Hampton Court, 
and, before Are came to llit/idd, 
wjiicli (he left for London upon her 
being pioclaimcd Queen, under the 
guidance of her dom< Kies, the bight 
Hon. Thomas Pope, Gage, &c. die was 
condu'ifed to the Rye Houle, wherein 
(he fometime refided. 

It is, perhaps, one of the moft ufefu! 
fj'cciilntions in whic!) the human mind 
can be engaged, to trace the infiuence 
of the times upon the eircumitaiices of 
Iffe, and the face ot the couniiy. 

■J’he manfion in which Elizabeth re- 
maineil in honouiable eaptisity a (hort 
time before (he .tltenJed tlic throne, 
and where (lie was .-.ttended hy a Privy 
tnuuff'llor and a huge jorinue, wlio 
were uiiqinllionably pl-iced by Queen 
Aaury aa (pies upon her condmbf, is now 


the workhoufe of Stanfted parifh, and 
its adjiccnt farm, which is ftill died 
the R)e, held by a farmer of the ame 
of Kirkby. Tiadition (fates, that till 
within a few yeats, the chaiuber of the 
Princefs (which was called Queen Eliza, 
beth’s ch..mbei) was to be (een,aiid tliat 
part of the ancient (uiniture, and fbme 
inferiptions upon the walls, lemaiiied. 

'i'liis hoiifc (lands in the midway be¬ 
twixt Ware and Hoildeflon, two miles 
,aiid a half from each, and wa«, former¬ 
ly, upon the high load to Newmaikct, 
whicii may be Itill tmeed dole to its 
walls. 

'i'his circumdancc rendered the 
building, that we ate now contem¬ 
plating, remarkabic in thecond in- 
Ifnncf, as at tlic time when he Popilh 
plot was lucceedfd by one oi 'tnother 
dci'ci iption, rhoiij,h equally trtafonable, 
and equally fatal, the Rye Houle was 
the fpot from wliich it was propofed to 
be effected. 

In the year i6?4, it appears that the 
Rye Houle, Hcits, from which the 
{•lot took its name, was in the pof- 
ifilion of one Rimibolil, and that it 
was the place where, in November, the 
confpirators waited the retuin of the 
King (Clurles II) from Newmarket, 
to aifalhnale him ; for which piirpufe, 
it was dated liy Keeling upon Captain 
Walcot’s trial, “ it was very conveni¬ 
ent, being a houfe very entire to itfeU, 
having the advantage of a court or 
wall, and aifo being remote from any 
neighbours.” 

It likewife appears, that the confpi- 
rators had prepared arms, which were 
to be brought by the river Lea, from 
H''ckney Marfli, almoft to the gate. 
Thele ,the^ denominated, Sivan 
qniHi*, Gooje quills 1 ^, and Cronss quills J. s 
they had alfoordeied powder and (hui, 
by the appellations of ink and faud. 

Owing to the accidental fire at New¬ 
market, which taul'ed the King to re¬ 
tain much looner than was expedted, 
the defign of the confpirators was fruf- 
trated. With the conlequenccs of 
this plot ouf readers are well acquaint¬ 
ed ; they re Ailficiently prominent 
in the EngIKh hi dory to render the 
leprefentation of the Rye Houfe wor¬ 
thy of prcfervaiion j more efpecially 
as it v.-as, .as has been remarked, a)(b 
one fceiie of the fulFcrings of a Prin- 
cefs, always a favourite ot her country; 
who was at the period of her occupa¬ 
tion of it, very near becoming a mar¬ 
tyr to the j'.aloufy and bigotry of her 
h ilf fitter.

HAT large tr36t of ground within the 
borough of Southwark, which ex¬ 
tends from Rlackman-ftreet to GraveU 
lane, was foi merly tlie lite of the pa>' 
lace^ gardens, and appurtenances, of 
Charles Brandon, Duke of Suffolk ; 
a Nobleman that had the good fortune, 
or a idiefs, to retain the favour of the 
moft capricious Monarch that ever fat 
upon the Engiiili throne, during the 
whole of his life. 

This palace, which he crefted in the 
rooif magnificent manner, i'nd furnillied 
in the molt elegant liile, was, at lirit, 
called Duke’s-place, then Suffolk-' 
houfe} bur the noble proprietor after¬ 
wards exchanged it for the palace of 
the Bifhop of Norwich, wli’ch devolved 
to thr King in confequence of an Aft 
of P-rlianjenr, *7 Hen. VIII, .ind was 
lituated in the parifh of St. Martin in 
the Fields, near to York-hoiife, (White¬ 
hall,) which the f.ill of Wolfey had alfo 
put into his hands *. , 

The wifh of Henry the Vlllth to 
become the poflefibr of the new palace 
in South walk, (whether it arofe from 
a deflre to have his brother-in-law near 
him, or from whatfoevei ether c ufe It 
proceeded,) the Duke was too tuiich of 
a courtier to oopof'*. Tlie oHen'ible 
reafon that appealed for it was, th.at the 
King might ereft a mint for coin¬ 
ing f, whif h the bad ftate of the circu¬ 
lating medium rendered neceilary, and 


* There had been ancier/tly a palace in 
Southwaik, (probably'that in Bcrniond- 
fey,) wheiein Henry the Ild itfidcd, and 
held his Sift parliament,Clirillmas 1154., 
which was alteiwatds occupied by the 
de la Poles, Marquiffes and Dukes of 
Suffolk. Margaret de la Pole, it ap¬ 
pears by her will, bequeathed her body 
to be laid in the monafteiy cf St. Sa¬ 
viour's, Bermondfey, in the chape) called 
the Virgin’s Chapel.

the improved ftate of the arts ahd of 
commerce feemed to demand. 

When the operations of this Mint 
began, it appears that the coin became 
more correft, both in its defign and 
execution J.

J The heft coins of Henry the Vlllth 
are, theangcl, with his face taken in font; 
and the fovereign,on the obver/e of which 
he is feated up'oti his throne, with therofh 
at his feet, and the arms of England aed 
France, fupported by a lion and a dragon, 
quartered on the reverfe. Hall was at 
this time engraver to the Mint. The 
artifts in the nummirmatic branch were 
then very few j and although the coin of 
this Monarch does not, compared with 
the beautiful produftions of the prefenc 
day, do any great credit to his taients, 
it yet exhibits a confiderable impiove- 
ment iipcsi that o* Henry the Vllth, 
and feems tc ind.cate tt lead the dawning 
ol a more coi 'eft take. The progrefs of 
the arts, and liielr conccmicants, refine- 
tnent and civiliration, are, as has been 
obferved, to be traced, in every nation, 
inoie paiticulariy by the coins and me¬ 
dals, than even by thole larger velligec 
of antiquity Itill extant ; bccaufe in the 
f.-imer we may difeern the Ampler eftu- 
fions cf genius, while in the latter we are 
taught to admire its more elaborate 
eftbi ts. The one was a common medium 
pa'ling fiom hand to hand, wliich re¬ 
corded diurnal or annual events, while 
the ftntues or public arcbiteftijral monu. 
meats (the former of which, in Rome 
aiciiie, were laid to be mere numerous 
than the inhabitants,) were intended to 
convey to pofterity the memory of ptrlons 
and tranlaftions Angular in themlelves, 
yet lo important in their lives and in 
their confequences, as to be deemed 
woithyof univerfal (and, as thole that 
decreed them intended, of eternal) com- 
niemuiation. 

In this country, (leaving the ccin 
from the Saxon thrymes to the liiver three¬ 
pences of the pieient day out of our con- 
lidcration, in this inltance, as with ihe 
who{e ferics.) every one who has turned 
his attention to the liibjeft is well ac^ 
qiiainted, theie appeals to h.ave been an- x 
other branch cf minute Icuipture to 
which the Gieeks and Romans -paid .rim 
gieatefl regard, ansi ot winch they have 
ielt fpecimens equally numerous' and 
beautiiul. This was leal-engiavin^

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The name of th^s maniion was again 
changed, fiom Suffblk to Southwark* 
f»lac« i and about this period it afiumed 
the privilege of prote£iiun from arrelfs, 
in 3<;lions of debt, trefpifs &c.| 
which alTumption was tolerated until 
]ong after the palace from which it 
was fuppofed to have been Arived was 
dilapidated, and the bufinet's of coining 
foteiy centered in the mint 'of the 
Tower of London, in the fame manner 


which was among thofe nations eonfidered 
as of immenfe importance, bur which in 
this (although in former ages the greateft 
Noblemen, and even out, were more 
ofed to ^^71 than m JUb/cribe) w'aa paid 
little attention to. Individual ftais were, 
so thofe ages, moft wretched in their 
compofiticn and execution) and even 
thofe of corporations (that of the Bridge* 
houfe, for inflance, the idea of which in 
ibme degree produced thefe obfervations,) 
were much inferior to the other fpeeimens 
of the arts produced at the lame remote 
periods. 

This feal, which exhibited the image 
of the patron faint of Southwark, Tho* 
Bias a Becket, from whom (probably in 
konlequence of the meetings of pilgrims 
‘to proceed to his (hrine,) a large part of 
the Borough derived its cognomen, be¬ 
came at the Reformation an object of 
gonlideration and of reprobation j for al¬ 
though it had, perhaps, from the reign of 
Hcn^ the lid, been the lymbol of the 
Truflecs of London.bridgr,and imprefled 
and fan^ified all the leales of the Bridge- 
.houle efiates and other documenta from 
that period, it was, on July 14, in the 
thirty-thirdcf Henry the Vllfth, deemed 
tu be heterodox, and coniequently ob- 
noxious to the new fyltem; and after, 
na we may Aippofc, much Uortmg bad 
been wafted to profecute and defend it, 
** a new feal was ordered to be deviled 
and engraved by Mr. Hall, to whom the 
old one was delivered.” 

* “ Formerly one of the greateft ob- 
ftru£lions to public jiillice, both of the

a« the preclni'V of Bridewell, Whit« 
Friars, and other places f. Until the 
middle of the lall century, fon^e vel- 
tiges of this manlion, and of its exten- 
ftve garden, are faid to have remained. 
The latter bad been rendered remark- 
able by a very large fummer-houfe, 
' which was faid to have been ere£fed 
by John Ruftiworth, Efq. while he was 
a prifoner within the Rules of the 
Kin^s Bench, and for being the place 
wherein he compiled his valuable col¬ 
lections, as we may reaA>nabiy fuppoie^ 
from materials collected when he was 
able to take more excenfiveexcurlions. 
It appears by the Athen. Cxon, and other 
works, that this laborious colleftor of 
traCls and veftiges was born, as we 
Ibould fuppofe, in the £rft quarter or 
the feventeerith century t that he ftu- 
died a Ihort time at Oxford, whence 
he removed to Lincoln*s-inn, and was 
in due courfe called to the Bar. He 
feems to have been early endued with 
that property for rather, if the bull 
may be allowed, with that want of 
pruperty,) which we once heard a moft 
eminent lawyer | declare to be the 
ftrongeit ftimulus to legal exertions ; 
but his genius more inclining him to 
the great ftudy of the law of nations. 


The Ratutes to which the learned 
Judge alludes in the preceding quotation, 
which took away even the pretence of 
protection trom the White*friars, S:ivoy, 
Salilbury-eourt, Ram-aliey, Mitre-enurt, 
Fuller’s-rents, Baldwin’s-gardeos, Mon- 
tague-clofe. Clink, or Deadoian’s-place, 
ice. tee., are the 8th and 9th of Will. 
Ill, chap, x/, vvhich proving in ferae 
refpeCls ineffectual, were followed by the 
9th of Ueo. I, chap. 38, in which Suffolk- 
place, or the Mint, is particularly men¬ 
tioned ; and the provificns of which ACl 
are enlarged and made more general by 
the iith of Geo. I, chap, xx, which gave, 
the death-blow to the lyiteni, as tar as it 
regarded criminal traniaCtions, though we 
think what werr teimed the privileges of 
the Board cl Gieen Cloth with reljpeCt to 
arrefts in aClions of debt were continued 
long after. Every one mult remember 
why- the hero of Fielding's Amelia 
(Booth) lived in the vicinity of Charing- 
crofs ; and although this was n creatiod 
of that ingenious author, many mull 
know, that, in alludirg to the place 
where the f'cene is laid, it had its founda¬ 
tion in fail.

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''and to the political conGderations of 
the bearings of treaties and the 
duence of events upon the righty and 
dirpoG(ions of mankind, than to the 
common law of the country, he en¬ 
deavoured to extend bis ideas upon

In this piece, the Hccntioufnefsof the 
AiftrifI, and the protefVion which the 
wicked, the idle, and profligate, af¬ 
forded to each other, are molt ably, 
and at the fame timemoft humouroufly, 
depicted) and it is curioucenough to, 
obfeive, that the fcenes of Ben Jon- 
fon’s Alchymilt, Randolph's, Mufes’ 


* Shadwel), although be was fo fe- 
Tetely cenfuredby Dryden, leetns, in this 
Comedy, moft al>ly to have delineated 
fcenes to which it is very probable that he 
was himfelf, from motives of curiofity, 
frequently a witnefs. That he drew 
from nature, the bold, broad outline^ 
of his charaflers clearly evince, to 
which the vicinity of his refidence (the 
Temple) to this mart ofdiflipation added 
a facility; and that he fludied not only 
the charatlers, but the language of the 
place, is evident, by the latter being 
now unintelligible without a gloflary. 
The theatre in Dorfet-garden, which 
fjronted the river Thames, was within 
the limits of Alfatia; and it is to be 
icmarked, that there were very often pii- 
trate plays, diflblute balls, and fhows, 
at the taverns within the liberty ; of 
Ihefe the Horns teem to have been the 
capital houfe. AH the operas of Dryden 
were flrfl perfoinud at the theatre in 
Dorfet-gardens, jr.d Tome of Sir William 
Davenant's, who was its proprietor. 
3 Sanks*s Yirtuc Betrayed, or Anna Bul- 
len, after the Innocent Ufurper, cr the 
Death of Lady Jane’Gray, and the ffland 
Queen, cr ihe Death of Mary, Q^een 
ot Sc'ts, “ had, lor political re.^lons, 
been denied ihe jultice of the Hagc,” 
was acted there under the patronage 
of the Duchefs of Somerfet.^ Seme of 
Ihe Comedies of Crown, the three parts 
of Liurfey’s Don Qj^ixotc, and many 
other pieces, were fiiit pcrfoimed at this 
theatre. 

With refpeft to the Squire of Alfatia, 
it was revived at Coveiit-garden foon 
alter the rttinn of Wcodwaid from 
wielding “ a Field-Marlhall Managers 
batoon’' in Dublin. Many may )et 
remember the performance of this piece j 
and whcloever does, mull acknowledge, 
that the dage did not, at ihatp-riod,

{(Woodward), and the Bow-wow! <f 
Sbuter, v\hi. played the pjirt cl Sir Wil¬ 
liam Balford.

cate coin which would pafs current 
in Italy, the whole bufinefs of the 
Mint was condubied by Roman artilts, 
and every trace of the art of engraving 
(which, it Ihculd be obferved, liad 
declined even at Rome,) feems to have 
been totally obliterated in Britain, 
when, by the conquerois witiidiawing 
theii legions, liberty, li it could b; 1« 
termed, was forced upon the leluctant 
people. 

Under the difterent dynaflits of Bri- 
(ifti, Saxon, and Danifli Monaichs, the 
marks (for they could trot hr termed 
figures) upon their various coin were 
barbarous and unintelligible, ns on 
thofe tokens imprefled wtih the 
Egypti.’n hieroglyphics, or the talit- 
manic fynihuls ol tire African coalls, 
or t.he rudi anrl fatrtaltrc figures de- 
rtved for the mythology ot ancieirt 
Hindroffan ; nor (allfroirgh noon our 
pieces mtny of th** mint-nialier s’ names 
are prelcrved,) did v.e appear to exhi¬ 
bit, in their execution, any thing like 
graphic accuracy until the beginning 
of the fifteenih ceiiliiry ; wliich is the 
more extr.aoi'dinaiy, as the liained glafs 
in our ancient chuichef, .ind many of 
the tombs, ii.ay the chuuhes theni- 

Iclves, 
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^veSf evince, that painting, fculp* 
^ture, and architeflure, had found pro-t 
feflbrs coniiderably antecedent to that 
period, ^ho were (it che expredion may* 
be allowed) fupei *eminent *. 

But although it is difficult to difcern 
the leatt vcftige of any thing like inge¬ 
nuity or accuracy upon that common 
medium of traffic which is denomi¬ 
nated money, there was Itill in ancient 
periods another fpecies of miniatiiie 
fculpture, in which, in this kingdom, 
the arts ieem to have been moie de¬ 
graded , this was, in the figures aiid 
devices upon our feals, which, whether 
termed broad, and iifed by the Mo- 
narchs to iandion every public in'tru- 
ment, or appendant to a chain worn 
round the net k, as worn by Knightr, 
or as rings, tijr common mode of wear¬ 
ing them before watches were invent¬ 
ed, were ftill, if poffible, worfe exe¬ 
cuted than the molt common and care- 
lefs produdions of either the prefs or 
the hammer. 

If we look at the beautiful fpecim'’ns 
of this kind ot ancient fcuiptuic, 
which lorm lo cont-.derable and cn- 
tertainiiig a part ot cijffic learning,* 
and conneds itfelf 10 intimately with 
the hiltory, poetry, and mythology, 
of the Greeks and Romans; while we 
arc aitonifficd at the infinite vaiiety of 
their fubjeds, and are led to confider 


• In the early reigns of our Monarchs, 
particularly the Noim:!ns,it appears that 
little attention was paid to the coinage. 
The royal revenues were, in many ir- 
llances, icceived hy weight; and pieces of 
blank filver, not very unlike our j iiler.t 
ffiiilings, wete current. In the reign cf 
Henry ihe IIil, money cpine’l at Byran- 
tum, (Ci-nftantin iple,) probably intro¬ 
duced by the Crufadeis, was circulated 
in London. 

f With jefi td to heraldic accuracy, 
much doubt has hten entertained of the 
arms ail gtud to the thiee firlt Norman 
Princes; ami Sardetd pofiuvely alfeits, 
that after a med diligent inquiry, and 
an invedigatif n id’coii.s, iVc., I:e 

could not jji.d any Inch as h"d been 
liibricated for them; which afi’ertion 
their money diongly coiioborates ; 011 
the reverie of every piece cf which there 
is exhibited the tymbol of a nols, 
though it has been difTcrently or.a- 
pientcd by the different Monarchs. This 
kind of reverie has, in a gieater nr lei's 
degree, lieen continued down to the pie- 
ieot i'cign. 


them, even abftrafled from the art 
which they exhibit, as the mod faith¬ 
ful memorials of perfuns and events^ 
the mod authentic records of cuAomS 
and ceremonies, which elfe would, 
long fince, have funk into the vortex 
of oblis^on, and the bed elucidators of 
jhofe timesj or if we compare thofe 
miniatuie relievos with the w^rks of 
even voluminous autlivirs,and, viewing 
the images refledled “ fi om <111 to art,’* 
turn our eyes to dtofe few veftiges yet 
remaining of the feals of our own 
country; we (hall, as has been ob- 
/erved, while we gaze with adoniih- 
ment at the numbers and ingejuiity 
of the former, feel a dill diocTer fen- 
fation of wonder at the pam iry and 
want of conception whi'-li is more 
obvious in the latter than even the 
want of execution in their engravers. 

Before the year 1218, the ufual im- 
preffion of ail the (cals of laymen was 
a man on horfeback, with a fword 
in his hand. This, after the cir¬ 
cles, croifes, and baxon letters, was 
the fird excurfion which our anceftors 
made into the regions of fanciful imita¬ 
tion ; and lo little aid did they feem to 
receive from talte, that it did not ex¬ 
cite in them genius fufficient to vary 
the images impreffed upon inifruments 
tliat demanded a variety of images 
more than any other. In fa6l, the 
worm-eaten wood with which the 
Lacedemonians uled to feal, .appears 
to luve been better calculated for every 
piirpofe of public and piivate utility. 

Seals have in all ages been eoiifi- 
dered as organs of gieater Itcunfy 
than c’ven locks. Pompey feuled up tlie 
Iwords of his dill'olute and mutinous 
ioldiers; therefore it m.iy be alked, 
Wli.it ilio'ild we liiink of a fmitli that 
formed all of thoL alike f 

'J'he CTergy in thofe early ages 
feemed to have t.akcn more care, and 
to h.ive had their ieals niaikcd with 
a little more invention, as they gene¬ 
rally bore upon tliem the aims of their 
province, the diltinguiffiing fyml>ois of 
their convents, their mitres, p.illoral 
ILiff, keys, &c. Indeed, in 1237 there 
was a deciee for the piirpofe of re¬ 
gulating tliefe tn.atter$, and adding 
upon their feals their titles, digni¬ 
ties, .and fomeuines even their pioper 
names. 

There are few fubjefts upon which' 
greater learning has been difplayed, 
than upon (.his of feals and feal-rings; 
but although much has been written 
a with 
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with regard to thefe mimite elucidators 
of the progrefsof the aits, the Hate of 
civilization, the faithful chronicleis of 
ancieHt cuftoms, as welt public as do. 
taeitic, the advantages that have ac¬ 
crued from them, not only when con- 
iidered as appendages to chartirs, but 
explainers ot local hiftorv, although 
they have excited refeat’ches which’ 
have enlarged the diftjuifitive faculties 
and exerci^d the dilcnininati^e powers 
of the human mind, and have formed a 
iymbolic volume in every age and na¬ 
tion where they iiave been colJeded, 
have not been fo fully difplayed as 
their importance Items to merit; 
therefore we think, that the inftruc- 
tion to be derived fiom a continuance 
of inquiries and obfervations, Aich as 
have already employed the moft acutd 
minds and the greatelt talents in for¬ 
mer ages, indeed (in Germany) down 
to the beginning of the eighteenth 
century, might be Dili extended by 
a modern elucidation of the fubjcdf, 
which the difcoverics made in the 
courle of this period at Herculaneum, 
Pompeii, and other places, would war¬ 
rant. 

It is true, that the Mufeum Fhren- 
tinum, and ionie other Hill iinhnilhed 
works, include'defcriptions, illuftrated 
with engravings, of many of the feals, 
as well as imry otlier veltiges of anti¬ 
quity, found in thofe places to which 
we hive alluded j and we hive ften 
and lludied a Irfe volume, if it may 
be fo termeil, o< trifles impielfed fiom 
thofe e tquifi e oiigpia's. Hut it may 
be obleived, that the renuiiks upon 
thofe whicn we have formerly feen, 
(learned and fagacious as they mull 
be al'oved to be, and at once dif- 
playing a va!t fund ot tafle and in¬ 
genuity,) are rather addrelTed to the 
artiits, and the a linirers of* the arts, 
than to the mythologill and the hilio* 
yian. 

We may gaze with admiration at a 
^>tue, medal, or fed, and, under the 
guidance of genius, may (oon be taught 
)o adiiiiie their iMrious beauties; but 
as we know, that in many of the 
aUigorits or fymbols whicl; they re. 
pitfent, oi themylleries to which they 
allu'le, a latent meaning is included, 
we will) 'o become better acquainted 
with the circum'tances that pioduced 
them, and the fulfuricil event or my¬ 
thological zlluiion intended to be com. 
intmorated or indicated by their 
figes. 


Thefe obfervationSi for the reafofisf'' 
(lefore flated, apply but little to the 
feals of our own country in former 
^ler'ods. Thofe feem to baye been 
divefted of any myflical, or perhaps 
any other meaning, and are only to 
be explained by the deeds to which 
they are appendages; but even in this 
point of view, they are, taken with 
thofe inlliuinents, hiilorically ufeful. 

THQ PALACE OF KING JOHN, HOLY- 
tVKLL-LANE, SHOREDITCH. 

There is fcarcely one of our Englifh 
Monarchsthat appearstohave poirefTed 
fo many palaces in the metropolis, and 
its immediate vicinity, as King John; 
a Prince who (though from the flen- 
der provifion made for him by his 
father he had obtained the appeiia- 
tion of Ldck-land,) had certainly no 
lack of houfes, as a very flight glance 
at the ftill flighter notices left ot them 
will evince. There were, it has been 
flated, two or three within the walls of 
the City *, one upon Cierkenwell- 

green, 

* The ancient palaces of our Mo- 
naichs in the City are, generally fpeak- 
ing, well known and amply recorded; 
but added to thofe of the lituations of 
which we are toleiably certain, it has 
been faid, that the Pope’s Head Tavetii, 
Cornhill, was fmmeily one of King 
John's ( alacts ; but this fuggeftion aro:« 
merely from its having upon its front, 
which faced the high llrect, ai d was cf 
ftone, and, for the period, fpacious and 
elegant, the arms of Fngiand.bcioic the 
time of Kitward the Hid ; viz. three lions 
paflar.t, gaiilant, luppe rtid by two angels 
handloinriy and laigely carvtd : theie. 
foie a much more piobalde cunjeclurc is, 
that, even in thofe eaily days, this hotife 
was a tavern, and that the achievement 
wliich we have jiifl noticed was intended 
for a The King's Arm has for 

ages bet« a (.^imnicii lign loi taverns and 
public-houfts, not cnl) m the City, but 
in every other part cl tlie kingdom. 

Shall we upon this fiihjcA hazaid an¬ 
other cci<je£luie? namely, that with le- 
i'pcH to this lign, it ik fai fiom improba¬ 
ble, that alter the humiliation of King 
John to the Legate, the ancient arms 
of England, i. e. of the Englifh Mo> 
narchs, were taken down, and their 
place lupplied by the head of the Pope; 
whether out of ccnipliment or derifion 
we fhali not detfuipinc, but moft likely 
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one at oid Ford, near Bow, 
another at the bottom of Well-llreet, 
Hackne)t which ftilt remains, and is 
let in tenements to the poor, and one 
in a part of the parifli ot St. Leonard, 
Shoreditch, which, from the fanftity 
fuppofed to be attached to a well there, 
has Wn often mentioned, and has 
given a nanse to a certain portion of 
the diitri£t, viz. Holywell-ttreet and 
lane, or, more properly, the liberty 
of Holywell. 

Upon a part of this lane ftood the 
royal palace, which has long fince been 
dilapidated, but which muft have been 
of very ancient date indeed, for it 
appears to have been erected previous 
to the foundation of the priory of 
St. John, or the Houfe of Npns, both 
which, with the Holy Well, in thofe 
times exceedingly reported to, were 
immediately contiguous. 

It appears, that this maniion re> 
mained to the reign of Heniy the 
Vllth, when it came into the poflellion 
of Sir Thomas Lovell, who,irhedid not 
rebuild, certainly re-edified it*. By 

the former ; for it muft be obferved, that 
the anathema under which the country 
laboured was a nnuch mere ferious thing 
than is generally imagined. In the City 
it was molt feverely felt, and operated 
M a general outlawry. Commerce was 
fufpended, the truft betwixt man and 
man, betwixt individuals and the pub¬ 
lic, was broken; and, as Gomez the 
iii'urer fays, it was im^xilfible for a roan, 
fond of I'erving his friends, *' to call in 
his money.” A notice of tl\is tavern 
is extant, which ftates, th»t in the reign 
of Henry the Vlth, a pint of wine was 
fold there for a penny, to which bread 
was added gratis ^ but this, by-the-bye, 
feems to have been a good tnvein price 
for a vjhet in thofe tiroes. The Citizens 
of London, we are iiiftnifled by many 
recoids, had, in their Halls, &c. the 
meant of procuring their whets muc!i 
cheaper. 

* Sir Thomas Lovell died at his hoiife 
at Knfield, May *5,1 514* '"^s buried 

at the priory ot Holywell, Shoreditch, 
within the chapel which he had himfelt 
founded. A very curious account of 
the ceremonies at the interment of Sir

The priory was valuetl at 
S93I. by the year lands. The chapel 
was pulled down at the Reformation, 
and many houfes were there built for 
the lodging of Noblemen and itrangers 
bom. Holy%vell>]ai>e is now chiefly 
occupied by the lower order of tradel- 
men, the (hops of trastfl^ors*, i. r. fabri¬ 
cators of, and dealers in, vamped ftioes, 
&c. are the molt numerous and coafpi- 
cuous. 

King John’s-court, the life of the 
palace, confifts of fmall lioiiles. Some 
years fince, the proprietor of this eftate 
obferved in one of the lower apartment* 
a large hole. This was examined, and 
appeared to be in the crown of an 
arch. Accordingly, after ufing every 
precaution in the inveftigatiou above, 
and letting down lighted candles to 
afeertain that the damp vapour had 
ceafed to operate below, a perfon wa* 
prev.ailed upon to defeend. When 
at the bottom, he found himlelf in 
a large and extenfive vault, perhaps 
only one of a long chain which un- 
*queftionabiy belonged both to the 
Palace and the Priory. This vault, 
which Hill remains, ilretches under 
great pai t of the court, and is now 
ufed for the purpole of a depofitory 
for goods.

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verberated tfaroogh tli<; vallles, bad 
announced the commencement of the 
fedival.

pi a race pf Moiurchs to whom they 


not merely pay a willing 
ence, but whom they enthu(iaitict.dy 
l«ved. I need fay little more L'l.Jn” 
fpire you with all that ardour wnfeh 
once animated your warlike anceffors. 
The diflrefleg of the times ought to aft 
as a ftimnltis to our exertions. 1 fhall* 
therefore, only add, that, in order to 
Ihow my abhorrence of thecharafterof 
the ufurper, I have tingl'd the ancient 
banner of our hoii! ; -uid fecunded by 
you, O noble Lords! 1 mean, in the 
fanguine colour it now exhibits, to 
indic.ite defiance to the ufurper. We 
have a Prince, the rightful heir to the 
crown,.who is as vab-'ot and virtuous 
.as he is amiable and binigr.ant. Let* 
therefore, the other parts of il>e em- 
piie crouch beneath the yoke oi a 
foreign tyrent, if the pufillaniniity 
of their inhabitants has fo far ener¬ 
vated them; but let the free, the ge¬ 
nerous, the fpirited Hungarians, be¬ 
come again the proteftors of the an¬ 
cient dynaffy of their Monaichs, .nul 
Ihow the reft of Europe, that although 
tlicy h.ive, for a fliort period, fuffcied 
the brilli mey of the throne to be 
dclipied, they are re.ndy, with their 
cannon, to dirpe-rfe thofe clouds, fo 
that it may w'ith renovated fplendonr 
difpenfe its rays to every pait of the 
country.” 

I'he rapture with which this fpecch 
was received may be better conceived 
fh>n it can beexpieffed. The affem- 
bled Nobles (wore to fupport and de¬ 
fend each other, while they anxiouily 
purfued meafures rending to the re- 
ftoration of their native lb ince.

Among the many men, and ge¬ 
nerous benefactors of mankind, thus 
raifed by Providence from obfeurity, 
both in the part and in our own times, 
not the leall, but one of the moftdiltin- 
guiftied, was Sir Richard Whittington^ 
the fubjeft of this paper, who, for his 
many virtues and diftingiiilhed charity, 
was raifed by his fellow-citizens three 
times to the honour of filling the Chair 
of their city} who from a poor orphan 
boy, without parents, friends, or con¬ 
nexions, firft to bring him forward on 
the ftageoflifr, raifed himfelf from a 
fervile and obfeure itate. folelV by his 
fobriety, honelty, induitry, and inte¬ 
grity, to the firft rank of a merchant 
and a citizen ; and by his probity and 
due attention to the duties of his fitua- 
tion, he gained the love and efteem 
of his mafterand the family he lived in 
fo much, that his mafter thought it no 
difhoncur or degradation to his rank 
to bettow on him his daughter in mar¬ 
riage. From this fortunate alliance, 
together with his own inc'uftry and 
great fuccels in bufinefs, with new in¬ 
lets to trade, which his genius, pene¬ 
tration, and activity, pointed out_ to 
him, he became one of the wealthieft 
merchants in And the noble 

life he made of his riches and new 
acquired wealth will be (hown, and 
may be feen, by turning to the pages 
of the hiftory of his city, where it 
hands, and is recorded by the testimony 
ot many aiithoi s, as a never-fading mo¬ 
nument to his honour anti mcinoiy, 
the emulatv-n of pofteritv, and to the 
encouragemr“nt of private virtue.— 
When Iting Heii'y the Vth, alter the 
conqueft of Fiance, returned to Eng¬ 
land, crow, lied with viClory and ho¬ 
nour } and to attain that conqueft, fo 
gloiioiis to himlclt atul the valour of 
his countrymen, that mapnanimoiio 
and patriotic Prinre pledged 'ns jew-ls 
to the citizens of London for ten tliou- 
fand pounds; among the many who 
telfitied their loyrdiy upon tliis happy 
occafion to the one of the firlt 

and rpolt liiltinguiftied was Sir Rich.ird 
Wliittingron, who at this time was 
called to fill the Chair as Lord Mayor 
of the City, for the thiid time. He 
iniifed the Ki"K ®**d his Coiiit, and 
enteitaiued them at Guildhall j on 


#vhlch occafion, Sir Richard ordered 
a fire to be made of wood, mixed with 
cinnamon, who then tore and burnt 
in that fiie the King's bond for ten 
thou land marks, due to the Company 
of Mercers; another of fifteen Lu'.dred 
ma^ksydue to tbe Chamber c t Lomii'ii; 
one of two thoufand nr^ k'-, due 1 - tiie 
Grocers; and one ot three thou>and 
marks, due to the feveral other t.'c -t- 
anies ; with divers others raifed .1 
is own individual credit: the w e 
amounting to the Aim of fixty . ho.i- 
fand pounds fterling, which in our 
days would amount to a Aim beyond 
credibility. Sir Richard then, after 
burning all thefe fecuri'ies, turned 
with a manly reverence towards his 
Sovereign, thanked his Majelty :or hit 
fignal victories over the enemies of his 
country; that he had taken in all thofe 
bonds, and difeharged the feveral debts 
due on them ; and made his Majeft^y a 
prefent of the whole, to the aUonifh. 
ment of the King, his Court, and all 
prefent at this loyal banquet; and to 
the confufion of human piide and high 
<ygnity. On this occafion we may 
judge of the wealth and riches of this 
patriotic and dlfinterelted citizen, and 
the purpole to which he applied them. 
We have viewed this happy orphan, 
and favourite child of fortune, laifed 
to wealth and honour by his own in- 
duftry, alfifting his King and his Coun¬ 
try with a portion of that wealth with 
which Providence to bou mi fully 
crowned all his labours: let us now 
view him in a charadler no le.'s noble, 
but ftill more bountiful and diliin- 
guiflied, diffuling happinefs and bieiF- 
ing among bis fellow-crentures in that 
rank of life from whence Providence 
raifed himfelf: he law and wss a wit. 
nefs to their tfiftrefs ; that lomerliing 
W.SS wanting to relieve their indigence 
and add to their comfort; he founded 
hofpitals for the litk, to alleviate their 
pain, and heal their wounds, and to 
pi'eferve life from epidemic contagion; 
and for the poor, to keep them from 
wandering in tattered garments, to 
leek a Aianty bit from the cold hand of 
chaiity; fur the poor at that time 
were not provided for by raus and 
parilh fettlemeiits, as they are in our 
days; they depended chietly on the 
bounties of rich abhies and munaftc- 
ries, (a nioft uncertain modeofielief 
this!) which opened a wide loj'l tq 
idlenels and mendicity, and which led 
away a great number of the lower dais 

of 
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of the people from ufeful induftry ancf 
manly labour. He founded likewifq 
librarie* to the further extenfion of 
knowledge and ufeful learning among 
his fellow-citizens, and charity-fcliools 
to inftru£l the children of the help- 
lefs poor; inftitutionsthefeythen hardily 
known, but nurtured in the mind of 
this truly benevolent orphan boy, 
which expanded and broke forth in 
him with double luftre, whett God 
pleafed to provide him with the means 
to put thefe charitable endowments 
into execution. Befides all thefe en¬ 
dowments, and others of lefler note, 
blit uleful in the great end propofed 
by this greit mailer of charitable 
works. Sir Richard built St. Michael’s 
Chinch, in Vinfry Ward, and added 
to it a College for poor fcholars in the 
rrore liberal branches of uleful learn¬ 
ing. Even the prifons did not el’caue 
the benevolence of his heart, but ftill 
opened a new field for chariry to his 
mind, filled already with the pure doc¬ 
trine of bis great matter (Chrilt), of 
doing good to all men. He rebuilt 
Newgate; and to that new building 
added t'cvcral wards, more commedious 
and more comfortable for the unfortu¬ 
nate of his le]low-creatures immured 
in that place than that of the old 
prifon, which was on too confined a 
fcale. To follow Sir Richai'd Whit¬ 
tington through all his public and pri¬ 
vate a6ts of benevolence and love to 


tainment of the fcience «f biJjrffefV ^ 
which paved the way to ti^e anti 
commerce, and pointed outvfo his 
fellow-citizens the profit and advan¬ 
tage of a better connexion with neigh, 
bouring nations. He added new 
ftrength to credit, by the liability of 
bonds, ftripped of all the fordid and 
bafe traffic of ufury. And to conclude 
jiii a word, if we view all the virtues 
and difinterelted afHons of Sir Richard 
Whittington in their proper light, in 
(hem we behold whatever is noble, 
patriotic, charitable, and benevolent, 
roaring above the narrow views and 
confined interefts of mankind. The 
talent that his Heavenly Mailer gave 
him was not hid, nor corit.ealed, or 
laid ou|; in vain, but applied to tint 
wife purpofe of the donor, and re¬ 
turned with a ten.fold gain to the 
Mailer that bellowed it on this his 
faithful lervant, who entered on the 
joys of his Mailer. In him we be¬ 
hold the Chrillian virtues Ihine in all 
their lullre. The virtues of the hea¬ 
thens were merely palfive, and only 
temporal ; Charity, and the other 
Chrillian virtues, they had no name 
for; all theirs were fymbols. The 
Chrillian virtues are fubllantial, and 
reach beyond this life, to the at¬ 
tainment of immortal glory ; at the 
fame time that they ennoble and adorn 
the human bread, enL^e and expand 
the human heart, teaefius to love and 


mankind, would he to follow charity 
through all her walks, to her celellial 
abode, and with him follow her gentle 
fteps to the dwellings of the poor, 
where her dove-like eye beholds the 
diilrefs of all that are poor among man¬ 
kind, and with pity fees their com¬ 
plicated wants, and points them out 
to the feeling hearts or God-like men, 
who feel and relieve the wants of 
their fellow-creatures. Still leading 
him on in her pleafant road. Charity 
points out to Whittington, her fon, 
the poor, the fick, the lame, the blind, 
the widow, and the tender orphan ; (he 
hails him, and he takes them to his 
fan£ti>ary,and they all (hare bis blelTing 
and his bounty. His heart delighted in 
doing good ; mankind (hared with him 
his bounteous (lore; he relieved their 
wants; contributed to enlarge their 
capacity, by the extenfion of uleful 
knowledge. Youth, by the ereflion 
of his College, enlarged their ideas 
beyond the common level, by the 
improvement of morals, and the at- 


forgive all thole that offend us, relieve 
the poor, clothe the naked, feed the 
hungry, inltrufl the ignorant, to bear 
and forbear one with the other, and to 
make no dillinAion in religion, coun¬ 
try, or cliipe, but to embrace, as bro¬ 
thers, friends, and neighbours, all hu- 
man kind. Virtues divine, (baring 
above the empty jargon of modern 
philofophy, and the garbled tenets of 
modern feclaries. Unknown to So- 
crates, Plato felt the ray of the Di¬ 
vinity that beltowed them on the 
Chrillian, but not the light which 
almou enlightened

“ The Aiidrometer is to be confi- 
dered as a m'»re fketch, never intended 
for publication. In tlie conltruCt^on 
of it, Mr. Jones probably bad a view 
to thole objects, the attainment of 
vrhich he then meditated. We are 
not to conclude, that the preparation 
for eternity, which Itands at the end 
of the fcale, was to be deterred until 
the feventieth year ; it isiathertobe 
confideied as the olijeCt to which he 
was perpetually to look, jluring the 
whole coifle of his life, and which 
was exclufivety to engrols the attention 
of his latter years. lie was too well 
convinced of the precarious tenure of 
human exigence, to allow hnnfelf to 
reft the momentoas conc.:rn of his 
eternal welfire on the fall.icioiis ex-

Essay ett Love Avarice. 

By the Author of •• Essays after the 
Manker of Goldsmith." 

Our duty only can conduct us lafe." 

T he beautiful and comprchenfive 
meaning of the above lines of Son* 
theme conveys to a nshnl experienced 
in the circumftances of human life, a 
leflbn that, whilft it occafions us to 
look back with regret to the time we 
have mif-ufed and roif-fpeat, opens 
to us a delightful field or contempla* 
tion, on the certainty that our duty 
will, if attended to in future, condiiA 
us fafe to that point when temptation 
will have no power, and vanity ceafe 
to charm i in ihort. to that happy 
period when truth will triumph over 
fiction, and conrcioufnefs decide the 
imperfefliOns of reafon. 

There are very few who will pretend 
ignorance as to what conftitutes therr 
duty in life, both to themfelves and to 
their neighbours I and indeed,, unlefs 
in thofe depraved minds which feem 
devililb in their natures, by their deiire 
to injure, molcft, and deftiw, there are 
very few who would not, if they knew 
how,reftrain thofe paflions and propen. 
fities, which, by altering the natural 
courfe of things, deftroy ‘their own 
peace, and are the caufcs Of deftroying 
the peace of others. 

If, then, it is our palCons and pro. 
penfities which occafion us to fwerve 
from our duty, let us analyze and de. 
compofe them, by means of true phi- 
lofophy, in fuch a way, that we at 
leaft be able to neutralize the poifon 
that is mixed up with them, or ib 
to regulate them, that we may make 
tliem Atbfervient to good fenfe and 
for the paflions of the mind 
are ^eceflary to incite us to great 
' actions, and to form the true charaClers 
o: genius and of worth. 

Let us examine one by one tbefe 
and piopenfities, and endea¬ 


vour to determine the point of fafrty 
ip each} that is, that point farey6n(t 
which they ceafe to be ufeful or orna¬ 
mental to the mind, and begin to be 
dangerous and deftru£t*ve. 

I ihall in this Eflay fpeak of two, the 
moft apparently oppofite in their quali. 
ties ; I mean. Love and Avarice. 

Let us begin with Love, the love of 
women ; that pure genuine love which 
i> cfaalte and holy in its nature, and 
which delights tbe imagination, loftens 
the heart, and improves, by its gentle 
intercoui'fe with the lex, the under- 
flanding of man, and which never 
offends us in the contemplation of 
itscircumftances. Even this love has, 
however, its dangers} but they are 
dangers and peiplexities that do nut 
difgrace the liearc. It requires, not* 
withltanding, a very refined mind to 
unite the fenfual with the mental pal^ 
fion of love 3 a fine form, a beautiful 
face, exprefllve of a fenfihle and in¬ 
telligent mind, and perfonal accom* 
pliifaments, hold out a tempting objedt 
to tbcloverfor both fenfeand realun : 
ki fbort, he may fay perhaps with the 
poet, 

** ril take her body, you her mind ; 

Which has the better bargain t" 

And yet this (enfualrfl; has only to 
confider, that this perfect beauty, thr 
moment the becomes vicious, lofes the 
ftrongett points of attraction, and be¬ 
comes deformed 3 her eyes, wliicli 
fpoke pure tendernefs and alFeClion, 
betray tear, millrufi, and the thirlt 
of gain; her face, which was frelh 
as tne morning, and rich with the 
^e tints of heaUh, is pale and thin ; 
the contemplation of her form only 

f irefents to the lively imagination pol* 
utlon ; and difguft Aicceeds the im¬ 
pure gratifications of luft. It is very 
fine to quote libertine authors, to fol* 
low falbion, and to ridicule virtue; but 
the mind once impure is difeafed, and 
fuffers pain; an argument fufiicient to 
make us check as much as poflible the 
invitations of fenfual pleafures. 

Senfual love is, then, the paflion 
againit which we muft guard with 
peculiar watcbfulnefs and care, if we 
would be happy; and indeed it re* 
quires all the wit and ttrength of the 
liuman mind. The imagination is our 
great enemy on theie occafions ; and if 
its excurfions are allowed to be fre- 
qneiit, they will nut he in want of 
olijiCts of dangeiuus contemplation 

Nature 
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Nstarphcrfelf adtHson thefeoccafions: 
and the pre<ent manner of palling out 
time allows and invites the indifcre* 
tion. What can be expelled in per¬ 
ambulating the fli«ets for three hours 
in the morning, tired of the ride, dif. 
daining the ciijCet, and fuifering that 
fashionable tnnui which is degrading 
TO the underllanding, and a reproach 
to common fenfe* This hm%e, as it 
is called, is perhaps fucceeded by a 
dinner of French difhes, exquifite to 
the tafte, and ftledled from the pages 
of rAlnuuuu CmrmMHd, every thing 
rich and piquanttf aided by the powers 
of champagne or claret, llie con- 
verfation too of modern times, gene, 
rally ignorant and iniipid, mufT alfo 
have fomething piquaate. Woman, who 
has been bunted from the*,table, ftill 
leaves herfelf the lubjeil j and the fen- 
fual appetite becomes a tyrant over the 
underftanding, until the hateful morn, 
ing prefents fome unpleafant refiec. 
tions, which, though they do not make 
impreflion, yet occalion a return of that 
unhappy complaint, elegantly denomi¬ 
nated by the French €mud. That there 
an.* many good and fenfible minds* 
affiiifled with this difeafe of an ima¬ 
gination become morbid by the ende¬ 
mic of the times, is but too certain ; 
and to them it is worth while to olTer 
a cure t a lirong fenle of duty is the 
only fpecificj and when once that 
is eftablifbed in the mind, it muft be 
preferved and kept alive with conltanc 
occupation; for there is much danger 
in lei lure, and great chance of our 
doing wrong, when vre are not em¬ 
ployed in doing fomething good. The 
danger, havock, and mifery, attending 
tlie gratihcations of kift, are not of 
fuch mighty confet^uence in the mind 
as to pievent man in his career; and 
even adultery, the bane of many a 
family, and the ruin of tliepiincipals 
themfelves, is the refult of the ien> 
fiial paflion, aided by an indulged and 
pampered imagination, fed by oppor- 
tunity. 

If reafon could always be uppermoft 
in the mind, the imagination would 
not be prevailed ujion to.go forth upon 
jthofe excurlions in fear^ of pleasure 
lb ftrongly tindfured with regret and 
milery. But there are, I believe, 
among the belt regulated minds, cer¬ 
tain moments when fancy is triumph¬ 
ant, and when (he would lead the 
friends of reafon into danger { nor 
can the liyflop qf e^pen?n<;e nod pu- 


nithmentthoroughlycleuifeuslroin the 
diflemper $ latent itamina oF the fancy 
will yet remain to fproutlike ill witeds, 
to tlie interruption of the i^owtb qf 
better cultivated thoughts. The truth 
is, that not the flighteft encouragement 
muft be given to thefe dangerous pii> 
euies of the imagination { a fobermind 
is a great blelling, and is to be attained 
by dire6ting our thoughts to proper 
o^eds of true advantage, and tiiaC 
with a conftancy even in variety. 

But however dan^rous the fenfual 
palTion may be to the mind, there is 
another as degrading and deformed in 
its nature { the paflion of Avarice, or 
propenlity to gain. This not only 
endangers our peace, but in its gra¬ 
tifications injures and deftroys the 
profpe^s 'and advantages of others. 
The avaiiclous man inuit necefliirily 
be nnjtill: he may be pun<iual in his 
payments, and coireA to bis word { 
out as this vice is paramount, or fupe- 
rior to every other confideration, he 
will not heiitate to take wl»t be calls 
J^ir advantages j which, in the ir^e 
interpretation of his hungry mind, are 
fuch as are not within the cenfure of 
the law. This defeription of fair ad¬ 
vantages is the moft unfair pf any; 
for ft is pra£tifed with impunity, anil 
Iheltered from general reproof by the 
ordinary cuftom of manxind, which 
feldom quarrels with feifilhnefs. 'J'be 
avaricious man is, therefore, cowardly, 
as well as bale and unjuft} be is the 
moft diftioneft of all men, for he would 
rob you of your friends, would ftep 
between your hopes and expeiiFations, 
would fuperfede you in your employ* 
ments { and do all this with cooiinefs 
and fecurity, becaufe he does not come 
within the reach of the law. The be,ft 
way to corf€& this cruel propenfity, js 
to bend our thoughts to that approicfa- 
ing period when the (hurt chapter 
life muft end, and to that awful Icru- 
tiny when we flia I not be approved for 
having taken care only of our/elves* 
but when it will be aiked. how much 
good we have done to our fellow- 
creatures, and whether we have en¬ 
riched ourfelves with the claims pf 
charity to otlirrs ? 

Mor does it happen in the difpeo- 
fations of Providence, that one vice 
ever checks or deftroys another; they 
frequently unite to diibonour and de- 
ftroy their viflim, but they do not 
counteraift each other. Avarice, how* 
ever it mayreieflthe calls of humani.ty. 
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or refule the Aiit of virtue, will open irs 
purfe for a fenfua) feaft, anH become 
prodigal in vice. One would think 
that wickednefs bad agreed to give and 
take, or, rather, had entered into a 
partnerfbip to divide the profits of 
their biifmefs. Vices even alllmilatp 
with each other in the human mind, 
and acknowledge and prefervc their 
relationlhip. Thus Scnfual Love 
courts Avarice, and Avarice Senfu.il 
Love! they become tifcful to each 
Other, and the depraved mind is farif- 
fied with the barter until the comple¬ 
tion of its when the uppermolt 

vice blames and reproaches itfelf for 
having loft, as it then thinks, in the 
excha'nge. G. B.

accents of ex h«>(? illation, inquired 
into the caufe of his behaviour. ** I 
have never,” faid ttie, “ offended you j 
why, then, h.ave you the defire to 
offend me ?” Rudeness was afliamed j 
and Forgivenfss, as loon as (he (aw 
the blu(h, forgave. 

Forgiveness, in pnrfuing the path 
that liei mother had taken, next met 
with a deformed and ugly imp, called 
Cunning j who obferviug that (he was 
dilpoledto give fonie afUHance to a poor 
creature who had offended his matter. 
Hepped in between, and carried away 
the returning favour of the poor man's 
patron. Forgiveness reddened at 
the cruel advantage; but (eeing her 
mother near at hand, took from her 
lap a lai gcr portion of blettlng to make 
amends to the fufferer. Cunning 
winked its little ugly eyes in confu- 
(ion, and trembled for fear of being 
expofed. Though Forgiveness could 
not pardon the bale attempt of Cun¬ 
ning, yet her mother, Charity, gave 
her a tender fmile of forbearance, that 
made her pafs on without applying to 
Resentment. 

Forgiveness had not proceeded 
much farther, before (lie met with a 
feducer who had juft dettroyed the 
peace of mind of one of the children 
of her filltr Innocence, and betrayed 
her by faUe promifes into guilt. When, 
however, Forgiveness approached 
nearer, (lie law tliat Remorse had 
feized with his mercilels tangs the 
feducer by the heart. Forgiveness, 
mild and gentle as (he was, could not 
offer her hand to the cruel betrayer j 
but (he beckoned to Atonement, 
who was not far off, and who with 
gentle ftrength overcame Remorse, 
while Charity led ForgivenejS to 
the repentant finner. 

Whiia Forgiveness thus employed 
hei felf in the kind olHces of hnmaniry. 
Revenge, who was the child o( En¬ 
mity, ..nd gtown up to great bulk 
and fficu^th, fet out alfo to traverfe 
the earth. Revenge was of an hideous 
form; of bbtk colour; his eyes in¬ 
flamed and red, and the Ibckets which 
contained them of a deep yellow : he 
trod with a determined Hep, that niea- 
(ured vatt extents of ground, heedlefs 
which rend be took, and intent only, 
like the lion, on his prey. Revenge 
was not long before he met Rudenes.-:, 
who treated him with (corn, and thruft 
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thruft him from the path. Revenge 
drew forth his javelin, and thru'^ with 
fuch force, that it would inevitably 
have deftroyed the offender, had it not 
palled by him, which it did with the 
velocity of a flafli of lightning, and 
ftriking againft a ftone wall, rebounded, 
and fixed itfelf in the foot of Revenge, 
who fent forth a dreadful yell at the 
pain it gave him 1 in the mean while, 
RiinENE 5 s had efcaped. • 

Revenge next met Cunning, whom 
he wifhed to engage in his fervice to 
jniifue Rudeness. Conning con- 
lenied to give his alTllance, and pre- 
tendrd to fliow him the neared road 
to exeinte his vengeance, for which 
he was paid by Revenge at every two 
or three Heps, until at length he got 
him into a quagmire, wh i^e he left 
him ; and feeking out Rudeness, ob¬ 
tained more money from him to (how 
him the road to efcape Revenge. 

Revenge was fome time before he 
extricated himfelf, when he purfued 
Cunning as fad as his wound would 
permit j but that niifchievqus fiend 
only haralfed and fatigued him in bis 
piirluit, till out of bseath and exhaud- 
cd. Revenge fought Repost, but in 
v-ain, his mind being hill occupied 
with the fchemes of vengeance. 

Revenge had now fome better caufe 
for his third after punifhmcnt: the 
feducer had defpniled his filler Pride, 
and he fought him with the fury of 
a lion. He overtook them together 
embracing each other. Revenge in- 
ftantly thiew hisjivclinj but huiled it 
with fucli migiity ftrength, that it 
pafp d between the (boulders of the 
flrducer into the bolbm of his own 
filler, at the very inltant when the 
kifj of atonement had been given to 
the injured fair-one, and the ring 
placed on her finger. Revenge 
groaned dreadtully, .and, maddening 
with rage, fallicd forth, letking fome 
frelh objert j the fever of his imagina¬ 
tion cauled him to refent the mod acci- 
dent.ll neglefts and inadvci tcncies, 
making every thing a ciime. Re¬ 
venge was in this relllels and un¬ 
happy date, when be met by chance 
with Charitt and Forgiveness, who 
endeavoured, by pouring into his 
wounds the precious balm which they 
had to beftow, to alleviate his luffer- 
ings. For a while. Revenge w.as lulled 
to red by its delightful influence ; and 
when he paittd with them, he took a 
yartion of it fiom the lap of Fo'rcive- 


NEss} but the quantity was fo fmall, 
^hat it laded him but a fhort way on 
this journey, and he had but little to 
fpare to others. Thus Charitv. and 
Forgiveness dill continue to Wfji 
mankind, and Revenge to moled and 
dedioyj Charitv and Forgiveness 
I tiN continue in tweet health and peace, 
and Revenge in aeonihintatrophy< jF 
body and mind.

Aa Account of Prince ef Wales 
Island. 

fTri/fe/i in 1789 ly Dr. James Howisok, 
one of the Surgeons to that Setthment. 

T his Hland, which is deferibed inthe 
charts under the denomination of 
Piilo Penang, is fituated in the entrance 
of the Stiaits of Malacca, in loodeg.of 
Bad longitude, and in j deg. of North 
latitude *. 

It Is about fix leagues in length, and 
five in breadth. Its northern extieinity 
runs nearly pamilel with the main land, 
at a didance of about two miles, by 
which a fine channel is formed, where 
*all the navies of Europe might ride im 
perfed fafety, the height ot the fur¬ 
rounding mountains ading as a bar- 
rie< agaiiid the force of the pievailing 
winds. 

The climate, confidering our near 
approach to the equ.atur, is remarkably 
mild. Eighty degrees is about the 
mean height of the thermometer at 
noon, which duiing the night is feldoia 
above ieventy. Its falubrity, if equaU 
Jpd, is to be furpafled by no European 
fettlement in the Ead. Out of a gai ri. 
, fon of threc.hundted troops, (natives of 
liindooltan,) net one died for thefe hit 
fourteen months} a mod finguLar cir- 
cumdance to be experienced by a new 
fettlement in an uncleared country. 

J am of opinion, that this gieatfalQ- 
brity may be the eifed of a coudant 
ventilation kept up by almod conli-

noed, but gentle breezes, upon a coun¬ 
try where the uniform, but gradualf 
elevation from the to the fooj 
of the hills prevents thofe ftagnations 
of water, the exigence of which in 
tropical latitudes has ever been found 
bigbljr inimical to the health of man. 

A ridge of mountains, deeply indent¬ 
ed and covered with evergreens, divide 
the Kland longitudinally. There a 
Buniber of rivulets receive their ori¬ 
gin, whole waters, in purenefs un¬ 
equalled by the dnelt cryttal, give 
J>»uty and fertility to the interfedled 
plains. The (hade alforded to their 
Hreams by the clofenefs of the cover 
Troffl their fource to the fea, admits 
of their poflefling a degree of cold 
ftidom found within the tropics, fmd 
which in bathing is powerfully in* 
▼igorating to bodies relaxed by a ver¬ 
tical fun. The fenfe of pleafure pro¬ 
duced by this amufement is too ex- 
quifite to be deferibed, and can only 
be felt. 

The foil, which is light and fandy 
sem* the fea, gradually changes to a 
rich clay, on our approach to the 
high lands. Here the luxuriance o£ 
tiie fugar cane borders upon excefs; 
and from the plentiful crops of rice 
with which the plains are now loaded, 
every thing is to be expected from their 
fertility. 

Our gardens have already furniflied 
Vf with cabbage and potatoes} and 
when our indultry ihail have reached 
the tops of the mountains, it will 
^ord me but little f'nrprire to fee 
in our plantations molt of the pro- 
duftions of Europe ia their utmoft 
perfection. 

Where the mercury will fcldom 
ufeend to fummer heat with plants 
even natives of the temperate zones, 
the rays of a perpendicular fun will 
only give tl>e oeceuary powers to vege¬ 
tation. 

In the decoration of the country 
Nature lus been peculiarly lavilh. An 
aflembisge of flowering trees and 
Ihnibi, in perpetual bloom, and endlefs 
in the variety of their fpecies, form the 
lirft (hade* Thefe are overtopped by 
foreft trees of an immenfe neigbt, 
which fpread their wide-extended 
branctes, and with their foliage afford 
protedion to the tender blolToms of 
mare delicate plants. Here itrangers 
with admiration the effed of the 
oreezes fo ftronglv impregnated with 
the perfuKie of tbe tfoods. To tbs 


native, whofe fenfe of finelling is 
blunted by long enjoyment, it is how¬ 
ever iefs gratetul. 

The original animal produdions of 
this Illand are very limitedi Of qua¬ 
drupeds, the wild hog, bear, and fquir- 
rel, nearly compreJiend the whole. 
The abfence of the tiger and leopard, 
whofe numbers and ferocity almofl 
render the oppofite fhores uninhabit¬ 
able, amply compenfate for this leeni- 
ing deficiency. 

Qfjbirdswe bavealfobutfew, one of 
which only is remarkable for the me¬ 
lody of its notes. The crow and fpar. 
row, the never-fiiling attendants cn 
population, have but lately made their 
appearance} they are, however, now 
rapidly increafing and multiplying. 

All thf domettic animals arrive here 
at great perfedion. The fea, which 
furrounds us, affords a vail variety 
of filh of the molt delicate flavour, 
and its fhores abundance of the flnelt 
turtle and oyllers. In fhort, if an 
enchanting profpefl, a fine climate, 
and the luxuries of the table, are re- 
quifites to happinefs, we ought to 
enjoy no inconfidei'able Ihare of it. 

Our central fituation, which renders 
us accelfible to all our fettleinents 
during every feafon of the year, and 
where the voyage from eitlier is gene¬ 
rally performed in fifteen days, and 
will fcldom exceed a month, mufl, on 
the event of a war in India with a 
naval power, prove of immenfe ad van- 
taM. 

Timbers fit for the mails and yards 
of the largeft fliips can be procured 
ill any quantity, with little trouble, 
and at a fmall expenfe. 

The fmoetbnefs of the water admits 
of careening, and every other repair 
that can be accoroplifhed without a 
dock} which, with the abundance of 
proviflons * fupplird from_ the main, 
conftitute the grand eflentials towards 
refitting of fliips and refreflang of their 
crews. 

I'he valnahie trade in gold dull, 
tin, pepper, beetle-nuts, and birds’-

nefts. 
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&elf$ which h carried on in the 
Straits of Malacca* and for which we 
give in return opium and piece goods, 
the produce and manufaaure of onr 
own fettlements, was, prior to our 
elhiblifhment, owing to the rapacious 
manners of the Malays, attended with 
the iitmoit danger. Now the cafe is 
widely difTereiit: a fear of punifliment 
has produced an apparent honedy in< 
their dealings, which their ruling paf* 
fion for plunder will never admit of 
being iincere. 


* This uncommon article of com¬ 
merce is the neft of a fpecies of fwallow 
built with the fpawn of fi(h, which the 
bird collefls from tlie furface of the fea. 
In feveral of the Zflands -contiguous to 
ours are deep caverns hollowed out in 
the rocks by the continued action of the 
waves, which abound with thele birds, 
and which aie farmed out during the 
breeding feafon by the Malay Piinces 
to whom they belong. I have known 
a weli-frequented cavern let for one fea* 
Ion at a Turn equal to 5C0I. 

As the bottoms ot the caverns are ge* 
nerally covered with the fea, the nedets 
enter them in boats, and are provided 
with ladders for the purpofe of reaching 
their roots, where the neds are always 
found in the greated plenty. 

From the entrance into the caverns 
being often too fmall to admit a ftidicient 
quantity oflightfordilcovering the neds, 
flambeaus are ufed, which are kept burn, 
ing with great difficulty, from the num* 
bers of birds condantiy darting into the 
flame. 

The gathering of the neds commences 
the beginning of February^ and termi- 
■atM by law about the end of March, 
when the birds are left to breed un-’ 
didurbed. During this period, three 
ncits may be procured from the labour 
of one pair: the firft ned of the full 
fize; the lecond conflderably fmaller; 
and the third often fcarce large enough 
to contain the eggs, from the female 
being fo hard prefled for time. 

China is the great mart for this article 
of trade, where I have had the experience 
of their ieiline for tour times their weight 
in filver. 

In 179a, bird's-nefts were fold at 
Prince of Wales liland to the amount 
of forty thoufand pounds tierling. 

The Chinefe make the neds into foiipt, 
-and contidcr them of all foods the molt 
powerfully provoeative and Itrengthen- 
iqg. 


I Oilr harbour, which is admirably caU 
lated as a place of general refort for 
all the trading nations to the Eadward, 
whofe demand for opium is immenfe, 
but wliofe ignorance in navigation is 
too great to admit of their extending 
their excurfions beyond the mouth of, 
mud al(b add conhderably to our im* 
portance as a*fettlemenc *. 


Account of LirutunanT'Genbral 
Chaslks Vallancey, CiiiEP En¬ 
gineer of Ireland, Member ^ 
the Koval Irish Academy, Sfe. SteJ 

'T’HB ^great Lord Clarendon fays, 
** it is a pi^ there is not fome 
colleiflion made of the lives and actions 
of heroical.virtuous, and learned men, 
in feveral ages, and of feveral qualities 
and qualifications, that there might ho 
as well monuments of the virtue, piety, 
and learning of ail ages, as there will 
infallibly be of their folly and vice^ 
and then, it may be, there would be 
as many true hidories of very extra¬ 
ordinary men of the latter, and even 
ofthepre/ent age, which would inflame 
others to imitate them, as there arc 


* In a late correfponclence with the 
auihor of the above account, we were 
happy to learn, that the languioe expefla- 
tions he bad formed of the futuie conie- 
quence of this lettlement fo early as 17S9, 
the third year cf its edablilh^ent, had 
been in a great meafure realized before hit 
leaving it in 1795. 

At chat period, bufinefs was dally 
tranfafled in writing and fpeaking In no 
lefs than twenty different languages, 
European and Aflatic, and mod ot the 
latter in didcrept characters. They were 
as here enumerated, and of confequence 
in the fettlement according to their prio¬ 
rity of arrangement. 

Malay, Chinefe, SIamefe,Hindoodanee, 
Malabar, Portuguefe, Englifh, fiurmah, 
Achinefe, Batia, Perfee, Arabic, Java- 
nefc, Buggefs^ Perfian, Bengalefe, Apaie- 
tiian, Dutch, French, Oaniffi. 

The very rapid profperity of this let- 
tlement is by bun a.'cribeo, in a great 
mrafuie, to the appointment, by Sir John 
M'Pherfon, of Captain Light as Go¬ 
vernor on its lird eftSblilbrneiit. 

From his great probity, mildnefs of 
difpofition, and pertcA'knowledge of the 
language, ebarhfter, and manners of the 
Malays, Captain Light was adotirabljr 
qualified for the fituation he held* 

} fabulous 
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fabulous narratives of thofe excrl!cn| 
i&en who lived In the primitive tiniC!>l 
•f whom we know of veiy few whole 
lives were not written till many hun¬ 
dred years alter their deceafe.” In 
compliance with the wifli of the noble 
liitlorian, the following imperlc^f out¬ 
line of the life of one of the moft 
Extraordinary men of the pre/eiit age 
is atiiMiiptid, in which will be (een the 
foldirr and the fehohr, characters that 
mutually lupport and embellilh each 
ether. 

Lieutenant-General V^llancey is the 
dcicendanr of an ancient Fiencb family 
that (ectled in England in the leign of 
Charles the Ild. As his father was an 
excellent clalHcal fcholar, he was^ rc- 
folved that his fon Ihould ta'fe the ))lea- 
itires that niifb from an early and inti¬ 
mate acquaintance with flic belt Gicck. 
and Roman writers; and in order that 
lb delirable an olijeCt might be accom- 
plifhed in its fullcit extent, he lent him 
to Eton. 

In this learned feminary the fnbjev^l 
of this memoir became acquainted with 
the prelcnt Marquis Townfliend ; and 
notwithilanding the fiiendlhip of our 
Ichool-boy clays is but too often found¬ 
ed on a limilaiity of pleafuiable pur- 
fuits that vanifh with our youth, yet 
this was not the cafe in the prefent in- 
llance; for tlie friendfhip of young 
Townfhend and Vallancey may be faid 
to have “ grown with their growth, 
and ffrengtbened with their ftrength.'’ 

When the Nobleman juft alluded to 
was nominated Lord-Lieutenant of Ire- 
land, he appointed his (chool-fellow to 
the rank of Major of Engineers on the 
(ridi eftablifhment The endowmente 
of nature, and the acquirements of art, 
had peculiarly adapted him to fill this 
pod. Vallancey was noi 9 in the prime 
of life, a fine perfonabie figure, of a gay 
dirpofition, " polite with eafe, and free 
without offence.” The Viceioy, who 
had entered into the fpirit of the Irilh 
character, was well plealbd to find that 
the Major was a great favourite with all 
the wits that encircled the viceregal 
board j and that the Irilh ladies were 
acculfomed to call him the bandfome 
£ngliflman. Vallancey, in his turn, in¬ 
dulged fo great a partiality tor the na¬ 
tives of this nation, that in the midft 
of his o^cial avocarions, he was anx¬ 
ious to c.atch at every hint that might 
be united in a general plan for the im¬ 
provement of the countiy, particularly 


the melioration of the wretched ftate' 
of the pealantry, who began to feel the 
benign influence of Lord Townfherid’s 
adtniniftration j an adminiftration that 
foims one of the hrightelt eras in the 
annals of the country, next at halt to 
that of Lord Chelferfield. 

The Major embraced the firft oppor¬ 
tunity that preleiued itfelf to viiit the 
fouthern anti weitern provinces ) and in 
order to prepare himfelf for this tour^^ 
his fiift Ifep was to lay afide thofe pre¬ 
judices that are imbibed in our native 
country, and that but too frequently 
accompany us in our travels tbrougli 
others. He did not expert that his 
fye would be checied as i>c rode along 
through Muntlcr or Cunnaugir. with 
highly cultivated farms, ftately ma.'- 
(ions, aAd cottages adapted to all the 
purpulcs of rural convenience and lim- 
plicity. He was plcafed, however, to 
find, tint the plough-lhare was not as 
niliy as reprclenled } that fneh was the 
richnels of the loil, that the mountains 
vveic covered vVith perpetual verdure } 
that their wombs teemed with ufcful 
tneials; that the corn flood thick on 
the plains, and “ fung for joy.” 

He faw that encouragement was all 
that was wanting to wing the fhuttle, 
to nerve the arm of indulfry, to dilfufe 
the fit earns of wholclome knowledge, 
and to kindle the fire of gratitude on 
its native altar, the human heart. In 
order to aid in this god-like plan, ho 
collected feveral notes in the courfe of 
his tour; and having nnanged them 
intoafeiies of obfervations, lie tranf- 
mitted them to the Dublin Society, 
a patriotic body of Gentlemen, who 
may be faid to have kept the fparks of 
real patriotilm alive at the expenfe of 
their fortunes and perfonal inconveni¬ 
ence, when it would have been entirely 
extinguilhed through the chilling froits 
of national indifference, apathy, and 
diffipation. 

Major Vallancey next prepared to 
encounter a tafk that perhaps no other 
perfoh at bis time of life would have 
had the refoiution even for a moment 
to entertain. He faw that Ireland was 
a rich mine of antit^uity; that her na¬ 
tive writers had mingled the real hlf- 
tory of the country with fables in fuch 
a manner, that it was alinoft impoflible 
to feparate the cue from the other; 
that thefe annalills had complained, in 
the bitternefs of their hearts, of the 
mirrepi'cfentations of foreign pens, and

In the ti lt pl..ce, he found 
that he tonld not truif to tjanllations, 
girbied cn nnilati ms, or even to the 
flories :hit floated on thehreatli oftsa- 
dition j he was refolverl, if lie drank at 
ail, to drink at the fountaui-liead, and 
for this pnrpofe he fat doan to lludy 
the Irifh language, in all its dialei^ls, 
and in ail its aec<'. 

He was aililfed in the hoginnihg by 
a Mr. Gor.mnn, an old man, who i:n- 
derftood the modern Irifli very well, 
but was an entire ftrangci* to every 
other language, fo that he could tint 
aid his pupil with the companion of 
the Itiudture of it with any other 
tongue ; which would have addled the 
incmo-y, and familiarized the kaiaier 
with t.'ie cldelt branch of the Celtic, 
wiiicli the great Scaligci' has ranked as 
one of the original languages of Eu¬ 
rope. Such, 'lowever, was the afliduity

of his progrefs, that in a fliort time hi 
conquered tvety difriculfy that threat¬ 
ened to impede his favomite pur/ott 5 
and that the thorny pa'li which he had 
trod might not be again doled to the 
entrance of others Into the fame field, 
he rublifiied a grammar of the Ibsrno- 
ccltic, orl. ifli language, in quarto, iti 
f 773 - 

This, however, was not the firft 
fruits of his labours in this line. Plau¬ 
tus, who wrote ids play., in the fecond 
Punic vv r. iiitrydutes into his P.'nechis 
the chaia^ftr of llanno, a C.ii tl aj ini.sn 
into wliofe mouth he ! uts fcveral Car¬ 
thaginian (or Phceiucian) fentencea, 
the exphinaiion of which has not )'et 
hceii.agretd upon by the learned, nct- 
withllanding the various attempts that 
Irtirningand ingenuity have fuggefied 
on that he.ul. M.ijor Vall.mcey, how¬ 
ever, w.as determined to have a fliot at 
this rlaflical target : he accordingly 
publiflieda pamphlet, in which he col. 
lated theic Punic phr.ifes with the Irifli 
■as now fpoken. As the M.ijur av.iiled 
idinfelf in this collation of all the laws

tliat fimil.'r founds arc to be found in 
*all languages, it is not (urprifinu that 
in the b.-gmning he found many piofe- 
lytes to his opinion even in the foreign 
literary journals. Tliis ww difeo-verjy 
as it was then called, could not fail to 
alter the v.rnity of the natives, who 
were proud to find that the Irifh Ian. 
guage was fpoken in the court of 
Afdrubal upwards of thiee thuu/aiKt 
years ago. But when the glofs of novelty 
began to wear (dF, and when it w.is 
found that the M.ajor could coILate 
the Iberno-celtic with any othei ,lan- 
, guage, nay even that of Otaheite j 
thole who ventured to think for them- 
ftlves, and to view things cculis, 

wifhed that <he author h.ad employed 
his time in the faithful tranflation of 
fomeold Irifh MSS. that exhildted the 
manners of the times in which they 
were written. 

Vallancey law this; and though 
he was unwilling to give up a point 
which had colt him 16 much pains, 
and in which his ingenuity had car¬ 
ried off the palm from all hi« com¬ 
petitors, yet he was refolved that bis 
literary fame lliould not red upon 
a pedeftal fubjeft to be Ihakrn by 
the breath of confulting opinions} 
he therefore tranllated, with gre.at 
fidelity, an Irifli poem, of very «a- 

(icn 
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cient date, which began with thefe 
words: 

** Eire ard, TiiU na Riogb,

nili *.’* 

The Major enriched this hiftorical 
poem with valuable notes j but by lome 
fatality it has not yet been known. • 

As his celebrity had now extended 
to the remotelt fhores of Ir^and, and 
as the natives of the country looked 
up to him with a reverence that bor¬ 
dered alniod on idolatry, every one 
who was pofleflTed of a manufeript that 
related either to their own fept or to 
any tranfaflion of the country, efpeci- 
aliy in thole days when the Kland was 
called the quick fchool of the nutjl, they 
thought, and rightly thought, tlwt 
they could not be committed to the 
hands of a man who could make a bet¬ 
ter or more honourable ufe of them 
than Major Vallancey. He now began 
to think, from thofc documents, that 
a tranllation of Jelfeiy Keating, the 
dowery and fabulous Jeffery Keating, 
out of the Irith into the Englilh lan¬ 
guage, would be an acceptable prefent 
to the lovers of natural hiftory, efpeci- < 
ally if enriched with notes. One Dcf- 
mod Connor, a native of Ireland, a 
heraldry-painter in London, had at¬ 
tempted a verfion of this writer fome 
years ago; but as he was not well 
jfkilted in the language of the original, 
he has committed many errors, and 
disfigured it with fables and interpo¬ 
lations calf in the mint of his own 
imagination; fo that the Irilh Heio. 
dotus makes but a wretched appear¬ 
ance in the pied and patched garb 
that bis ignorant countryman has ex¬ 
hibited him in upon the Englifli Aage. 
It is not known what induced Val¬ 
lancey to reiinquiih this undertaking, 
in which he had made a great pfu. 
greili. 

In the mean time, his writings 
awakened a fpirit of curiofity in the 
country. Charles O'Connor, Efq. of 
Balinagam, in the county of Kofeom- 
mon, was the only gentleman that had 
hitherto diieAed his attention to thefe 
ftudies. In the year 1766, he publidied 
a differtation on the hiftory pf Ireland ; 

ft The lofty Erin, the ifland of

and as he was a ptrfeff writer of the 
old Iiifti language, and had received 
to. claffical education, much was ex- 
^effed from him. This woik, how¬ 
ever, was not compofeil “ uiuler the 
fliacle of academic bowers,” but amidit 
cares lint would liave dilcompofed the 
molt philorophic mind. Yet it poireffes 
great merit; although bis zeal for the 
antiquity of his countiy blinds him to 
the truth, even where it begins to 
enjerge from f.ible, through its own 
minute poweis. He could not prevail 
upon bimfelf to quettion the improba¬ 
bility of the MiUfun expedition; he 
fubfetihes to it with both his hands, 
as well as to the idea of an Egyptian 
colony, which is faid Iiave fettled 
in Iieland in the days of Ftiaiaoh and 
Mofes. 

Colonel, Vallancey, however, founil 
an able pioneer in Mr O’Connor, who 
affilled him to open many paffages, 
which bad hitherto baffled the marches 
of thole who were more timid and 
lefs excuriive in purfuits of this nature. 
The circle of tlitir readers was now 
eiilaiged; and fome w!io bad hitherto 
been content to ptrufe only what had 
been wiittcn, took up the pen, and 
tried their powers in fliort ellays or 
detached fragments, which in all pro¬ 
bability would have been lolf to the 
woild, if Colonel Vallancey bad not 
prupofeki to publjflia woik occafionally 
under the title ot Cotlcdanea de Rebus 
Hibernicis, which would become a 
for contiibuMoiis of this kind. As 
the firft iiumbers contained fome good 
dcycuinents, feveral writers joined to 
fuppoet the merits it had already ac¬ 
quired, and the foie management of 
the arrangement was afflgned to Colo¬ 
nel Vallancey,^ who certainly fpared 
neither time nor pains in the difeharge 
of that important truft. The chief 
contiibutors to this literaiy under¬ 
taking were, the Rev. Mr. Ledwich, a 
name well known in the literary world ; 
the Rev. Mr. Btresford, a Cleigyman 
of the Church of Rome; and Charles 
O'Connor, Eiq. already named. Thofe 
gentlemen, hough four in number, 
were eminently qualified to conduct a 
woik that promifed, through the pa¬ 
tronage of Colonel Conyngham and a 
few other public fpirited gentlemen, 
to acquire a degree of celebrity that 
would at leaft place it on a level with 
the produ£lions of other literary fucie- 
tics/dpvoted to the fame laudable pur- 
fuitji.

‘To tie Editor of the European Magazine. 

SIR, 

SHALL fake the liberty of conveying, 
by means of your valuable Mifcel. 
lany, my fentiments to the public re- 
fpefting fome of the opinions of Wake¬ 
field, advanced in his edition ot Pope’s 
Homer. In his primary remarks, he 
gives it as his opinion, chat the elegant 
and energetic tranflator was ignorant of 
his original. This is furely the bafelefs 
fabric of a diifempercd imagination. 
Pope, in one of his imitations of Ho¬ 
race, expre/sJy tells us, that he had 
read Homer very early in life. And 
there is no rea/bn to luppofe that Pope 
would have aflerted fuch a fift, :for 
which there was no apparent neceility, 
unlefs it had been literally true. In¬ 
deed, the idea of a man’s undertaking 
to tranflate ap. author of whole lan¬ 
guage he was ignorant, is fo ridiculous 
a circiimfiance, as could only have lug- 
gelted itfelf to the abfurd and invi¬ 
dious Wakefield. 

However extraordinary the above- 
mentioned alfeition may appear, he 
yet excels that and himfelf in a fub- 
lequent fuppofition. Dr. Blair has 
recorded, that in a converfation with 
Lord Bathnrft, of which Pope was the 
fubje£f, be took notice of a report in 
circulation, that Pope was unacquaint¬ 
ed with the Greek language. Lord 
Bathurfi faid, that from his own know-

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ledfc the report was falfe, as Mr. Pope 
' had tranfiattd part of the JLliad at his 
houfe, and was accultomcd, upon their 
aiTemblage at breakfait, to repeat, with 
great rapture, the Greek lines, and then 
compare his veriion with the originai. 
Mr. Wakefield wifiies to perfuade us, 
that this ftatement was exaggerated, 
either from a failure of his Lordfliip's 
memory, or from fome involuntary de* 
ceptipn. It was impofiible for Lord 
Bathurit to be deceived in Aich a cir- 
cumfiance by a failure of memory } and 
it was ftill more impoffible, that the 
deception (hould be involuntary { fo 
that if the ftatement is not true. Lord 
Bathurft was, in the warm language of 
Warburton, a deliberate liar : and that 
Nobleman’s known chara6ler crufties 
fuch a fuppofitinn in the bud. ^ He fur. 
ther ruppofes, that Lord Bathurft, who 
fail!, that he had teen Pope tranfiate 
from the original, might be deceived 
by the badnefs of his eyes, and millake 
old Englilh print for Greek. Do thef'c 
fuppolitions require refutation ? No : 
they refute tliemfelves, and compel the 
fmiie of contempt upon the counte¬ 
nance of every reader. Not fatisried 
with that abortive attempt, he pro¬ 
ceeds to attack his fcience in the Latin 
literature, and proleftcs hinifelf con¬ 
vinced, that Pope was unable, with any 
degree of facility, to conftrue even the 
Latin verfion fubjolned to tlie fchool 
editions of Homer. When one comes 
to recolledl, that Pope, at the age of 
fourteen, tranllatcd, with great accu- 
I'.acy, the firlt book of Siatius, which 
is univerlally acknowledged the nioit 
difficult claflic extant, he miift finely 
wonder how Mr. Wakefield could have 
been fo firnple as to .advance fitch a 
puerile and envy-conviiling afl'crtioii. 
1 lhall only remark further, that the 
reafon he gives in one of his notes, for 
not noticing oftenerthe elegancies and 
beauties of this boaft of Britain, is 
from a fear of infulting the tafte of 
his reader. Is it not much eafier to 
difcoverincorreff I Iiynies and blemifhes 
thin elegance of phrafeology ? But Mr. 
Wakefield was much more e.ager to 
find blemifiies than beauties. And 
even when be is compelled to notice 
fome tranfeending beauty, he endea¬ 
vours to defraud Pope of it, and riftes 
lome fimilar elegancy of phrafe front 
preceding tranflators; and then cries 
out, Exquifite couplet but our 
traniUtoi* was indebted for the liap- 


f ieft torn to Chapman or Ogilby. Pope 
as the elegant phrafe of a world of 
aters. Our commentator en vied hi w 
the beauty 5 and to deprive him of it, 
gravely afluces us, ^bat Ogilby’s phrafe, 
of a world of wiiderneii'es, fuggelleit 
it to Pope. Had Mr. Wakefield ever 
re.yl the Fairy Queen, he would have 
found, that Pope gathered this flower 
from a mn^h more poetical garden* 
for Speufer ufes it in the ift Book and 
Canto, 39(h ftanza, of his immortal 
Fairy Queen. 

I fliall conclude ihefe ftriflures witlv 
aflerting, that one grand incentive to 
Wakefield for editing this exquifice 
translation, was an invidious hope of 
detia£ting from the reputation of our 
unrjvalled Poet. This fentence may 
appear harfh and inhuman to many. 
Should his friends be of this opinion, 
1 am piepared for a reply.

'Viewing thefe things in the light in 
which we have viewed them, we muft 
obfei ve, that the happy combination of 
title and charader, the making the one 
ferve for the other, renders at leaft the 
page of this work peculiarly valu¬ 
able, and has alfo, we have reafon to 
believe, given a I'pring and animation 
to many others, which, with due deco¬ 
rum, we Aiall now proceed to the con* 
iidemtion of. 

The volume opens with the charac¬ 
ter of Sir JohnBoiIafe Warren, who, 
we learn, is delcended from a family 
anciently fituated in Cornwall; but its 
reprefentatives having, by purchafe, 
obtained the manor of Little Marlow 
and other eftates, they became refidents 
in Buckinghamihire. 

The adions of Sir T. B. W. are fo 
intimately conneded Vith the events 
of the war with the United States of 
America, *' tlfn confidered in parka, 
mentary language as rebellious colo¬ 
nies,” that it is unnecefTary to detail 
them, or indeed thofe of the war which 
fo ibon followed the French Revolu¬ 
tion, in the glory of which this gallant 
Admiral had lo diftinguilhed a thare. 
In confeqqence of his meritorious ex¬ 
ertions, he received the unanimous 
thanks of both Houles of Parliament, 
was created a Baronet and Knight of 
the Bath; and previous to the late 
peace, we learn that be was employed 
in a diplomatic capacity at the Court, 
of Petc'lburg, whence he has lately.' 
returned.

Mr. Tierney next paFc- in 
befotc us. Upon the character of tt.is 
Gentleman we have no (;hrerv.it!''«s to 
make, as it has been fiiffieiently before 
the public to enable the public to ap¬ 
preciate its meiit. Indeed, ihe learned 
author feems to have left his fubjcCl, 
as Shakfpearc did fome of his plays, 
and Butler his Bear and Fiddle, un- 
finifhed. Whether, like the latter, he 
means to rcfunie it, time only can dii- 
cover. 

The charaflers of “ The Greys” ar6, 
like molt of the other charafters, pre¬ 
ceded by a Ihort introduction. In the 
laft it was hinted, that the prcfl'ure of 
IthuriePs fpear, which we fuppo.^e our 
ingenious authors poflefs, was fome- 
times iieccfTary to deveiopc human 
intricacies, the prefent fpeculation has 
not fo leleftied a proem. The writes 
here defeende, and, throuding his bril¬ 
liancy, frems more on a level with the 
capacities of his rcadeis. He ftates 
in general viitues and qualifications 
which we a'l uijderltnnd, and whic^) 
are properly applied to the refpcftablc 
family that he coinmc-muratcs. 

Tlie hiltory of this ftt of Greys (for, 
by the-bye, The Cireys” i.s not a 
very .appropriate or d.rorous introi. 
duCtion to the memoirs of a noble 
and higbly-efteemed family.) is driven 
through thirty-eight pages, of which 
the parliament.iry exertions of the 
Honourable Charles Grey occupy by 
far the largeft (hare. “ It would” 
(^lays the Author) “ employ" (he means 
111!) “a volume to detail the fpeeches 
of Mr. Grey in the Houl'c of Com¬ 
mons.’’ . So it probably would. It has, 
em^f^d part of this, and there are 
i^V volumes much ivorfe employed \ 
but we would, advening to the title of 


this work, fuggeft fo the author, that' 
we want rot fine fpecchrs here, but 
real charadter. “ Words are wind,” 
blit charadfer is fixed and determined j 
ai d although we do not mean to apply 
what we have quoted .•’bout words to 
(he f])ccchcs of tiiis H’Jiicurahle Gen- 
tlcruan, fo neithcrcio we wifli to behold 
bcipio and J.clius gatlierinr. rock^t-Jiells, 
AuiViittus pl.iying p-rilen-hafg, or 
/igcfilau. on .i hobhy-horre. 

•Yer HC (i;*'id'l wilii to contemplate 
our ccmpruiiols more in an imdrifi 
fb.an ti'.cy li.'.ve .••ppened in tliis vo¬ 
lume} or, in a wcid, to clii'cern in 
this c-l.ihoj.itc prodiicpf'u snere mat¬ 
ter rind Ilfs art.” 

^’Ve now open upon V* 'ior-Gencral 
Moc'it, who h.is lately beer, ' • uoiired 
by his bovereigii with the Older the 
B-uh. fWh t the fen l.il ly'iem. Sir 
Cioudeflcy Shovel, or tlie Duke of 
Marlborough, cart have to do with 
the cliaiacfcr of this In.-ive and ex¬ 
cellent Officer, (though the latter is 
certainly the molt appropriate,) the 
author knows better than ourlclves: 
ho'wever, we find them all affixing in 
his int.’-odudlion ; neither are we better 
able to guefs, wliy the long quotation^ 
from Shakfpenc were inferred, merely 
to be negatived. For ihefe things 
there does not appear to us to be the 
fmalleft rcafon. The military talents 
and Angular military exertions of 
General Moore, fupported by his pii- 
vate virtues, may well ftand alone. 
They afeiecoided by the cliftinguifh- 
ed approbation of his Monarch, the 
thanks of the Legiflatmr, and ac¬ 
knowledged with gratitude by « whole 
people; they will live in our hiilory, 
aye, and wheie our enemies will not 
wllll, I.V THfIP. OWN. 

Lord Laudeiciale’s charaffer is next 
confidered ; firlt as a politician, i'e- 
condly as an author. His political 
dirquifition the writer (very wifely in 
our opinions,) leaves, as manyaieac- 
cultomed to do when they meet with a 
tangUdJiein, to be unravelled at fome 
future eoportunity. With regard to 
the authorfhip of this noble Lord, 
(though the large extradls from his 
pamphlet, here almoft republifhed, 
afford a tempting opportunity,) we 
fhall make no further remarks, than 
that “ our departure from the nvi/lr 
fyftem of neutrality,” (as we have upon 
another occalion obferved,) was, we 
think, the wilclt thing we ever did 
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tn our llvpl. As to the ingenious 
ftmile of the “ uncajed P'reiichman in 
ruffles without a flnrt, tinfei and lace 
on the outflde, dirt and dowlas with¬ 
in,” ail which we have actually ken 
reprcfented on the ftage in a panto¬ 
mime } it is one of the molt delici'^e, 
as well as the moft elegant thing's, that 
we ever met with in the defultory 
courfe of our reading. 

Flying from wildom ro beauty, we 
meet with an introiiuifion to Mrs. 
Crefpigny, in a of two pages. 

We with the author t'ad merely an- 
nounced the name, snJ have let the 
Lady fpcak for herfe’C, i<ir he Teems 
but a forty Tort ot a GetifJcnian Uiher. 
Heaven torb>d he flioul.l ever inlrcduce 
our cbaiadters. We will jnft quote 
one pail'age for rue judgment^ of 
the reader; and iT he determines 
this to he elegant writing, or even 
common renle.'wc will lay down our 
pens. 

“ Born to affluence, adorned with 
beauty, and gifted with a vivacity 
which, like the Will o'lViJp, often ipar- 
kles to delboy, Mrs. Crcfpignj], at 
a very early age, role above her Titna- 
tion, and the vanity tintural to her fex. 
In early youth (he utcame a candi¬ 
date for the greenefl wrtitli of female 
fame.” 

What the Lady (who, as her works 
evince, is a molt elegant and defervedly 
ndmired authorefs,) will think of this 
eulogiunty we fhall not. attempt to con- 
jefture. 

Major Topham is the next character. 
This properly enough enters unan¬ 
nounced by a ceremonious introduc¬ 
tion | wc jhall therefore I'litrcr it to 
pafs with only one quotation, which , 
js, that, “ in a gentlenmn of the high- 
elt pretenfions to litemture,” the Au¬ 
thor feems to think, “ it conveys a 
fufpicion oiifuperficial genius,” to he, 
like Cicero, " a dextrous and inceilant 
punfter.” To this we can only reply to 
the faid author, that from the few 
puns which he has let off in the courfe 
of this woik, however neaWy he may 
refemble Cicero in other refpeifs, in 
the art of punning he does not bear 
the lealt fimilitude either to him or 
to his dextrous and inerffant friend^ the 
ingenious Major. 

The charafters of Lord Balcarras, 
Dr. James, Prebendary of Worcefter, 
Mr. Egerton Brydges, Cyril Jackfon, 
D.D., Dean of Chrift-Church, Oxford, 
(upon which eftabiifhment we (hall 
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venture an obfbrvation by.ind-byl',) 
follow. ^ * 

Lord Howe fucceeds this truly re- 
fpertihle groupe. With regard to thi* 
Nobleman, we fhsiU quote the con¬ 
cluding lines of the account of his 
affions, as they are a fair fpecimeit 
of this author's abilities, when he 
choofes propelly to exert them. 

“ The ch irailer u: r.ord Howe, like 
that of his*whole family, is dillinguilh- 
ed by refolution and perTonal bravery. 
He has b*esi regularly educated in the 
(chool of war, and” (has) “ proved 
always viTlorious, e.'cn on that Conti¬ 
nent where no other Englilh General 
has obtained complete fuccefs fince” 
(the year) “ 1763. All his plans were 
formed with jadgmenr, and bis opera- 
ti«ns conducted with ability. No one 
is better acquainted with the proper 
diTpofition of his troops j and while, 
as a military man, his talents remain 
uiKiuertioned, it ought not to be for¬ 
gotten, that in private life he has dii- 
tinguilhed himfclf by the fincerity and 
w.arnith of his friendftiips.” 

From this fenfihle liile, as if tired 
of its broees, our author, or fome of his 
•coadjutors, foon wander through all 
the wild exuberance of fanciful diftion 
and ideas, .as will be feen in theconclu- 
fion of the introduftion to the next 
charafler, Mrs. Cofway, which we (hall 
quote for an example of tliis, a ne-tss 
snode of writing, which feems to us 
to be a happy combination of the fio-‘ 
tid, the terrijic, and the (files, 

and to exhibit beauties which muft be 
(elttobeunderltood 5 or, more correftly 
(peaking, muft be underflood to be felt. 

“ While man builes himfelf in the 
depths of (cience, woman lofcs hcr- 
Celf amidftthe ethereal regions of fancy: 
(lie roves from (feep to (ieep, plucking 
wild flower j from every fide. Myrtles 
frefij'orveard with the green laurel to 
(liade her head ; violets fp/ing beneath 
her feet { and unnumbered Tweets Jieep 
her (en(es in fragrance. Alps rife on 
Alps, yet iheloveljpilgrim is not check¬ 
ed in her courfe. She crofTcs dreadful 
precipices! love beckons her from one 
point, and fear hails her froth another 
beyond it. Forwards (he flies- The 
atfe^iions doves to her cari and 
after many a perilous flight, they lay 
her on a bed of amaranth within the 
arms of Glory I ! 1 ” 

The author having thus exquifitely 
laid his lovely pilgrim on a celeflialhed% 
in the arms of a bedfellow who is 
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cfoally cearted iad envied, proceeds 
<0 date, that ** Mrs. Cofway, the (iib* 
jeft of thefe memoirs, is a ftrikinga 
example of this aflertion.'* I 

What the aifertion is, we have not, 
with all our critical fagacity, been able 
to difcover} whether it points to the 
Spartan Elotc, with refpeil to whom 
he is too deep for us, or the fair aud 
intelligent fubjefl^ of this fpeculition, 
we are profoundly ignorajpt. How¬ 
ever, the charaSer of Mrs. C. begins 
with as horrid an inftance of enthu- 
jEaftic cruelty in her nurfe as is to be 
jFound upon the lecords of the molt 
vehement periods of zeal and (uper* 
ftition. 

We were not totally unacquainted 
with.the ladies mentioned} yet the 
ftory alluded to we have never he<pd 
before I 

We mull correal the author in one 
iiiltance} we could in many, had we 
time for recolleftion and relearch, and 
fpace to detail their refult. Mrs. C. 
was devoted to that art in the pro> 
felilon of which Ihe has (ince made fo 
tliHingiiiihed a figure, before her union 
with Mr. C. Soon after her arrival 
in England, her defire to excel in« 
duced her to ftudy from thofe beau¬ 
tiful and augult fpecimens of ancient 
fculpture in what was then called the 
plaifter, fince the Model Academy, 
Old Somerfet Houfe, in thofe hours 
when the male fludents were abfent; 
and probably the genius and talle 
which fhe difplayed in her drawings 
there, iirfl attraSed the attention of 
Mr. C. 

Did our limits allow us to extend 
our fpeculations to any length, we 
ihould take little pleafiire in extend¬ 
ing our critical obfervations^ on this 
part of the work. The ftile in which 
this character is written, is almoit in 
every line of it marked b/aiFe£Varion ; 
and It does feem to us, by the author’s 
aiming at jBebtt, when pei haps be had 
better have Icept on blain ground, that 
though he has feveral times ftumbled, 
and mere than once fallen, it is not 
into the track which the title of the 
work ,feemed like a diredfing pott 
to point to. In fafl, he has taken 
Upon himfelf a talk we think above 
bis talents. We could fay more} but 
vorbum fat. 

We could fcarcely forbear fmiling 
jjyi U we read, that the author of the 
'‘u'aAer we now arrive at uoas obliged 

differ from the learned Mr. Henry 


Kett; not in the conftruftlcm of any 
particular palTage, lyltem, or circum- 
(lance, but in bis idea of the fcnfe of 
ecciefiaflical hiftory in general. How¬ 
ever, finding it difficult to alone, 
be demands the fupport of the critical 
reviewers, for the profundity of whole 
learning, and the elevation of whofe 
genius, we have the lonue^ and the 
higheft veneration. Drawing on one 
of thefe lagacioiis gentlemen’s boots, 
and leaning at the fame time' upon 
his(hovlder,our laid author hops foona 
Mr. Kelt’s fermoa on the earlieft Mar¬ 
tyrs of the Cluidian Church, to the 
Olla Podrida-, a work to which feveral 
learned and ingenious men contributed 
with Mr. K., and wht(^i was juftly 
commended by the Bifhop ol Lincoln 
and the Bifhop of London, i-'u-Utes 
whofe prsV'^ fame. 

In 1*01, Mr. Kelt publlfhed ** Ele¬ 
ments of general Knowledge, introduc- 
tniy to ufeful Books in the principal 
Branches of Literature and Science; 
with Lifts of the moft approved Au¬ 
thors, including the bell Editions of 
the dallies: defigned chiefly for the 
Junior Students in the Univerfities, 
and the higher Clafles in Schools :’* 
a work which has, we think, gone 
through five editions, and with the 
elegance and ufe of which every lite- 
lary man, and we hope every ftudent, 
is well acquainted. _ We believe that, 
like its author, it is held in general 
eftimation. It .as fully difplays hl.s 
claffic mind as the poem recited at 
the meeting of the Members of the 
Literary Fund docs the elegance of 
his genius. 

The ebarafter of Earl Camden com¬ 
prehends the political tranfaflions of 
his Lordfhip from his firft entrance into 
the Houfe of Commons. His conduct 
as Lord Lieutenant of Ireland; and 
indeed more of the circumftances of 
the horrid rebellion in that unhappy 
kingdom, as they are fo well known, 
than was abfoliitely neceflary. VVe 
want not, in works of this nature, bio¬ 
graphical gazettes, general orders, 8tc. 
•• A Com-aiffary’s lift in verfe” does 
not appear to us to be more abfui d; 
yet thus our author-goes on to the 
end of what he calls " the charac- 
ter?’ ' 

In the exordium to the memoirs of 
Sir James Mansfield, wc learn, that the 
bufinefs of government is now become 
more feientifle than it was in the time 
of Henrv the Vllth. or even in the 
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day* of Addifon} though with refped 
to the latter period, when we recur 
to the number of treaties and diploma, 
tic tranriftluns that were then in agita* 
tion and operation, if they can be/e* 
colleded, we are convinced that the 
author is incorredt; and we are Itill 
further confirmed in this opinion, by 
knowing, that the foreign affairs 
(which from the clafhing of the minute 
intereils of petty States, every one of 
which wasrf&rn allowed to have its due 
weight in the generalbalanceof power,) 
were much more intricate than they 
are at prefent. Thefe interefts having 
been moft unwarrantably and infa- 
moufly crufhed, has fimpi'ided the fyC- 
tern, in the fame proportion as depopu. 
fatiou I enders police unneceffary. But 
exclufive of the trouble attendant upon 
tranfmarinc politics, if the author con- 
^fiders that in the tiuK of Addtfon 
the nation was haraffed by the con 
tentioris of two great parties, threatened 
with rebellion, the opinions of men un. 
founded, and the index of the popular 
compafs very frequently feinting to the 
North, we believe that he will not 
think the tafk of adminiltration lefs 
arduous at thofe periods than it hhs 
lately been. Why he (hould fuppofe 
that the profeffion of tlie law is now 
the only path to eminence in the State, 
we do not underffand : he fays, " be- 
caufe it is a kind of focus which draws 
to iffelf, as” (to) “ a centre, the 
brighteft dafhes of intetle£fual ftrength, 
the fcattered rays of a thoufand minds.” 

Upon this legal and phiiofuphical 
period, we mull remark, fliat if there is 
any foundation for our author’s pofi- 
tion, leaving the brighteft liafhes of 
intellectual ftrength, fcattered rays, 
and a thoufand othef fine things, 
which certainly emanate from the molt 
vivid corrufeations of genius, bilt 
A'i'-ch are far above our coraprehen- 
fioii 5 leaving thefe beauties, we fay, 
to thofe whole' faculties are frong 
enough to bear their brilliancy, we 
fhall, in a few pLain words, endeavour 
to folve our tnvn difficulty,’ and fu- ther 
obfervp, that if the profelfion of the 
law be now riie os/y path to eminence 
in the State, it is bccaufe the labourers, 
who hive for a feries of years been 
at work on both Jides of it, have fo 
•gravelled the faid path, that nobody 
can with any degree ot facility travel 
upon it but themfelves. 

Of the life of Sir James Mansfield 
ve have a particular account, drawn 


up in a manner which U extreraelf 
creditable to its undertaker. He it 
■ftated to have been the rtcheft lawyer- 
'at the Bar, and to be *• the fimdUt 
lawyer upon the Bench.” We think, 
with thefe advantages, that he wahted 
no foil i therefore ihe contraft betwixt 
him and ** his worthy, but petulant, 
predeceiTor,” might well have been 
(pared. 

To the oharafiler of Dr. Robert Bree, 
Phytician to the General Holpital at 
Birminrh'im, is added an account of 
the Hate oi the manufa^luring poor in 
ii'st town. 

This Gentleman, whom we uuder- 
ftand to be diftinguiflied for his fuccefs 
in Che cure of the convutfive afthma, 
firft extirpated this dileafe from him- 
fe 4 f, by a method certainly, in com¬ 
bination with medical proceil'es, equally 
new and lingular; which was, that of 
abandoning his own piofelfion, that 
of Phyfician to the Leicefter Hofpital, 
and confequently in exreitfive praAice, 
and becoming a foldier. This bold 
eonjlitsdional exjieriiuent was attended 
with all the luccefs he could have 
defired After having, for about a 
year, Aibmitted to the regimen of a 
military life, he laid down his fword, 
and refumed his pen ; and from having 
put himlelf in a fituation to leek the 
deftruClion, he now, with renovated 
Itrength, turns his attention to the 
prefervation of mankind. 

There is connected with this intereft- 
ing ciiaraCler much good fenfe and 
valuable information, in the account of 
the ftate of the manufaCluring poor 
in Birmingham; a place with which 
we are well acquainted, as allb with 
the fubjeCls ot thofe oblervarions. 
With relpe6l to the iucreafe of build¬ 
ing and population, we think that the 
author raigjit have gone ten or fifteen 
years farther back than he has, with 
advantage. Had he begun his calcu¬ 
lation from the year 1765, at which 
period there were lew uoufes beyond 
the New Church, and the old building 
called the Nena Hall Hood in the fields. 
When on the London road you faw no 
houfes till you came to Deritend, and 
towards Handlworth the buildings 
ended with Snow-liill, &c., it would 
not only have fhown in a ftronger point 
of view the allonilhiug increale of 
houfes, and their concomitant popu¬ 
lation, but alfo would,' or ought, to 
have included the rife and prograia 
of the arts aod manula&ures, which

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bAve, hf the'fpirlted and encouraging as fuperior to thofe oF their- Gallic 
exertions of Matthew Boulton, Elq. competitors, as their candour,liberality 
and others, been attracted to this ceii- r of (entiment, integrity, and honour, 
ire, of ingenuity and induftry. Wei We could Ihow him, that as we have 
perfeflly agree with Mr. Hutton, from had conquerors, we have had ambafla> 
whom the account is taken, that the dors: and that either lauiel flouriihes

f >rocure the comforts of life. Their 
argd families, inftead of being a bur¬ 
then, are an advantage to them, as 
their childien may almoft from their 
leading - Itrings find employment ;

** that infancy meets with every dif- 
advantage in this town,” we aie at 
^plofs todereimine. Kheumatic com¬ 
plaints are, we believe, more frequently 
reduced fiom the dampnefs of t/ie 
itchen (the ground) door of the ma- 
nufa^urers* houies, wherein it is ufual 
i'or the whole family to fit fix days 
Ht leaftin the week, thin from boarded 
Boors { yet we are forry that any in¬ 
convenience fiiould arife to the people 
from the neatne/s which we have fre¬ 
quently obfeived and admired in thofe 
apartments. 

We have been more diffufe in tbefe 
obfervations than was perhaps critically 
necefiary; therefore we fball only add, 
that we are liappy to be informed that 
the inhabitants of this town have in 
Dr. Bree a gentleman refident among 
them fo well acquainted with the pre¬ 
valent difeafes, and fo ready upon all 
occafions to give his afliilance to the 
poorer, and, as it appears, the molt 
afflidled, clafs of fociety. 

Dum Spiro Sperot 

This, the motto of Lord Whitworth, 
it prefixed to his character: upon 
which it may be obferved, that al¬ 
though the mottoes lele£ted by Addi. 
Ton, Steele, Swift, and others of the 
firit eminence in literature, were al- 
wa;ys confidered as the germs f^rom 
which their 'various Elfays fprung, 
this, which is intended to introduce 
the introduction, has not even the molt 
diftant alluiion to the fubjeCt of it, 
which is indeed that hackneyed theme, 
the fuperiority of the French over the 
Englifh in diplomatic knowledge. 

This fuperiority we pofitively and 
unequivocally deny; and without go- 
iMKjnfrift further back into our hiftory 
linfcardinal Langbam, could produce 
to our aibthor a folio of inftances of the 
talents of onr countrymen having rifen 


in Britain. But this our limits will 
not allow ; we fhall therefoie add but 
a few words. Does it not lugged itfelf 
to him, that every treaty has, like every 
parliamentary pioceeiling, been can- 
v.alTed by two parties ? and that the 
chardCfer of the Amballador who con¬ 
cluded it has taken its colour from, 
and been involved in, the approbation 
or dilapprobation with which it has 
been received by the public. What 
did the Whigs lay of the Tory trea¬ 
ties ? and •vice lerfdP Did not each 
party glance at and afllmilatc ihofe 
who conoiuiled them with the tianf- 
aCfions tbemftlves, and level their 
keen farcafins and obfervations ac¬ 
cordingly? And it is curious enough 
to remark, that the fame kind of cen- 
fure was, .as far as they dared, as 
frequently applied by the wits on the 
other fide of the Channel as by the 
wits on this; and that each nation 
‘ has in its tiiin, at former periods, 
thought its repielentatlve over-reached 
by the fuperior abilities of its oppofite 
neighbours. 

Thefe obfervations have no more to 
do with Lord Whitworth than the motto 
has with the introduction. His Lord- 
Ihip, in times of peculiar delicacy and 
difficulty, undertook the arduous talk 
to travel over «ew diplomatic ground, 
and reprefent the excellent and beloved 
Sovereign of a free and honourable peo¬ 
ple at the Court of a perlbn Ifained 
, with almolt every crime, who was 
Handing within one (tep of the throne, 
which he did not t/>ea dare to mount, 
lb much was he oveiawed by the pre¬ 
fence and abilities of the Minilfer; 
lie therefore, by methods, though per¬ 
haps not much more honourable, cer¬ 
tainly lels cruel, than thofe which he 
had ufed for the lame purpole on other 
uccalions, contrived to get rid of him. 
The tranfai.tions of Lord W. with 
Buonaparte certainly do the higheft 
honour to the diplomatic talents of liis . 
Lordlhipj and, what is ftill better, to 
his fortitude, his candour, and, we 
may add, his patience. In his conduCf, 
we fee reflected, as in a minor, the 
character of the Monarch and of the 
people whom he reprelented j and al¬ 
though we lhall not quote the Hate 
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papers and bis letters for two reafons { 

, nrii, becaufe they are already well 
known, and* fecondly, becaufe we do 
nut widi by fuch means to fwell our 
wlumti yet we nnift echo back the 
public voice, and fay, that, notwlth- 
itanding the conTequences which it w is 
augured would enliie from their con> 
tents were deplored, perhaps no docu¬ 
ments ever excited iuch an ebullition 
in the public mind that fubfided into 
fuch a general approbation of public 
meafuies. 

The Rev. Dr. Tennant is the next 
charaffer. 

This is followed by that venerable 
and beloved Prelate, the Archbilliup 
of York: we fay beloved, becaufe we 
have been in the habits of intimacy 
with many of his pupils: and it is 
a fingnlar circumftance, and reflects 
the highell honour upon all parties, 
that, as bladcr of Weftminfter School, 
he is flill remembered and fpoken of 
in terms little fhort of adoration. 

Refpeiling the College of Chrlft 
Chinch, to the Deanery of which Dr. 
.Ma'kham was promoted .after he had 
vac.ated the Deanery of Kochqfter, our 
Author takes an opportunity to glance 
at the tutors, whom be fays, confiit 
of men who are fupported in lazy fplcn- 
dour by independent incomes, who 
cannot by any exertions encreafe their 
advantages, and whofe intereft it there, 
fore is, as a profouad writer has well 
obferved, to ufe none. The fludents, 
corrupted by cxceffive liberty, are active 
only in dillipation. No one acquainted 
with our univerfities will deny, that 
this, as a general, is a faithful deferip- 
tion.” 

Yet this we deny ! not only with re- 
fpe£t to our univerfities,* which could 
not exift if this principle, or rather 
this want of principle, operated in 
general to any great degree : but with 
refpeff to this College in particular, 
a number of the liudents of which 
have the diltindlion of being ekSed 
into it, as the honourable meed of 
their moral conduct and literary ex'T- 
tions during the courfe of their educa¬ 
tion at the gieateft of our public 
fchools. When Dr. Markham became 
the head of Chrilt Church, he met with 
many of the fcholars whom he had 
educated ; and we believe that all par¬ 
ties were happy in this renewal of 
their connexion. 

That in all great bodies, the majori¬ 
ties of which afe compofed of fubje£ls 


in the juvenile feafon of life, fome 
irregularities will occur, it did not 

E " -e the profundity of the gentleman 
I our author has alluded to, nor 
his own feientife depth, to difeover'S 
but why he fhould endeavour to cen- 
fure eftablifhments which, judging 
from his fpeculations, have certainly 
done him neither good nor barmt w« 
aie at a lofs to conjeffure. ^Here he 
is himfeif (00 profound for bur figa- 
city. 

But if in this we deemed the writer 
tOd profound, we have, in the intro> 
duCfion to the next charadfer, occ.arion 
to admire his attempts at wit and hu¬ 
mour: thefe, us the reader-will ob. 
ferve, are infuiferably excellent j as 
for example: 

Thefe fortunite iflands, not with- 
Handing the captious objections of pee- 
vilh geographers, mull certainly nave 
bten the Hefperides of the ancieinfs. 
The golden apples alluded to are Itill 
to be met with in Herefordfliire, and 
occalionally in Covent Garden ; while, 
to complete the re/eniblance, the male 
and female dragons who guard them, 
in both places" (there is to our know> 
ledge a very flight guard fet over the 
golden apples in Herefordfliire) “ will 
never confent to part with any of thefe 
vplmble produCHoiis, unlefs Hercules 
himfilj ihould appear in ibe Jhape of a 
piece of money." 

He'c we mult ag.iin contradidl our 
author; for wc can aver, th.st in a 
pleiitilul feafon he might lill bis pock¬ 
ets with the pippins of lleicfoidibire, 
(which in many partsload the branches, 
and hang redundant over the roads,) 
without any fear of dragons, male or 
female, or any aid from Hercules in 
*the lhape of a piere of money \ which, 
by-the-bye, is as flrange a Ibape as any 
of the gods (for we think the demi¬ 
gods never *ch 3 nged their appearance 
while on earth) ever aiVumed, with the 
exception of Jupiter in the allair of 
Mils Danae, whom he pelted wiiii 
guineas i no very unluccefsful mode 
of couitfliip at all times. But though 
this is flrange, it is not moie fo than 
the whole of the introduction which 
we are confidering; for the author 
loon after wanders fiom Covent Gar¬ 
den to Colchis; a trip which, even 
if they had the dragons uf Medea, 
would ceitainly make the geographers 
to whom he alludes, (were they obliged, 
.as we are, to follow liim,) pcevijb. He 
then, after his return from his “ Argo. 
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ipaotic expedition,'* having become a 
judge of fleece*, introduces “ one of 
the late Mr. Bakewell’s Rams, which,T' 
he hyt, •* might have carried botn 
Fhryxus and Helle on his bad: at the 
fame time] while his woolly covenng 
would have defrayed no fmali po' tion 
of the expcnfe attendant on the” (faid) 
** Argonautic expedition I!!” 

If thi* paflage, which is evidently 
written under the infliienoe of the tign 
Aries, be noc a happy combination of 
cbthc erudition with doineftic ohfer- 
vatlon, we do not know wliat is j at 
the fiinje time we mntt obfei ve, that we 
have feme Devonihiie friends who 
would be glad to know where they 
can carry their wool to fo good a 
market, and would fpeculate accord, 
ingly. •) 

He now’ finding nothing from Greece 
toCnucafus to compare to them, arrives 
at the lovely faces an.l enchanting 
figures of our fair coiintrywoiiien ; 
and we naturally thought (who could 
have thought otherwife that be was 
about to defc.’ibe rhe L.idy whofe cha. 
rafter he has undertaken to delineate. 
But foftiv; we are not within a page 
of the Duchefs of Dcvoiiflii e, wb6 
would here have followed with great 
propriety. Our author has the claffic, 
or rather the altrological, mania upon 
him, and tlitreioie chouses to diaw 
down the hven Itais; for what pur- 
pdfe, we lhali toon difGover. 

“ If the/e modern riciade'j.” firys be, 
** have not, like their anti¬ 

quity, the immoi ?al gods rhcm'elves 
lor their fiiit.>rs, evcv T)'an common 
gallantry wi'l allow they, at lea:t, de- 
ierve tlu m.” 

Thiscomrlimentto the Britifti hdic^ 
is fo cehftial, and with .1 fo ti iily bemri- 
ful, tint we are foiry thne fimtsld be 
the fmali'‘il inaccuracy ii^'t; but cm- 
dour obliges us to deduft a teventh 
part of it, as only fix ol the Piriadts 
li.id the immortal gods Ic.i :hei' nituis. 
The fevenih (ooor girl!) ntanied a 
mortal n a”, one Sifii'hus, who, if we 
rccollcft 'igiit, aftei being ^ent to Hell 
for his nuidte is, made lus e iMiie in 
order lo beat his wife, became (he 
bad buried him in a decen; nnnner. 

Oiif author, wh '-f'- eiulm alHc g.d- 
lantry knows no Ixiuods, now pio- 
^eed* tp afle r, that wc. a e indebted 
!|Hf the be.]uty nt the ladies tor our 
’nRjgiort: we theieioie find, tb t when 
'^u ed to Ci'l our juvenile Flames, 
iXvir.e Creatuies, Angeis, iic,, we 


were not fo incorreft in our appel¬ 
lations as, in our cooUr moments, we 
have imagined ; for he goes on, “ the 
molt orthodox divines will not fcruple 
to. afl'ent to this, when they recolleft 
how much our eonverfioii to Chriftiaii- 
ify depended upon the compaflionating 
pun of a pious Pontiff, who, beholding 
fome pagan (laves Handing for Tale in 
the public market at Rome, exclaimed. 

Non AngH, fed Angeli /” 

Now if the ingenious author recoF- 
Icfts, that thefe ilaves (like Angels) 
were of the mafculine gender, it muft 
occur, that the religious (yttem which 
he h.as crefted upon this exquifite pun 
muft fall to the ground In faft, if 
ever we weie punned intu religion, 
it was not till the reign of J mes j 
from wlfich humourous period we (boulcl 
lament to fee the honour taken j though 
we are at the fiune ritre glad that the 
pontifical purifier did not live in thole 
days, as his admirable talent in this 
refpeft would have operated in favour 
of Ins fyftem. 

It is impoflible, within any reafon- 
able bounds, to detail all the abfnrdi- 
ties of this introduftion. In the two 
(ubfequent paragiaphs, the author flies 
from Montefqtiieu and Ha-uffeau to the 
Leicefterfhire Ram and the Weft Coun- 
try Cow; he then pays a vilit to Htn- 
gift .snd Horfa; calls on Canute ; and 
takes a view of the Norman warriois 
who accompanied William tlieBaflard, 

With refpeft to the charaftcr, in it- 
felf too inteie/ling to beobfetired even 
by the affeftation or inelegance of the 
writer, who fays, that ** all the world 
was agog refpefting the new grace.”— 
“ Bur foon after this period, when 
the Ehichcfs'of DevonFhire appeared 
like a comet above the horizon of 
falliion, limplicity began to prevail,” 
See. Nntwithftanding thefe things, 
this rharafter will be read with plc.i» 
fure by every clafs of Ibciety, because 
t! efair and illuitrioiis Lady to whom it 
alludes is, by every dais of fociety, 
beloved and refpeftedj yet Hill we 
muft lament, that the writer of thofe 
concluding palTages which fo feelingly 
deferibe her Grace's benevolence, while 
ar the fame time they pay an appropri¬ 
ate and weli-deferved compliment to 
the benignity of the Countefs of Bef- 
borough, had not compofed the ‘whoU 
of this work. 

The Earl of Romney's, the next 
chacafter, is followed by that of Mr. 

a Ganow, 
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Garroff, who, it appeari, wants no 
.introduction. We learn, that the 
father of this eminent advocate was 
a fchoolmalter at fiarnet, and that he 
was born about the year 175^. He 
was, at an'early age, deilincd for the 
profelfion of the law, and intended 
to move in a much bumbler fphere 
than he does at prefent. He was there¬ 
fore articled to an attorney in the city, 
and when his time had expiied, com¬ 
menced a “ regular training,” being 
placed with a fpeclal pleader. On the 
advantages of fpecial ple.iding to bar- 
rifters “ in grograni gowns,” the au¬ 
thor defcants with his ulual ability { 
but although unqueftionably inafter 
of the fubjed, he has not chofen to 
detail the whole of thofe advantages 
which perhaps he thinks are, to lawyer 
and client, invaluable. If you ftrain 
a piece of cloth, which the adepts call a 
‘iveb, you may (at the hazard of only a 
few rente, which are termed flanvs, and 
.ire ealily covereJ,or, when held up to the 
light, difeovered,) extend it to almoltany 
length ot breadth though the marks of 
the tenter-hooks will probably be found 
in the lijl. 

But leaving digreffion. It is in¬ 
deed,” fays our learned author, “ the 
excellence and the evil of the law, 
that its dignities are not difHcult of 
accefs ; that the conrfe of preparation 
is fuch as mull qualify the mod mode¬ 
rate abilities ; aiul that the mere habits 
of this ncceflary experience fupply 
even the want of natural talent.” 

Are thefe things fo ? If they are, we 
are forry tli^t our (agacious author did 
not hint this to us twenty or thirty 
years ago. With the requilites, or 
rather the want of requifites, to which 
lie has alluded, we fhuuld long ere this 
have been upon the Bench. But feri- 
oufly, we have always confidcred, that 
if there was one of the learned pro- 
fellions that demanded that divine im- 
pulfe, that intuitive intelligence*of 
mind termed genius, more than any 
other, it was in thofe devoted to the 
ftudy of the law, upon this broad prin¬ 
ciple, that it is the univerlal medium 
and the univerfal regulator. The law, 
avfiether confidcred ..s common or civil, 
is a general, a natural fy Item, pervading 
human nature, ftretching far beyond 
the bounds of human exiftence, and 
fpreadiiig through all extent. It has, 
until now, fcemed.to cur contracted 
ideas a ftudy that, comprehending, 
infuling itfelt into .all others, feemed 


to demand tlie largeft portloa of that 
celeltial, animating, mental power to 
bicli we have alluded. We have 
ways thought, that the mere intro¬ 
duction of this omnipotent word into 
the detail of fcience, as <* Order was 
heaven's firlt law,” the law of gravita¬ 
tion, the law of motion, the law of 
bodies, &c. gave an emphafis to thofe 
expreflions which well deferibed its 
potency as ^governing principle. 

To gr.'ifp fuch a fyltcm, does it not 
require more than even a mediocrity of 
talents } We fhould have imagined 
that it did. Nay, with all the defer¬ 
ence due to the fuperior abilities of 
our author, Itill we cannot help think¬ 
ing that it does, and quoting our pre¬ 
fent Bench and Bar, as proofs that 
thofe abilities upon which we have 
fpeculated, are in exiltence, and are 
there reduced to practice. 

To re!urn to our fubjeCt. ** In 
the intervals of reading, Mr. Garronv 
thought it neceflary to encourage a 
talent for which he was noted when a 
boy, vuiga.'ly call /pouting." 

At this time, London was everrna 
with fpeaking clubs and elecmoiynary 
Ot.ators.’* 

At the head of them all was the 
famous Robin Hood Society,” wiiere 
the author fays that Mr. G. afed to 
fpeak. Be this .is it may, we find that 
this learned Gentleman formed his 
elocution and Jharpened his ingenuity 
at /pouting and dilputing clubs, which 
aie places that have produced many 
great men. There “ the carroty-pateif 
• boy” (a very elegant epithet or our 
author's) '* run away with the palm 
of eloquence,” and was nearly the 
c^eath of a journeyman watchmaker, 
whom he regulated beraufe he was going 
too Jaji, and at lad, as he found bis 
main /pring pfietiy powerful, obliged 
him to jiap. 

Having introduced Mr. G. to the 
Bar, our author remarks upon his pro- 
fcilioiul excellence, particularly iit 
Clofs-exauiination ; but we think that 
he pays no great compliment to liis 
talents when heobferves,thathis know- 
ledge of men and inanneis may ** fairly 
be prefumed as moie extenfive tliau 
that of the loiinger.<t of Bond-ftreet, 
and the members of gaming clubs.” 

That his knowledge of men, min- 
nc", and tilings, 1$ as conluinmata 
as the ignorance of the aforefiid 
loungers and gamblers, no one tbsc 
has attended to his praCtke wi'l deny ) 
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yet ftill our author's obfervations are 
of a nature to defeat the very purpofc 
for which he introduced them; an(l 
idftead of heightening the chaiadtcr 
of the Advocate by the contra/t which 
he intended, if he intended any thing, 
by drawing together /Wwgx “ which 
Heaven decreed ihould never meet,'* 
except in courts of judicature, he has 
fliown himfelf the molt awkward of all 
eujogifts. * 

If the charaftcr of Mr. Garrow, as 
it is fa^acioujly obferved, “ is to be 
found upon the fles," (how it fliould 
be found upon the files we cannot 
conceive,) “ and in the records of 
the Court of King’s Bench, and his me- 
moiis bell read in the Term Reports ; 
fo the next, that of Admiral Lord 
Gardner, is to be contemplated as'dif- 
played In our gazettes, and his hiltory 
as involved in, and identified with, 
the hilfory of the country of which 
bis aSltonsi form /o diitinguifhed and 
prominent a feature. Jn faft, there is 
a charader in the life of this Nobleman 
fo obvioiifly heroic, and at the fame 
time fo truly benevolent, fo happy a 
combin.ation of the Britiili failor with 
the poiifhed gentleman, that the im- 
prefHon it has made is general, and 
confequently it is as unnecelFary for 
\)S to dwell upon it, as it would be 
to trace that honourable profcHional 
progrefs which his different exertions 
has fo ttrongly marked. TJie Tons of 
Lord G., affeftedly termed “ The 
Gardners,*' are arduoufly purfuing tlie 
fame aftive courfe in the fervice of 
their .country by which their fatiier 
arrived at fuch diftinguifhed eminence. 

The author, after lorae introduilory 
obfervations, begins the charafler ef 
Bt.’ijamin Well, Ef<]. Prefident of the 
Royal Academy, with an account of 
his family; his birth ; his ardent de¬ 
fire to become a painter; his leaving 
America; his continental excurfion; 
his vifit to this Ifland, which he terms 
his native country; his preparation to 
return to America; and, finally, his 
lettlement here. 

Soon after Mr. Weft arrived, he be¬ 
came a fubfcrlber to the academy iti 
Peter>court, St. Martin’s-lane. We 
think that there is a little confufion 
in the author's account of the Society 
ofArtiffs, an eitablilhment which ftill 
Wholly exifts: this was in feme re- 
l^'eAs a different body from' thofc Gen- 
<ncmen that formed the Royal Aca- 
'dtmy i though in the earlielt ftage of 


the exhibition they were united. Tlid 
circumifance which induced the repa¬ 
ration, had we time, it would not be , 
neceflary here to ftare. Mr. Weft, 
Mj'. Chambers, Mr. Mofer, and Mr. 
Coates, were the four among the 
feceders deputed to accelerate the plan 
upon which the prefent Royal Aca¬ 
demy was formed. 

To the obfervations upon hiffoiical 
painting no objeflions can be made: 
the author feems to have a knowledge 
ofhis fubjeft; his fentiments and ideas 
are juft, and their application appo- 
fite. 

The enumeration of the honours and 
matk$ofdiftio£lion which Mr. W. has 
received in every pait of the civilized 
world concludes in this manner : “ But 
the rcfpeil to Mr. Weft’s prottTional 
and moral charafter was never more 
confpicuous, than when the Academi¬ 
cians, without folicitation or intrigue, 
unanimouHy defied him to the Pre- 
fident’s Chair, on the death of Sir 
Jofbua Reynolds j and above all, ly 
the long continuance of his Majefty’s 
friendfhip” (favour) “ and patron- 

This, which is the heft written part 
of the work, (though we have obferved 
in the names feme typographical er¬ 
rors,) concludes with many critical 
ohfeivations on the works of this moft 
eminent artiil; which certainly, while 
they do jullice to the genius of the 
painter, are extremely creditable to the 
diferiminating tafte and judgment of 
the author. 

There is alfo annexed (what renders 
this memoir extremely valuable,) a 
complete and accurate account of his 
piflures ; which, from its extent, 
feems mure* like the labours of a race, 
a f'chool of celebrated artifts, than the 
creation of an ingenious and indefati¬ 
gable individual. 

This volume concludes with the eba- 
raJler of Sir James Saumarez; whofe 
family, it appears, lias been of the firft 
importance in the ifland of Guernfey 
for fevenl centuries. 

With refpefl to Sir James (though 
ofhis profeffional exertions in the ier-* 
vice of his country it is impoffible to 
fay too much, yet as they are fo well 
known that it would' ** only be a repe¬ 
tition of former obfervations,”) we 
need fiiy but little. 

The -exertions, indeed, of all our 
Officers, naval and military, through 
the arduous fervices in which, in the' 

courfe ' 
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coTirfe of, on our parts, truly honour* 
able conteil, they have been en[^ 3 ge^, 
have been fo energetic, fo eminent, 
and fo brilliant, that it would be pre* 
fumptuous in us to dwell upon them, 
becaufe it would indicate, that we ima¬ 
gined fome addition, however trifling, 
was wanting to the heartfelt applaufe 
with which they have already been le- 
ceived by their Monarch, the Senate, 
and their grateful countrymen. 

Thefe tharafters are dated to have 
been drawn by difcrent hands; con- 
lequenrly their ftiles are in many rc- 
fpefts diiTimilar. 

To ob.'erve upon /wa// errors, many 
of which we have had occafion to re- 
majk as we peruled this volume, 
would, after having fo amply criticii’ed 
its contents, be a wafte of tittle. 

As a colletlion which may be itfeful 
to future biographc.s, fiippofing its 
leading circumdances to he accur sfe, 
it is certainly valuable. But the bio 
graphers that cooy muft remember, 
that thefe characters are intended to 
be viewed by t!'e objecls delineated, 
as every man views his own counte¬ 
nance in a mirror, which he always 
places in the ii^h. In faCT, we do 
not know that it would have been pof- 
fible to have Jhoiied any of thefe ; but 
we do know, that a tkilful artitl, in the 
painting of a portrait, let the Aibjeft 
be ever fo beautiful or excellent, muft, 
under tlie prominent features, give 
fome peculiar touches, if he means tliat 
they (hould be brought forward with 
brilliancy .and fft'eCt. Here our author 
has admitted no characleis but thole of 
luptTl.i'ive excellence; and confider- 
jng the times, w'e are happy that he has 
found io many of whom it may be 
faid, 

“ Thefe diamonds are fo fpotkfs and fo 
bright. 

They want no foils, but fbine by their 
own proper light.”

It is with very fingiilar pleafure that 
we have perufed this curious produc¬ 
tion i For ftich it certainly is, not only 
on account of the vaft variety of cha- 
raClers, anecdotes, and dramatic no¬ 


tices which it conuins, andtp^wltlQla. 

lhall in the fequei llightly alludfa 
but as including the life of 3 ipai\ 
whofe mental and corporeal powem 
were fuch .as to enable him to rurnilh 
the Itage with a very entertaining andi 
cxceileDt pumedy when bp was confi* 
derably above fourlcore, and alfo fo 
peiform, in many in .anees with ap* 
plaufe, when he had numbered noro 
than ninety ye,ars ; and who, accoidipg 
to the ci'iijedure of the Compileri 
which we think is pretty firmly eltab- 
lilhed, had touched the eatiemifies 
ot two centuries, and was very near 
the entrance into a thiid.” 

This fee ms to be a period of dramatic 
•wonders-, and when we confider the 
ciAuiultances that h.ive and do occuf 
ill our theatric annals, we fcarcely 
know which to admire mod, r lie Young 
Kufeius beginning his mimic lifp, ap 
eleven years ol age, or the veteran 
Chat Ics Mackliti extending his to 
almo.t a hundred. Both thefe in- 
ftances, when philolbphicallyexamuied, 
leein to indicate fomething new in thp 
iiiiiTiiu mind, and confeqqently well 
'deferving of difquifiiion, inafiuuch as 
the junior gives to the excellence fup- 
pofed to attach to maturity a much 
earlier dace than has generally been, 
affigned , while the fenior leems to 
couttniic the mental powers much later 
than has ever been imagined. In ta£b, 
thefe two aftontfliingexamples contra^ 
the periods of firit and fecend childhood 
within fp.aces equtUy Ihort, and de- 
nionftrate to us, that_ Providence, as 
if to confute our vain and fanciful 
hypothefes, has caufedtiie irradiating 
light of genius to burft forth even in 
infancy, and hatii alfo diifuied thofp 
vivid'rays to warm and animate its 
conception^ and execution at the ex.- 
tremity of age. 

This difquifition, as we havp ob- 
ferved, might certainly be purfued 
with advantage, had we either timp 
or fpace for (uch an inquiry» but as 
we have undertaken rather to announc;p 
the work than to fpeculate rtfpeAing 
the mental powers of the principal ob« 
jedl of it, we (hall proceed in our talk 
with'as little deviation from the ideal 
line which we have drawn, as, fromthp 
nature of the fubjetl, is poffible. 

This, as we have already hinted, Isa 
curious book: it comprifes the me¬ 
moirs of a man yiho, for an aftonifbing 
leries of years, was a couftant and acute 
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•bfe/rer of the gre$t ilageof the world, 
M well *s the theatijc Rages in hi$ time. 
It Js ulfo curious in another refpedij 
for although the title nromifes, and the 
contents adualty exhibit, the full idea 
ofavaried and long-extended exillence, 
It is not,correClly fpeaking, biographi- 
C*l» It Teems to us, from its detached 
parts, confilYiQg of chara^iers, anec¬ 
dotes, notices of manners, &c. a _ 

ipecies of compofition, in which a Life 
is rather indicafed or involved than 
given. 

We fear, as Bayes fays, that we do 
not make ourlelves “ quite under- 
ftoodr* but we mean to lay, that this 
volume is a coIlei 5 lion or nmfages of 
ftories, circumliances of the times, an 
ibRraA or brief chronicle of the Itate 
of the Drama at various peiiods, and 
other matters, of which the hero Mack- 
limfeenis thefi/e that runs through the 
whole, thefrie^ thjt binds them toge¬ 
ther. Tlip veteran after appears, as we 
proceed, to be indeed the connefting 
principle, riling like a genii above the 
vapours that clouded his infancy, the 
opacity of his furrounding atmoTphere, ^ 
the ebullition and reception of public* 
favour, the fervour of his own mind, 
■nd even pervading and difperfing the 
brilliant rays of cotemporary talents, 
which fometimes counteraAed his pril- 
tine efforts; but flill much of our in¬ 
formation and entertainment is derived 
from other fourccs. 

With refpeft to thefe Memoirs, it is 
correAly Hated in the preface, that 
they were firft publilhed in this Maga- 
*ine ^ and that, as they were molt 
favouiably received, the Compiler, cn- 
couraged by their fuccefs, put them 
into the form which they now alTume. 

Haying quoted th's, we fhall un- 
queftionably be excufed frem a minute 
examination of the particulars of a 
work in the vehicle wherein it was 
Rrlt conveyed to the public j though, 
at the fame time, we cannot dilhiils 
the fubjcA without obferving, that the 
Publilher (Mr. Afperne) has in his 
pofle/non proofs of its mciit of far 
greater importance than any which 
tour judgment could fupply. Thefe 
proofs are difplayed in letters which 
lie has received in its commendation 
from J.p. Kemble, Efq. Mr. Wrough- 
to^ Mr. King, Mr. Lewis, Mifs Pope, 
Thomas Harris, Efq. Mis. Mattocks, 
Mr. Siddoilft, Mrs. Jordan, an.d Mr. 
Hull { altl of whom were, in a greater 
r leli degree, acquainted with Cbailcs 


MacklWf and therefore able to form 
I a judgment of the correHnefs of his 
Memoirs, and of the anecdotes and 
circumHances whence they have arifen.

Every atteippt lo increafeand improve 
the commerce of the united kingdom of 
Great Britain^by openingnew branches 
of traffic with foreign countries, merits 
the attention of the mercantile clafles of 
our fellonr-fubjeAs; and though the 
means propofed to attain this valuable 
objeA may not be immediately pra 61 ti> 
cable, owing to tlie actual ftate of pub¬ 
lic atfairs, the delign mult be conlidered 
as truly laudable, and the important in* 
formation communicated be kept in re¬ 
fer ve for a more favourable opportunity. 
In this point of view, the cbtemercial 
tradt now before us may be recom¬ 
mended as a very ufeful publication, 
moie efpecially as on the return of 
peace reafonable expectations may be 
entertained that tJie coalting-trade of 
the Mediterranean, “ hitherto fo little 
known to Britilh merchants in general, 
which is the principal objeft of this 
work, being better underitood, and 
the eflential benefits to be derived from 
it clearly pointed out, many refpeft- 
able merchants will foon find it their 
intercft to embark in this commerce, 
and even the fiiip-owners will be mate¬ 
rially benefited by it; for when other 
employment for their fliips does not 
immediately offer, they may at all 
feafons fend them up the Mediterra¬ 
nean for cargoes.” 

According to our author's ftatemcnt 
of faCis, this branch of commerce will 


that Britilh manufactures, ilap]es,.and 
colonial prodace, would have been 
’ preferred. 

In the further dilcuffion of this fub- 
jeCt, our author laments, that for many 
years paft there has been much more 
attention paid to the Weft India than 
to the Mediterranean trade; and that 
our Government, in making treaties 
of peace, have always been more atten¬ 
tive to hmd Welt India poffeffions 
obtained by contjueft in time of war, 
than any jcquifitions in the Mediterra¬ 
nean { and he entertains fanguine 
hopes, that the latter will be more 
attended to in future, when we coo- 
lider the many millions of people that 
inhabit both the Ihores of the Medi- 
tetranean, who prefer Britilh inanu- 
faaures, as well as ftaples, to thofe 
of any other nation. The French 
having hitherto reaped the extraordi¬ 
nary advantages of this commerce, 
makes the pi elent government of that’ 
countiy fo extremely jealous of the 
Knglilh holding any poffcillons in the 
Mediterrane.in, and fo anxious to Ihut 
them entirely out from all its ports ; 
fnd this they might the more eafily 
effeCl if they could recover Malta, the 
only poffelHon the Englifh hold at pre- 
fent, and which it is our intereft to 
retain. He alfo alTeits, that it would 
have been very advantageous to have 
retained Minorca; for the Minorkeent 
are a trading people, have a great num¬ 
ber ol (hipping, and through them 
Gi eat Britain would have enjoyed the 
greatett part of the Barbary trade, as 
the Minorkeent have always been accuf- 
tomed to it; and the hai hours ol Port 
Mahon and Malta aie efteemed the two 


be found to be of great national con- 
iequence, as “ an immenfe number of 
(hipping may be employed in it to 
confiderable advantage.” Inreafoning 
by comparifon, be obferves, that the 
French have, for a confiderable time 
paft, confidered this trade as of the 
greateft national confequence; and that 
in the year 17971 the French merchants 
from the pOrt of Marleilies alone, load¬ 
ed in the different ports of Tunis above 
three hundred fail of merchantmen, of 
various delcriptions, being ufually 
from eighty to three hundred tons 
burthen. The cargoes in only one of 
the Barbary States, for this extraordi¬ 
nary number of (hipping, weie ob¬ 
tained from the proceeds of fales of 
French manufactures, with a fmall pro¬ 
portion of other goods; and it appears. 


heft in the world. Under the idea of 
our .ecovering Minorca and keeping 
puffeffion of Malta, a plan is fuggefted 
for fupporting the expenfe of the gar- 
rifons by a fmall tonnage duty on all 
(hipping. 

The lecond Chapter of this work, 
on the neceffity of merchants being 
well acquainted with the political eco¬ 
nomy of foreign countries, contains 
advice to Britilh merchants, recom¬ 
mending them to travel, and eftablilb 
proper correfpondence; to obtain a 
tolerable knowledge of the various 
claffes of the people in the countries 
with which they intend to hold a com¬ 
mercial intercourle ; and all merchants 
are particularly cautioned not baftily 
to place too great or implicit confi¬ 
dence in the individuals of thole 

H a nations. 
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- nations, or feiU of peo^l?, who have 
no flag, or Wliofe flag is not rcfpeifleJ 
by other nations j and as there is more 
chicanery and impofltion pra£ii(ed on 
' the coaltsof tbe Mediterranean than in 
alt the reft of the world, the claffes 
of the -pfeopte whofe impofitions it is 
neceflary to guard againtt are de- 
fcribed; fucli arc the Jews, Grcekt, 
and Armenians. , 

In'the third Chapter the author 
< teAimes his principal fnbjeit’, and 
.'Rates at large the great advantages to 
be derived from any poflelllons the 
Englilh may have in the Mediterra¬ 
nean. We cannot enumerate the leve- 
’ ral particulars ; but ue muft not omit 
■ theextenfive commerce which he is of 
opinion may be carried on fiom \T.ilta 
alone. •* An iminenfe num’oer of (mall 
• faft-failing vefl'els, well armed, ot about 
one hundred tons burthen, up'^varjj of 
ene ihou/anJ, might be conhantly em¬ 
ployed in difpofing of Knglith goods 
and manufatitures j at the fame time, 
they might eafily procure caigoes in 
return proper for the Britilh or other 
Europeanmaikets,and take them hick 
to Malta. Several good fi7.ed ftiijv, 
flora two to three hundred tons, may 
"likewife be conitantly employed from 
England to Malta, where cargoes would 
be already piepared. To difchaige 
one cargo and take on board another, 
there would be no neceflity to detain 
the fliips more than a month in port. 
Long detentions in harbours is one 
of the greateft evils that Ihipping la- 
bours under. 

The following is the general fiate- 
ment given in the concluding pages 
of this Chapter We may ium up 
the whole of the merchant Ihipping bf 
all deicriptions that may be employed 
to advantage in the Mediterranean 
trade, when properly eiftouraged, and 
•carried to the greateft extent tliat it is 
capable of attaining, to be nearly rioa 
thoufaudC^W. Confidering that this is a 
“commerce carried on with foreign na¬ 
tions, England vfould receive more 
•than double the benefit fhe could de¬ 
rive from the fiitne quantity of trade 
carried on with her own Colonies; 
and the confumption of Britifli nianu- 
ftiftuces would nearly equal the whole 
cf our Weft India Colonies. The coii- 
fumption of earthen ware is far greater, 
us alio of woollen goods, and that of 
totton goods nearly equal ; befldcs, 
the raw materials that might be im¬ 
ported for the ufe of our mauufaAurers, 


would far exceed that of our Weft 
India Colonies, except in the article 
of cotton; and there fire many arti¬ 
cles that we cannot do tvithout, Which 
mull come fri7ni the Mediterranean; 
fuch as oliv" oil, fulphnr, barilla, and 
a great vniiety of dritgs that are not 
to be had in any other part of the 
woild.” 

The ncceflity of increafing fhe num¬ 
ber of Britifh Confuls and Agents in 
various parts of the Mediterranean is 
ftrongly urgv.d in Chapter IV; and the 
great advantages to be derived from 
il are demonitrated in a fatisfaifory 
manner. In France, the eflablifliment 
of a fufFr-ient nun.ber of Confuls and 
CoinmerciftI Agents has always been a 
printioal objedt; to which ti •'greateft 
attention was given under th-e regal 
governiflent ; and it appears that the 
prelent government of that country, 
by the gieat number of thefe Offictra 
lately fent to all tlie ports and cities of 
any conltquence in the Mores,Levant, 
Kgvpt, &c. have nut relaxed in this 
ed'ential point. Our author is of opi¬ 
nion, that the example ought to be 
followed by Great Britain ; and be 
hates many inconveniences and Ioffes 
fullained by his Majefty’s fliips, as well 
as our merchantmen, from the want of 
a greater number of accredited Britifli 
Conlu!-?. “ When a man of war goes 
into any port in the Mediterranean 
v'hcic theie is no Britifli Conful, the 
Vice-C'jnfuls, who are ufually Greeks 
or Italians, will not aflifl them with the 
neceffary Aipplies, unlefs they have a 
psofpedt of gaming per cent. 

on the articles they puichalc, excluflve 
of the ufual commiffion, which only 
fei ves as a cloak for their moic exorbi- 
miit chaige's. An inlfance of this im- 
poiitioa was difeovered by going into 
an lt.ili.an market, and purchafing pro- 
vtlinns for feme Englifli merchantmen. 
Befides being more numerous, it is 
eflcntial to the commercial interefls 
of onr country, that both her Confuls 
and Vice-Coniuls lliould be Britifli- 
born fu'.'iedfs.” 

The remainder of the Volume, from 
Chapter V, confllts of detailed accounts 
of the commerce of Algiers, Tunis, 
Sardinia, Naples, Sicily, the Morea, 
See. fpecifying under diltindf and fepa- 
rate heads the various articles imported 
into, and exported froth, each coun- 
ti)'-; with proper tables of the monies, 
weights, and meafures, and tarilfs of 
the cuftoms payable refpehJively.

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This large portion of the work will 
be found highly ufeful to our meTch.ints 
and manufjdturers, to make them fa¬ 
miliarly acquainted with fuch parts of 
the intercuur/e and commerce of the 
Mediterranean as yet remain unculti¬ 
vated and generally unknown, by 
which they may be enabled to open 
new branches ol benehcial traffic, and 
to improve others, by carrying them 
on in future in a direct line, without 
fiibjefting our merchandiCe to be con¬ 
veyed to the countries where they arc 
always in demand through the medium 
of a third or fourth perfon. The 
Tunifians, for indance, confume a 
confiderable quantity of Englifh ma- 
nut'aCiltires, pa.'tirulaily coirfe wool¬ 
lens, (ucli as long ells made in the 
neighbourhood of Exeter, which are 
lent out to Leghorn to fimi their way 
to Tunis, which niiift enhance the 
pi ice coiifiderahly; whereas, if they 
went fioin England direil to the Tunis 
market in a Britidi ihip, they might be 
Ibid at a lower rate, and a return cargo 
might be always proemed of commo¬ 
dities piupctl^ ailapted for the Eiiglifii 
inaiket; amongit others, wc need only 
notice coin and olive oil. 

Under this head a remarkable cir- 
cumliance is related conceiniiig the 
eftefls of olive oil on the human 
body, which ought to be geuMaliy 
known. “ The cuolics, or porters em¬ 
ployed in the oil (fores, fmear ihem- 
felves all over with oil, and their coat 
is always well lo.iked with it. Though 
the plague Ireqiiutirly rages in Tunis 
in the inofl: frightful inauiicr, deltrov- 
ing many thuuiaiuls of the inhabitants, 
yet there never was kiiuivn an in dance 
of any of theft; coolies being in the,, 
leaft affected by it. Itr the famnier, 
it is cullomary tor them to deep in the 
Itreets, upon tlie bare ground; * we 
have frequently feen in the night 
fcorpions and other vciiemous reptiles 
running about them in great numbers, 
yet we never heard of a fingle iii- 
Itance where the coolies were ever i t- 
jtired by them, nor do the mufquit-cs, 
which are always very tioublefotne to 
other people in hot climates, ever mo-

left them, though their fece, hands* 
and arms, from their elbows, as allb 
their legs and feet, are expoied; for 
they have neither flioes nor dockings.'* 
Such a prefervative from contagion 
might be applied with ruccefs,m other 
countries, when infedlious diforden 
prevail, though in a different mode. 

Sicilji is thus deferibed by our au¬ 
thor :—“ From the m hnefs of the foil, 
and its central fituation, no ifland 
whatever can be better dtnated for 
commerce. The climate is very good, 
and generally eltesmed as very healthy; 
and provided it were inhabited by an 
iirduilrious people, there can be no 
doubt but that it would foon become a 
place of the greateft coniequence. Itt 
Its prefent degraded ftare, occafioned 
by 3 weak government, it is one of the 
pooreft and moft wretched in all Eu¬ 
rope yet it produces a great number 
of ufefu! articles for exportation, fbnie 
of whicn are lent to England, as barilla, 
brimlfone, &c.; and they import Man- 
cbeder goods, Irifh linens, hardware, 
lead, &c.: this commerce istfaerefoie 
capable of conlidemble improvement. 

The commercial intercourle with the 
* Morea will be always a very defirable 
objeif, a very confidenable part of its 
piodiice being adapted for the EngliHi 
market. The merchants may procure 
cargoes for tlieir fliips, according to 
their clrctimlfances, and ahnott at all 
ieuifon... On this, and other accounts, 
an 3m])io ifaternent of the advantages to 
be (iciived from an enlargement of our 
traffic with this part of the Mediterra¬ 
nean, is given towards the conclulioii 
of the woik. A copious index is an¬ 
nexed ; Imt the references to foine of 
the pages aie inconei^l:; and a revifiou 
and .im--ndment of the ftile of the whole 
volume is recommended to the author, 
in any future edition.

This Piece was written, we under- 
ftand, (for it is a mixture of dumb 
fliow and dialogue) by Mr. T. Dibdin, 
and produced under the Itage direction 
of Mr. Farley. 


The feene of the firft aft lies in the 
mines of Potofi, where Albert is con¬ 
fined as a Have, by the feverty of 
Avaro, a Spanifli inifer, who, viilhing 
to marry his daughter Julia to Signor 
Finikinu, contiives the arreit of Al¬ 
bert, who is the young lady’s favour¬ 
ed lover.—The piece opens with a 
vtw of the mine, where Julia, attended 
by Sancho and Columbine, comes to 
feek her baiiilhed lover. The difeio. 
fureof the riches that (he carries about 
her being overheard by fome of the 
miners, they inform the keeper, whofe 
rap.icity prompts him to feize the lady 
and her '-ompanions, and appropriate 
the intended price of Albert’s enlarge¬ 
ment to his own ufe. On Albert*! 
fpirited refiftance of this conduft, he 
and Julia, with their friends, are feized 
and confined with every circumtlance 
ofinfultand aggravation. The Queen 
or the fubterraneous Spirits or Gnomes 
fummons .a Genius, called (Jnickfil ver, 
who rehtes th^,hdi'd cafe of tlie above- 
mentioned lovers, over whofe fifety lie 
has been w.atching, and entreats power 
to give them etfeftual afiiltance. The 
Qi^ieen and her agents transforin 
(Jmickfilver into Harlequin. Thus 
Cl cited. Harlequin is comniiilloned to 
I'erve and proteft the lovers, and con- 
du.hts Albert and Jiilw by a magical 
conveyance into Spam, where they are 
purfiicd by their opoofers tlirouglithe 
routine of panioniimic advert-, 
tuies, trkk«, and changes: the lovers 
are tit length ("eized ami ic-condufted 
to the mine, when they .ire again re¬ 
lieved by tliL Qnceii of the Gnomes, 
who all'erts her jio»er upon her own 
territory—unites the lovers, rewards 
Harlequin, aqd Reconciles the adverle 

paj^Xi 
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party, who cotrclude their adventurea 
in a Fairy Palace.' 

“ Harlequin Si^ckJUwr" does not 
abouiutfomuch tn pantomimichufiners 
as many performances that we have 
feen of a ninilar kind ; but (ome liu • 
Riorous didreffes in the iirit a£t, with 
pleafin^ mufic. an exltibitiun a la Fan- 
toecini in the tecond a£t, dhd tplendid 
drelTes and feenery throughout, have 
procured it a very favouiable recep¬ 
tion. 

On the fame evening an Entertain¬ 
ment, called Old Harlequin’s 
Fireside,” was prefented for the firlt 
time at Drury-lane. It appears to have 
been hailily got up, as it is calledi on 
the four of the occafion, for the holi¬ 
day folks; and the pertonnance lalted 
only about a quarter of an hour. As, 
however, what theie is of it is given 
in addition to the oi iginal Play and 
Farce, no fault can be found with its 
brevity. The piece opens with a view 
of Harlequin’s Family, the father of 
which, advanced in years, is no long¬ 
er animated by the fpirit of adventure. 
A Genius enters, and reproaches him 
for his inaiftivity. She calls to her al- 
iiltance Time, who delcends from the 
fky, and at her command rucks the 
cradle, from which he takes an infant. 
He depofits the child in the cradle 
ao;ain, and touching him with his liour- 
giafs, a little Harlequin boy foon ap¬ 
pears.' Carried on the wings of Time, 
the young Harlequin palfes rapidly 
through all the ftJges of life from in¬ 
fancy to manhood, and feverai of the 
contrivances by which thefe tranftc- 
tions are effected, are ingenious. The 
ynnng Harlequin is at latf invdted 
with the magic fword:; and the old 
one, feized by Time, delcends into the 
grave. The protefting Genius, hav> 
ing given inltruilions to her pupil, 
and direfled him always to exert his 
ower in the caufe of virtue, conduces 
im to a fpot of fepulchral gloom, 
where the Beau, the Clown, the Pan¬ 
taloon, and all the peiTonages whoiulu- 
ally £11 the pantomimic feene, repole 
in a dormant ftate. At the touch of 
his fword the magic focll is broken, 
pnd they revive. He alio calls a young 
^Cuhimbine from the tomb, with whom 
he is united by the Genius. 

' This Pantomime (of which the fee- 
fiery is beautiful, and the dances by 
Byine and his Son, and Mrs. Sharpe, 
'«re excellent) was retetved with 


applaufe, and has been performed, 
with very little interruption, ever 
fince.

Young Melville, the fon of Sir Ed- 
waid Melville, is coiiitpandcd by his 
father to go down to Norlulk, and 
marry the daughter of Sir Rowland 
Engiilh, whom he had never leg’ll, and 
who was to h ive a lortuiie of 8o,cool. 
Having, in obedience to thcle com¬ 
mands, ll't out on his journey and ar¬ 
rived at Lynn, in Norfolk, he meets hi.s 
coulin Haicourt, ayouugnian without 
money, and deeply in debt, who, lor 
the fake of her fortune, is content to 
perionate 'Young Melville, anu is re- 
folved to marry Sir Rowland’s daugh-- 
ter, although he is told that (he has no 
pretentions to any perfonal charms. A 
fliort time after the aiiival of Young 
’Melville, Lady Lovelace .alio comes to 
the fame Inn. Young Melville had pre- 
vioully feen her at Bath, and fallen in 
love with her, without knowing her 
Mftory. She was thowife of his friend 
Sir Harry Lovelace, fiom whom ihe 
had been feparated merely on account 
of her love of fa(hion.able diiripation 
and expenfive pleafures; hut both Ihe 
and her hulband anxioufly wilhed a re¬ 
conciliation, and for that purpofeLidy 
Lovelace and Sir Harry arrive fepa- 
rately at the Inn. Melville difeovers 
her to be the miifrefs to whom, under 
her maiden name, he had become at¬ 
tached at B-nti). Sir Horry Lovelace 
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’ arrives with the fame purpofe as his 
Lady, that of a reunion to the woman 
he loves, and whofe value he has only 
learned fince his feparation from her; 
but, becoming the confidant of Mel¬ 
ville, he learns his pafiion for Lady 
Lovelace, and refents it accordingly. 
Uarcourt becomes as much in love with 
the beauty of Mifs Betty as he had 
been .before with her fortune. At this 
moment things are thrown into confu- 
fion by the arrival of Sir Edward Mel¬ 
ville i but, after feme pailionate eifu- 
fions, Sir Rowland refolves to put to 
the tell: the real honour and fenfibility 
of Harcourt. This teft fucceeds to the 
wiHi of all parties; and, after fome iur. 
ther budle, the piece terminates with 
the union of Mifs Betty and Harcourt, 
and the reunion ofSirHany^nd Lady 
Lovelace. 

Although the whole comic ftrengih 
of the hoiUe was called forth in the <er- 
vice, this piece was in itfelf lo dc. itute 
of novelty and of ftage efteff, and lo 
Ic.lious in detaili that had neither in- 
icrelt nor humour to recommend tlirm, 
that, although we cannot d..ny the 
author (t Mr. Hoi,t) the merit of 
much good writing, found incality, 
and jull fcntim..nr, it w.'.s, as an edi- 
itig drama, molt dci't.rvedly condemned 
by as patient and candid an audience 
as we remember to have feen on fuch 
an occafion. The foil adf excited ex- 
peAations that were wholly difap- 
pointed; and at half f aft ten o'cloik the 
curtain dropped amidlt a tumult of 
dlfapprobation. The author, how. 
ever, we obferve, has publiibed his 
play, “ to (hame rhefogucsand we 
doubt not that it will be found better 
fuited to the clofet than the Itage. 
Inficad of a Prologue, it w.is intro¬ 
duced by a Prelude ; in which Mr. El- 
liftou, who perfonated the Author, 
was, by the .accidental tailing of a feene 
on the back- part of his head, molt 
eminoufly dillrefied almoli as toon as he 
had announced to a friend that he had 
a jiby coming out. Mrs. Jordan was 
lo have fpoken the Epilogue; bur fud- 
'den indijftifttiony for which it would not 
be diificuit to afogn a caufe, prevented 
her, and the Epilogue was not de-. 
livered.

Lord Avondale then diL 
covers that Mrs. St. Clair has, by the 
evidences (he pofTeiTes, power to ruin 
fais reputation, and determines, at any 
rilk^ to obtain polTeihon of thenn. He 
(bunds Tyke on the fubje£t; but he, 
having found his father, (fuppofed 
dead,) isa(Fe£led by fincere contrition, 
and refufes to become his agent. Lord 
Avondale, goaded on by the dread of 
immediate cxpofure, determines him- 
felf to obtain thofe evidences by force ; 
he difguifes himfeif, and elfefts his 
purpoie, but is purfued; and Fre¬ 
derick, to fave Lord Avondale, whom 
he ardently loves, aflumes the difguire 
he wore when he is fuppofed to have 
taken the property. The marriage is 
about to be celebrated between Lord 
Avondale and Mifs Tarragan; when 
his wife places herfelf at the entrance 
of the chapel, and, on the door open¬ 
ing, he beholds her demanding her loit 
fonj in the mean time. Tyke has dif- 
covered that Frederick is her fon, who 
Tufhes in ; and Lord Avondale, on be- 
holding his wife and child reftored, 
kneels to Heaven in gratitude and con¬ 
trition. 

Mr. and Mrs. Ferment (the former a 
fcheming half-witted hulband, the lat¬ 
ter a cheerful rational wife, who has 
difeovered that the only way to rule her 
hu/hand is to hold her tongue) furnlfh 
out the principal comic incidents, and 
give thelecond title to the play, which 
IS one of tl\e moft interefling to the' 


feelings that we have witnelTed for a 
long time: and it is but julHce to Mr. 
£mery to (ay, that to his admirable act¬ 
ing the Piece is infinitely indebted for 
its fuccefs. In his profligate ftate at 
the beginning, he exhibited all the 
low cunning attached to the chara£ler; 
but through the fubfequent pathetic 
feenes, in his reformed ftate, he abfo- 
lutely took the feelings by ftorm j and 
hardly a dry eye was to be feen among 
the fpe^tators. 

Having paid this juft tribute to a 
well-drawn and well-aAed character, 
we nmft obferve, that Tyke (avours more 
of the German Draitu than the £ngli(h: 
horfe-ftealers and footpad robbers are 
not recognized by legitimate Rnglifli 
Comedy. In this inftance, howevei, 
the venture has been fuccefsful; and 
thofe who like better to bepleafed than 
to inquire how they ought to be pleaf- 
ed, are a large enough portion of man¬ 
kind to maintain, in defiance of critics* 
rules, the popularity of the piece under 
confideration. 

The other characters, in which there 
is not much novelty, were well repre- 
fented; we may particularly notice 
thofe by Mr. Cooke, Mr. Lewis, Mr. 
C. Kemble, Mrs. Davenport, and Mrs. 
Litchfield. The play was given out 
for repetition with unanimous applaufc, 
and has had an uninterrupted run to 
the prefent time. 

The Prologue, by Mr. Taylor, was 
delivered by Mr.Brunton: the Epilogue 
abounds in neat and forcible points, 
.and w.as fpoken with excellent effeCt 
by Mrs. Litchfield : it is faid to be the 
production ofherhufliand.

HOUSE OF LORDS. 


Tuesday, Jan. 15. 

HIS day, about three o'clock, his 
Majefty came in ftate to the Houfe 
of Peers, and opened the Sefllon with 
tlie following Speech from the Throne: 

** My Lord: and GmtUmen^ 

Since the end of the la't Sefllon, 
the preparations of the enemy for the 
invafion of this kingdom have been 
continued with incellj»nt afliv^ity j but 
no attempt has been made to carry 
their repeated menaces into efteil. 

“ The (kill and intrepidity of My 
Navy, the refpe£Vab!e and formidable 
flate of My Army and Militia, the un- 
abated ze.d and improved difcipline of 
a nnmerciis Volunteer Force, and the 
general ardour maiiifeiled by all claflTes 
of My Siibjedts, have indeed been fuf- 
ficient to deter them from lb prefump- 
tuous ajid defperate an enterprife. 
While this fpirit continues to animate 
the Conntiy, and its voluntary exer¬ 
tions for its own defence fubflit in 
their full vigour, we need not fear 
the conltquences of the moft powerful 
efforts on the part of the enemy. But 
let us never forget that ourfecurity has 
arifen from the rc/oliuion with which 
we have met and provided againft the 
danger, and that it cm be preferved 
only by fteady perfeveravee and un¬ 
remitting adtivity. 

“ The condufi of the Court of 
Spain, evidently under the predomi¬ 
nant influence and controul of France, 
compelled Me to take prompt anddeci- 
live meafitres to guard againft the effedts 
of hoffility. 1 have, at the fame time, 
endeavoured, as long as it was poflible, 
to prevent the neceflity of a rupture j 
but, in conieqtience of the refufal of a 
latisfadtoty explanation. My Minilter 
quitted Madrid, and War has flnee 
been declared by Spain againft this 
Country. 

“ I liave diredted a copy of the Ma- 
nifefto i#hich I have caufed to be pre¬ 
pared on this occafion to be laid before 
you, together with futh Tapers as are 
peceflary to explain tlie difculflotti 


which have taken place between Me 
and the Court of Madrid. You will, I 
trull, be convinced by them, that My 
forbearance has been carried to the 
utmolt extent which the interefts of 
My Dominions would admit; and 
while I lament the lituation of Spain* 
involved in hollilities contrary to its 
true^ interelts, I rely with confidence 
on your vigorous llipport in a conteft* 
which can be attributed only to the un¬ 
fortunate prevalence of French Coun¬ 
cils. 

“The general condudlofthc French 
Government on the Continent of £u. 
rope has been maiked by the ntmolt 
violence and outrage, and has ihown a 
wanton d'.fiance of the rights of Neu- 
tfal 'I'erritorics, of the acknowledged 
privileges of Accredited Minillers, and 
of the eltablifhed principles of the Law 
of Nations. 

“ Notwithftanding thefe tranludliors, 
fo repugnant to every fentiment of 
moderation and jullice, I have recently 
received a Communication from the 
Fiench Government, containing pro- 
feillons Ota pacific difpofition. I have, 
in conicquence, exprefled ray earnefl: 
defire to embrace the firft opportunity 
of rertoring the bleflings of Peace on 
fuch grounds as may be confident with 
file permanent fafety and interefts of 
My Dominions} but I am confident 
you will agree with Me, that thole 
objefls are cldfely connedled with the 
general fecurity of Europe. 1 have, 
therefore, not thought it right to enter 
into any more particular exp^nation 
without previous communication with 
thofe Powers on the Continenr, with 
whom 1 am engaged in confidenti.tl 
intercourfe and connexion, with a view 
to that important objebl, and efpecially 
with the Emperor of Kulfia, who has 
given the Itrongeft proofs of the wife 
and dignified fentimeuts by which be is 
animated, and of the warm intereft he 
takes in the fafety and independence of 
Euiopc. 

‘ • G entlemen of the Houfe ef Commontt 
“ 1 have directed the Eftimates for 

the 
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the Public Service to be laid before 
you. _ I regi-et the neceflity of any 
additional oui'thens being impofed 
upon My People} but I am furc you 
trill be fenlible how much their future 
fafety and happineft depend on the 
vigour of our exertions, and that in 
the mode of raifing the Supplies, you 
vrill continue to fliow your anxiety 
for the fupport of Public Credit, and 
for reliraining, as much as poflible, 
the accumulation of the National Debt. 

“ Mj Lords and Gentlemen, 

** In confidering the great efforts 
and Acrifices which the nature of the 
Conteft requires, it is a peculiar fatif- 
fadtion to me to obferve the many proofs 
of the internal Wealth and Profprrity 
of the Country. It will, I am fure, be 
your great objeft to maintain and im¬ 
prove thefe advantages, and at the fame 
time to take all fuch mcalures as, by 
enabling me to profecute the War with 
vigour, may afford the belt profped of 
bringing it to a fafe and honourable 
termination.” 

His Majefty having retired, Lot;d 
Elliott rofe to move the Addvefs. He 
made a levs obfervations on the Speech ; 
and expreffed his opinion, that tlie fen- 
timents which it uttered were fiich .is 
no Englifliman ought- to hefitate to 
iubferibe to. He paid a high compli¬ 
ment to the vigour and energy of our 
Arpiy and Navy; and obferved, that 
it would be time enough to decide 
upon the tranfaftions which related to 
Spain when the documents were before 
the Houfe. He felt no liefitation in 
faying, that he thought the condudl 
of Minifters would bear every examind- 
tion; and with refpefl to the overtures 
for peace, he had no doubt that they 
had wifely refolved not^o be feduced 
by any hollow truce, but to adopt fuch 
terms only as would prove folid and 
permanent. He then adverted to our 
internal profperity, and concluded with 
moving the Addrefs. 

Lord Gwydir fcconded the Addrefs, 
and made feme general lemarks on the 
vain-glorious threats of the enemy 
he trolled that the Houfe would ap- 
plaud the condufl of Minillers with 
rerpe& to Spain ; as it was evident that 
her army, navy) councils, and wealth, 
Vere all under French influence. 


Lord Carlifle faid a few words againft 
the propriety of fanflioning the mea-t 
fares of Minifters tovirards Spain, be¬ 
fore they were informed of the fails 
relative to that tranfailioiilie was 
followed by 

Lord Hawkelbury, who fpoke in fiip- 
port of unanimity; and afterted, that 
explanations had been frequently de¬ 
manded of Spain for months befoic the 
detention of the frigates ; till at length 
a categorical aniwer was required, 
which not being obtained, our Minif. 
ter left Madrid. He concluded with 
feveral encomiums on the fpirit of the 
country, which bad produced 100,000 
volunteers in arms, beiides the army, 
navy, and militia. 

I'lie Duke of Clarence faid, li.at the 
queilioit with refpeil to the war with 
Spain required great explanation ; and 
be thought the frigates might have 
been detained without fo many dif. 
afters to their crews, particulaily as we 
had the command of the lea. 

Lord Grenville declared that the 
Addrefs had his entire approbation; 
and be triilled that the Houfe, in 
pledging themfeivcs to fupport the 
honour of the Throne and the dignity 
of the Country, would exprefs their 
feelings more by deeds than by words. 
He was convinced, that at the clofe of 
the laft war, by too great an extent of 
concellions, and too ftrong a defire for 
peace, the enemy looked upon us as a 
vanquiflied people. He hoped, there¬ 
fore, that whenever we were led to ne- 
gociation, the principles expreffed in 
his Majeiiy's Speech of to-day would 
never be departed from. 

The Duke of Norfolk made a few 
remarks on" the claims of the Irifli 
Catholics not being noticed in the 
Speech ; after which the Addrefs was 
put and agreed to, nem. cm. 

WuDNESD.'iV, Jan. 16.—This day 
the Lords met at two o'clock; and, 
after the ufual routine of bufinels was 
gone through, proceeded to St. James's 
ivith till Addrefs yelierday voted to his 
Majefty on his moll gracious Speech. 

Lord Ellenborough having prepared 
a Bill for reSifying fome omiliions in 
the Infolveiu Debtors’ A£l, it was, this 
d.ay, read a flrft time. 

Adjourned to Monday.

The Hon. A. Dillon, who briefly 
Touched on its feveral t'eacures} and 
was followed by 

Mr. C. Adams, who fliid, he flattered 
liiinlelT tint the Houle would be parti* 
cularly zealous in expreliine their at¬ 
tachment to their beloved Sovereign 
and his Government. He hoped that 
the affurances of a pacific diTpofition 
on the part of the enemy would prove 
fincere; and he congratulated the 
country on its great profperity, 
Itrength, and refources. 

Mr. Fox thought it expedient to 
notice two oinuiions in his M.ijelty’s 
Speech, and one in the Addrefs. In 
the lalf, the Hou^e was made to pledge 
itfelf on a queilion, on which no fur¬ 
ther infornntion was called tor, to 
approve “ his Majeltv’s determination 
not to give any further explanation 
with refpcft to it, till he (hall have 
cunfiilted with certain Courts,'* &c. 
It had not appeared to him in the 
firft view, why any explanation on 
the f'uljjeft was necellary; and he 
fhould not approve of this determi¬ 
nation until he fhould know what was 
the nature of tliis connexion. The 
principal omi.non in the Speech, at 
which he was furprifed, was that rela¬ 
tive to the Catholic queltion, which 
had been lo.t for three or four yeaisj 
and the other was, that no compliment 
had been paid to Parliament for the 
great meafures which they had enabled 
for the welfare and fecurity of i.ie 
country} particularly that rclative^io 
the crearlon of the gieat dif'pulable 
force} though he had reafon to think 
that this meafure had failed altogether. 
He concluded with hoping that this 
matter would be explained, as well as 
that relative to the caoture of the Spa- 
n}fh frigates, in which he conceived 


the honour of the Nation to be con¬ 
cerned . 

Mr. thought that any interfer¬ 
ence on the fiibjeft of the Catholic 
qucflion would, at this time, be ex¬ 
tremely injudicious. Kefpefting the 
Bill of t!ie lad SelHou for the Military 
Defence, Iw fhould not think it at .nil 
neceflaiy now to inquire into its me¬ 
rits} when the featon arrived for an 
examination, he fhould venture to 
contend, that at the time it was pro- 
pofed, it was the belt expedient for 
the public fecurity which circum- 
ftances admitted} and further, that 
the new fit nation of the kingdom 
wotild fully juftify a perfeverance in 
the fame fyltem. ,In regard to the 
feizure of the Spanifh frigates, when 
full information fhould be laid before 
the Houfe upon that fubjeft, fo far 
from a departure from the moderation 
and integrity of the nation, the me.a- 
fure would he cenfidered as a remark¬ 
able initance of his Majefty’s referve 
and tendernefs } and as an example, to 
fhowthat where he exercifed the rights 
of war he meditated the means of con¬ 
ciliation. 

Mr. Windham fpoke on the fame 
grounds as Mr. Fox, with whom he 
exprefled himf’elf perfc6Hy to coincide; 
and intimated his intention of moving, 
on .Monday fc’nnight, for a Committee 
to conlideron the means of improving 
our military force. He concluded with 
reminding the Houfe of the outrages 
againft the L.iws of Nations committed 
by Buonap.irtA particularly in the feiz- 
,nre of Captain Wright, who was Hill 
detained aclofeprilbner in the Temple. 

' The Addrefs was then agreed to. 
Hem. cen.t an<J the Houfe adjourned. 

Wednfsdav, Jan. 16.—The Hon. 
Mr. Dillon brought up the Report of 
the Committee appointed to prepare 
an Addrefs in anfwer to his Majeliy's 
Speech} which was agreed to, and 
ordered tp he prefented to his-MaJefty 
by the whole Houfe. 

Thurso AY, Jan. 17.—It was moved' 
and ordered, th.it the Houfe, on Mon¬ 
day, fhould take into con fideration that 
part of hit M.iielty's Speech which re¬ 
lates t* the Supplies: to which day the 
Houfe jidjuurnea.

but fhe has fucceeded. The luggers 
fleering different courfet, the headmoit 
one efcaped; her name is I'Adolphe, 
mounting the fame number of guns as 
the capture, belongs to the fame port, 
where flie muft have returned, having 
thrown eveiy thing overboard in the 
chafe.

Soldier, Firft Conful, 1 had 
but one thought-^Emperor, I have no 
other. The prdpeiiiy of France has 
been happy enough to illulfiate it by 
vii^toiieti, to cniolidiite it by treaties, 
to deliver it from civil dilcoid, and to 
prepare in it the it-generatiun of morals, 
ot luciety, and of religion. If death do 
not (ui'prize me in the inidfi of iny la, 
hours, 1 hope to leave to my pofterily a 
remeinbrar'ce ^hich may fcive for evep 
as an example or a iepr< ach to my (uc- 
celT ii’s.”

The Ifles ot Fiance and Ke- 
nnion would liavebeeiTat this moment the 
detot of the riches of the Ealf, and Lon¬ 
don the abode of agitation and dei'pair, if 
inexperience and weaknefs had not baf¬ 
fled a proje£.t the molt maftcriy in its con. 
ception *. He then palfes many encomi¬ 
ums on the valour of the Fiench Coldiers, 
who wait with patience for^the oppoitu- 
nity to execute the detigns of their Chief, 
and learn to govern the element which 
(eparates them from that ifland, the ob. 
jc^t of all their relentment. H- delcrihes 
the fleets to be learning to flght the £ng- 
lilh without ri(k or danger, while the lat¬ 
ter are wearing themicives out by being 
fxpoied to continual (loims. The reCult 
is, our armies were never in a better (fate 
to enfuie vidory j our finances ^re more 
floui idling than ever, our extra experiles 
are at an end, and thole of the Corona¬ 
tion have been defrayed out of the reve¬ 
nues of the Crown. The reporter then 
coi.cluiles with the following declaia- 
tion ; —

«* Whatever may be the movements of 
the Englilh, the delliny of France is fixedj 
ftrong in the riches amt Courage of its de¬ 
fenders, fhc will faithfully cultivate the 
alliance of friendly nattons-ws^France 
will neither merit enemics.nor fear them. 
When England fhall be convinced of the 
impotence of her efforts to agitate the 
Continent—-when fhe fhall feel that (be 
cannot but Iqfe in a war without motive 
or object—-that Fsakce will never 
accept of AltY OTHER CONDITIONS 
THAN THOSE OF THE TREATY OF 
Amiens, and never will content that fhe 
fhall exercife the right ot breaking at 
pleafure thole tieaties, by appropriating 
Malta to herlelf—then England will really 
obtain pacific (entiments—Hatred and 
cnv3Eexift but for a time.” 


STATE PAPER. 

Spanish Manifesto; or, Declasa- 
TiON of War. 

Madrid, Dec. 14.—The Moft Ex¬ 
cellent Signor D<>n Pedro Cavallos, Firft 
Secretary of State and of Dilpatchcs, hat 
communicated the Royal aiders to all the 
Councils, of the da'e of the day before 
yederday ; of which the literal tenor is as 
follows : — 

The Peace which Europe beheld 
with fo much delight re eiiablifbed at 
Amiens, has, unfortunately for the wel¬ 
fare of nations, proved but of (hort du¬ 
ration. The lejoicings with which this 
happyevent was celebrated upon all fides, 
were (caicely concluded, when the pub¬ 
lic i'atisfa^ion began to be troubled, and 
the advantages ot the Peace to diia|)pcar. 
The Cabinets of London and Pans held 
Europe luCpended, and agitated between 
hs terrors and its hopes; feeing the 
events of the negociation every day be¬ 
come more uncertain, until the mo¬ 
ment that difflerd arrived at Aich a 
height,-as to kindle between them the 
a war, which mult naturally ex- 
fend itfelf to other Powers; fince it was 
diflieiih for Spain and Uoiiand, who had 
treated jointly with France at Amiens, 
and whole interelis and political relations 
are fo reciprocally conncAed, to avoid 
tiiially taking part in the grievances and 
offences offered to their ally. 

In tbeic circumtfances, his Majefly, 
fupported by the molt foiid principles of 
a wife policy, preferred pecuniary lub- 
fidies to the contingent of troops and 
fhips with which he was bound to aflift 
France, in virtue of the Frcaiy ot Alli¬ 
ance in 1796; and, as welj by means of 


* Einois* defeat by Capt. Dance. 
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h?8 Minifter at LOnilttn as of the Eng- 
]i(h Agents at Madrid, lie gave the Bri- 
ti(b Government to underitand, in the 
moA pofitive manner, his decided and 
firm refblution to remain neutral dur¬ 
ing the war; making no doubt that he 
ihould quickly have the latisfafiion of 
ieeing tnat thefe ingenuous aH'urances 
were well received by the Court of 
London. , 

•* Neverthelefs, that Cabinet, which 
muft Juve refolved in filence before* 
hand, fov jts own particular ends, upon 
ihe renovation ol the war with iipain, 
and which it was always able to dc> 
ciare.not with the forms and folcnmities 
prefcribed by the Law of Nations, but 
by means of pofitive aggrelliuns, which 
ihould turn to its own profit, Ibtight 
the moll frivolous pictexts to bring 
into doubt the conduct ol Spain, which 
was truly neutral, and to give demon, 
ifrations, at the fame tiinc. of the de* 
fires of his Britannic Majelty to pre- 
ferve the peace; all with the intention 
of gaining time, cajoling the Spanlfii 
Government, and holding in uncer- 
tjinty the opinion of the Lnglilh na¬ 
tion upon it own premeditated and 
unjuft defigns, which could in no man¬ 
ner be approved by it. Thus it is, 
that in London it appeared artfully to 
accept various reclamations from Spa. 
nilh individuals, which were addrelled 
to It; while its agents in Madrid mag¬ 
nified the pacific intentions of their 
own Sovereign ; but they never fliowed 
themfelves fatisfied with the frankness 
and friendlhip with which all their 
notes were anfwered; rather anxious 
for proclaiming and magnifying arma. 
ments which had no exiltence, and pre- 
tending, contrary to tlie moA pofitive 
proteAs on the part of Spain, ’that the 
pecuniary fuccours given to France 
'Vsere not merely an equivalent for the 
^oops and Ibips which were Aipulated 
in the Treaty of 1796, but an indefinite 
nnd immenfe Hock, which did not per¬ 
mit tltem toconlider Spain in any other 
light than as a principal party in the 
war. 

** Moreover, as there was not time 
antirely to banilh the illufion under 
which they laboured, they exaded, as 
the precile conditions upon which they 
would confider Spain as neutral, the 
ceAatioiv of every armament in her 
*^rts, aiad a prohibition of the fale of 
prixes^b'rwugfat into them. And not- 
witliftanding that both of thele condi* 


tions, although Urged in a tone fuper- 
latively haughty and unufual in politi¬ 
cal tranfadions, were immediately com¬ 
plied with, and religioully oblerved, 
the Englilh Minilfers peiTiAed, never- 
tbelelii, to manifeA their want of con* 
fidence, and they quitted Madrid wi*h 
eagernels. immediately after receiving 
difpatches from their Court, of which 
they did not communicate a particle of 
the concents. 

“ The context which refults fiom all 
this lietween the condud of the Cabi¬ 
nets of London and Midrid, mult be 
fufiicient to Ihow clearly to all Europe 
the bad faith, and the fecret .ami per- 
verfe aims, of the Englilh MiniAry; 
t-ven if they had not inanifeAed them 
by the abominable crime of :he fur- 
prife, battle, and capture of the four 
SpaniAi frigates, which, navigating in 
the full fecurity which v’cice inlpires, 
were fraudulently attacked in confe- 
quence of orders from the Englilh Go¬ 
vernment, figncd in the very mo¬ 
ment 4 n which it was iaithlefsly 
exa£ling conditions of the prolon* 
gation of the peace, in wliich 
ever)' poflible fecurity was given to it, 
and in which its own veffels were pio- 
vided with provllions and lefreAimeuts 
in the ports of Spain. 

“Thofe very vefl'els, which were en¬ 
joying the molt perfed holpitality, and 
were experiencing the fidelity with 
which Spain was proving to England 
the good faith of her engagements, and 
how firm her lefolutions were to main¬ 
tain her neutrality—thole very Ihips 
carried, concealed in the bolbms of 
their Commanders, the imjuA oiders 
of the Englifli Cabinet lor ailaulting 
Spanifii property on the leas - iniqui- 
tous orders, and profufely circulated, 
fince all its velfels of war, on the Teas 
of America and Europe, weie already 
detaining and carrying into its har¬ 
bours as many Spanifii vefl'els as they 
met with, without refpeding even the 
cargoes of grain which were coming 
from all parts to fnecour a laithtul na¬ 
tion, in .1 year of tiie greaielt calamity. 

“Baibarous orders, Imce they de- 
ferve no other name, to fuik eveiy Spa- 
nilh Ihip under an hundred tons; to 
burn thole which they found on fiiore 
on the cualt; and to make prize of, 
and carry to Malta, thofe only which 
exceeded an hundred tons. The Mai¬ 
ler of a/au(/, ofV.alentia, of filty-fonr 
tons,' hds mude this declaration, that he 

efi'vcled 
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elFe£^ed kts efcape in his launch upon 
the 16th of November) on the coaft of 
Cataloni.i, when his velTel was lunk by 
an Englilh veifel, whofe Captain took 
from him his papers and his flag; and 
informed him. that he had received 
thefe exprefs inltru^lions from bis 
Court. 

•* In fpite of fuch atrocious a^lions, 
which proved to perfrfl evidence the 
covetous and holiile views which the 
Englitb Cabinet meditated, it was ftill 
able to carry on further its perfidious 
fyflem of blinding the public opinion : 
alledging for this piirpofe, that the 
Spaniih fi igates had not been carried 
into the Englifh ports in quality of 
prizes, but as being detained until 
Spain ibould give the defned fecurities, 
that fhe would obierve the ttri^felt nau< 
trality. j 

And what greater fecurities could 
or ought Spain to give ? What civi- 
lifrd nation, until this hour, has made 
u(e of means fo unjulf and violent to 
exaA fecurities of another? Although 
England fhould And, at lalt, any claim 
to exaff from Spain, in what manner 
conld fhe juftify it after fuch an atro¬ 
city ? What fatisfadion could fhe be 
able to give for the lamentable deltruc- 
tion of the frigate Mercedes, with all 
its cargo, its equipage, and the great 
number of diitinguifhed pafiengers who 
have perifbed, the innocent vidtims of 
a policy ib deteflable ? 

“Spain would not comply with what 
fhe owes to herfelf, nor think herfeif. 
able to maintain her well-known ho¬ 
nour and dignity among the gieateit 
Powers of Europe, were (he any longer 
to (how herfelf infenlible to fuch ma¬ 
il ifett outrages, and did not take 
care to revenge them with the noble- 
nefs and eneigy which belong to her 
charadler. 

“ Animated with thefe fentiments, 
the magnanimous breait of the King, 
after having erxhaufled (in order to 
prelerve the peace) all the refources 
compatible with the dignity of his 
Crown, finds liimfclf in the hard predi¬ 
cament of making war upon the King 
of England, upon his fubjedfs and peo¬ 
ple, omitting the formalities of flyle by 
a (olemn declaration and piihlicatioii, 
owing to the Englifh Cabinet's having 
begun and continued to make the war 
without declaring it. 


“ In confequenqcjaftfr having given 
orders for an embargo, .by way of re- 
prifal, upon all Englifh pioperty in his 
dominions, and that the molt convent* 
ent'initiudlions, both for hhoWffdf. 
fence, and the offence of the enetiiy) 
fliould be circulated to his Viceroys> 
Captains-General, apd great Officers of 
the Marine, his Majeity has commanded 
his Minittcr in London to retire, with 
all the Spaniih Legation ; and his Ma- 
jefty does not doubt, that ail his-fub- 
jefts, inflamed with th.it ju!t indigni- 
lion with which the violent proceed¬ 
ings of England mutt infpire thcm,will 
not omit any of all thofe means to 
which their valour (lull prompt therri, 
of CO operating with his Majeily to¬ 
wards the molt complete vengeance for 
thefnfult ofl'ered to the Spani^ flag. 
For this purpofe, he invites them to 
arm corfhirs againft Great Britain, and 
to poflefs themfelves, with rcfolution, 
of her fhips and property, by every 
poflible means; liis Majeity promiflnj^ 
them the greatelV promptitude and ce¬ 
lerity in "the adjudication of prizer, 
upon the iole proof of their being 
Englifh property ; and his Majefly ex- 
preisly renouncing, in favour of the 
captors, whatever part of the value of 
the prizes he liad, upon other occa- 
lions, referved to hiinielf; fothatthey 
fh.iU enjoy them in their lull value, 
without the fmallelt difeount. 

“And, finally, his Majcfly has re- 
folved, that what is contained in the 
premiies, fhall be Inf'erted in the pub¬ 
lic papers, that it may come to the 
knowledge of all; and alio, that it 
fhall be tranfinitted to the Amb-affadors 
and Vlinilters of the King, at Foreign 
Courts, in order that all the Powers 
(hall be informed of thefe a£ls, and taRe 
intereft in a caiife fo jult; hoping that 
Divine Piovidence will biefs the Spit* 
nifh arms, fo that they may obtain a 
juft and convenient fatisfacMon for the 
injuries they have received."

^ the aleAion of Mr. Smirke to the 
office of Keeper of the Koyal Academy, 
the Metnbert this day nominated 
Mr. Fuieli to that (ituatiun ; and at the 
following General Aflfembly) the Preli* 
dent produced his MajeUy's approba* 
tion of that ele^ion. 

31. At night a hre broke out in the 
ftable belonging to Mefll s. Travers and 
Eldaile, adjoining to their premiles in 
Q^een-ftreet, Cheapfide; but, by the 
timely exertions of the firemen, it was 
happily prevented from doing much 
mifchief. Four fine horles, however, 
were unfortunately deltroyed. •

Jan. 4. A General Court w.as held 
at the £:ift-India Houle. After the 
uAial forms, the Penlion of 500I. to Sir 
N.tthaniel Dance, w.is, on a motion of 
M/'. Twining, unaniraoully agreed to. 

The Chairman then brought forward

to Boulogne, with order that it IhouUl 
,br forwarded to feme of the Britifli 


cruisers, and that the officer, who is 
an Aid-du-Camp to the Admiral com¬ 
manding at Boulogne, ffiould accom¬ 
pany it. The officer was put on bo.ard the 
nag.lhip jn the Downs, and the difpatch 
fent off fo Lord Harrowby’s Office*. 

8. A Court or Direflors was held 
at the Ealt India Houfe; when the 
Moll: Noble Marquis Cornwallis w.ss 
formally appointed Governor General 
of Bengal. 

On the fume day a ballot took place 
at the India-Hoiife, on tlie queltion for 
approving the arrangement propofed 
by the Court of Dirc‘h»rs for the Go¬ 
vernment of Prince of Wales llland. 
—The billot commenced ai eleven 
o'clock„and was numeroufiy attended. 
At fix o'clock the glafies were doled ; 
when the numbers were-.—for the 
queltion 413—againit the queflion 325. 
—Majority for the queltion 88. 

IX. Thi.s day his Majeity arrived at 
the Queen’s Houle from Windfor, and 
gave private audiences to Lord Hawkf- 
bury, the Lord Chancellor, and J.oid 
Mulgrave; the latter of whom had the 
honour to kiis his Majelty's hand, on 
being appointed Secretary of State foi‘ 
the Fore gn Department, in the room 
of Lord H.irrowby, religned. 

Mr. Addington then had an audi¬ 
ence, and luad the honour to kifs his 
Majefty's hand.on being created a Peer, 
by the title of Vilcount Sidmouth, of 
Sidinouth in the county of Devon. 

The Earl of Buckingliamlhire (late 
Lord Hobart) is appointed Chancellor 
of the Duchy of Lancalter. 

12. This afternoon the remains of 
the late EarJ of Rofslyn were conveyed 
with great funeral pomp from the 
Foundling Hofpital, and interred in St. 
Paul’s Cathedral. 

14. Samuel IVylde Mitcbett^ a weaver, 
w.'is executed at the Old Bailey for the 
Wilful Murder of his d.aughter, Sarah 
Mitchell, a girl only nine years old, by 
cutting her throat with a razor.—He 
W.1S1 convicled on his own confeffion, 
made before Mr. Julfice Mol'er, at 
Worlhip-ltreet j and from the time of 
his trial to that of his death behaved 
with great contrition. 

The Difpatches contained Ibme pa¬ 
cific propolitions, to which his Majefly 
afterwards alluded in his Speech to Par¬ 
liament j which will be found in page 63. 
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The Marquis of Wellefley has ftnt 
Over from Bengal twelve fuperb ivory 
chairs, elegantly ornamented with 
gold, a« a present to her Majeity. 

Dr. Heberden's late relidence at 
Winclfor, fotne time (ince purchaTed 
by his Majelly, is fitting up lor the 
Princefs Charlotte of Wales. 

i6. The Admiralty Sefiions com¬ 
menced at the Old Bailey} when Benj. 
Waterhoufe, a boy of i6, and Fhos. 
Canterbury, another boy of 13 years 
of age, were found guilty of damaging 
a vellel, called The Five Brothers, off 
Weymouth, by boring holes in her 
bottom } and fentenced to 14 years 
tranfporutio". 

18. Biinp the da)r for celebrating 
the Birth oF^er Majelly, who com¬ 
pleted her 60th year in May laft, the 
ufual demonlfrations of joy f>ok place 
throughout the metropolis. At noon 
their Majedies, with the Piinceffes, and 
the Princefs Chat lotte of Wales, arriv¬ 
ed ar St. James's, and at two o’clock 
they proceeded to the Drawing-room, 
where, after examining the progrefs of 
the Bluecoat Boys, according to annu¬ 
al cu'fom, they heard the Ode,^ [fee 
p. s8.] which, (as was the cafe la!t 
year,) was let to mufic feledled from 
the wotks'of Handel, at the exprefs de¬ 
fire of his Majedy.

The Piefenta'ions were very numer¬ 
ous ; and amongd thofe w^re, Vifeount 
and Vifeountefs Sidmouth, hai 1 Moira 
and the Cuuntefs of Loudoun, the 
Lord Mayor and Sheiffs, and Mr. 
Mainwaring, jun. with leveral nevr 
Members of the Lower Houfe. The 
Pi ince of Wales arrived in State, about 
half pad three, accompanied by the 
Duke uf Clarence. At half paft four 
the Court cloied, when their Majeffies 
pturned to Ruckingh.am Houle ; and 
in the evening her Majedy had a Grand 
Concert. The Dreffes were lumptuous 
beyond former example.

i/Ieteorologieal Report for the Year e»d» 
iitg %itb Dec.^ i8o4.--During the year 
there were 103 days in which rain felJ^ 
and 17 in which there were hail or 
fnow: 144 may be reckoned as bril¬ 
liant days, and the remaining lot as 
that negative kind of vveather which 
cannot be dlilinguiihedeitber as h'r or 
cloudy. The Hate of the wind was as 
follows, viz. Z5 clays north, 96 north- 
eaft, 33 noith-vveft, 9 ea',!-, 10 ibuth- 
ealt, II fouth, 135 fouth welt, and 41 
welt. The mean height of the barome¬ 
ter for the year was *9 deg. 873, 
and tlut of the thermometer 50 deg. 
65 min. The quantity of rain was 
equal to fomething more than 34 inches 
in depth, which is fix inches more than 
fell in the year preceding. 

Ireland, according to a recent enu¬ 
meration, contains 12,001,200 Trilh 
acres, 687,118 houfes, and 5,4^6,944 
inhabitants. 

Excellent brandy has lately been ex- 
trafted from the dried fruit of the Ca- 
robe tree, which grows abund.intly in 
Spain, on the coait of the Mediter¬ 
ranean, and there ufed l^or feeding 
cattle. A quart of brandy is obtained 
from five pound of fruit. 

Purification eflnfeiied Air, —The ad¬ 
mirable method recommended by M. 
Guyton de Moryeau for this purpofe, 
may be thus briefly explained i-~Whe» 
the air of a prifon, an hofpital, or a 
dwelling, is required to be purified, a 
chafing.dilh with ignited coals is plac¬ 
ed in the centre of one or more apart¬ 
ments.

Arfificial Maboganf.—A ChemiA, at 
Pans, has contrived to render any fpc* 
cies of wood, of a dole grain, fo nearly 
to referable mahogany, in the textsire, 
denfity, and polifli, that themoAaccu* 
rate judges are incapable of diftinguiOi. 
•irtg this happy imitation. The firft 
operation is to plane the Airface per. 
feftly fraooth i the wood is then to be 
rubbed with a folution of nitrous acid. 
Afterwards, one ounce and a half of 
dragon’s blood, diflblved in a pint of 
fpirit of wine, and ooe-third of that 
quantity of carbonate of foda, are to be 
mixed together, and filtered, and the 
liquid in this thin Aate is to be rubbed, 
or rather laid upon the wood, with a 
foft brufii. This procefs is repeated 
with very little alteration, and in a 
fliort interval the wood will poflefs the 
external appearance above defcribcd.— 
When this application has been pro¬ 
perly made, the fiirface will referable 
nn artificial mirror} but if the polifli 
become left brilliant, by the uicof a 
lin e cold drawn linfeed oil, the wood 
wiU be reAored to its former brilliancy. 
The mahogany tree, although fo pro¬ 
fitable an article of commerce, has 
received very little attention from Eu¬ 
ropean natnraliAs..-lf Ac plants are 
properlv managcd,*they will make con 
fiderabie progrefs in this country.

Declaration tf the British Go¬ 
vernment, declaring the Grounds 

t^'tbe War ‘with Spain. 

From the moment that hoftilitles 
had commenced between Great Britain 
and France, a futhcient ground of war 
again II Spain, on the part of Great 
Britain, neceflarily followed from the 
Treaty of St. lidephonfo, if not dif- 
claimed by Spain. 

That Treaty, in fa&, identified Spain 
with the Republican Government of 
France, by a virtual acknowledgment 
of .unqualified vaflalage, and by fpecific 
itipulations of unconditional offence. 

By the ai tides of that Treaty, Spain 
covenanted to furnilh a 'ftated contin¬ 
gent of naval and military force for the 
profecution of any war in which the 
French Republic might think proper 
to engage. She fpecifically furrendered 
any right or pretenfionto inquire into 
Che nature, origin, or juilice of the war. 
She ftipulated, in the firit inftance, a 
contingent of troops and (hips, which, 
of itlelf, compi'ifes no moderate pro- 
ortlon of the means at her difpolal; 
ut in the event of this contingent 
being at any time found infufficient for 
the purpofes of France, Ihe further 
bound lierfelf to put idto a ftate of 
a^ivity the utmofl force, both^ by Tea 
and land, that it fliould be in her 
power to colled, ^lie covenanted, that 
this force fliould be at the difpofal of 
France, to be employed conjointly or 
feparately for the annoyance of the 
common enemy; thus hibmitting her 
entire power and refources to be uled 
as the inftruments of French ambition 
and aggreflion, and to be applied in 
whatever proportion France might 
think proper^ for the avowed purpofe 
of endeavouring to fubvert the Govern- 
luent, and deftroy the national exifl- 
enceof Great Britain. 

The ebarader of fuch a Trea^ gave 
preat Britain an inconteilable right to 
Afxlare to Spain, that unlefs (he deci<- 


dediy renomced tb« TVeMy, or gave 
alTurances that (he would not perrorm 
the obligatiotts of it, (he would not be 
confidered as a neutral power. 

This right, however, for prodeittial 
reafons, and from motives of forbear¬ 
ance and tendernefs towards Spain, 
was not exercifed in its' full extent { 
and, in conlequence of alTurances of' a 
pacific difpofition on the pact of the 
Spanilh Government, his Majefty did 
not, in the flrft inftance, in(ift on x’dif^ 
tind and formal renunciation of the 
Treaty. It does net appear that any 
exprefs demand of Aiccour had been 
made by France before the month of 
July, 1803 i and on the flrft notification 
of the war, his Majefty’s Minifter at 
M:\{irid was led to believe, in conle¬ 
quence of communication# which pa(^ 
(ed between him and the Spanjlh Go¬ 
vernment, that his Catholic Majei^ did 
not conllder him'felf as neceflarily 
bound by the mere fad of the exift- 
ence of a war between Great Britain 
and France, without (ubfequent expla¬ 
nation and difeuflion, to fulfil the tti* 
pulations of the Treaty of St. lide¬ 
phonfo, though the Articles of that 
Treaty would certainly give rife to a 
very different interpretation. In the 
month of Odoher a Convention was 
figned, by which Spain agreed to pay 
to France a certain fum monthly, in 
lieu of the naval and military fuceours 
which they had fiipulated by the Trea- 
ty to provide; but of the amount of thie 
(urn, or of the nature of any other Hi- 
pulations which that Convention might 
contain, no official information what, 
ever was given. 

It was immediately ftated by hie 
•Majefty’s Minifter at Madrid to the 
Spanilh Government, that a fubfidy ae 
large as that which they were fuppofed 
to nave engaged to pay France, f^ar ex¬ 
ceeded the bounds of forbearance; 
that it could only meet svith a tempo¬ 
rary connivance, as, if it was continued, 
it might prove in fad a greater injury 
than any other hoftility. In reply to 
tbefe remonltrances, it was reprefented 
as an expedient to gain time, and af- 
furances were given which were .con¬ 
firmed by ciroumftan.ce$, which came 
to bis Majefty’s knowledge from other 
quarters, that the difpoiition of the 
Spanilh Government would induce 
them to extricate themfelves from thie 
engagement, if the courie of evente 
(hould admit of their doing fo with 
fafety. 

L a Wlien 
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. ^Hien hit MajeAjfi htd firft reafon to 
believe that fuch^a Convention was 
(Concluded^ he direfted his Mmiiier at 
Madrid to declare that bis foibearing 
to confider S{)ain as an enemy mure 
.depend) in ibme degree^ Ufton the 
amount of the fuccourst and upon her 
maintaining a perfect neutiaJity in all 
other refpe^^s, but that it would be 
impoflible for him to confider a per- 
mafient'payment, to the amount of that 
mbich was dated to have been in agi¬ 
tation! in any other light than as a di¬ 
rect lubfidy ol war. His Majelty’g 
Envoy wa»< direfled, therefore, firft to 
proted agaiiitt the Convention, as a 
violation of neutrality, and a jiilfitia- 
ble caufe of war { fecondly, to declare 
that our abflainiug from hoililities nyift 
depend upon its being only a tempo¬ 
rary luealure, and. that vie muft be at 
liberty to confider a perfeverance in it 
as a caufe of war; thirdly, that the en¬ 
trance of any French troops into Spain 
ntuft be refufed; fourthly, that any 
naval preparation mud be a gi'eat caufe 
of jealouly, and any attempt to give 
naval affiAance to France an immediate 
caufe of war; fifthly, that the Spanifh 
ports mull remain open to our com¬ 
merce, and that our (hips of war mutt 
have equal treatment with thofe of 
France. His Majedy's Minitter was al<o 
inttrufled, if any French troops entered 
Spain, or ifiie leceived authentic infoi^ 
mation of any naval armament prepar¬ 
ing for the af/iit.'ince ot France, to leave 
Madrid, and to give immediate notice 
to our Naval Commanders, that they 
might proceed to hoHiiities without 
the delay that might be occafioned by 
a reference home. 

The execution of thefe inflruflions < 
produced a variety of difcuflions; dur¬ 
ing which his Majetty’s Mioiltertold 
Mr. Cevallos, in anfwcr to«Iii$ queition, 
whether a continuance of fuch pecu¬ 
niary fuccours t'' France would be con- 
fidered as a ground of war ? .ind whe¬ 
ther he was authorized to declare it ? 
that he was fb authorized, and that 
war would be the infallible conle- 
quence. 

It was, however, A ill thought defi'r- 
ab!e by his Majelry, to protract, if pof- 
lible, the deciftun of ihh queftion ; and 
it was therefore Ifattd in the in If ruc¬ 
tions tO'hiif Minifier at Madtid, that as 
rhed'uh^y-'was reprefented-by the Spa- 
»ifb,^vernnicnt to he merely a tempo* 
la^puMiltci, his JVIajelly might ftill con- 
tiinut to overlook it /or a time; but that 


his decifion in this refpeft mud depend 
upon knowing the prectfe nature of all 
the ttipulatioiis between Spain and 
France, and upon the Spanifh Govein- 
ment being determined to j^aufe tneir 
neutrality to be lefpefted in all other 
particulars. Thit until thefe qiic.tions 
were anfwered in a tattsfad'iry manner, 
and the Convention cmiounicat* i to 
him, he could give no pofiiive a«'iwer 
whether he would mjke the pecuniary 
fuccours a caufe of war or n.>t. 

Before the receipt of thefe inttruc- 
tions, dated Januaiy ii, 1K04, the re¬ 
port of fome naval armuneiits in the 
poits of apiin had occafioned a frefti 
coi refpondence between his Majeiry’s 
Minifier and the Spanifh Government. 
In one of the notes prefented b" the 
former, he declares, that if liic Ki. g 
was forced to begin a wai, he would 
want no other declaiation than what 
he had already made. The anfwers of 
the Spanifh Ooverntnent were at firft 
of an evalive nature; hii Mai-fty’s Mi- 
nifter clofed the cone.'poncleiici' on his 
part by a note delivered on the 18th of 
February, in which he dedoe^, that 
all further forbearance on the part of 
England mutt de,.end uoon the cefl'a- 
tion of all naval armaments, an;! a pro¬ 
hibition of the lale of' p-izes iii their 
ports; and unlef< thefe points were 
agreed to without modification, he had 
orders to leave Mad'id. On the tecond 
of thefe points a latislatfoiy anfwer 
was given and orders fined acc«>iding- 
ly; on the firff, a refcience was made 
to former declarations. To the quef¬ 
tion about difeiofing the Treaty with 
France, no fatisfaftory anfwer was ever 
given. As, however, no naval prepa¬ 
rations appeared to be proceeding at 
that period in'tlie poits of Spain, the 
matter was allowed to remain there for 
a time. 

In the month of July, 1^04., the Go¬ 
vernment of Spain gave afluiaoces of 
faithful and fettled neutrality, and dif. 
avowed any orders to .irn. in their 
ports; yet, in the fuhfequent month, 
when thele afTne^nces weie lecent, and 
a confident relbnce rer.o'ed in them, 
the Britifh Charge d’Altai!cs received 
advice from the Admiral commanding 
his Majelty’s (hips off the port of Fer- 
rol, that reinforcements of foldiers and 
fail'o-s had arrived through Spain for 
the F- ench fleets at Toulon and Ferrol, 
On t.'iis intelligence two notes were pre- 
fented to the Spanifh Minifiers. but no 
anfwer was received to cithei' of them. 

Towards 
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Towards the end of the month of Sejw' 
' tember, information was received in 
I^ndoii from the British Admiral fta« 
tioned off Fcrrol» that orders had aftu* 
ally been given by the Comt bf Ma¬ 
drid, for arming, without lofs of time, 
at tint port, lour (hips of the line, two 
frigates, and ether fmaller velTets j that 
(according to his intelligence) (imilar 
orders had been given at Carthagena 
and Cadiz, and particularly that three 
firft rate (hips of the fine were dire 61 ed 
to fail fiom the' laft.mentioned port} 
pd, as an additional proof of hoftile 
intentions, that orders had been given 
to arm the packets as in time of war. 

Here then appeared a direfl and un¬ 
equivocal violation of the terras on 
which the continuance of peace had 
been acquictced in; previous notice 
having been given to the Spanidi Go* 
veinmi-rn, that a of war would be 
the immediate confequence of fuch a 
tnea iii''. his Majeffy, on this event, 
flood 1 )'pledged to an inflantcom* 

mencement of hoflilities; the king, 
however, preferred a perfevering adhe¬ 
rence to the fvhem of moderation, fo 
congenial to his dirpotition: he re- 
folved to leave Itill an opening for ac¬ 
commodation, if S'laiii Ihonld be flill 
allowed the liberty to adopt the courfe 
prcfciibed by a juft fenfe of her own 
inteiefts and fecurity. It is here wor¬ 
thy of remark, that the groundlefs and 
ungrateful imputations thrown out 
againft his Majefty’s condndt in the 
Spani(h Manifefto, are built upon the 
foundation of th s forbearance alone. 
Had his Majcfty excrcifed without re- 
ferve ms juft rights of war, the lenre- 
fentations fo faKely aflerled, .'ind fo infi- 
dioui'y dwelt upon, could not have been 
even dated under any cofourable pre¬ 
text: the indulgence, theietore, which 
poftponed the adtual (tate of war, was 
not only mifreprelented, but tranf- 
formed into a ground of complaint, 
becaufe the forbearance extended to 
the aggrelTors was not carried to a 
dangerous and inadmilTible extreme. 
In conieqnence of the intelligence 
above ftated, direftions were fent to 
his M.aje(ty*s Minilter at Madrid, 
to make reprefentations and remon- 
ftrances to the Spanifli Court, to de¬ 
mand explanations relative to the exift- 
ing Conventions between Spain and 
France; and, above all, to intift, that 
the naval armaments in their ports 
ihould be phiced on the fame footing 
as they were previoufly to tb* com* 


ritencement of boffilMes Isetwcen Gtehfe 
Britain and France t and he wMi fur¬ 
ther dire^ed explicitly to flare to the 
Spanifli Covernmeift, that his Majeft)r' 
felt a duty impofed upontiim of takings 
without delay, every mekfure of pre¬ 
caution ; and, particularly, of giving 
orders to his Admiral, off the port oF 
Ferrol, to prevent any of the Spantdi' 
(hips of war (ailing from that port, or 
any additional (hips of war from enter-' 
ing it. *

Every circumftaoce of the general 
conduit of Spain was peculiarly calcu¬ 
lated to excite the vigilant attention of 
the Britifh Government-the removal 
of Spanilh (liips out of their docks, to 
make room for the accommodation of 
the men of war of France the march 
of French troops and fcamen through 
the Spani(h tcrritoiy—the equipment 
of naval armaments at Ferrol—tbecon- 
fideration that the junilion of this 
armament with the French (liips al¬ 
ready in that hai hour would creates 
decided (iiperiorify of niimbe'-s oyer 
his Majefty's (quadron crui'Xing off that 
port—the additional naval exertions,' 
and the conAquent increafeof expenfe 
which this condud u( Spain necelTarily 
iinpofed upon Great Biitain—all thelc 
together required thofe precautions, 
both of reprefentation and aflion, to 
which his Majefty had immediate re- 
ooiirfe. While official notice was given 
of his Majefty's intention to adopt thofe 
iieceftary meaflires, the Spanilh Govern¬ 
ment was at tlA (ametime alfurcd, that 
his Majefty (till felt an earned defire to 
maintain a good underftanding with 
Spain { but that the continuance of 
fiicb a date of things mull be (ubjedl 
to the condition of abltaining ou their 
part from all bmiiie prepaiations, and 
on making, without hefitation or re- 
(erve, that full and explicit difcloftire 
of the naruie and extent of the fubfiif- 
ing engagements with France, which 
had hitherto been (b frequently and fo 
fruitlefsly demanded. 

The preparations adopted by his Ma- 
jefty were fuch only as he deemed in- 
tlirpen(abiy neceflkry to guard awainfl 
the augmentation by Spain of her

The prders iflued by his Majeily, on 
thia odinthon, to the Admirals com. 
mndlng hie fleets, alFord the molt 
Ihriking' example of a fcrupnloas and 
indiUgenc forbearance j the moft ftrift 
fimitation was given ar to the extent 
1^ of the roeafurea propofed j 
and the execution of thole orders was 
'gaarded with the ftrongefl injunctions 
CO avo^, 'by every means confiflent 
•ritb the attainment of their object, *any 
oBt of violence or of holtility againft 
Che dominions or fubjeCts of his Ca. 
chtdic Majefty. The hoftile prepara* 
Cions in the harbour of Ferrol rendered 
it neceflary, in the flrit inftance, that 
nreioforcementlhould be added to the 
iquadron cruising oflttM port; and 
oraerc were at the fame time conveyed 
to the Britllh Admirals to fend intima¬ 
tion to the Spanilh Government of the 
inttruClions they had received, and of 
their determination in confequence to 
refift, under the prelent circumllances, 
the failing either of the French or 
Spanilh fleets, if any attempt for that 
•urpofe Ibould be made by either of 
them. 

His Majefly's pleafure was at the 
&me time lignifleo, that they were not 
to detain, in the flrft indance, any Ibip 
belonging to his Catholic Majedy, 
filing from a port of Spain; but to 
require the Commander of Aich Ihip to, 
return direflly to the port from whence 
the came, and only, in the event pf his 
nfuling to comply with ^uch requi. 
fition, to detain and fend her to Gib- 
rahxr, or to England. 

Further dire^ions were given not to 
detain any Spanilh homeward bound 
flispa of war, unlefs they fliould have 
Crealure on board, nor merchant Ihips 
of tint nation, however laden, on any 
eccount wtofoever. That in the pro. 
flecution of '-thofe meafures of precau- 
tion, maim valuable lives Ihould have 


regret to his Majedy, who laments it 
M an event produced alone by an un- 
hanpy concurrence of eircuraftances, 
hiu which can in no degree affeft the 
meriu of the cafe. The quefljion of 


Ihe juft principles, and dae exercile of 
his Majefty's right, reds upon every 
foundation of the J^ws, of Nature and 
of Nations, which enjoin and judify 
the adoption of fuch meafures as are 
requifite for defence, and the prcven. 
tion of aggrellion. 

It remains only further to oblerve, 
that if any additional proof were requi- 
lite of the wifdom and necelSty of pre¬ 
cautionary meafures, that proof would 
be found even in the declaration relied 
upon in the Manifefto of Spain, in 
which its Government now ftatet itfeif 
to have contemplated from the begin. 
ning_ of the war, the neceSlty of mak¬ 
ing itlelf a party in it, in fupport of 
the pretenfions of F^'ance, exprefsly 
declaring, that ** Spain and Holland, 
who treated conjointly with Fi‘i«ncc at 
Amiens, and whofe interefts and paJi- 
tical relations were fo clolely con¬ 
nected with her, mult have with dilfl. 
culty refrained from uking part againd 
the injuries and infults onered to their 
ally.” 

ft will further appear by a reference 
to the dates and renilts of the feveral 
reprefentations made by his Majelly'a 
Charge d'Al&ires at the Court of 
Spain, that no detention of the Spanilh 
trearure.lhips ever wasin quellion dur¬ 
ing the difculSons whkh preceded his 
departure from Madrid. That ground 
of complaint therefore, which has lince 
been fo much relied upon, formed no 
]:^rt of the motive of the previous bof- 
tile character fo ftrongly manifefted by 
Che Spanilh Court in their mode of 
treating the points in dircuirion,nor, as 
will appear in the fequel, of the final 
rupture of the negociation at Madrid. 

On the Twenty.fixth of October, 
One Thouli&id Eight Hundred and 
J^our, his Majefty’s Charge d*Affaires 
prefented a Note to the Spanilh Mini, 
fter, in which the following conditions 
were inlified upon, as preliminary to 
the appointment of a Minifter from 
Great Britain, who might treat of the 
adjuitment of other matters which re. 
mainedfordifculCon. The Conditions 
were three: firft, that the orders given 
at Ferrol, Cadix, and Carthagena, 
Ihould be countermanded, as well for 
the equipment of Ihips of war in any 
of thofe ports, as for their removal 
from one of thofe ports to another. 
Secondly, that not only the prefent 
armaments Ihould be dilcontinued, but 
that the eftablilhment of Ihips of war 
in the different ports fliould be replacp4 
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on tHe footinf on wbi^h they Hood 
at the comnjencement of boftilitiei 
between Enriand and France. Third¬ 
ly* that afujl (Ufclofure (hould be made 
of the exiftingengmments* and of the 
foture intentions of Spain with refpeft 
to France. From the period above- 
mentioned to the ad of November, 
feveral Official Notes pafled between 
his Majefty's Charge d'Affaires and the 
Spanim Minifter, confifting, with little 
variation in their tenour, of urgent 
demands of fatiibiftion on the one 
fide, and of evafive and unfatisfiic- 
tory replies dn the other. After 
repeated delays and reiterated appli¬ 
cations, his Majefty*s Charge a'Af* 
faires received his paflports on the 7th 
of November, and departed from Madrid 
on the t4th of that month. During the 
whole of this negociation, no mention 
was made of the detention of the Spa- 
nifli treafure Ihips; nor does it any 
where appear that an account had been 
received at Madrid of that tranfaAion. 
It is evident, therefore, notwithftand- 
ing the attempt made by the Spanifli 
Court to avail itlelf of that event, in 
the Manifefto which has been fince 
publiihed, that the ftate of war muft 
eaually have arifen between Great Bri¬ 
tain and Spain, had the detention never 
taken place, and that, in point of faft, 
the rupture ultimately took place upon 
the grounds of didinft form, and to¬ 
tally unconneAed with that meafure. 

The leading circumftances which 
charafterize the reiterated abufe of 
his Majefty*s moderation, were each of 
tlie;m of a nature to have exhaufied any 
lefs fettled lyftemoflenity and forbear- 


afice. Suceottfs afforded to his eiie> 
ttiks I explanatioha refhfi4 or »ided« 
after repeated demands 7 conditMam 
violated, after, diftinft notice'that on 
them depended the confinoance of 
peace-^ftidi has been tbe odndufl; of 
the Spaniih.Court} and it is undec'' 
tbefe circnmftanees that hie Msiel^ 
finds the domineering iniuence of 
France exerted, and the Spanifli nadmi 
in a ftate of declare and open vmr. 

His Mid^fty appals with confidence 
to all Europe for tbe acknow||edgmeat 
of his eMmplary moderatira ui the 
whole cburfe of tbefe tranlaftionf* 
His Majefty feels with regret the ne- 
ceflity which places him in a ftate of 
hoftiiity vnth Spain j and would witb 
heartfelt fiitisfadion obferve, on the 
part of that Country, tbe alTumptioni 
of a more dignified fenfe of nationsi 
importance, and a more indcpeaftent 
exercife of fovereiga rights. 

His Majefty would indeed be moft 
happy to difcover in the Councils of 
Spain a reviving fenfe of thofe ancient 
feelings and honourable propenfities 
which have at all times been fb con¬ 
genial to the Spanifli charafter, and 
which, in better tiroes, have ipuked 
the conduft of its Government. His 
Majefty will, on his part, eagerly «m-' 
brace the firft opportunity that often, 
of refuming a ftate of peace and con¬ 
fidence with a nation which has fo many 
ties of common intereft to connedl it 
with Great Britain, and which he has 
hitherto been ever difpoled to regard 
with fentiments of the utmoft confi- 
deration and efteem.

At the age of twenty>f[ve he made his 
gnlrie at the Opera Houfe, in the Hay- 
tnarketi then under the management of 
Mr. du Burghy as a dancer: the enfuing 
feafon he was made principal dancer, and 
in a Few Feafons became ballet mafter, 
and then flage manager of the Opera 
Houfe, and gave leflbns in dancing.

D r. PALEY, of whom we have the 
fatisfa^lion of prefenting a Por¬ 
trait to our readers, was born at Peter- 
boiougli in the year 1743- His father 
was tnen incumbent of Heipellone, 
near that city ; a (mail living which he 
retained till his death. About 1746 
this Gentleman obtained the valuable 
fchool at Giggfefwick, nea*- Settle in 
Yo'klhire j whichconlequeiitlybecame 
the future relidenceot'hiaifelf and his 
family.—P. remained under the im¬ 
mediate care of his father until 1759, 
when he was entered of Chrill’s Col¬ 
lege, Carnljr’dge, 

Some time feeras to have elap/ed be¬ 
fore the habits of application for which 
he was afttruards fo eminently diflin* 
guilhed were formed. During the lat¬ 
ter part ot his nnder.graduatefhip, he 
devoted liimfelf with unremitted induf- 
try to the regular ihidles of the univer- 
fity. He role at five o'clock, and ab- 
llrafted himfelf from all fotiety. Not- 
withftanding thefe exertions, and the 
honour he acquired of being the Senior 
Wrangler ot 1763, Dr. P. appears not 
to have entcrtaiiKtl anv gieat predi- 
le‘lionfor the matin maiics, winch afie* 
his K ichelor's degi ee hS never fci louily 
purlued. 

At this period Dr. Paley quilted 
College, having accepted the fituation 
of Aiiihani to the School at Green¬ 
wich i and his vicinity to the metropo¬ 
lis enabled him fiequently to indulge 
the gratification, then univeifjlly ex¬ 
cited, of witnelfing the clillicil per¬ 
formances of Garrick ; of which, when 
more important engagements did not 
interfere, be was generally a I'pcfl itor, 
always choufing his place in the pit, 
and, like the lenowned critic Church¬ 
ill, in a part of it near the ftige. 

After remaining thrteycai s at Green¬ 
wich, he returned to Chrilt’s Colleg*, 
and was ciedled a Fellow of that So¬ 


ciety i and foon afterwards was alTo- 
ciated in the tuition with Dr. Law, 
the prefent Bifhop of Elphin. Here 
Dr. P. prepared with much Ifudy and 
labour, and delivered, his Le^lures on 
Moral .and Political Philofophy, and 
on the Greek Teftament, which may 
be conlidered as the foundation of two 
of his moft celebrated works. Bcfide 
thefe public exertions, he devoted 
fome houi's of each day to private 
pupils. Here nlfo the friendlhip fub- 
flfting between Dr. Paley and Dr. Law, 
fu hunour.'ihlc to both parties, w'as ce¬ 
mented and confirmed. 

In 1774, Dr. P. correiled the pref? of 
an edition of the Mifcellanea Analy- 
tica,” the author of which, Dr. Wir¬ 
ing, in acknowledging his obligations 
to Dr. P., diftinguifhed him as “ a 
Gentleman remarkable for his attain¬ 
ments in polite and facrcil literature, 
and who exerts, in the invei'igation of 
truth, an extraordinary iriength of un* 
derflanding." 

Dr. P. was a frequent and very po¬ 
pular preaclier at St. Many’s; his fer- 
rnons never failed to engage the atten¬ 
tion, and excite the admiraiion, o*' his 
hearers. He had the happy art of faml- 
baiizing the moft difficult points, and 
of rciiitcriyg himfelf on all occations 
intcrefting to the higheft capacity, .and 
intelligible to the meaneif. Of thefe 
ncnc have been publifhed, except a few 
on occafiunal fubjeds, and delivered o,n 
public occafions. 

When Lord Camden was fent to the 
Univerfity, an offer was made to Dr. 
Paley of the lituation of private tutor, 
which liis numerous avocations pre¬ 
vented him from accepting. 

In 1776, Dr. P. again left College, 
and married i at which time his only 
preferiti'’t)t was the fmall living of 
DaUtiiii, in Cumberland: foon altc.*-, 
through the iiit.iiis of Dr. Law, whoJe 
N a father 
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fither wai now Bilhop of CarlilT?, he 
was prefented jo rht living of Appleby, 
which he held with Dallton. 

In 1781, Dr. Law was ere ucd Bilhep 
of C onfert ; and tlie Archdc.ironry of 
Carlille, which he vacated, was givei: to 
Dr. Faicy, who accompanieil his friend 
to Dublin and Clonfert, and preached 
the fermon at his confectMtion. About 
this period he exchanged the living at 
Appleby for a ilall in the Cathedral of 
CarliOe. 

In 1785 was publidicd **The Prin¬ 
ciples of Moral and Political Philofo- 
phy,” which work is inferibed with 
becoming dignity and gratitude to the 
Bifhop of Carlifle. Of this elaborate 
and urefiil performance, which parti¬ 
cipates with the wojks of Newton and 
of Locke, in the honour of being intw- 
^duced into the Uaive-lity .is a book of 
'examination, >t w.ni] 1 be (•iperflaoiis 
now to fpeak in cf<ni'r.cp litioii. The 
general r,piiii>)n of its wuith is Aiihci- 
ently evinced in the exteiifive circula¬ 
tion it has experienced. 

In 1789 the Bitbop of Ely offered to 
Dr. Paley rhe Matterfliip of J-fu« <^' I- 
lege, Canihiidye j an offer wh\ n, .iftrr 
gre.it hefilation, he found '.t rcLeffii y 
to decline. On this ccv.if’on be ex- 
ptefr«:/l liimfclf with prciili.ir tlegnice 
and propriety tn this unf./iii-ired ■ ntron 
in his dedic.«tion of the Evidences of 
Chrilfiai'.iiy. 

Dr. Pd' v's next production w'as the 
** Hr,rg Paulina," Of this woik, Mr. 
Gifborne, though no (iirnd tu lonie 
principles contained in tliis author's 
Moral Philofophy, thus exprelfes his 
opinion ; “ It pofllfi’e.s the combined 
merits of otiginaliiy, .icufeiicN, and 
found resfoning, in a degtee icldom 
eqii.iiled.” 

At the commencement of the bite 
war Dr. Paley puhlilhei! .a 'mill pani- 
phlct, entitle 1, “ Keafoiis f-r C.mt-.nt- 
mmr,” which however was nut gene¬ 
rally read. 

The View of the Evidence' -if C’hrifii- 
anity appc.ired in 1794, wh,'. !i h..s fnice 
become a Aandard work with iliulcnts 
in divinity, and its great merits and 
ufefulrjefs have been univerfilly ac¬ 
knowledged. In confecjucncc of thefe 
important fcrvices tothecaufeof DiriA 
tianiry and of minkind, Dr. P. was 
defervedly rewarded with new honuui s. 
The BiHicp of London gave him a 
Piebend of St. Paul’s: Ibe Subdeancry 
of Ifncoln was prefrnted tp him at the 
ianac time by Dr. Tomlyb, (then Dr. 


Prettyman,) the Blfliop of Lincoln ; 
and, within a few weeks, the valuable 
living of Bifhop Wcarmouth, fuppofed 
to be worth 15001. n^r annum, was 
ai n by th' Zkic-.p of D ii ham. Af- 
i-.- : c death f»t his t.aily patron. Dr. 
1: i..ia.nd Lj-’.-.D*- P. fuppiicd a memoir 
of Ins life, at the r;c]ufft of the Kditevs 
of the Eiicytiopcc'lia Biitannica, which 
appeals in that woik. 

Dr. P.’s l:i:l woik, “The Elements 
of Natural Theology,” of which an 
account was given in this Magazine, 
(Vol. XI.V, p. 116,) ha.5 airc.idy pafl'cd 
through lever.i! (ditions ; and though 
it might f.;em Ids 1 kely to have en- 
g'ged the attention ot general leaders, 
yet luch is the perfpicuity and fimpli- 
city with which the lubject is diicjfled, 
th.it it has become extremply p.^,'iilar. 
Thus pulliifing the efteem and .. 
miiation ut wifa and good men, and 
enjoying the retrolpciit of a uleful .and 
well fpent life, D'-, P divides his refi- 
dence between Bifhop VVeai mouth and 
Lincoln ; mixing in the focicties of 
both places, with a dif'polition and 
even a fondnefs for company, and with 
a.T.ple powers to ente*-tain and inllru6l 
thofe with whom he afluci.ites, at the 
fame time not fuffering any inferior 

f fratif!nations to interrupt the domeflic 
labits which his liieiaiy purfaits, and 
.a Irnge family, have nccefTarily pro¬ 
duced. 

Character of Mr. Shenstone. 

{In a Lttler from a Lady to the Editor of 
bis IVorks.) 

Tn fpe.iking of Nfr. Shenftone, I need 
fav notliing of liis puetical geniu.s, 
or lliaf expiiifite talte he difpl.iycd in 
thofe beiiKihil walk- ih.it furiouiidcd 
his lioufe j lin y ate to > well known to 
the wot Id to iietd cni.iiging upon. I 
fliall only obfei ve, that in his cliarming 
fcencs, i£e Innt no guide, no cx.irnpU, 
but Naune. In return lie embeliifhes 
her with real, not fantailic, orn’inients. 
If I m iy be allowed the expreirion,_^^ 
came forth from his hands with all the 
elcg.mrc of at 'urt lady, arrayed in the 
finiple girb of a lovely fhepherdefs. 

My loll friend was the eldell foil of 
a plain ;i/retiucatpd country gentleman^ 
who farmed his own effate. Hisfatlier 
being told of liis Ton's extraordinary 
capacity, refolved to give him a learn¬ 
ed cdiiCiition, and fent him a Com- 
moiter to Pembroke College, iu Oxford, 

where 
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%here he acquired a character made up 
of two oppoiites, the fcholar and the 
beau *. In the latter chara£ler he by 
no means (hone, if I mayjiidee of him, 
for the laft ten years of his life. 

His father defigned him for the 
Chtirch, but be never could be per- 
5 iaded to take srJers, having feveral 
objeftions to what is called orthodoxy. 

In his religious principles, if he nuas 
net qiate a btlie'ver, he was at lead an 
humble doubter, iie had the moft aw¬ 
ful notions of the power, wifdom, and 
goodnefs of God ; hut in his private 
opinion adhered to no pirticular feA, 
and hated all religious difpiues. He 
faid, I remember, once lo me, that he 
had obferved that all zealots in religi¬ 
ous controverfies hated thofe moll who 
app>’ 03 clicd the nearelt totheirown fe6l. 

For inllance,” fays he, “ the Papilts 
Jove a Turk better than a Proteffant 
Chiilfian ; the Church of England zea¬ 
lots hate a Preibyterian more than a 
Papift, &c." Such obCervations.as thefe 
he would fometimes make amongll his 
intimates, but he always piiidently 
avoided thefe In mixed company. 

In his political principles he was .1 
friend to the revolution, and approved 
monaichy under fnch rellrkfions as 
were then efabliftitd, as the very belt 
form of government. But whatever 
his own opinions about religion were, 
yet he (howed great tendernels to thole 
who differed from him. Tendernefs 
was indeed his peculiar charafleriftic. 
H's friends, his domeftics, his poor 

• A friend of Mr. Shenftone, who 
knew him from his youth, is defirous of 
vindicating him in this part of his cha- 
rafler.

neighbours, all daily experienced hit 
benevolent turn of mind. Indeed, the 
excefs of this virtue in him foraetiines 
bordered^ upon weaknefs: but if he 
was convinced, that any .imongll thole 
ranked’ in the clafs of friends bait 
treated him ungeneroully, he was not 
cafily reconciled. He ufea a maxim 
which cxa.Mly fuits my own turn of 
mind. I neve'-,'* fays he, “ >10}//be a 
revengeful enemy ; but 1 cannot, it it 
not in my nature, to be half a friend.” 
His nature was unfufpicious; hut when 
fufpicion was once awakened, it was 
not eafily hid alleep again: however, 
it then only (lood on the defenfive. 

He was not an economiil \ he exceed, 
ed the bounds of bis paternal eflate, 
which he has conhderabiy encuinber'‘d; 
aml*yet, wlren we conlider the perfect 
p.aradire he rai'ed around him, the 
hofpitality with' which he lived, his 
charities to the ihdigent, iiis great in. 
diligence to his fervants, whom J'e treat¬ 
ed like humble friends; I lay, when 
we cunfhier all this, done with an edate 
not more than 300I, per annum, we 
may rather wonder if he has left any 
thing confiderable behind him, than 
blame his economy. This was, per¬ 
haps, a principal reafon why he never 
ntkrried ; for he was no enemy to wed¬ 
lock, and had a very high opinion of 
individuals of our lex; was fond of 
their fociety, and was no llranger to 
the tenderell imprelfions. One he re¬ 
ceived in his youth was with difHcnIcy 
fiirmonnted. The objeft w.is the (iib- 
jeft of that fweet palloral ballad I know 
you ndmiie, “ When forc’d the dear 
nymph to foiego.” 

I remember he once faid, in conver- 
f:iti(in about the merits of each fex, “ I 
\lo believe there is (pardon me, Madam,) 
ino:e intrinlic woith fcatte.-'ecl .among 
the bulk of men than women ; and yet 
I h.ave no id 3 a of perfeilion in a man, 
and I can conceive it poHibie in a female 
ch.arac'ler; at Ibaft, I think complete 
virtue much more likely to be found 
in iiifiividu.als of your fex than onrs.” 
Don’t fancy 1 bowed ; I bowed not to 
him for ihij t I was not fo vain. 

In his converfation he was rather 
elegant than (prightly ; yet he had his 
hour of wit and humour, and was ca. 
pable of the moil refined raillery : but 
this was In general checked, perhaps .as 
much by a natural indelence as by his 
good nainrc : for he often held a lodge 
in his friend fhomfin's CalUe. His ad- 
dreli was perfeftly eafy and unaffefled. 
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He received all llrangera with e^ual 
civility, never courting per/bns of title. 
He had a noble pride, that left it to 
to court him. 

His pertbn was, as to height, fome- 
vrhat ahve the middle hature, but 
largely and rather clunilily formed. His 
face pbin, till you converled with him. 

' In hisdrels he w.is naturally negligent, 
even to a fault; yet, when he knew of 
company, aiwitys attired in tlie very 
drefs ami manner that beaux appeared 
in ■JO years ago. lie wore his own hair, 
in a moll remarkable manner.

SIR, 

T AM forry that my indifpontion, fince

to the queries you propofed to me at 
New Yoi k ; but liich as I am now able, 
you will he piea!';d to accept, till I 
have the plcaiiue of feeing you here,*’ 
v'hen I h )pe by word of mouth to give 
you full (atis ar'tion. 

In Penlilvauij, t!tc iahabitants are 
dc.’ived fioni alm dl all parts of Eu¬ 
rope, and it is therefore no ws'ider that 
methods fj dilfcrei.t (kotil.i be purlued 
in their agi icultnre. In general tiie 
land is plouglicd rhiice over before it is 
l.own j the lirlt time, about the hner 
end of Apiil or the beginning of May j 
lliis is done in iiit l.iuds, and 4 or 5 
peiches wide. It is a t ule to get this 
ploughing over before the beginning 
of the hav making. 

The tecond plougiiing the farmers 
fet about as foon .as the iiarveit is in, 
tWIt is about the aotb or 15th of July, 

N. S., and this is alfo done ou broad 


fiat lands acrofs the former ploughing; 
from whence it is called Jlirring or 
crojfingi and, if the ground Be not very 
mellow, it is now harrowed alfo. 

Befoie the end of Augud ihey fow 
the land with 3-4tl)s of a Winchelier 
bufliel of wheat to a Hatuie acie, and 
plougli it in fmall lands of 6 or 8 fur¬ 
rows wide. 

In ploughing they moll commonly 
ufe two horfes, and them fide by lide ; 
fume have oxen well enough tiainetl 
for the lervice: but in both cafes the 
ploughman is the driver. 

In the hrll ploughing or bieaking 
up, the quantity is uncertain, becaufe 
of the dilFeience of land j though an 
acre is elleemed a middling d.ty's work 
for one pair of lior/es. In fiirring or 
lowing in, an acre and a half or two 
at res is ploughed in a day with the bke 
team. 

Men, who are paid for ploughing 
about town here, and find tiicir own 
cattle and fodder, have about izs. or 
15s. an acre for breaking up land, and 
a little above half as much for Itirring 
or rowing in. 

A good farmer’s fervant is hired by 
the year in our province at about 15 or 
18 pounds. 

Day w.igcs for mowing or reaping, 
befides victuals and lum, zs. 3d.; and 
a common hand will reap and bind an 
acre a day. Thralhing wheat is 4d. a 
bufliel. 

The produce of our lands is extremely 
unequal, arillng from the vaiirty of our 
loiils and the pucarioufnefs of the fea- 
loas. The farmeis in genei jl com¬ 
pute their proceeds from five to twenty 
buthels an acre. 

Manuring land is wh.it our people 
aa* extremely negligent in. Where the 
veins oriimcllone run through the pro¬ 
vince, they fometimes lime their luid} 
but tliey have not yet ai'cei rained the 
quantity belt proportioned to .an acre 
of land. One man found, by experi¬ 
ence, that thirty bufhels an acre burnt 
up Ills field lb, that it proJiicetl neither 
corn nor gials for three or four years 
alter. 

■ A Cord o'Wood is a parallel!pipe- 
don of manageable Iticks (four feet 
long) made up eight feet long, four 
feet hroa'l, and four feet high. Lime 
is computed hy the buihel, meafured 
unlhrked. A lime kiln ufnally holds 
upwaids of 500 biilhels. A kiln of 500 
will take fourteen curds of wood to 
burn it; one of boo, fixLeen cords ; and 

after 
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after that, they allow a cord for every 
100 more that the kiln may hold. And 
lixpeiice a Inilhel is the ufual price of 
lime at the kiln. 

Englilh clover and timothy graf*! are 
the only fpecies of gnalTes that we cul* 
tivate in our drained meadows; the 
latter, 1 think, of American original, 
and yields an extraordinary increale. 

After draininst our fwamps, we find 
nothing more encdtual than hemp to 
dellroy the wild nature of the foil, and 
deliroy every weed.

T was a habit not peculiar to Dr. 
Johnfon or Dr. Goldfmirh, (though 
many mufthave obferved that they were 
much addiflcd to it,) that when either 
of them took up a book, they glanced 
iirit perhaps on the title, then certainly 
at the conclulion, and then, with a 
view, it is imagined, to make both ends 
meet, they did what the learned term 
dipping i by which means they collected 
a number of disjointed hints and ien> 
tences. So that the belt connected 
work mult, in the minds of tbofe Gen¬ 
tlemen, have been rendered a niillcl- 
lanv. 

A mifcellany then, I think, we may 
fairly infer, was the delight of thele 
truly excellent wi iters; which infer¬ 
ence is Itill further corroborated and 
confirmed by a reference to the number 
of detached pieces which they have 
each of them pubiilhed, dillimilar in 
their ideas, manner, and fubjeds ; ma¬ 
ny of the hints of which it is fuppofed 
were under the guidance of genius and 
talte, and, by keeping natuie in view, 
collcded in this mode of deiultory 
reading. 

Upon tliis general principle, feveral 
of the faint outlines of the fubjeds 
which more accurate refearch have en¬ 
abled me to fill up, have been deline¬ 
ated for thefe veftiges. Others h.ive 
had their origin in tradition: and 
while a third fpecies exhibit the ema¬ 
nations of companion, a fourth, which 
the reader will ealily dilcriminatc, aie 
the offspring of fancy. 

Among thole that reft upon the firm 
bafis of hiftory, or unqueftionable tra¬ 
dition, none, it does Item, have met 
with more fuccefs than the biographi¬ 
cal anecdotes, and their elucidatory 
notes, which aredifperfed through this 
work; therefore it may fairly he pre- 
fumed, that the continuance of them 
requires but little apology. Biographi¬ 
cal traits are always read with pleafurc, 
for many reafons. I hope the belt is, 
that from them, in moft in fiances, may 
be made fome uleful dedudion. 

This propolition will appear fo obvi¬ 
ous in tlie notice of the fair and noble 
Ladjr that is the fubjed of this veftige, 
that if ever an introdudion to a charac¬ 
ter might have been fpared, it is in this 
cafe; thcrelore the only exculc that can 
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be made for it is,a wilh to imprefs upon 
the mind of the reader the importance 
of example, and, at the f,m'e time, edft 
a flight retiofpedive glance at the fyl- 
tern in which many fuch anecdotes is 
introduced. 

This pious and benevolent Lady was 
the third daughterof Sir Thomas Leigh, 
Bart, of Stonely, in Warwickftiire 1 
her mother was Catherine, daughter 
of Sir J0I1.1 Spencer, of Wormlcigh- 
ton, Knt. and great-grandfather to 
the Bail of Sunderland. She was 
married to Sir Robert Dudley, Knt. 
natural fon to Robert Dudley, £jrl 
ofLeicefier, who for his great merit 
was created a Duke by Ferdinand the 
Ild, Emperor of Germ.tny. She fur- 
vivod her hulband many years; and 
was, by letters patent bearing date 
20th M.iy, 20 Car. I, advanced to 
the title of a Dutchefs: 16 that it ay 
pears lingular Ihe did not take the 
title of her hulband. She had, it ap¬ 
pears, fiye d.aughters, and lived to the 
very advanced age of ninety. She died 
at her houle in St. Giles in the 
Fields*, and was buried in the ehurcli 
oi Stonely f, in Warw ickfiiire, in which 
parllh flie was born. 

Lyfons fays, that it does not appear 
whether Ihe refided at Acton, or wlAt 
connexion llie had with that parilh. 
That Ihe had Ibme connexion with 
the parilh of Adlon is certain, by her 
having bellowed on the church a do¬ 
nation of plate ; but theie is noreafon, 
at leaft there appears none from any 
veftiges that can be traced, to l■''•lieve 
it arofe from refidence, bei.avat it is 
upon record, that her b.^unty, which

ANECnOTtS OV COUNT Tf.KEI.Ii OR, 
THE MUTAMl.lTY Ol' HUMAN LIFE. 

The mutability of lortune has been 
a theme ot oblei vation from the eailieil 
ages. 

The declamations of philofophers and 
the Lfluficnsof hiltonans, haveabound* 
ed with iniiances of perfons whole cir- 
ciimllanccs changing, fometimes with 
the fphere of their own ailions, forae- 
times involved in the fate <>1 their 
country, luve been elevatid Irom the 
loweft to the higlielt cLifs of lociety, 
and liiddenlv, by the leMograde mo¬ 
tion of their fate, have fiillfred a 
deprellion as eminent and conlpicuous 
as their very extraordinary altitude. 

To endeavour to develope the in¬ 
tricate mazes of this labyrinth of for¬ 
tune is here unncccflaiy. The mere 
names of a few eminent perfons, col- 
lecled for the uurpolc of exempliiying 
me propofition, it is only rcquilite to 
ftatc, as they are fo well knovvu, 
fo familiar to our ideas, that with 
their names their hillories feem to be 
blended and identified. 

Until the enormities of a very late, 
and of the prefent period, had pro- 
duced more iiidances of the mutability

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of Fortune ihan had, perhaps, occurred 
in any one of the preceding ages, the 
molt remarkable examples upon record 
were, Croefus, Themiftotles, Caius Ma¬ 
rius, Belifariu?, Alfred, Cardinal Wol- 
fey, Pope Sixtus the Vth, Oliver and 
Richard C'-nmwell, and Manlinello^ to 
whom(le 'vinfj fome prominent modern 
inltance» to Huilh tlu-ir coiirle, and to 
receive their reivard,') we may add that 
very Angular charafter Count Emeri 
Ttke’i', the Hungarian, who, in the 
erratic conrfe ot his defultory exi/teiice, 
was Aibjeft to as many vicilfitudes of 
fortune as any of the peri'ons alluded 
to. 

The firft appearance cf this Noble¬ 
man upon the political Aage, was as 
Secretary to Pi Mice Apafi, at the time 
that the Imperialilts were defeated by 
the Tranfylvani.ins, adilted by the Ot¬ 
toman army, 1667, when, upon the 
death of Count Paul Wainiiiii, he was 
chofen General. 

A few years after this vlflory, which 
from the delk gave him a command m 
the field, he received :i further exalta¬ 
tion, by his marriage wish the beauti¬ 
ful and heroic niece of the famous 
Count Nicholas Screni, who was the 
widow of the Tranfylvaniaii Prince 
Ragotfky. 

Count Tekeli (for he had for fome 
time afFuined that title,) now inha¬ 
bited the callle of Mongratx, which 
had been part of the dower of his 
Lady, and which flie, inheriting the 
Jpirit of her family, had for a feries 
o: years defended again It the Impe¬ 
rial ills. 

After her fecond marriage, tliis caftle 
was again befiegedj and the Cuunc.wbo 
had engaged in the fervice of the Turks, 
being abfent upon military duty, not 
being able to relieve it intiixie,Ihe was, 
after an obllinate rrfillancc, in which 
the garrifon was rcfliiced to the greatelt 
extremities, forced to lign a ca,>itula- 
tion which (he laid would be her huf- 
band’s death 5 “ for,” Ihe continued, 
" I am perfuaded, that when rlie Turks 
know I have abandoned this place, they 
will t.ike off his head.” 

However, in this fuggeflion flic did 
not do the Muirultnans juftice. The 
ardour, the a£tivity, and valour of the 
Count, induced them Hill to employ 
him} while .a molt important vi£lory 
gained over General Henfler, in Tran- 
lylvania, reftored his Lady to him, (he, 
with her children th^ Prince, being 


exchanged for the Imperial General, 
whom he had taken prilbner. 

Tekeli had, in the courfe of this 
war, encountered many viciintudes of 
fortune. He had been for foms time 
uniformly fuccefsful, and upon the 
taking of Buda had been honoured 
with a diadem, and by the Turks 
decLired King of Hungary and Prince 
of Cronifadt. He had aifu (uble- 
quentiy experiencea Ibme reverfes and 
defeats. 

His Lady had partook with him fa» 
fuccefs. She had (hared with him bis 
adver(ities. She had (ought the po{t of 
danger, and been placed upon the pin¬ 
nacle of honour. 

In this (ituation, polTefling in right 
of £onquelt the principality of Cron- 
(bdt, accompanied by a lovely and 
highly accomplifhed wife, and a large 
famity, including her chiidren and his 
relations, and (urrounded by the heft 
appointed and belt di/ciplined army in 
the (ervice, the liappinefs of CounC 
Tekeli feemed to be complete. Yet 
there is rea(un to fear, thit this is 
a too favourable view of the picture 5 
and though among llieir giianis and 
dependantf, their litu.uion, from tlM 
fplenilor and exterior lymptoms of 
happiiiefs attached to it, might excite 
envy, it was not by its pcfillfors coft* 
(idered as enviable. 

The Count was a man of fenfibility. 
In early youth he had become a traitor 
from the influence of example rather 
than from choice. He liad not, like 
the Countefs, a father to deplore, a 
family to revenge. When he looked 
around, and reflei 5 tcd upon hisufurped 
,(ituation, his confciciice linoie him': 
when he viewed his Cuuri compofed 
of Agas, B.i(las, and Turkilh Olheers* 
and (till in a^more extended profpcfl: 
f iw his pahace lurrounded with Otto¬ 
man guaids, he could only believe 
hunfclf to be in a more dilfinguiflicd 
kind of bondage} nor did the fplen- 
dor of his fituation render him inien- 
iible to its indignity. 

“ This,” he is (uppofed to have faid 
to his Ladv, “ is a poll; 01 pre-eminent 
danger. Here I am fixed as an idol 
decorated and fet up for political pur- 
pofes, by the enemies of our countiy 
and of our religion. When tho(e pur- 
poles are fulfilled, I (hall he totally 
negle^ed} while Che gilding and or¬ 
naments with which, in my elevated 
ftate, 1 am adorned, will, fliould 1 fall. 
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only fcrve to remleT’my djfgrace the temled toward him. But even in the 
inoit conlpicuous.” negltcl he was obliged to endure, he 

The Countels, whofe mind was as did not expcrieiKe that height ol in- 


accompltftieil as her pcrion was beauti¬ 
ful, had long I'een with diTgiilt and 
hori or the Crofs reuiovtti to make room 
lor the broad dilplay ot the Lrctceni, 
and who, nurtured in the hofoin ot 
liberty, had e«r paid a reluilant ho¬ 
mage to tlie Vizier, left tliu full force 
of the obier vat ions ot her liulband; 
nay, what was liill more, every emo¬ 
tion which pointed toward vengeance 
againit thofe whom ihe had termed 
the murdereis of her father had va- 
nifhed before the pious leafoningof 
her Conlell'or, who had convinced her 
that the leaders of the rebellion Jiad 
merited their fate; while tlie adher¬ 
ence of the Count and heifilf to the 
diiciples of Mahomet, and their ex- 
ci'tioiis in favour of thofe that fouglit 
to extend the (f('£fiines <jt the Arahmi 
Prophet, meiitcd the feveielt icpiuba- 
tion. 

Alarmed at the reprerentations of 
the pious Pneff, the mind ot the Couii* 
tef’s felt a dfotie compunction un¬ 
known to it h'cfoie. What wouhl have 
been the effect ot this contiition it 
is impi liiols ter cenjettu e, as, while 
her rcdeitic.n'. Oil the luhjeit oerurred, 
the liliKitit n an.l ciicnmltances that 
gave rife to them changed.

Hfie every lu" get ion of the Count 
will) lefpedt to liie dang'"' of lus poli¬ 
tical lit nation was m fun c ileg'ic vei i- 
lied. 'J'he convanient lupeiltiiion ot 
the Mulfiilm ins, whoaitach tlie iihas 
of pood or had foiniiie lendering the 
pcifon of a man invulnerable t>: ob- 
ncx'ons, operated in the litter inflante 
aeam't the {.'ounl. The beaten Gene¬ 
ral; tltePiiiicc dying iium his coun¬ 
try, and leaving his fnbjects to the 
merjey of a victorious army, appeared 
0 to the Divan to deferve every maik of 
degradation : negleCi was, they tlioiight, 
flj^e jjreatelt mercy that could be ex- 


fult which lie had in a fhort time after 
the misfortune to encounter. 

Ne ither the fptrit of 7'ekeli nor his 
Lady’s would have fufVeied tluin to 
liave made any farther application to 
the Vizier, who had totally abandoned 
tliera, had not that potent and mortal 
enemy to piidt, Neceflity, forced them 
to tliis humiliation. 

They had both offended their Mo¬ 
narch and their country beyond the 
powerof furgivene/s j at leaft while the 
contention in which they had been fo 
active continued to exilt. They had 
theieforc no place of it'-ige hut in the 
capital of the inoi tai ene:i>v to the 
empire, no hope of fuppoit bui *'iom 
his bounty. 

That this enemy to the Chriftlans 
defpiled, and took a pieafure in de¬ 
grading thele fugitives,is evident, from 
h's having at lalt, after much lolicita- 
tioii, only affmecl to them a ttipend of 
five clollais a day, to which, by way of 
infult, was added a pcrmilliun for the 
Count, who had by the Poite been 
acknowledged as King c*t llungaiy, to 
fell wine in a eelUr in the fuburb of 
(Jnlata, to the Gieeks, Jews, Arme¬ 
nians, and perhaps to iuch MufFiil- 
in.ins 'IS dated to violate tlie law of 
their Ihophct, which w.as alio the law 
ot their country. 

Ill ronteniplatipg the transformation 
of 1 Monarch into a yintnir, we might, 
as the t’oiint appeared lilcntly to ac- 
quieice. lay, Surely the mind of this 
man fell with his foitniie! hut that 
we b'-licve l.is tacit acquieicence was 
deiivc/l from another motive; a mo¬ 
tive which, taught by experience and 
adveifity, he pradi/ed with fucccls j 
namely, a pious fubmiilion to the dic¬ 
tates ot Piovidence, and a perliufion 
that lower Iphere of life is not 
always devoid of hapninefs. 

His admiiahlc Lady paitook with 
him tills reverie of toiiune. If the 
Count appealed as a 'averii-kecper, tlie 
Princefs .illumed the character of a 
holtcis: and whether the lingularity of 
feeing two noble perfons thus employed 
excited curioiity; or whether the ele¬ 
gante of their manners, the lemeia- 
brance of former feenes, the variety 
of events that they could have record- 
ed, and anecdotes tliat they mult have 
colleded, created an iiiieiclti or whe- 
•2 lliLT 
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ther their misfortunes excited com* 
pafhun, is uncei tain j we only know, 
that the bufinefs which they had un¬ 
dertaken was attended with aliunifh- 
ing fiicccfs. 

While wc have tluis celebrated the 
acquieCcence of the Count and liis 
Lady, we have reafon to believe that 
they were enabled to fliow their for¬ 
titude more confpicuoully from the 
operation of a final! latent fpark which 
was exiting in their bofoms. This 
was hope j the hft fpark that afpirates 
from the human fyltem, and which, 
while unextinguilhed, enables us to 
bear the evils of life. Hope was fup- 
pofed, from the following circunilbnce, 
to have animated thele noble but de¬ 
graded peiTonages, and to have hip. 
ported them In the days of adverfity : 

A gie.it part ot Euiopc had long fiif- 
fered all the horrors, and experienced 
all the viciflitudesot a war,in the courfe 
of which vlftories bad frequently proved 
as deftruetive as defeats. The people, 
goaded to the quick, leaving all the 
falfe notions of honour which had in 
the outfet Simulated their exertions, 
began from necelTity to a(k each other, 
for what they had been contending ? 

The ambition of their leaders, and 
even the avarice of thole in fuboidinate 
hations, was nearly fhti.ited. The inted- 
ligent minds of Tekeli and Ills Lady 
therefore fuggsfted to them, that it was 
impolfible for peace to be at any great 
diltance. Peace they hoped, in com- 
pronufiiig ail the enormities, and aile* 
viatingall the evils of war, would com¬ 
prehend their cafe, and a general aiii- 
nelfy reftore them to their country. 

The period of peace at length ar¬ 
rived ; the treaty of Carlowitz was • 
figned; but, alas! the Count wits not 
comprehended in its provilions; per¬ 
haps the negociators thought that his 
crimes were of too gie.st a magninule. 

The be.autifiil Ragoeiky, (for Ihe was 
ftili beautiful,) colleCling in her bofoni 
all the fpirit of her anceftois, prulcfl'ed 
to bear this adverfe ftroke of fate like a 
heroine. Shedidfo! but in lefs than a 
year fell a martyr to her heroiltn. 

The Count, who had not profefled 
fo much relblution, feemed much more 
feolible of the death of his Lady, than 
of his degradation, and even his exile. 
He had her image conllantly before bis 
eyes ; he mourned lier inceintntly. No 
longer able to endure the place where 
he had lived with licr, he rt-tiied to 
lAuiti ancient!/ called Nicomedia, 


where he lingered two years. A* 
length,^attacked by an acute difeafe, 
he expired, Augulf n, ,705, in the 
very fituation which had belore beca 
rendered famous by the death of llan- 
nibai.

“ Burke’s language (fays Dr, 

Campbell) was certainly not 
clearly underitood refpe^ing this m.at- 
ter, elte Colonel Vall-anccy’s friends 
would not have been Co forward in 
handing about his letter. ,His elegant 
words are, * Will you have the good- 
nefi to pardon me for reminding you 
of what I once before took the liberty 
to mention, my earneil wilh that Ibme 
of the ancient hiltorical monuments 
Hioiild be publiflied as they Ihand, with 
a tranAation in Latin or Knglilh ? Until 
fometliing of this kind be done, cn- 
ticifm can have no fecure anchorage. 
How iliould we be enabled to judge 
of hiAories, or liiitoiic.d dilciiinons on 
linglilh affairs, wheie rcfeiences were 
Ii;k1 ro Bede, to the K.iy.on Chionicle, 
to Af'ei, to Ingiilphus, and tlie rcH, 
while thofe authois luiked in libraries, 
or, what Is woile, lay in the iuinds of 
individuals r’ 

“ Now here you muff, in the firft 
place, acknowledge, that inliead of 
complimenting, Mr. Buike meant to 
lebuke you, m liu polite w-ay, lor not 
following tint advice which, it appears, 
he once li.ul given you j foi why elte 
fliouhl he beg your pardon. But to 
tranlbtc t.he whole into vulgar Engliffi, 
lor tlie eveilading henefft of Iriih 
Ichclais, ‘ Colonel, I told you once, 
and 1 tell you again, that you and 
O'Connor, 'i'oluiid and O’Flaherty, 
and O flalloram, are all wrong ia 
dwfilitig fo long on tedious and drawl¬ 
ing declamations upon the treafures of 
knowledge which ye fay are to be 
tumid in the old Iriih authors, f 
would rather have one original docu¬ 
ment, than a thounind deic.inrs upon 
their value. If you would perluade 
me, whoalfowiAi not to be deceived, 
produce the inoiiiiinents themfelves, 
together with lucli fiithful iranflations 
as 1 can depend upon ; but I mutt have 
the whole without any tuppreinon. 
Till you have done this, criticifm can 
have no fecure anchorage. We AuU 
be carried aviay by every wind of con- 

jefturfe, 
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ieflnre, fill at tall we founder on the 
ocean of ignorance, without pilot or 
polc-ltar. Dogmatical aflertions, and 
•rbitrary etymologies, are very pro¬ 
voking; for whiKl they oppofe fadls 
and torture wbrds, they fet our pa¬ 
tience on the rack. I a(k you, wint 
Aould we, at this day, know of the 
ancient hittory of England, if we were 
not allowed to read tlie originals, hut 
for ever put off with references to Bede, 
To AlTer, to Ingulplnis, and the Saxon 
Chionicle; whiittthofe.luthors lurked 
in libraries, or, which is worfe, in the 
hands of individuals > In like manner, 
the world r.ui never be alFured that the 
Irilh books contain the hiflory of a 
civilized people, till they fee them 
tranflated. But if it (hall appear upon 
the face of the tranflations, that the 
ancient Irlfli, inftead of being a polite 
and learned people, had made no for. 
ward movements toward civilization, 
then the frith linguuge is not worth 
prefervation. For the aniinofify and 
battles of fjvages and barbarians, are 
iubjefts not worthy of commemora' 
tion ; or, to xiCe the woids of Milton, 
applied to the Saxon Heptarchy, “ fuch 
bickerings to recount, fo often met in 
onr writers, wlnt more worth is it than 
to chronicle the wars of kites and 
crows flocking and fighting in the air?”’ 

It is vciy probable that the Irifh 
Mufe would have funk into perpetual 
oblivion, if Colonel Vallancey had not 
raifed her drooping head, and colle^f. 
ed Tome of the fragments of her bu)kcn 
lyre; but when it was, that the founds 
wliicli could once animate rocks and 
trees, and even triumph over death, 
had loll all their magic, or that a race 
of men had grown up, in the long in-> 
terval of her repofe, whofe hearts weie 
harder than rocks or trees, we cannot 
pretend to lay ; hut certain it is, that 
her votaries were few in numher, but 
in point of talent, if not a holf, they 
were at leaft relpedlabic.

Such nroduflions could not fail,

It is only in the funihinc of 
public praifethat produtlions, in which 
the immediate intcreft of the indivi. 
dual is not confulted, can be matured 
and brought to a certain degree of 
perfeftion. ^ “ Fondnels of flmie is 
avarice of airand it mull be con- 
fefled that this is a fpecies of avarice 
that the Irifli Nohiiity and Gentry are 
not fubjeft to. Colonel Vallancey law 
and lamented this ; he hoped, however, 
that it was terapoiary, and that the 
prornife of a brighter day would loon 
beam on the literary horizon of that 
long benighted country.

Atnidfl the many 
fails that could be adduced in fupport 
of what h.is been juft aflerted, one 
mav be fufficient. 

A voung man, of good fimily and 
liberal education, having accidentally 
alighted on ibmeof the writings ol the 
Colonel, conceived lb high an opinion 
of the gcnefoljty of a man who could 
devote his mind to fuch unprofitable 
labom s', that he addrefled the following 
letter to him. Long .is it was, the 
Colonel read it over, and loft no time 
in recommending the writer to the pa¬ 
tronage of Colonel Conyngham, who, 
with his wonted gooduels, fent for the 
young man, and provided for him in a 
genteel n .inner.

feme of our old manufcripts, which 
may be ti uly faid to fparkle wah native 
ore. 

*• 1 have collefled a few of them, 
and amongil the reft a very curious 
one, of which I believe tlieieare very 
few copies extant. It is a geographi¬ 
cal tradl, written by Gaibliecableagh, 
a celebrated B.ird of the tenth century, 
a wight of intelleilu'd daikncf!. It 
contains a very minute dci'cription of 
all the harbours, mountains, rivers. 
See. of Ii eland in rhefe days, with the 
namesby whicii they weie then known. 
Like all poets, he was fahuluus and 
floweiy; but there is lo much truth 
mingled with his fables, that I don't 
think it would he didictilt to /epaiate 
the one from the other. And aL to 
his poetical floweis, they are as fair 
as any that ever bloomed in Greek or 
Roman fung; and though they do not 
all weep in Caftalian devis, yet they 
are embalmed in true love tears, which 
ill my light render them ftili more pre¬ 
cious. He names a number of illands 
in the Atlantic Ocean, that appeared 
and dilappeared in his own days. I 
think there are many faffs in geogra¬ 
phy that will bear him out in this 
aflertion ; although I know very well 
that the eye of the mariner may be 
deceived in this refpefl *, as well as the 
eye of the lover. 


• The following account of a curious 
deception, cxtiafled from the Gentlr- 
man's Magazine, may elucidate the 
above obfervations :— 

“ March 4, 1748-9, at two in the 
afternoon, made land, which bore N. Ji.' 
leven leagues diltance by eftimation s at 
five tacked, being about three leagues 
from laid ifland, wind E.'S. £., latitude 
by obfervation forty-nine degrees forty 
minutes, longitude twenty-four degrees 
iixty minutes, from the Lizaid. This 
Ifland ftretches N. W. and S. £., about 
five leagues long, and nine miles wide. 
On the foiith fide a line village, and a 
great number of birds. 

** March 5, laid ifland bore N. 
three leagues N. W. a reef of rocks 
three miles. This day a Ihip's inaft 
came along-lide. On the fouth point 
of the ifland is a fmall marihy ifland.

“ P.S. Captain Ottan thought he faw 
a tent on the ifland, and would have 
gone alhore, but had unfortunately ftove 
his boat I'ome time before* 

*' Commodore Rodney it commiffion- 
ed to go in queit of this ifland, which, 
according to the report of a Mailer of 
a Ihip, and fome others, on examination 
before the Lords of the Admiralty, lies 
about fifty degrees N. and about three 
hundred leagues W. of England. Cap¬ 
tain Murdock Mackenzie, an excellent 
mathematician, and author of the fea- 
cliarts of the Orkney and Lewis illands, 
attends him in the Culloden floop, to 
bring back an account of what difeo- 
verics he may make. As this ifland lies 
out of the track of the trade to America, 
it is fuppofed to have been milled by 
navigators to our colonies, though 
maiked in fomc- Dutch maps. If the 
Commodore dilcovers it, he is to take 
polfeinon of it by the name of Rodney’s 
Ifland.” 

“ Friday, April 10, 175*, Commo¬ 
dore Rodney arrived at Woolwich $ he 
had been cruiling ten days in quell of an 
ifland, and the men at tub top-maft-head 
were more than once deceived with what 
the failors call fog-banks. About the 
lixth or feventh day the crew obferved 
branches of trees with their leaves on, 
and flights of gulls, and pieces of Ihip- 
wreck, which are generally regarded as 
certain figns of an adjacent fliore, but 
could not difeover any.”—Gentleman’s 
Magaz. ic lor 1751, page £35 j for i75z, 
pages 88, 189. 

* Dr. Edmond Halley has given an ac¬ 
count, in the Philolbphical Tranfaflions, 
of the fame kind of floating illands in 
feme lakes of Carnarvonfliire, in Wales} 
and fays that he was on one of them.

Father Aco.la. who refided a conli- 
derable time in the Spanifh Weft Indies, 
and wrote the natural and moral hiftory 
of that country, informs us, that tlie 
Mexicans had floating iflands, or float, 
ing gardens, in the water of the lake 
round the city of Mexico, with fruits 
and flowers upon them, which they rowed 
to what part of the iake they plealed ; 
a curiolity not in any other pait of the 
world, and more worthy of admiration 
than the hanging gardens of old Babylon. 
J)r. Beliiens, in his natuial hiftory of 
llartzforeft, in Germany, givis us an 
account of a moving illand in a pool 
near Hochftad, two hundred and twenty, 
four feet long, and fixcy-four broad ; 
grafs and other herbage grows upon it, 
and the wind drives k about. Allb of a 
pool near Grunington, in the principality 
of Halberflad, in which is another float, 
ing ifland grown over with reeds, and is a 
fheltcr for wild ducks. Herodotus men. 
tions an Uland floating upon the Egyptian 
fea Chemnis, upon which there were 
forefts, and a famous temple, dedicated 
to Apollo. Mela, lib. 5, chap. 5, wiites, 
that near the head of the Nile was a 
floating ifland, with feveral forefts and 
buildings. Pliny, lib. z, relates of the 
fea Vademonts, called by the Italians 
Lago di Baflanello, that thfre is a float, 
ing ifland, witi*wt thick and dark wood, 
always in motion. Kircher, in bis de- 
icriptiOB of lakes, mentions that the lake 
near Tivoli, call^ Salvatera, carries fix. 
teen floating iflands, lome being round, 
and feme oval, with ail forts of herbs 
upon them. Valfavor, in his defeription 
*bf Crain, tom. i, lib. 4., fays, that be* 
tween St. Marian and the town of Weich- 
felburgh is a large pool, upon which 
is a piece of ground of coniiderable big. 
nefs, with fome trees and grafs growing 
upon it, continually failing about, which 
affords yearly feveral loads of hay. I 
could mention many other floating iflands ; 
but this may fuffice to convince the rea* 
(Jer that there are fuch.

It is certain this work is very rare s 
Mr. Price, that good man, fhowed me 
a copy of it in the Bodleian, but the 
Britifh Mufeum could not boaft of that 
treafure. Now, Sir, I think if I were 
to tranflate this work, and to add 
notes to it, that it would meet with 
fome readers. It would be in vain to 
think of publifliing it by fubreription, 
for that word you know is not to be 
found in an Irifh man's ‘vocabulary, 
•Fhe blood of a poor author runs cold 
at the bare mention of it: but of this 
enough. It contains a great deal of 
the geography of the middle age, 
which, I think, would be acceptable 
to the Colonel. If the Fates Aould 
not fmile on either of thefe propofl. 
tions, perhaps a third may carry off 
the prize. As the county of Leitrim 
abounds with the remains of a number 
of druidical antiquities, it may he that 
I fhould be found ufeful in collefting 
fome of them; as I underftand the

Tilts w.ts an undc(t4kingadmirably 
fuired to the talents and literary ac* 
quirernents ofilie Colonel; butit does 
not appear th.t he ever let abotit it. 
A few years afterA.tids a woik of this 
•ITuid was executed by the Kev. Mr. 
Beauford, a Clergyman of the Church 
of Koine, but one of the anticp.a.'ian 
heretics ot Ireland. Ii muff be con- 
fefTed, there never was a more fanci- 
ful map ol that, ui' pci haps any other 
country j for if Colonvl Vailantcy has 
been julfly cenfured for flying too 
far on the wir.gs of etymology, Mr. 
Beauford h.is undoubtedly, in that re- 
fpe^f, fo.ared etitirely out of figbt. 
t The Ivcv. Mr. Beauford, however, has 


removed all caufe of complaint ia Lis 
accurate, elegant, and higlily-finifbed 
map of Ireland, pubiilbed in the year 
i7y2, accompanied by a memoir^ 
which contains more ufeful matter 
than any work of the kind which has 
yet appeared in lo f.iialla compafs. 

A fhort retrofpedf of General Val- 
lanccy's piodudions may not he unac¬ 
ceptable ill this place. While a Cap¬ 
tain in the twclftli legiinent, he was 
quartered for lome ye.iis in Gibraltar, 
a iituation that preUnted many objedts 
for the pencil and the pen ; and as 
Vallancey could call forth the powers 
of both with no fmall portion of feli¬ 
city, even in thofe d.ays, he made a 
(ketch ol that chaiming fpot, from 
whifh a p.iinting was made by Mr. 
A/hford, an ingenious Ii ifli artift. 

The General loon after his (iril ar¬ 
rival in Jrtlaiul publilhcd his ** Field 
Engineer.” I'his was followed by a 
treaiiie on (lone-cutting, and another 
on tanning. In 1773 he pubiilbed an 
Irilh Giainmur, in qinirto. In the 
preface to this grammar he has dif- 
played an uncommon ifock of reading; 
hut liow far it lias tended to elucidate 
the main lii'.ijecf, muit be left to the 
opinion of tliofe who have teforted to 
its aid in the acqiiiiition of the Irifh 
language. Tlay aic but few j butit 
is laid that tliolc few prefer O’Molloy’s 
Grammar, printed in 1677, or Mac 
Curten’s, piiSlilhed in 1732. Our au¬ 
thor ailo pi.blill’.ed a lecond edition 
of this grainnuir in 1781, in which 
he has made (bine additions, very ac¬ 
ceptable to thole who wi(h to arrive 
at a critical knowledge of the purclt 
branch of the Celtic Isiiguage. In 
»i774. he beg.m a CollcSanea de Rebta 
Hintmicis. The plan was well calcu¬ 
lated to embi-ace a number of ufeful 
fubjecHs. Csloncl Conyngham, that 
real fi tend to his country, (bon found 
that a work of this kind could not 
bec.inied on lb as to infure fuccefs, 
without an union of talents. For this 
purpofe, in 17S1, that real patriot, 
Ihereiore, formed a Society, whofe joint 
labours for fume time railed the lame 
of the Colkitanea to an unexpected 
Jieigbt. I'his Society confided of the

A difference of opinion on coloni- 
flktion and etymology, however, dif> 
Iblved this fociety. Vallanccy wifhed 
to bolfter up the old • ftory of Mile- 
itus, and the Egyptian expedition 
under their leader Gatheliis, which 
arrefted even the pen of the cicdulous 
Keating. He was alfo anxious to 
prove that the Irilh language was the 
ntoft copious in cxiltencc ; that it was 
the olded in the world ; and that it 
was related to every language on 
caith. Fur this purpofe he collated 
It with the Punic, Hebrew, Arabic, 
Chinei'e, Japaneft, (ircek, Latin, Kil- 
miic, Tartar, &c. &c. It is to be la- 
snented that a man of fuch urcom- 
mon indultry, ingenuity, and learning, 
Ihould have (pent fo much of his time 
in etymological inquiries. Etymology 
has its ufe} it allilfs the memory in the 
acquifition of languages j it is alfu an 
amitfing piiri’uit; but iii hiflory, geo¬ 
graphy, &c. it is n dangerous light, 
generally “ fools its followers” in 
the end j it is the ignis fatuus of 
fcience. 

The General’s laft publication ap¬ 
peared in 1802. It is entitled ** A 
Frofpeilus cf a Diftionary of tlie Lan- 
uage of the Ccuti, or Antient Per- 
ans.” This prolpe£lus is dedicated 
to Philip Earl of llardwicke, Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland. The preface 
to the work itfclf is curious. One 
would have imagined that time, which 
brings truth to light; that experience, 
which is the touchllone of intelleAual 
gold, would ut lead have taught him 
to diftinguifli that precious ore from 
the vulgar earth, with which it was 
incrufted ; but, inftead of that, he has 
given up the black illand for the white 
ifland, and roundly airi.rted that one 
word is fynonymous with another, 
according to the commutation a8 of 
labials with labials, dentals with den¬ 
tals, &c. j and above all, by the in- 
terpofition or omilCon of letters, ac¬ 
cording to the caprice of the writer, 
or the idiom of the language. He 
is the fame thing in etymology that 
Lavater was in phyliognomy. In 
fliort, he is fo charmed with Mr. Wil. 
ford’s facred ijlandt in the weft, that 
he^ has placed Ireland in that number, 
pod at the head of the lift. The fi- 
tuation of the country, the fertility 
of the foil, and the numerous gifts of 
nature with which it fpontaneoully 


abounds, would entitle the oxygia of 
the ancients to fume claim of this 
kind. But if the General has been 
mifled in this opinion, let the blame 
jell on Mr. Wilford, or Mr. G. 
Oufele}', or let them divide it between 
them. 

The extrafls contained in this cu¬ 
rious introduflion, with the author’s 
comments on thoie extradls, were, it 
apiiears from a note, offered for publi¬ 
cation to a learned fbciecy in Ireland. 
** But the reverend conductors of the 
prefs, (adds the General,) nut having 
thrown off their icthyocolla fcandina- 
vian fpeflacles, with which they have 
long pored over Fernandes and his 
officiita gentium, icjefled the elfay in 
toto, and deemed tbufe learned men. 
Sir W. Jones, Bui row, W.I’brd, Hal- 
lis, and Co. fit objc£ls for a mad- 
houfe.” 

Mr. Ledwich •, whofe name is not 
unknown in the literary world, has 
feldom ventured beyond his depth in 
his relearches into the antiquities of 
Ireland ; but he is fallidious, and fome- 
times appears even uncandid, although 
Heaven knows the fubjefls he has writ¬ 
ten upon might be difeuffed with a 
great deal ol franknefs and good hu¬ 
mour ; and truth would certainly gain 
by the adoption of fuch a mode. When 
raking into the rubbilh of antiquity, 
why ihould we endeavour to call the 
dull into the eyes of each other ? Mr. 
Ledwich wifhes his countrymen to 
e^lode .all the bardic talcs, « as the 
offspring of licentious fancies” in rude 
and barbarous ages ; and in order to 
induce them to join in this aft of obli¬ 
vion, he calls for his wings, ftees off to 
Ills favourite regions in the frozen 
North, where he hap^:"'s to meet his 
old friend Bartholine, who exhorts his 
readers to be extremely cautious in 
ftudying the Icelandic hiHorians, and 
not to be impnfed on by their fornum 
bokum, nor by their fornum fagum, or 
ancient traditions ; for he found both 
Huffed with abfurdities and fiftions.’' 
But Mr. Ledwich Ihould recolleft, and 
he doLS not want recolleftion when it 
lerves his turn, that within the laft 
thirty years it has been found t^t 
thefe very books that his old Danifh 
friend condemns, org rotunda, contain 
a number of fafts, fupported by au-

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thentic recorcis and exlftlnjf monu¬ 
ments. Another circumftance ought 
not to be omitted 5 and this is, that 
Bai-rholine was as ignorant of the Ice¬ 
landic language, as Mr. Ledwich is 
fuppofed to be of the Irifli. 

In 1783 Mr. O’Connor addrefied a 
letter to General Vallancey, evidently 
written to prop the tottering fuper- 
ftru£Vure which the General had raifed 
on the unftable foundation of etymo¬ 
logy and birdie reverie; and as this 
letter contains a fummary of the Gene¬ 
ral’s literary labours, perhaps our im- 
perfeff Iketch cannot be bettei" doled 
than with the following extra£l fjom 
it !—

SIR, 

<« Your favourable reception of two 
letters of mine, on the pagan date of 
Ireland, encourages me to olfer you 
a third, and to offer it with fome 
confidence, as what I have written, 
and what I have now to add, will be 
found to receive no mem fiipport 
from your own learned rrfearc-hes on 
the origin and literature of the ancient 
inhabitants of this country. Your 
knowledge on this fubjeft was dmwn 
from various, but clear fources; mine 
mull be more confined, as it has been 
extraefed chiefly from the documents 
ftil! preferved in our ancient language. 
In the darknefs which enveloped our 
Carlielt domeflic accounts, [ found 
fbme objects vifiblc, and indc e>l difiind 
enough, to enhance expeClation, that 
thofe on which time had caft a fuller 
light would be worthy of attention. 

I have endeavoured to fliovw that m:uiy' 
fails expofed ilTEJtr more ancient re¬ 
ports, are not the inventions' of our 
more ancient bards, but the remains 
of fome memorable man’s actions, over 
which poetic licence had fpread a garb 
of fable, in the ^’mes which preceded 
rJir mniT enlightened periods of civili. 
zation. In labouring to feparate the 
true from the faHc, I had the example 
of many able antiquaries to juftify me, 
as I had the example of others to guard 
againll, who, on the prefent fuhjVCl, 
publifhed little elfe befides their igno¬ 
rance and confidence. 

In the moll celebrated countries 
of Europe, as well as in this detached 
ifland, many important truths, regard¬ 
ing the early llate of mankind, have 
been obfeured in the fables ofthe poets. 


our firft hiltorllins. It_ was tbus evea 
in Greece, whofe old inhabitants bor¬ 
rowed the elements of their knowledge 
from nations thejr afterwards ttiied 
barbaiians. Their earliell accounts 
are fhrouded in fi£lionand mythology j 
and to flrip off that covering, has given 
employment to fome great names ofthe 
lull and prefent century. They la¬ 
boured with great f Ivantage to lite¬ 
rature, and added to the fum of our 
knowledge. They would flill add 
more had they undertaken the prefent 
fubjeft, and previoufly ftiuck out for 
thenifelves the lights you have ftruck 
out for others, who may hcre.ifter em¬ 
ploy their abilities upon it, to difeover 
the ancient courfe of government and 
manners in Ireland, through the feveral 
flagcs of youth, matuiity, and decline. 
But this fuhiedl fhould be undertaken 
in the prefent age, before the docu¬ 
ments we have left arc loft, or rather 
before the few who can read and ex- 
plviin them drop into the grave. 

“ Some of thofe materials, dlfpci fed 
in England and France, cannot readily 
be cunfulted. Some that I have been 
colleiling for many years are valuable} 
and of fome equally valuable, put into 
niy bands by Colonel Conyngham and 
yourlelf, I have (I think) made fome 
good ule. I was far from btfing en¬ 
couraged by an idea induftrioully pro¬ 
pagated, that the old annals of this 
country ate nnprodudlive of the in- 
llruClinn which hillory (hould afford, 
for leillfying civil legiflation, or fc- 
cuiing the juft riglit of individuals in 
every degiee of Aib-inotdination, f 
was as little obflru^'ted by another 
idea, which undoubtedly has plaulihi- 
Tity to counten.ince it. Many fenfible 
men cannot conceive how a nation of 
ijlanders, rut o^' for many ages from 
intcilcdrhial iatercourfes with Greece 
and Rome, could, antecedently to the 
reception of C'hrilfinnity, tranfmit any 
hiltorical memoirs of themf^ves, while 
the other northej-n nations of Europe 
trani'uitted none, till inflruilcd by the 
example of their Roman conquerors. 
This negative a.r'gument, and the great 
pains taken of late to ftiow its fuffici- 
ency, might have weight with your- 
felf. Sir, oil your revolving this un¬ 
common circunittande firrt in your 
mind. But on refleilion, you did not 
think it enough to reft upon a bare 
negative, and you found no difficulty 
ill fuppofing, that this nation, un- 
difturbed through many ages by fo¬ 
reign

deck and one pump coiiftantly going, 
bhorrly after we found it im, 'flible for 
l he brig to l.ay to any longer, c.illed all 
I’-mds off, and deter mined to cut away 
t!ie nninnnft, for the pi-efervation of 
flv- vell'fl, and feud before the wind, 
livery thing being prepared, before we 
tuuld t lit away the malt we were (truck 
with a whirlwind, which hove the vef- 
ftl on her beam ends ; all hands got to 
windw.nil, except Jofeph Welfden, fea- 
nian, who was drowned in theforecaftle. 
We then cut away the lanyard and rig¬ 
ging from the mainmaft, which imme- 
tiiatcly went by the board. The hatches 
bui lt open, and part of the cargo drift¬ 
ed ou(,;md the vefl'el filled with water- 
livcry one then afted for their own 
pitfervatioii, by endeavouring to lath 
tliemfelves to the main-chains. Willi.ani 
Davidfon, Supercirgo, William Story, 
and the two boys, weie walked away by 
a he.avy fea, which c.nried the foremalt 
by the board. D.iy-light now began to 
■-breik with ,the molt awful feene that 
evfi ,nan beheld ; uif-" .and fpars hang¬ 
ing to lije wreck, the cargo w'aftitng 
o\er us. About this time a heavy 
fea Ifruck I'je brig abaft, which Itove 
in her llcin the ca»-go then floated 
out at the cabin, i^yhieh liglrtcned the 
wreck conf.deiMbly. .''*,',*,'11 r.^mained 
on tire nusiti-cluins till eight o’clock* oTT 
the i’,*h, when wetooktoihe bowfprit, 
thinki g it to be the fifeft part of the 
wreck. About nine A. iM. William 
Cameron and William Story, boys, 
di'ifted on board on the camboufe- 
lioule. We wee nowiefigned to our 
fate, expefting eve.y \v.ive to fwallow 
us up. At twelve, the boy died through 
fatigue ; we committed his body to the 
lieep. Towaids tire evening the gale 
began to modernte. On M-onday, the 
141:1, William Story died for want of 
7 fubfiftcnce; 
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fub/iftence} part of his flsfh was de¬ 
voured by the Mate, all the reft re¬ 
filling to partake with him : his re¬ 
mains were committed to the deep. 
We remained in this difnul fitirttioti 
tintil Wednefday tlie 17th, when the 
gale moderated; we endcivoured in 
vain to dive fomething out of the half- 
deck for fubfiftcnce; the only comfort 
we had was chewing the lenl from thi 
hows. On Friday, the 19th, difcovcred 
a large fhip to leeward : we made all 
the fi':nals we could, but in vain. On 
the soth it blewfrelh, with a heavy lea; 
fevei al kegs of butter c ime up Irom the* 
forec.illlc : we happily laved five* kegs, 
on which we fed j but inltead of re¬ 
lieving us, it only increafed our third. 
On t!i,‘ lilt, Jacob Olden burgh. Mate, 
went out of his fenfes. On the fame 
day a fcliooner palled Icfs tlian a mile* 
to leeward: we made all the lignals we 
coil’d, but in vain, although we could 
count every min on deck. On the 
2^d, the Mate died for want of fubfift. 
tnce: we were fo much emiciattd for 
want of water and food, w’e determined 
to eat fits flcfli for our own preferva- 
tion j accordingly we drank his blood 
amongft us, which proved a great relief. 
Several fharks furrounded us, feem- 
ingly waiting for the next vi^lim. We 
were fo fortunate as to catch a flnrk 
with part of the mate’s flefh : we Iplit 
him open, and drank his blood, which 
proved .a molt happy relief to us all. 
On Wednefdav, the a.j-th, we had tlio 
pleafiire to peiceive a biig ftaiidiii'T to¬ 
wards us at fuu-rife, whicli gave vn 
liopes that w’e fhould be tikcn of}'tbs 
bowfniit. We then ma'ie whit figi'iils 
of didrefs we could; and, Go! be 
praif'ed ! they weie feen ,by her;

TV#r. Garnfris haspubtifhed the fol- 
lowing account of tlie afcenfion of 
his famous Billoon from Paris:— 


** The balloon which was hunched 
at the conclutioii of the artificial fire¬ 
works, at the HjU'I de Ville, upon the 
diy of the j'ut given to his Imperial 
Majefly by the city of Paris, carried 
the followjng note 


“ The balloon tint cat ries this letter 
was launched at Paris, on the night;of 
the 16th ! 3 ecember, by M. Garnerih, 
privile .ed aeronaut of his Majeffy the 
Emperor of Ruflia, and ordinal y .aero¬ 
naut of the French Government, upon 
the occalion of the fete given by the 
city»of Paiis to his Majeily the Empe¬ 
ror Napoleon, in celebration of his 
coronation. Tlie perfons who (hall find 
this balloon are requelfed to inform 
M. Garneriii of it, who will repair to 
the fpot.” 

I'iis Excellency Cardinal Caprara ad- 
d.-efled the following Note to M. Gar- 
nerin, dated January i, 1805 : — 

“ Cardinal Capiara is requefted by 
his Excellency Cardinal Confalvi, Se- 
cietaryof State to his llolintls, to deli¬ 
ver to M. Garnerin the copy of a letter, 
dated the i8th of December. He docs 
not lofe a moment to tianlinit it to 
him, to annex thereto a copy of the 
difp.itch th.at accomp.anied it. The faid 
Cardinal takes this oppvutunity to cx- 
prefs for M. Garnerin his pcricit 
elteem.” 


The following is a tranflation of the 
Report mule to the Cardinal Secre¬ 
tary of State at Rom?, bv M. the Duke 
de .Mondragone, dared Anguillora, 
luar Ro'iie, ^Sih Detember s— 

“ Yeflerd'i^vening, .ibout thetwen- 
(y.foiiitli hour, .i globe of an alfonifli- 
ing fi/e was obfci veil moving in the 
ai**, wiiicli iiaving t.it!cn upon tlie Lake 
Bracciano, appeiied like a lioule. Bo.at- 
men were lent to biing ir aliiore; but 
they d.ul not fucc*ed, being oppolcd by 
a Itrong wind, accompanied wirh f'now. 
This morning early they weie able to 
bring it to land. The ^lobe is of var- 
nifhed t iffera, covet ed wiih a net. The 
gallt-ry, enmpofed of iron imis, is a lit¬ 
tle broken. It appears to h ive bceni 
illuminated with coloured lamps and 
ghlfei, of which there remain leveral 
Iragmcnts. The following note, wiit-

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ten in French, wai found attached to 
the globe."—(This note is the origi. 
net, of which the above is a copy.) 

Thus this balloon, whiclb left Paris 
tjie i6th December, at /even at night, 
and fell the next day, the lyth, near 
Rome, on theiwenty-fourth hoiir, that 
is to fay, at the clofe of day, crofled 
France, the Alps, &c. and travcrl'ed 
a diftance of three hundred leagues 
in twenty-two hours: it theiefore 
moved at the rale of fifteen leagues 
an hour} and, what is remark.able, this 
balloon was loaded with decorations 
and appendages oi the weight of 500 
pounds. 

The hiftory of the former voyages 
of this fame balloon is given to gratify 
curiofity. Its firft afeenfion took place 
in prelence of their Pruillan Majeitics 
and of the whole Court. Upon that 
occafion it carried Mr. and Mrs. Gar- 
nerin and M .Gaertner. It alighted 
upon the fiuntiers of Saxony. The 
fecond experiment was made at Peterf- 
burgh.in prefence of the Emperor, the 
two Emprefies, .and the Conit. The 
balloon carried Mr. and Mrs. G.arne- 
rin, who defeended at a Ihorc dilbnc'*, 
upon a marfh. This was the firlf time 
that the fpeflacle of an aeroifatic afeen- 
fion was feen in Kufiia. The third 
experiment was alfo ni.ade at St. Peterf- 
burgh, in prcfence of the Imperi.d fa¬ 
mily. M. Ganierin afcetuled with M. 
General Lewof. Thcfe two travellers 
were c.arried over the Gulf of Finland 
ill thiee quarters of an hour, and a- 
lighred .at Krafnozelo, 25 werlles from 
St. Petet/burgh. The fourth experi¬ 
ment took place at Mofeow ; M. G.ar- 
nerin afeended to a Jieight of more 
than 4.:^oo tuifes, ni.ide .a great number 
of experiments, and dtlcended, after 
.a fpacc of feveii hours, jy-werlles from 
Mofeow, upon the bordc'^rs of the old 
frontiers of Runfia. The fame balloon 
alfo ferved for the afeenfion of M.adame 
Garnerin, at Moscow, .iccomp-inicd by 
Madame de Touchem'iolf, amidll a 
frightful flotm, and claps of thunder, 
which killed three men within 300 
paces of the balloon, at the moment 
when it was leaving the ground. I heCe 
Ladies defeended without accident, zo 
weiftes from Mofeow.

Etymolooy (?/'Whig aviiT ory.

^amorst and fhorter—the M’bigt, Now 
in th.it year, before the news c.iinc down 
of Duke Hamilton’s defeat, the Minif- 
teis animated the people to rile and 
march to Edinburgh, .and they came 
up, inarching at the head of their pa- 
rifnes with an unlie.ird-of fury, praying 
and preaching all the way as they tame. 
This was called the JVbiggamor'f inroad } 
and ever after, all that oppoled the 
Court came in contempt to be called 
my-gs." 

Dr.Johnfon, in his Didlionary, quotes 
this palVage ; yet by placing againft the 
term W'^hio the Saxon word lf^b<tg, 
fynonymnus to Whey, or four milk, 
he feeins not to rejett another deriva¬ 
tion, which has been alfigned to it by 
fome writers.

Around his humble lwbn.i- 
tion th® flowers of friendfliip and of 
genius bloom, as well as tliofe which 
adorn the mead and the garden. But 
occafional abilraffiun of mind from the 
ordinary concerns of life is not un¬ 
friendly to the focial feelings. Thom- 
fon, .1 convivial bard, was remarkable 
for it. Of the ancients, not to mention 
many eccentric philofonhers, Horace 
was fond of ra nbling, folus et expeJitus 
cur's, in the Sabine giove; and Pliny, 
the politeft of the Romans, dtlighicd 
in filcnt and Tdit-iry hunting, and 
found " Minerva bs fond of tnverfmg 
the hills .IS Diana." In humble imira- 
tion of thefe ancient worthies, the au¬ 
thor fonietimes roams along the Ixaiik 
of tlie river, in fucli a perfe 61 t abfence 
of mind, tint, did the penurious ftate 
of hi.s finances neimit him to noHVfs a 
watch, he would, probiibly, like Will 
Hoiuyconib, in the Spe^ator, “ fquir 
it aw.»y” into the dream, and pocket 
up a pebble in its room. Frequent 
fbiitnde is neither unpleafant nor un¬ 
fruitful. In folitude, when we per¬ 
ceive tliat “ every green leaf fiv.irnis 
with inlubitants," and that “auior.d 
is written upon every flower," we are 
led to an involuntary adoration nf that 
great and beneficent Being whocieated 
us, and is the beltower ol all our enjoy¬ 
ments. , 

Every elTiyift^not onl^by liis 
fion, but by fpecia! liccniyXrom the 
court of critici/m, has thaf privilege of 
being as dcfultory as l^pleales. Of 
this privilege the yfwnt writer h.is 
well availed liimQtiC He will clofe 
with “ a wor<V»"-'‘not “to the wi'e,” 
imi'toThe over-wife^" the over-anx¬ 
ious, the poor, and the difconfolale. 
At this pleafing feafon, let the children 
of melancholy *» turn from the (vil of 
their ways.” Let the difcaided lover 
turn his attention to a more meritori¬ 
ous fair-one, and not, like a cert.ain 
charafter in Terence, fwear enmity, 
or at leaft obliviou, to the fex at large. 
Let the unfortunate of all conditions 
fufpend the reign of fbrrow. The 
beauties of nature are nor, as we 
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Jearn from hiftory the IVfrIian ladjee 
were, expofed to fale at au&ion j but 
the fons and d.aughters of poverty, 
equally with the Umily of affluence, 
are permitted to inhale the fragrance 
of the weftern breexe, and to regale 
their eyes with the verdure, and their 
ears with the mufic, of the vernal ftta-

Newly-difeovered Method ^Bleach¬ 
ing by Vapour. 

N important article, which has for 
its obje6l the defeription ofa'newly 
difeovered method of bleaching by •va¬ 
pour, and that to a degree of unrivalled 
excellence, having lately appeal ed in a 
Fiench journal ^Le Journald'Oeconomie 
Rurale), we eagerly embrace the oppor¬ 
tunity to tranlcribe and lay before our 
readers Tome information refpe6ting a 
branch of knowledge fo intimately con- 
neded with an incerelting part of 
domelHc economy. The art of bleach¬ 
ing by vapour requires only the fpace 
of two days for the whole operation ; 
the ordinary procefs requires four days. 
Even eight or nine hours are fulbci- 
ent, in lieu of three days, for bleach¬ 
ing the kome-fpun cloth of fmall fami¬ 
lies.

Under 
the infliK?nce of Mr. Potter, who aited 
as..his Mentor, he laid liege to Berwick;

he unqueftionably was made a complete

After this event, which (although 
he appea-'ed at Berwick uncorruptmg 
and uncorrupted,') coft him a good deal 
of money, we find him alTociating with., 
thergay and difllpated both in Bath and 
London, feparated fiom his wife, and, 
in confeqtience of Tome manoeuvring, 
which, lays the cautious Mr. A., we

A patiiot, 
Sii 1 Why pabiots ^ring up like mufh- 
rooms I I have raifed fifty of them in 
four-and-twenty hours ' Miave raifed 
many of them, Sir, in one night! It is 
but refufing an iofolent demand, and 
up ftarts 3 pati iot! I have nevei been 
afraid of mhking^ patriots, Sir; but I 
difclain and defpife all that they can 
do.”

To write iro- 
r.ically, theie muft not only be a re-r 
verlal and, perhaps, an ex.'iggeration of 
charafterand fentiment, hut there muft, 
in every trait, be a Ipice of hpmour | 
The objefts muft not only appear to 
have undergone peivsriion, but 

that per: erfion muft have created an 
oppQfiiion to their foimerlikenefs tru¬ 
ly comic. This fpecies of writing is 
fully exemplified in the woiks of Swift, 
Arbuthnoc^ Gay, and many others, 
It may alfo receive graphic illuftration, 
and the principle of irony be recog- 
* nized by prints, ^hich are extant. 
We mean thofe, thaMby burning them 
upjlde down, give to the portrait of a 
lovely female the fuppofed likenefs of 
Mother Shipton; turn a hero into a 
tailor, a patriot into a P., a poet into 
* • *, jid. Indeed in adverting to 
this fpecies of the ridiculous,“We may 
with piopriety term the caricature of 
Mr. W., upon which he has made Tome 
appofite remarks in his note on the 
epiftle to Hogarth, graphic irony. With 
refpe>£t to the complaint of the Biftiop 
of Gioucefter in the Houfe of Lords, 
that his name had been .annexed la lu¬ 
dicrous notes to the Eifay on Women, 
without confidering the nature of the 
poemth.it it was highly n.-operj for al¬ 
though Swift took the iame libei ty w'th 
the name of Bentley, Woiton, &r'.

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and Pope, apon more than one occa* 
fion, followed his example, the Works 
to which thsy were appended were very 
different; and in although this 
joke, if it ever was one, lud told, once 
or twice, it fhowed a poverty of genius, 
fuch as is hinted at in the Dunciad, to 
repeat it. 

We fhill, we are certain, be excufed 
for not entering into a critical exami¬ 
nation of “ A letter to the worthy 
Eleftors of the Borough of Ayltfbury,” 
&c., becaufe it has been already before 
the public, and alfo, hecaufc its infer* 
tion here feems to be an attempt to 
revive antiquated fophiliiy, that bad 
long lince been propeily conf'gned to 
oblivion. It required, as appeals by 
this production, abilities murh f'upe- 
rior to thofe its am hors polfefl'ed, to 
defend the North liiiton and the Elfiy 
on VVoman 5 and in f'a£+, he feems very 
early in the letter to be fenfiblc of his 
own weaknefs, for having endeavoured 
tocatch liold ofa flendertwig,whic)i tlie 
terming No. 45 a fjlfn libel afforded, 
and arguing as if it lignihed whetlier a 
libel was falle or true, though only af- 
feiting without proz'in^ tliejlattci pio- 
polition; he app'ds from tlie le.ifbn 
to the paffions ot his conliituents; he 
ta^ks of an intolerable exclfe, and “ all 
the infolencc and cruelty of the riolt 
defpicable of our fp-.;ies—the me in 
petty excifennii.” It is not now ne- 
cefTary to aver, tint cxcife is much 
more tolerable thin infurrei^lion, and 
cxci'einen much b‘’tier fubjefts, nav, 
lefs mean, than many patiiots. He 
next aflerts, tiiat the Excife js the meft 
abhorred inonfler that ever fprung 
trom arbitrary power. This we deny ; 
there are much mote ^dioned mon* 
Iteis have fprunf from arbitr.iry power, 
and (till more abherred fiom democra¬ 
tic influence; but in faff, the whole of 
this pamphlet is a covering too flimfy 
to conceal the motives ot its author 
Trom any eyes but thofe of men who , 
viewed them through the fog of igno¬ 
rance, or the medium of party. Had 
we anfwered it at the time, we fbould 
have taken this motto,— Actpopulumpba* 
leras, ego te intut et in cute novi. 

The next feries of letters betwixt 
Mr. W. and Mr. A. are only valuable 
as they (how the one gentleman em¬ 
ployed in blowing and difperfing to 
every part of the country the jlamet 
that had been raifed, and the other en¬ 
gaged in furnifhing paper materials to 
teed it, and, perhaps, to feed himfelf. 


In the negociatton refpefting the pro* 
jested hiftory of England, we difeover, 
that the former knew how to make a 
bargain much better than we had ima¬ 
gined. Whatever reafon there might 
be for printing the agreement we know 
not, though we think we can dlfcera 
one, why Mr. A. has favoured us 
with the bill drawn in confequence. 
Tliefe, we imagine, ht intended as 
fpeciraens of tbii kind of writing, a fpe- 
cies of liteiarure in which the whole 
party is faid fo much to have excelled, 
that wp (houtd not wonder if the inge¬ 
nious Editor, who at that period unit- 
ed in his own perfon the admirable 
faculties of baokfeller and author, as 
many tavern-keepers were, in thole 
days, alfo cocks, had kept all the bills 
that came into his hands in the way of 
trade, and colleffed many more which, 
borne on the wings of patriotifm, or 
floating down the ftream of populirity, 
formed a kind of circulating medium a- 
roundhim,and which might,at times,as 
the credit of tiie cau;e ebbed or flowed, 
be purclsflfecl for next to nothing, or be 
ah )ve all viluation. If he has been 
prudent he may furnifti materials for a 
range of folios much more exteiihve 
than the flatutes at laige, and at the 
fame time exhilnt fuch examples of 
raiffcg the «iv/W, from every point’of 
the political compafs, as, pcihaps, ina-^ 
iiy parts of the Itatutes at large were 
intended to guard us againfl. 

“ In July, 1766, there was another 
change in tiie niiuilfry in England ; the 
Marquis of Rockingham's party were 
removed, and a new adminiflration 
was appointed according to an arrange¬ 
ment made under the aulpiccs of the 
Ivirl of Chatham with the Duke of 
(Jr.ifton at the 'jead of the Tieafury.” 
This circunifla.^ce Mr. W. thought 
favourable to his affairs, becaufe the 
Duke had Aipported his caufe in all the 
late proceedings. In confequence of 
this idea, and of fome communications 
with Col. Fitzroy, we flnd.he returned 
to England, whence, with an anxiety 
for her education and welfare 'truly 
amiable, be addrefles thefe epiftles td 
his daughter, giving her a Ihort (ketch 
of his journey, and alfo writes, in our 
opinion, a very proper letter to the 
Duke of Grafton, in which he folicits 
for a repeal <* of fentenCt 

and profeription,” aim-fl.ifes, that 
he has not ** affociated with traitors to 
our liberties, noi' made a Angle connec¬ 
tion with any man who was dangerous 
& i or 
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or even ful^e^ed-by illie friends of the 
proteflanc family on the throne.” Dif- 
Vpointed in the efFeft which he flat¬ 
tered himfelf he Ihould have derived 
from this meafure, Mr. W. returned to 
Paris with *‘all the paflions infpired 
by grief, rage, vexation, and refent- 
ment, rankling and corroding in his 
orttit; his mental date was in the molt 
painful commotion.” He accordingly 
refolved ta give vent to his feeling by 
writing a letter to the Duke of Graf¬ 
ton, which plainly enough dirco\ers 
the fources from which it cmanareil, 
and, as might be expefied, teems with 
all the comhiiflible ingredients, which 
the irritated paflions that gave rile to 
it could fupply. As a literary coinpo- 
fltlon,(the only point of view in which 
it can now be conndered,)to fay that it 
i.s not written with Jfirity would be to 
treat its di£Hon with greater injullice 
than the perlonal injuries of wliich its 
author complains. As an appeal in the 
proflituted name of liberty to the <u:orfl 
paflions of the people, it had unquef- 
tionably grwt influence, but as a cor¬ 
real; dedqaion from unexaggerated pre- 
mifes, the fltuation of the mind of Mr. 
W., as deferibed by himfelf, renders 
the motives for, and veracity of, its 
compolition liable to much obferva- 
tion ; and, if this were a biftory, would 
excite our difquifltive and logical fa¬ 
culties. At prefent we (hall leave this 
much celebrated epiftle with one le- 
maik, namely, that it Teems to have 
had all the eneft upon the public mind 
which the author intended, or could 
have delired. It raifed his popularity 
to fiicb a height that he, wifely reflect¬ 
ing that 

There is a tide in th* affairs of men. 

Which, taken at tlr flood, roils on to 
fortune, » 

refplyed to take advantage of the cur¬ 
rent which feemed to (et toward a ireou 
£1 Dorado.'itid fleer his bark a third time 
Co England.', 

■ We mult here, tho^h in general no 
gre.'it friends to digrelmm, have a word 
or two with the fagacious Mr. Almon. 
He Ays, and there is much good feafe 
in the obfervation, though we do not 
Know how or to whom to apply it: 
** Thete. is no revenge fo acrimonious 
that which .is provoked by difap- 
pointment* Certain offers were made 
through a certain cfi^uel, which we are 
near the time tp/evpsi, and thd ffc» 


jeClton of which infpired the rooft 
lignant indignation and refentmenr.” 

Now we would only alk this cautious 
gentleman, whether, as he deems it too 
near the time to reveal the channel 
through which thefe certain offers were 
made, he dues not think it too near the 
time to hint that they were made at all ? 
Had he not better have named the perfun 
that made thefe offers, than from the in¬ 
accuracy of idea which the word channel 
creates, have left us to fuppofe, that 
the whole ftream of government was 
inclined to purchafe what Mr. W, had 
no inclination to fell i 

•* Bond means but one, but Harpx 
half a fcore.” 

Therefore, if he was To well infoimed 
of the operation of this complicated 
machine, and could no longer kt'-p the 
I'ccret by wluch the Springs were moved j 
h.\d he not better have piit the key into 
our hands, and have ihown us a little 
how it was numnd up, than to have fuf- 
fered us to flandgapingat ihedial plate, 
without the leaft intimation from bitn, 
at which of the fgures the index was in¬ 
tended to point. 

There is more to be le.arned refpefling 
the operation and views of patriotifm 
in this work than we think the editor 
is aware of. Mr. W., haraffed in evei y 
poifible form, and beyond coneiption 
diflreffed in his circumflances, had no 
chance of a refouice but fiom a feat in 
Parliament. Honeft Humphrey,who liad 
himfelf been unfuccefsful in Weftmin- 
Iter, although he addrelfed the worthy 
ele6tors/a/roffrj *, wiflied his friend to 
become a candidate for th.at city, as he 
conceived, that through the influence 
of his otlwr Mends, of whom our late 
valiKible and re]^ettvd acquaintance 
Mr. John Clitirchill was neiiher the 
lead nor the leane^, be flood a go.od 
chance} but Mr. W. with greater fa- 
gacity, (arifing, we conceive, from 
reater knowledge of the ground lie 
ad to gn over,) thought London the 
moft eligible market lor his commodi¬ 
ties. However, Humphrey rtill infills, 
in a letter on this fubje6t, that *‘futh 
afior/n may be railed in Wcflininlter, 
that fome good effeft may reluir, if not 
theaccompliihment of our wifhes.” 

What their voi/ies were we are left to 
conjeAure.

Mrs. Mowbray is a learned lady,and 
a widow,devoted altogether to abftrure 
and metaphyfical fpeculations. While 
this ill-judging mother is occupied in 
preparing a voluminous lyftem of edu¬ 
cation, Adeline herdaughter.for whom 
flic entertains neverthelefs the moft pa¬ 
rental and tender regard, remains in 
the mean time negleded and unin- 
ftrudcd; and had (he not found in 
Mrs. Woodville, the mother of Mrs. 
Mowbray, a teacher after “ the old 
fathion," her mind at fifteen would 
have been without improvement and 
without knowledge; tlie important 
fyilem of Mrs. M. being llill imper¬ 
fect and incomplete. Adeline, who 
has the highelt refpeft for her mother’s 
literary talents, about this period, and 
after Mrs. Woodville’s death, becomes 
emulous of (imilar purfuits. Totally 
inexperienced, and without any proper 
dLredor of her ftudies, (he obtains the 
perulal of her mother’s books, and 
unfortunately, in the writings of S's 
author wh^ is wiled Gfenmurray, (he 
difcovers objections which (he deems 
invincible againit the inftitution of 
marriage. Upon the (Irength of this 
convidion, (he forms a folemn com¬ 
pact with herfclf, and refolves never to 
marry. At Bath (he meets with this 
Glenmurray, and, of courfe, they are 
mutually enamoured. He is reafonable 
enough, notwitbftanding the public 
avowal of her (entiments, to offer her 
marriage; but this (he difclaims, and 
in dcMnce of a parent’s command, 
of the fenfe of the world, and the (bli- 
citation of Glenmurray himfelf, (he 
unites herfelf to him, on^ her own 
baneful and abfurd principles " of 
love and honoura Itep this, it moil 
be jidtaittcd, not confi.ftent with that 


deltcate feeling, and tlior»«»ihed imw 
' lions of filial aiFedion and duiy^ whiclt 
(he is reprefented to poflefsi and 
though her^ondud, with this finale 
exception, be confidered faultier, ye* 
fuch an obftinate pertinacity of opiotott 
mull be conceived as belonging rather 
to the bold and lawlefs innovator, than 
to the fubmiflive, the gentle, the bene.> 
volent, Adeline Mowbray. 

This unlicenfed union could only 
produce mifery, (bame, and dirgracef 
and of this Adeline is an eminent,and, 
it may be hoped, a ufeful, example* 
By no means A> much can be faid for 
Glenmurray ; a man without ray fixed 
notions of religion, or ihdeed of any 
thing etfe, '* for he doubts of all 
things," who dies without ray re. 
nunciation of bis errors, and yet is 
exhibited in t!ie falcinating colours 
of fplendid talents and attradive ex. 
cellence and virtue. On the death of 
Glenmurray, Adeline is brought to 
fume acknowledgment of her gneac 
miltake ; and, in obedience to his dy¬ 
ing requell, refoiutely Itruggling with 
her feelings, (he marries hts rdation, 
Mr. Berrendale. By him (he i« de. 
(erred; and at length, after Tone addi. 
tional evidences, (be relinquilhes, vm 
convidion^ her former way of think- 
ingthe is convinced, that if tW 
ties of marriage weie difiblved, or ie 
were no longer to be judged infatiinus 
to aCl in contempt of them, unbridled 
licentiou(ne(s would Toon be hi general- 
practice. The remainder of the tale i» 
(hort. Mrs. M., by a wild fort of 
conditional o.atli, had renounced hev 
daughter; and after many mutual at¬ 
tempts at reconciliation, which were 
frullrated by a malicious MUi if'eadvdl*, 
Adeline, in a declining itiite, tetire:* 
with her coild, an only daughter, by 
Mr. £errer)lale, to a cottage within 
two miles of her native place, where 
her mother refides. 

Here they cafualiy meet; Adeline in 
a dying condition, and Mis. Mowbray 
full ofunabated afteClion: the former 
is conveyed, at her particular entreaty, 
to the (helter of a parent’s roof; and 
the whole concludes, *< in the Gerinaa 
ftile," at the moment of her death. 

Mrs. Ople is well known m ** x 
mighty miltrefs of pathetic fong;" and 
though the above outlines feem unpro. 
mifmg, becaufe the fufferings of Ade¬ 
line are deferved; yet fo many afieChng 
incidents, fo many little circuinllance<, 
are ikilfully intioducedi that this tale 

cauii.'.c 
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cannot be perufed n>Uhout ftrong emo¬ 
tion, even by thofe “ unuCed to the 
melting moodv" 

ThecharaAer of Mrs. Pemberton, a 
quaker, merits unqualified praife } and 
Dr. Norberry, a phyfician, blunt, and 
ratHer vulgar, is well drawn. 

The language of Mrs. Woodville, 
the early initruftrefs of Adeline, is ra¬ 
ther Overcharged j it is “ downright 
vulgar j” and iherefore fcarcely correft 
enough for “the foie Airviving daiigh* 
ter of an opulent mci chant of Lon- 
don.” 

To conclude with a fpecimen of the 
wotkron the Cubjeit of Mrs. Mow¬

Ofwyn, by his great influence and abi* 
lity, not only brought over Lavenf- 
forth'e friends, hut caufed him to be 
bound in fo exceflive a penalty to keep 
the peace, that he was ruined, and 
obliged to ^ fly to a foreign clime to 
I avoid the coiireqiiences of his refent- 
ntent. At the end, however, of feveral 
years, he returns an outcaff, accompa¬ 
nied by a Black Servant, and takes up 
his reiidcnce within a few miles of Sir 
Ofwyn’s maitfion, with a firm deter¬ 
mination to plunge a dagger in his 
heart.

"Sir Ofwyn, under the impreiRon that 
ihe is retreating to the arms of lorae 
unknown lover, relolves to accompany 
the cairiage with a brace of pillols ; 
while Ihe, unable to prevent his wilhes, 
propofes to her fell to reveal, when at a 
certain dillance, that Ihe is going to 
her father. In the interim the carriage 
breaks down; and the Clack being 
near the fpot, armed wi'h his mufket, 
no fooner learns that Sir Ofwyn is pre- 
fenr, than he fires at him, and wounds 
him in the arm. Sir Ofwyn, in fearch 
of help, meets with the cottage of 
Lavensforth, who, noteknowing him, 
binds up his wounds * and when a dif- 
covery takes place, bv the arrival of the 
Black, he, on the firft impulle of paf- 
fion, prepares to (trike him to the heart; 
but a lenfe of honour occurring to his 
relief, he avows his condition, and in¬ 
forms Sir Ofwyn that when he is in his 
own houfe, and in full vigour, he will 
call upon him lor revenge. Sir Ofwyn 
declines tne pr< iFered furpenfiun of 
their quarrel, and, drawing forth his 
pil(ol«t propofes an immediate decifion. 
^ hfforth is by this conduCt coin¬ 
ed to admit the noblenefs of bis 
eht^y's chara 5 ter ; a reconciliation 
place; Ofwyn delivers to him 


his daughter, who, it Ihould be ob« 
ferved, had, long before the meeting 
with Lavensforth, avowed her parent¬ 
age to her protector; and Lavensforth 
gives his confent to their union. _ 

There is a brief underplot, in which 
Lady Sufan Courtly, a modern belUt 
is introduced, to place Sir Ofwyn s 
ruling foible in a ftriking point of 
view, by the pains which Ihe takes, 
aided by the felicitation of his uncle. 
Lord Danberry, to win his alFeClions, 
and which ends in her marriage with 
Mr. Willowear, the rejeCted lover of 
Heller. 

This piece has but little to boaft on 
the fcore of character, incident, or 
humour. It can indeed fcarcely be 
called a Comedy ; but is rather an in- 
terelting tale told by means of dramatic 
reprefent.ition. We cannot, however, 
confider it as likely to continue very 
popular, on account of its deficiency of 
comic relief. Munden, indeed, is in the 
lilt ol characters; but his comic powers 
are very little called for by the part that 
he fu(tains. Nor is Mrs. Glover em¬ 
ployed with any llrong effeCt. In faft, 
the bufmefs almolt wholly refts on Mr. 
KembUf who appeared to great advan¬ 
tage in SirOfviyn. Mr. Cooke’s 
forth Hands next in praife : it was iiu- 
polRble more forcibly to depiCt the 
relentlefs rage of languinary levenge. 

The novelty of the night, however, 
befides the Play, was a Mifs Shotti.e- 
woRTH, in the character of Hejier. The 
flattering promile which this young 
Ladyg.iveat Mie Brandenburgh Thea¬ 
tricals latt leafon, encouraged her, vve 
underltand, to venture upon the public 
llage. Her figure is good ; her man¬ 
ner, tho,»igt not faultlefs. is unembar- 
ralTed; and her ftunckition uncom¬ 
monly clear and diltinCt. 

The weight of the play reds on thefe 
three characters i the other performers 
did all that their parts requited; but 
the want of importance or intcrelt in 
the characters allotted to Mr. Munden, 
Mrs. Glover, and Mr. Farley, rcndcreil 
their utmolt exertions but little clfl- 
cient. 

The pl’ce was given out by Mr. 
Kemble for a fecond reprefentation, 
without a lingle dilTentient voice | 
and it has fince been frequently per¬ 
formed. 

The Prologue and Epilogue were 
fpoken by Mr. Rrunton and Mrs.- 
Glover.

to abandon that treaty > he tlun vindi¬ 
cated the conduit of the late Mini dry, 
and commended the proceedings of the . 
prefent. 

Dr. Laurence difeufled the merits of. 
the quarrel, and inferred that the con- 
dui); of the late Minifters was indeciSve, 
precipitate, and unjuft} and that if 
there was any danger from the French 
(hips in Ferrol, &c. it might havetieen 
prevented by an addition of equal force 
to our own fquadron to attack them d 
they came out: be confidered the con. 
duCT of Minifters, by which fo much 
bloodOied was produced, as without a 
Ibadow of cxcufe. 

The Matter of the Rolls replied ge¬ 
nerally to thofe who had fpoken in lup- 
port of the amendment, and retraced 
the arguments already adopted to ihow 
the relative fituation of this country 
and Sp.iin} proving, by much foreii* 
lie intelligence, that we had various 
caufes for war with that nation lung be¬ 
fore it was commenced. 

Mr. Fox delivered his fentiments at 
fome length in fupport of the amend¬ 
ment. He faid, that the conduCt of 
the Secretary of State was different from 
what it ought to have been t and that 
his lirft letter to Mr. Frere, demand¬ 
ing explanations, was fent without any 
authority for him to lay any thing at 
all} that Lord Hawkelbury required an 
u'ln cil'i ireJ<.ACtsceunication, while he 
himlelf refufed to give ‘any fuch intel¬ 
ligence.

Ipray ht two days, he became perteflly 
well* 


AgriculturalFaS^l/ir, Burfield, Bai- 
lifr- to the Earl of Chichefter, laft year 
fowed on two acres of land, on whicli he 
alfo grew lucerii, only two bufheis gf 
oatS} the crop from which, on being 
lately tbrafbed, produced him the 
amazing quantity of ninety quarters and 
tv)o bufltels. The ordinary quantity of 
oats fown on an acre is from fix to 
eight bufheis. 

Atdmal Cotton.—-Sotat fuccefsful ex¬ 
periments have been made in America 
and the Weft Indies, to preferve and 
increafe the infeft known there by the 
name of fly carrier, which produce an 
animal cotton in many relpe^s fupe- 
rior to vegetable cotton. 

An intelligent Member of the Ame¬ 
rican Philofopbical Society fM. Bau- 
diy des Lozieres) has enabled us tt pre- 
fent to the public the following intoi - 
elling Memoir on Animal C tron, and 
the infeff which produces it. JCveiy 
inhabitant of the Weft Indies, fays this 
gentleman, knows and dreads the gree¬ 
dy worm which devours their indigo 
a^d caflada plantations ; it is calied by 
fome the calTada-worm, by otbeislhc 
fly-carrier; and is produced, like the 
fiik-worm, from eggs fcattered by the 
mother after her ixietaniorphofis into a 
whitifb butterfly. The egp, is haft bed 
about the end of July, when the ani¬ 
mal is decked with a robe of the moft 
brilliant and variegated colours. In the 
month of Auguft, when about to un¬ 
dergo its metamorphofis, ic ftrips off 
its fuperb robe, and puts on one of a 
be.autiful fca-green, which reilefls all 
its various (hades, according to the dif¬ 
ferent undulations of the animal, and 
the different accidents of light. This 
new decoration is the fignal for its tor¬ 
tures."’ tmm^liftfiJfeiy'a fwarni of icii- 
neumon flies alTail it, and "drive tliuir 
flings into the (kin of their vicitiiii, 
ovei the whole extent of its back and 
(ides, at the fame time flipping their 
eggs into the bottom of tlie wounds 
that they have made. 

Having performed this dreadful ope¬ 
ration, the flies dif^ppe^r, ;\n<l the pa¬ 
tient remains ‘‘or an hour in a motion- 
lefs ftafe, out of which it awakeps to 
feed with great voracity. Then his 
fize daily increafes till the time of his 
hatching of the ichneumon flies. The 
eggs depofited are hatched at the fame 
moment, and the cafl'ada is inlbinlly 
covered with a tboufand little woims, 
They iffue out of him at every poie, 
and that animated robe covers him (o 
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entirely, that nothing can be perceived 
but the top of his head. As footi as the 
worms me hatched, and without quiN 
ting the fpot where the eggs are, which 
they have broke through, they yield a 
liquid gum, which, by coming into 
contact with the air, is rendered (limy 
and (olid. Etch of thefe animalculas 
works himfelf a (inall cocoon, in the 
(hape of an egg, in which he wra|]s 
himfelf, thus making, as it were, bis 
own winding-flieet. They feem to be 
born but to die. Thefe millions of 
cocoons all clofe to each other, and the 
formation of which has not taken two 
hours, form a white robe j in this the 
cafTada worm appears elegantly clcthcd- 
While they a'C thus decking him, he 
remains in u (late of almoit lethargic 
torpidity. 

As foon as the covering is woven, 
and the little workmen who have made 
it have retired and bidden themfelves 
in their cells, the worm endeavours to 
rid himfelf of his gueiis, and of the 
robe which contains them. He comes 
out of the enclofuie deprived of all his 
former beauty, in a (late of decrepitude, 
exhauiled, and tin (:.’tened with ap¬ 
proaching death. He lliortly palfes to 
the (tate of a thryfalis j and, after giv¬ 
ing life to thoufands of eggs, fuddenly 
Jofes his ow.n, leaving to the cultivator 
an advantage wbichmay be foimproved 
as to more than compenfate the ravages 
which he occniions. In about eight 
days, the little worms contained in the 
cocoons aie metamorpholed into li'fs, 
having four 'ving';. Their antenna; 
are longriu' vibiatinj ; tome have a 
tail, oil.eis do no: tiutw it; they feed 
upon f'm.ili infec ts of tl'.J l.unily of Ara- 
rus, .and cvideiitJy belong |0 llic Jc'v 
njiiinon tribf. 

The cotton (hell or wrapper is of a 
dazzling white ; and .n fooii a', the flies 
Jiive quitted the cocoon, it may be 
u fed without any preparatoiy precau¬ 
tion; it is made up of the pureff and 
linett cotton ; there is no refute, no in¬ 
ferior quality in it; every part is as fine 
and beautiful .is t.ii: be inngined. 

M. de Lozieres (ihe Autlior c.' this 
Memoir,) urges the Aineiieaiis to pre- 
Inve, and endeavour to increafe, the 
fly-carrier, in the lame niHur.cr, and 
for fi’uil.ar purpufis. tb.it the br>‘ed of 
the filk-worm is ciuomagcd. Me de¬ 
clares, that he has fiequcntly ieen (o 
abundant a harvetf of the animal cot¬ 
ton, th.at in tiie (pice of two hours 
lie could collcil the qu.tniity of one 


hundred pints,Fi’eoch meafmrc.. Mow^ 
over, animal cotton is attended wttb 
none of the ditficultjes which ocqur ia 
the preparation ofv vegetable cotton, 
and it lequires lefs-time and lefa tren- 
hie to procure It, and there Teems to 
him no doubt that it will (land the 
competition with filk and vegetable, 
cotton : thefe, when applied to wuundij 
ferve only to inflame and envenom j 
but the animal cotton may be ufed an 
lint without the fmallefl ineonvenU 
ence. 

Contagion.—rAs it Is only from re¬ 
peated and well authenticated experi¬ 
ments, that 'the public can t>e con¬ 
vinced of the eflic.icy of the minerat 
acids in dellroying contagion, and of 
the fecuiity they afford in the event of 
the contagious,' or what h Called the 
ytllow fever, which has lately defo- 
lated Sp.ain, Gibraltar, &c. being intTO- 
duced into this country, the following 
fatts may h.sve feme eft’eft in tranqiiiU 
lizingThe public mind :

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EitUrimtnU made h Dr. Miguel Cabeutel- 
uSf tM of tbo njfitiaHs emphyed ty the 
Court Sptm ehtring the dretuful Ende¬ 
mic at Seville. 

** Being deiirons of proving, by 
diren experiments, the property 
the mineral acids ponefs of deftroying 
Contagion, I placed fome putrid meat 
in three apartments, which were im< 
mediately filled with a moft putrid 
Bench. I made fumigations with the 
acids in the three different apartments} 
in the firft I ufed the nitric acid, in 
the fecond the fulphuric, and in the 
third the muriatic acid gas. Thefe 
fumigations were frequently repeated 
during lixteen days, and the ftctor was 
completely deftroyed in all the three 
rooms} and, during the continuance 
of this experiment, I inhabited the 
apartment where the nitric fumigation 
was employed, without any inconve* 
nience from the fmell, or filtering any 
bad confequence whatever. 

** Dr. Sarrais was feized with the 
fever the day of his arrival at Seville, 
and died the day following. 

•* Nor, however, fatisfied with this 
proof of the efficacy of the mineral 
acids in deftroying contagion, I de* 
termined to maicea further experiment 
on mylelf. With this intention I 
took the riding-coat which Dr. Sar- 
xais wore during his dreadful illnefs, in 
which he was wrapped up, in which he 
bad fweated, vomited, and, in fhort, in 
which he had expired. Having placed 
this in a fmall room or clofet, I burnt 


under it an ounce of fulphur, having 
firft ftiut clofe the doori next morning 
1 expoied the great coat to a fecond 
fumigation, made with the nitric acid. 
The riding-coat, thus purified, was 
^read on my bed j ana having lain 
down under it, 1 ilept from eleven 
at night until half an hour after fix the 
next morning: I then got up, putting 
on no other clothes but the riding* 
coat, which remained in conttant con- 
ta£t with my body until eight o'clock 
that I drefled myfelf. I then went out 
with the riding-coat above my other 
clothes} I walked through the city 
during the morning, and for fome time 
very quickly in the fnn, until I was in 
a profufe fweat. I then fat down, and 
remained quiet, wrapped up in my 
riding-coat, until one o'clock, when 
I returned home. Looking upon this 
experiment made on mylelf as com¬ 
plete, I thought myfelf at liberty to 
make another, by giving this riding- 
coat to a beggar who had not been 
inFe£led with the contagion. The man 
took the coat without the fmalleft ap- 
prehenfion or hefitation, having feen 
me wear it, and knowing that 1 was an 
Officer of' Health : from that moment 
he wore it conilantly in the day, and 
made ufe of it as a covering to his 
bed at night: for twelve days follow¬ 
ing neither he nor I caught the conta- 
gion,nor fuffiered the flignteft alteration 
in our health.

D r. WILUAM BUCHAN, wliofe 
portrait we have the fatiafkdion 
of prefenting to our readers, was horn 
in the year i7s>9, at the romantic fii* 
lage of Ankruin*,in Roxborooghihiife, 


* This village is iituated on a penin* 
ftila formed hy the river Tiviot, the op> 
polite bank of whickcenfiiis of loftjjraM 
nearly perpendicular rocks of And^ofOe. 
Theie are perforated by a great nombcr 
of caverns, fuppofed to have been made 
ufe of as places of falety (or the conceal- 
ment of tne inhabitants and their efTcRs 
during fome of thofe fudden predatwy in* 
curlions which, while England and Scot* 
land continued feparate kingdoms, were 
frequent among the inhabitanta of the 
hoilile borders. Concerning thefe caves 
the Dofior ufed often toreiaie the follow, 
ang anecdofe I—-Thomson the Poet, 
who was born in that neighbourhood, 
was of a timid difpolition and fufceptible 
mind, ftrongly tinAured with the pre* 
vailing fuperAitious belief of the day con* 
cirning gnofts.

ftudy of medicine, as a branch 
of natural hiftory, is delightful to the 
young and ardent mind } and the prac> 
tice of It, as a profeQion, jbeid out a 
pt ofpe A of emplument at lealt equal to 
any thing which could be expelled 
from advanrement in the Scottifh kirk. 

Tomeduin^ and its collateial ftu« 
dies, the object of tbit memoii finally 
dedicated hit whole attention. In ho* 
tany, which about that pr> iod began to 
be lyfteroatiled by the genius of a Lin* 
StjSOS, he made verv confiderable pio* 
gmfs } and tins inteieiiing fcience con- 
einaed to afford him amufement even to 
the lateft years of his life, as often as an 
oppoitunity occutred of lecalling it to 
bis memory. 

After having pafled a period of not 
lefstban nine years at the Uiiiverhty, 
be firft fettled in praflice at Sheffield, 
|b Yorkfhire- He was foon afterwai ds 
eleAed iPhyfician to a large branch of 
the Foundling Hofpitalthen eftablifhed 
nt Ackworth. In the courfe of two 
yeqrs he reduced the annual number of 
deaths among the children from one 
half to one in fifteen ; and by the 
eftablifhmeot of due legulations for 
Ihe prefervation of health, greatly dimi* 
bifhed the previoufiy burtnenfome ex* 
penfe of medical attendance.^ 

4n this fiturttion, he derived fiom 
experience that knowledge of the com* 
plunts, and of the general treatment of 
children, which was afterwards publiib- 
thi in *( The Domeilic Medicine,'* and 
m {he ** Advice to Mothersworks 
ivbich, confidering their very general 
diffufion, have no doubt tended to ame* 
liorate the treatment of childien, nd* 
Mnfequently to improve the conditu* 
tions of the piefent generation of the 
iuhabitapts of this counS’y. 

When that inftitution was put an 
end to, in confequence of Parliament 
withdrawing their fupport from it, Di. 
Buchan returned to Edinburgh, wheie 
be became a Fellow of the Royal College 
5^ Phyfitians, and fettled in the piac* 
tice of hisgprofeflion, lelying in fome 
aaeafure oiTthe countenance and fup* 
port of the relations of the Lady he 
narrie^ who was of a i efpeflable tamily 
in th^mty. 

Ck^e death of one of the profclTurs, 
thtilbfior ofifei ed himfelf as a candidate 
p Vacant Chair. But the fyltemof 
veticieriog profelforlbips hereditaiy in

particular families, which idiout diat 
period began to be afiled upon in the 
Univeifity, a fyftem which muft even* 
tually terminate in the downfall of 
that, or indeed of any feat of learning 
wheie it is allowed to prevail, pre* 
vented bis fuccefs. 

About this period, the woik entitled 
PoMfcSTic MEDiciNe WHS firlt publilh* 
ed, with the view of laying open the 
fcience of medicine, and rendering it 
familiar to the coniprehenfion h an* 
kind in general. In this pi in he was 
encotinged by the late Dr. Giegory, 
of liberal memory, who was of opinion, 
that to render medicine generally inteU 
ligible was the only means of putting 
an end to the impoP'iires of quackeiy. 
The woik was alfo pationded by, and 
dedicated to. Sit John FRiN..r s, then 
Piefident of the Rtyal Society, .>nda 
diltant relation of the author. This 
work has had a degree of fuccefs un* 
equalled by any other medical book in 
the Eoglifh language, having pafled 
through nineteen large editions. It 
has alfo been tianflated^ into*every 
European language. On its appealing 
in Ruffian, the late Emprefs C'atliaiine 
tranfinitted to the author a lai ge and 
elegant medallion of gold, accompanied 
by a letter expieffive of her fcntiments 
of the utility of his exeitions towards 
promoting the welfare of mankind in 
geneial *. 

On the death oTFerovsson, thece. 
lebrated itinerant Leffmer on Natiiial 
Phitofophy, which took phee about the 
year 1775, he bequeathed to the Du£lor 
the whole of his apparatus. 1 hinking 
It a pity that this collection, which it 
that period was peihaps the bed this 
country could boalt of, fhould lemam 
fhut up and u'elefs, the DoOfor, with 
the afliftance o< his fon, who condu£^ed 
the experimental p3it,deliv(ied (everal 
cotirfes of leflures, dming three ytais, 
at Edinburgh, with great fuccefs, the 
theatre being always crowded with 
auditors.

aftronomy. Nothing delisted him 
more than to point ont the celeftial 
pbenomena on a fine ffarligbt even’ 
ine to any young perfon who appeared 
willing to receive information t and 
the frienddtip of the prefent highly 
refpedable Aftronomer RoyaU Dr. 
MASKEUHEt afforded him. of late, 
every facility of renovating his ac« 
quaintance with the planetary bodies, 
Wheneyqr fo inclined. 

He was poflefled of a moft retentive 
memory, which was particularly exeni. 
plified in his recollenion of the Bible, 
which in his more early years he had 
been much accuffomed to perufe with 
attention. On an appeal being made A 
him roncerning any particular text 
of fcripture, he hardly ever erred in 
civiug the very words of which it con* 
nfted, and pointing out the precife 
chapter and verfe where it was to be 
found. The fame faculty furniflied 
him with an infinite fund of amufing 
anecdotes, which he ufed to relate in a 
good-humoured and entertaining man¬ 
ner. This talent rendered his company 
much courted by private circles, and 
interfered with that aiTuiuous attention 
to bufinefs requifitetoenfure fuccefs to 
a medical prairitioner in the metropo¬ 
lis, which his popular reputation and 
pleating manners were in other rerpeAs 
well calculated to obtain. He latterly 
confined his practice to giving advice 
at home, and in that way did more bu- 
finefs than moft people acquainted with 
his habits I'uppofed. 

^ The Do6(or had a prepofTeiling exte- 
ridr, aud was of a mild, humane, and 
benevolent difpolition, which not only 
embraced all me human race, but was 
extended to the whole of the animal 
creation. Hewasbletfed with an excel¬ 
lent conftitution, never having experi¬ 
enced ficknefs till within a year of his 
deceafe, when he be^an fennbly to de¬ 
cline. The immedtate caufe of his 
death, of the approach of which he was 
fenGble, and which he met with the 
fame gentlencfs and eouanimity which 
charaaerlzed every aaion of his liYe, 
appealed ro be an accumulation of 
water in the cbett. He died in the 
feventy fixtli year of his age, and is 
bulled in the cloifters of Welfminfter 
Abbey- Tw(V children furvive him,

^AssANPRA feretells theappfoach of 
the Grecian ihips to the coaft of 
Troy. She Kprefenta herfelf as being 
an eye-witneis of thofe calamirieSf 
which the fhipa foreboded, and their 
crews thKatened. The ihips are fap- 
pofed to be advancing in a dhefl line 
towards the Trojan mose, and hiffing 
like ferpents as they roll. For the 
metaphor is taken, «s the Seholiaft re¬ 
marks, dvh TVS ifuMunrut, The worda 
9wtJfcu, oXxa(«,, isripet^svewi, are all ap- 
plicab'e to ferpents. Lycopbron 
probably recollected the ftory of Lao* 
coon and his fons. Poets, painters, 
and fiatuaries had enereifed their ta- 
Irnits on this fubje£l, long before Vir¬ 
gil defcribed it. Two immcnfe fer- 
pents had been reprefonted as rolling 
towards the ihote, and Laocoon and 
his fons were the objeds of tbiir puri 
fott. This fpedacle might have fug- 
gefted to the poet’s thoughts the fubfti* 
tutinn of ferpents for ihips. Both were 
moving on the fame element, and both 
were alike occupied in the deftruAion 
of their enemies Other poets would 
have Mined thefe ihips to wrpents, and 
given a fimile in form. Lycophron 
prefers metaphors; which, as being 
more concife, and lefs explanatory, 
were better foiled to the fpeaxer's pur- 
pofo. ‘O^iiaiw, rendered by Canter 
attraAorom, means, that which may 
be tracked: whether the track be made 
by a ploughihare, or a wheel; by the 
keel of a ibip, or the trail of a fer- 
pent, incumbent on the land or wa* 
rer. Nican^cr,in his defeription 
of the ferpent called Seps, informs us, 
that It was his cufloro to contraA his 
folds into the narroweft compafs. Not 
thbs the Afpis This ferpent, he teUs 
us, was too drowfy and indolent to 
contraA his fpire. He extended it, 
when compelled to move, to its ut* 
moil length. The track, which he

This liruc- 
ture is of a circular form, increafed by 
four fe6)ions of a circle, fo as to form a 
crdri,and ftnifhed with a dome and Ian. 
tern. It contains a well-toned organ, 
a copy of Raphael's TransHguratioii, 
and two other fcriptural pieces lately 
brought from Italy. The altar-piece 
is decorated with very cuftly orna- 
meiits, difpofed with nuich taile and 
efteef: it is chiefly compofed ot the 
richeft and moit carious marbles.' The 
front and outflde pannels of the two 
fupporters of the altar-table are of 
beautiful otiental rofe alabafler, having 
mouldings of giaUp dt Sienna: within 
the former aie two angels of bronze, in 
poftures of adoration j between them 
n a vafe, compofed of one piece of 
amber-coloured tranfparent alabafter: 
the platfoim on which the latter is

In a magnificent folio Pfaiter, made 


by order of Oeoffery, Lord Loaterell, 
laft Baton of that family, who died in 
the twenty-fifth of Edward the Firft, 
now in the poiTeflion of Mr. Weld, 
is a molt beautiful and curious illumi¬ 
nation, an accurate engraving of which 
is given by Mr. Carter in his “ Speci¬ 
mens of Ancient Sculptures and Paint¬ 
ings." It reprefents a Knight arming 
for a tournament, or Tome martial ex- 
ercife, the particulars of wbofe drefs 
are highly curious, and moft minutely 
delineated : two ladies, apparently his 
wives, aiiift him. “ As he fits on bis

which induced men to place hats in 
their proper frations, bow ftrangely 
they were ar this period jumbled out 
of them, and thrown together, as we 
have fecn them in the cricket ground, 
at a public feaif, and in other places 
wlie:e the prefervation ef order made no 
part of the bufinels of the hour. In 
youth we remember to have bcu'^ld in 
the fields, and fince in taverns, hats 
trimnicd with gold and lilver lace, 
loops .'lad buttons, &c. mingled with, 
and indeed lying under, thofe of the 
plai’nelf, the moft vulgar forms and 
coarfeft materials Thefe owed all their 
diftindion to being neiu dreffed ; at 
fiift they were only felt. 

This matter may be further ilhif- 
trated a chemical experiment. If 
you difTolve gold in aqua regia, and 
afterwards put a piece of the coarfelt 
tin into the vehicle, the gold will fink 
to the bottom, and the lolution of tin 
float in the menfiruum *. Evaporate 
this, and endeavour to incorporate 
them, they will crack and fly ; but if 
you can give to the gold a proper beat, 
it will explode like thunder, and to¬ 
tally difperfe the noxious p.artic!es of 
thf* tin.

The Nivernois hat arrived in this 
country as the harbinger of peace. 
This fafhion was inftantly adopted j 
hut, alas ! it did not continue long. 
Yet although this civU hat was dif- 
placed, it was foon after f'uccecded, 
notwithftanding the war, by another 
from the fame artificers, called the Gal¬ 
lic Cock. This, we well remember, 
was exhibited by cur military men in 
different parts of the world, to whole 
armies of Frenchmen, who were fup- 
pofed to be the belt judges of rhe 
iniprovemenrs that had been made 
upon it; but they have always de¬ 
clined either lacing or facing it, and 
have fhrunk from the examination of 
their Qwn invention. 

The life of'the round hat, or rather 
its reviv.al, forms an epoch in the hif- 
tory of thefe kind of teguments of 
confiderable iifloortance j^ialmucli as, 
ifince it has ag.iin made its ^learance, 
and been exhibited upon IiumaB 
it has baniSied every other i^cies, 
except one, which lus iirttrpe\ the 
name of a drefs hat, to the greaw^iti- 
juty of the flat tegument of this 
nomination which our ancertors ufcil 
to c.irry, chapeau bras.

Toretuiu.to our adventurer, from 
the hiftory of whofe exploits we have a 
little diverged.

whei'efQever he came; and notwitb- 
ftanding this a£l of devotion to him, 
by which he acquired hats pf different 
colours, (fome red,) enough, one would 
have thought, to have I'atisfied any 
realbnable being, be was proceeding 
to Kome, wheie an ancient pcrion 
refided, whofe predeceflbrs having 
themfclves had the fame Capital pro- 
penrity,he was perfeffly-apprized of the 
motives tbii^Vmulated him to this vifit.

In 
the middle of June a warm (tove is 
.extremely comfcu'tabl^; and in Auguft 
the cold weather begins to retuin. 
Byen in the middle of fummer the 
mornings and evenings are fenfibly 
cold, if it lain or blow j and you will 
never fee a Petcrfliui^er venture out 
without a cloak' or fuitout t almofi 
eyewvday thect are hours in which 
thofe garmenf^PIt'e by no means Aiper* 
fittous.

chefnut fiioots veiy feebly in 



the bVj^pic garden. LindAi trees, if 
wje ixltept the extenfive groves of 
Tfkrfko-Celo and Peterhof, planted by 
Peter the Ifl, are extremely rare. The 
fir, though a native of the Not th, dege¬ 
nerates, and is foon removed to make 
room for the biich-tree, which giows 
moie fpcedily, and with lefs difficulty. 
Hence gaidcns in the Englifh ftite, 
though attempted bv lome, aie never 
brought to any perfe^lion. Seipentine 
rivers and bafons of water are made 
indeed at a confiderable expenfe} but 
a variety of trees and Ihiubs are always 
wanting, and the birch-tree is by no 
means calculated to afford an agreeable 
fhade. 

As Peterfburg is built in a long, 
wide, low, mirfhy plain, its (icuation 
cxpofes it to ficquent and fu 'den in¬ 
undations, when, the courie of the 
Neva IS letaided by a continuance of 
lltoiig wf llerly winds. The molt tou- 
fiderable of thefe inundations, that has 
happened fince the building of Petei f- 
buig, was on the lotb of September 
1777 -. It was not, however, of long 
duration: in a few hours the water 
began to fubfide, and at the end of 
five or fix the liv'T had iccovered its 
former com fe. Inundations are as 
rarely produced by the ice of the Neva, 
as they are common from a fimilar 
caufe on the boiders of the rivets of 
Germany. As the courfe of the Neva 
is fhoi t, and its bed wide, the ice is in 
fmallei quantity, and not fo apt to 
accumulate. Sometimes, it is true,^ 
it lodges in large inaffes on the (hal¬ 
lows near tl)e mouth of the river: 
but there the width of the Neva is 
io confiderable, that, if it fwell the 
water, it feldom produces an inunda> 
tion. ' 

In the^'nter, wfben the ice floats 
down tki river, the bridge of the Neva 
is icijpved, and thus the communica¬ 
tion petviecn the different parts of the 
interi upt^d. For this reafon the 

- of government and colleges, 

formerly fituated in the Vafilioftrof, 
near ‘he Exchange, have been removed 
to that part of the city in which is the 
palace. The buildings they occupied 
have been * converted into 'warelioufes 
for naerchants, to whom a fpeedy com* 
munication vyith the Court is not fo 
neceffary as to the different branches 
of the adminiftrajtion.

Its view of the Neva 
is more beautiful and extenHve, whillt 
it receives the rays of the rifing fun,- 
which is a .nioft defirable Ctuation at 
Pererfburg. ' . 

The ttreets of this city, as in all low 
towns, are muddy with the leal); rain, 
and dully in dry weather, JVben the 
wind is high, vvhich is'not (infrequent, 
the duft IS iilfupportable. From the 
manner in which the bridges in the 
llreets a'e conftrufled,ithey have veiy 
little fo<idity. Stones rudely put to¬ 
gether have their interftices.filled with 
a kind of mortar, made of badly burnt 
bricks. A carriage, if it be a little 
heavy, carinot pals without-injuring 
them. Were they to ufe waggons or 
carts for the conveyance of goods, the 
bridge^s would loon be deftroyed j but 
all their heavy commodities are tranf- 
ported by water. 

The duft is not the only thing ofFen- 
five to the eyes at Peterlburg. From 
theftraightnefs of the ftreets, the rays 
of the Sun, reflected between lofty 
white houfes, which frequently give 
no lhade, are particularly iroublefoine. 
The_ whitenefs-of the fnow, and long 
continu.'ince of night, are fometimes 
Hill worle in the winter. It is fdr--. 
prifing that they have never yet thought 
of watering the ftreets in fumnier. The 
extent of the city and width of the 
ftreets would render it of fome labour, 
it is true; but the convenience of the 
canals would lefleo,it. 

The tnarfttinefs of the fa'll gives birth 
to great numbers of gnats., city 

they ar^ not,'fo nurtiferous.^u't the 
neighbourhood fwarms .withVhem;, 
tliqugh they fay, that the moi^they 
build the more they decreafe. 

Another inconvenience to ftrangers,, 
even, to thofe who Oave relided there 
fooic years, 'is. thejWater.

Ships of 
war, as foon as the<r hulls aie finifhed, 
are obliged to he lint down to Cron- 
ffadtfto oe finifhed and equipped.

In building her pleafure-houfe, the 
Emnrefs has given a powerful in.cen< 
tive to her fubjeCls to follow her exam¬ 
ple, The ground is covered with (tones 
and timber, and new edifices arife on 
every fide. It mult be owned, n}Any 
of thele buildings difplay a niagnih- 
ccnce ill fuited to the pu; poles for 
which they are deltined. One is fur- 
priTied, on examining the windows 
of a fuperb palace, to perceive them 
furnilbed , with iron bars, through 
which miferabie looking wretches are 
receiving alms, by means of a fmall 
pin fe fufpended to a (tring. The pri- 
fon is 'undoubtedly the mud beautiful 
in the world. But though we would 
not have a poor prifoner confined in 
a dungeon, fiirely it is not nece/Tary 
that he Ihould inhabit a palace in the 
principal part of the city. It is an. 
infult to raifery to make prifons and 
‘ bofpitals for the poor and Tick objects 
of fplendof without, w'hillt the (unis 
thus fquandered might be betcer em- 
ployed in alleviating the mileries of 
thofe within. 

The houfes eVeh of private peiTons 
at Peterlburg have an extent and mag¬ 
nificence, whic.h (hov%.. that govern- 
nienuhas had apart in tt.-v conftruft- 
ing them. Many of them it^s wholly 
built, and it has affifted in th«^^iilding 
a Hill greater number. Notwlt^ftand- 
ing thefe helps, many places ifjiiinaiii 
void, and in Others we meet 
li-'iiles of wood. Though they h.ive 
ber-n continually-building for many 
years, hoiife-rent incseafes inllead of 
diminifliiiig. This does hot projscd 
(b much from an augmentation of tlie 
number<6f. inliabitants, as from their 
increafing luxury^ They who once 
contented themfetvet with one or two 
rooms, mull now have whole honfes :

M.iny centuries after, 
the crufades, or holy wars, were inttrii- 
tnental in diffufing this exotic venom 
more widely over Europe} and on the 
return of the C hr iftians from thefe fran¬ 
tic expeditions, Kliazss and Avicenna, 
the two earlieft wi'iters of repute on the 
fitiall pox and meafles, became known 
and tranflated. 

Doubts and conjedftires have arifen, 
whether or not thele pelts of mankind, 
the fmall pox and meafles, wei e engen¬ 
dered in tl.e Arabian deferts.

Rhaxes and Avicenna, not- 
wlthftandiAg, treat of them as difeafes 
familiar in their time, and without any 
intimation of novelty ; the carjieft Ara¬ 
bian accounts convey no fufpicions of 
this nature j and therefore lead us to 
believe that they were much more an¬ 
cient than the epoch of Mahometnn- 
ifm. Rhazes, who entertained a pro- 
found reverence for Galen> fays,-that 
although that author left no defcrlp- 
tion of, nor regular praftice in, the 
fmail pox, yet he Aippofes that Galen 
attends to this difeafe under iho name 
of neftilential carbuncle and confluent 
inflammation t but this tnnie probably 
meant putrid fore throat and fcarlet 
fever} and phyficians are at prefent 
imiverlaily agreed, that neitlter the 
Greeks nor Romans, in their writings, 
luive taken the leaft notice of fmatl pox 
or meafles. 

We cannot but think it a inoft extft- 
ordinary circumltance, that, two (lif- 
eafes, whole infection Is fo extremely 
contagious, and elpecially that of the 
fmall pox, (the poifon of which ad¬ 
heres to clothes, linen, woollen, cot¬ 
ton, and porous materials, during a 
long time, and has in-this way been! 
conveyed to very diflant kingdoms,) 
that iueb a difeafe could have been 
circumferibed, and its ravages cun- . 
fined for feveral thoufand years to a 
fmall corner'of the globe, not divided 
by Tea from the reft of Alia, is alto- 
l^ether unaccountable. If it had dif- 
tilled its venom upon Arabia alone, 
until tho iera of Mahomet, .that king- 
<fom from the creation muft have had 
very little or no communication with 
the reft of, its neighbours; and it is 
one proof that Arabia'^nd its inhabit¬ 
ants had not undergone'r.>^y revolu¬ 
tions. The intercourfe of^Uftant na- . 
tions was then certainly rarel[kd difli-' 
cult} but whether theexiftenc^of the 
univerfe be dated Axty, or (according 
to the Cbriftian code,) only aboi^c.^^ 
thoufand years back'in antiquity, it is 
inexplicably lingular that the fmall pox 
did not much earlier And a vent from 
Arabia, and that the difeafe fhouKi,be 
altogether lao'o years unknown to P!lu- 
rope. ■ 

Dr. Mead thinks that the fmall pox 
was flrft generated in the hot climate of 
Ethiopia, and, together willi the plague, 
tranfplanted thence Acrofs the narrow 
channel of the Red Sea, into the oppo- 
ilte continent, Arabia. This is a weak 


conje6fure, anfupported by iiroo#.*r 
probability. If n had been^'|r'dflhaft' 
anciently known in Etliippfa, .which 
no one has proved, there were variOut. 
opportunities for the infeSion bade 
carried down the Nile into Nu^ik ana 
the he.art of Egypt, countries liordOfi* 
ing upon Ethiopia, and of the remoteft 
antiquity in arts and cultivation. 

Sefoflris, one of the E.jyptian Kings, 
made himfelf mafter of Ethiopia; he 
alfo conquertd P<ile!fine and Scychia- 
On the other hqnd, Saharon, one of 
the EthiopiuOi K'ng.s, i.s f.’iid to have 
conquered the latter country, and to 
have reigned over it fifty years. The 
Qjieen of, Sheba, who ctme to-vifiC 
Solomon at Jerufalern looo 'years.be¬ 
fore Chi ill, is generally thought to 
Ivive ti ivelJed from Ethiopia or Ara¬ 
bia. Cauibyfes, after fubduing Egypt, 
fent ambafladors, or rather fpi^i', Vnto 
Etliiopi.i, and with hi.<i army failed up 
confiderably beyond Thsbes. A Icfar- 
city of inovilions, it K true, obliged 
him to return ba^k withontpenetratlng 
acrofs the deferts, b’ut fys- Oonquer^ 
foine of the £)thiopi:infpfovidce.i^-ti^r-. 
deringupon Egypt.' 

When Herodotu.s 'tbe,‘Grq«^ aif 4 , 
the father of hiltory,..’made the tour 
of Egypt, he was iiifofmed tMb &veMl 
of the natives bad travelled ' into-the 
heart of Ethiopia.' ' 

That the fmall pox fhould not havc 
built over the boundaries- of Arahia' 
until the irruption of Mahomet, is 
marvellous and inexplicable. Hie 
northern Arabian Princes had waged- 
war with the Egyptians, the Perfians, 
and the Kings of Affyiia. ' CyV|t$, 
Carab^ifes, and afterwards AlexaAdec.' 
the Great, reduced feme of the^nortli- 
ern Arabian provinces to a tempbi^a- 
ry fubje^tion. ^In the reign of Au- 
guflus, and'the epoch of Chriflianlt^y, 
before CelAts wrote, and one centOiy' 
and a half befdi'e Galen, Arabia' to 
the north was fubj,e£ted to Rome. Au- 
guftus's Generals, penetrated even' inf^ 
Arabia Felix, ^and into Ethiopia. • {fn 
the fucceeding, or feednd century, the 
fleets of Trajan ravaged the coafts. oK.' 
Arabia,' bordei'ing.on the Red Sea. (ti 
this Emperor's rejgn feveral of '^he ' 
northern pf^vinew were tributary ,io 
Rome. Befides,' the Ramans, in the 
height of their glory, and-after the 
conqiieft of Egy'pt, carried on a 
fideiable trade with Arab.ia and,To<.''j 
dia. One hundred and- twentje' 
ftls failed annually down' the. Red*'Sea^-.

Let us now <lire61: our 
inquiries and refcaicites tri India. 

. Mr. Uolwell, .a gentleman of rclpcft- 
able rank and character in the Eogiifli 
' Company's fervice, and who relidcJ 
great part of his life in India, (Indol- 
fen,) bUblilhed, tome years a^o, a very 
ienfibie treatife on the praCIice of in¬ 
oculation, and the medical treatment of 
inoculated fmall pox in that country. 
It is l>elicved,’ fays be, in India, that 
, the fmall pox raged there time imme¬ 
morial}, 3 o 4 that the Brarains or Prielts 
have,'time out. of mind, pra^lifcd in¬ 
oculation. In' copfirmation of this, he 
onotes the Gentdo' cods of Kiws and 
(cripturs, which,'as they fay, has 
;beeti now promulgated at Icall 
gears by their original lawgiver Bra. 
tjlts. In this code there is a form of 
'jrayers and fervice inilituted to be 
'Offered up to the Goddefs of Spott, a- 
fuppofed female divinity. Thefe c,e- 
remonies and religious practices are 
ftill faithfully obferved during the con¬ 
tinuance of the fmall pox, niea/les, and 
otner epidemical difeafes accompanied 
with erujjitions on the fkin. Aird cer¬ 
tain it is that no people upon earth 
have^ through a revolution of ages, ad- 
lietedfo fcrupuloufly aftd uniformly to 
,.the~eftabli(hed ceremonies and inilitu- 
'^Sons of their ancient legillatoi* as the 
Eaft Indians. 

• ^ .Sttfpicions and dilHcuIties ftill ftart 
iiik'-in our progrefs to evolve this, not 

ftdjAy- curious, but interetting lubjeA, 
ypom obfeuritg. > In the hrit place, 
chronology, which depemls upon oral 
tradition, is not to be' received with¬ 
out many doubts and 'feruples. The 
Gnddeft of'Spots is alA> a vague term j 
' tite IpOfs %ight irgnify any eruptive 
qutan^s difeafe. Mr. Holwell fays', 
inoi^htion in India is a praflice, 
iOflte'orisSj^f which is too remote to be 
This like wife probably

reds upon the, imperfe/S and dubioof 
records of tradition. ^ - 

The Turks again aferihe the origin 
of the praflice to Circaflia, orte of the_ 
Afiatic provinces of Turkey, where its 
antiquity is not afeertained by any 
written memorials. Inquiry hitherto 
has been pufhed no furtlier back ; but 
perhaps it is to India that Europe is 
originally indebted tor this important 
ditcovery,’ tltrough the medium of the 
Circallians. 

None of the' Arabian physicians, 
who wrote in the ninth and tenth cen¬ 
turies, make any mention of inocula¬ 
tion. Had variolous poiibn been tranl- 
ported trom India to Arabia, the phy- 
ticlans of the latter nation could not 
have remained ignoiant ol a pr.aClice, 
according to inefian tradition, ib upi- 
verfal .and ancient, ajid attended with 
fuch happy cerifequences. At Icail, 
wc may laiily prefume that the Arabian 
wfiters would not have obferved a pro¬ 
found iltence upon inoculation, had 
they heard of its ufe in any part of the 
world. 

The quefllon therefore remains to be 
determined, whether the fmall pox and 
tncafles vrere hrft engendered in the 
climates of Arabia or India 1 or whe¬ 
ther both countries did not give birth 
to thole fcourges of the liiiman race.? 
for to derive them, from the burning 
fands of Ethiopia is mere romance. 
We know that the variolous difeafe is 
not bred in the human frame, but that 
it is propagated from one to another 
by contagion. America, neither in the 
cold nor torrid regions, bad ever known 
it until it was carried thither by Eujo- 
peans. 

SuppoHng, for a moment, that fmall 
pox and inoc^iion werojas ancient in 
India as tbeBraniins and Mrt Holwell 
alTert, are extremely puzzled to 
conceiwy'how the difeafe could have 
raged from the time of Brama, above 
2oo(^ears, without ever being heal'd 
o^ri n Euiopr, or ever crofling over 
into Feriia: tliere was no fea, nor 
obllacle 'o prevent the communications 
between the two contiguous nations j 
and the Kings of Perlia pollelfed a 
fmall portion of India.- Much of Afia, 
fays Herodotus,' was difeovered in the 
reign of Hdrius : be fent ihips, wJiich 
failed down the river Indus into the 
Indian Ocean ; and, we are alTured, col¬ 
lected a larger annual tribute from the 
different paits of India fubjetl: to the 
crown of Perlia, than of any other of 
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the twenty great fatrapies, or giwern* 
jnenta* into which he airi(j[cd nil im- 
menfti empire. Alexander afterwards 
conqaered ibme of its northern pro* 
vinces, and failed down the whole 
cour<e of the Indus with a large army. 

Let us now carry our inquiry to the 
extremity of Alia, and (earcb for fur¬ 
ther information refpefting the fmall 
pox and Tnoculation amongit a nation 
which difputes antiquity and hhrono* 
logy with the Egyptians. 

In the Lettres EdifioHtef Curifujet, 
written in the preient century, we are 
informed, by a midionary Jefuit then 
redding at Pekin, the capital of China, 
that inoculation had been praflifed 
there from about the middle only of 
the laft century. The method was,' to 
wrap up in cotton foine-of the fcabs 
which had fallen off from the vario¬ 
lous puSules, and by putting fmall 
pledgets of thefe up the noltrils} in 
that way, in the courfe of a few days, 
communiciting the artidcial difeafe. 
How ancient the difeafe itfelf is in 
China cinnot be .determined. 

In is-io the infe£l:ion was carried 
into Mexico by a negro flave of Sp.iin; 
when half of thofe infeded died of the 
diftemper. In 1588 it was carried into 
Perlia, and (till later into Paraguay; 
where it has committed fuch inexpreili- 
ble carnage among the unfeafoned na¬ 
tives, as had well nigh depopulated 
that continent. 

Europe and America were but lately 
fupplied with the only fafe and defen- 
five fliield, .worthy of divine original, 
againft this inireterate enemy. Their 
earlielt information.of inoculation, and 
its utility ii^ (urprifingly diminilhing 
the mortality of Anill pox, was from 
Emanuel Tinioni, a Greek phyfician, 
in a letter to4}r. Wool^^ard, and dated 
at Condantinople, 1713. -In 1715, in 
another epiille fioin the tl^e author 
to the Royal Society of Lo^^on, he 
fays, that forty years befoie the above 
date, inoculation bad been introduced 
into the capital of Tuikey, fiom't|go 
of the Afiatic provinces . bordering on 
the Cafpian Sea, Circalha and Georgia. 
Kennedy, an Englilh futgeon, an eye- 
witnefs of the fuceefs of inoculation 
in Turkey, pubjilhed, the fame year, 
fome obiervations on thefuhjeft. Pyla- 
rini's account of inoculation at Con- 
fiantinople,- where he then ptaftifed 
medicine, was pubhflied at Venice, 
171J; in which year leveral thoufands 
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were, inoculated in the TurfeiA capithl., 
In Greece, and the adjacent j/letid of* 
Candia, it bad been a prhfifce duriti^^' 
one or two centuries earlier. . At Bg^pts 
Tripoli, Tunis, Algiers, and others 
rovinces of Africa fubjeff rO..Tttit« 
ey, it was. likewt.ie known, hatt^ 
extended fo far fouth on the Africha. 
continent as the river Senegal. Pro- 
. bably the pradlice was firft carried to- 
tho^ countries by the provincial foi- 
diers fent from Circaflia to .the remotd 
garrifons. 

Befides the feeprity afforded by in* 
Oculatlon, we learn that the Circamant 
and Georgians Were induced to-tbia 
praAice by an additional and powerful 
motive, avarice, in order to preferve 
the beauty of their female children, 
and to fell them at higher prices tO' 
the rich Turks and Perfians as mil^' 
trelTes. The variolous matter they 
transferred by a fmall fcratch made- 
in different parts of the body with 
a needle, whofe point had been pre» 
vioutly dipped into a ripe pulfule, or 
into a nut-fhell full of variolous in— 
feOlion. 

In 1717, Lady Mary Wortley Mdnf>., 
tagit, the elegant letter writer, and!' 
wife to the Englilh Ambalfador 
Conllantinople, bad her Ion inoculated- 
in that capital, by Maitland, an Englidi 
furgeon. • • 

The Latin letters of Tiifioni- were 
read by the learned in England 3 but 
were ftippofed to recommend'rather 
an ingenious method of propagating 
infe6>ion than the of relfrain- 

ing its violence. But Dr. Cotton Ma¬ 
ther, of Bufion, in New Englandi 
thought more of them. During .the 
prevaipnee of the fmall pox in.that m^. 
tropolis in the year.17x1, he tranflated 
levelal paragraphs h'om thefe letters, 
fent them to the phyflcians in the neigh.. 
bourhood, and humanely reqiielwd 
their attention to acircumitance which 
feemed to promise an alteration of the 
raging and extremely fatal diltemper. 
No pne had fufficient fortitude to carry 
it into execution but Dr. Boylftou. . 
He began the pra^lcein htsown family, 
and inoculated fome of his chiidrea . 
and fervants. - The experiment fue- 
ceeded happily, and realized his hopes. 
Not with ftapdi'ng the oppofrtioh made 
againit bun, and the mode of tranf- 
ferring the difeafe, he had an oppor¬ 
tunity afterwards to enlarge the prac^ 
eice, and inoculated in Boflon, and the. 

. iveighbouriAg 
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neighboMring to.«n^ two hu^redand 
fortpr-feven peffonstbe fame y^ar, and 
beginning of the next; tbtrty-nine 
wei'e inocvlated. by Dr. Raby and 
'Thomp^ .-in, ' Roxbuiy and Cam* 
bfidge»'in .‘the whole amounting to 
,tw<>‘Khttndr(ld and eighty-fix, of which 
, iramber.no more than fix died. This 
demonftrated tlie utility of the prac* 
tioa beyond difpute, and tended to in- 
ti'odnce it into Europe alfo *. 

In lyaf, Dr. Mead and Mr. Mait- 
! land made the experinient upon feven 
condemned criminals in Newgate, all 
of whom by that means obtained a 
‘ pardon from the King, and reco- 
‘Veredf. 

On Lady 'Mont^u’s rettirn to Eng¬ 
land in lyaa, her young daughter was 
inoculated by a Aight incifion on each 
arm. (Timoni had fiibllituted this Am¬ 
ple method of conveying the artificial 
difeafe.) A few'months after the Prin- 
cefs. Royal, and fome others of the 
Royal Family, were inoculated. 

Fears and ftrOng prejudices almoA 
lutiverially prevailed again ft a pradice 
■ fO“ novel. ■ Several pnyficians wrote 
agaiaft it. They, condemned it as a 
hazardous experiment, as tending to 
multiply infeinon, and, as they agreed, 
.the number of deaths'. They affo al- 
.ledged, that- in the final! portion of 
' variolous poifon, inveterate hereditary 
dtftafes migiit be communicated. Ma- 
nijC divines and fooliAi bigots, infiamed 
- with a mi^ftaken zeal, preached againft 
the pra£tice as impious, and an infult 
to the divine decrees; they exclaimed, 
that it bore a ftronger rel'emblance to 
ipagic than to phyhc ; and, to crown 
uiis fiery rhapfody, that the de^l had 
inoculated Job. Others, with ignorant 
dfrontery, aAerted, that it would not 
.prevent the attack oftthe natural dif- 
A variety of objections and falf- 
hoods were invented to depreciate this 
‘.important difcovery. In 17*3 a cotifi- 
' .^erable mortality happened in London 
.byjfmall pox', which, the opponents 
. aferibed to inoculation ; but Dr. Ju- 
Min* Its/ottering patron, proved that 
the.mortality by this dileafe was in 
January and February, ar,d that no 
. wfon was inoculated before th'e *7th 
w-Marcb, .aiid then a very fmall

number. ,^he feverity of this natu¬ 
ral epidemic notwithftanding contri¬ 
buted, with the caufes before naen- 
tioned, to increafe the public difguft 
in England, and bring inoculation 
there into diferedit. In' 1738 it was 
revived again in England and Ame¬ 
rica. Of two tboufand inoculated in 
the former place in the counties of Sufi 
fex'and HampAiire, but two died. 
Middleton inoculated eight hundred, 
and loft blit one. Other inoculators 
loft but one out of three and |bur 
hundred. Ranby inoculated 1000, and 
without one blank. Of 1000 inocu¬ 
lated at all ages, in one province in 
North America, Sot,ill Carolina, and 
in the moft unfavourable feafon, dur¬ 
ing the fultry heats of June, July, and 
Auguft, but eight died. 

In the iAand of St. Kilt’s, in the 
'Weft Indies, of 300 negroes inoculated 
not one died. 

In 1746 a fmall charitable hofpital 
was erected at Pancras, in the environs 
of London, for the double purpofe of 
inoculation, and to receive, during 
their ficknefs, perfons of indigent cir- 
cumftances who Aiould be feized with 
natural fmall pox. Of 1800 inoculated 
in this hofpital in the courfe of feveral 
years, but eight died. And, at another 
period, of 496 but one was loft. In 
17^9 the numbers inoculated-at Pan- 
eras were 593,and many of thofeadults, 
yet but one died *. 

In 1748 inoculation was introduced 
into Amtterdam by Dr. Fronchin, who 
began the experiments upon his own 
fon ; and before 1754 it was adopted in 
feveral other towns in 

In 1754 a malignant finall pox was 
committing fe^^ravages in the eceJe- 
fiartical Aate ot’^y ; andin this alai m- 
ing extrejytty..' feveral mothers, trem¬ 
bling aufne Impending dcttru£tion of 
their wnole family from the uncommon 
mortaUty of the natural epidemic, in- 
ocuJs/ted their children when Aeeping, 
sffid with the defired fuccels. - 

At Leghorn, where fotne EngliOi 
families were fettled, it had been a few 
ye.irs earlier in ufe.

^uet, a foe to all modern innovations 
in medicine, and an impetuous parti¬ 
san, declaied his dtfapprob>tion. The 
royal cenfar, or reviewer, alio ftamped 
this conceited tralli of Hecquet’s witli 
the Teal of authoritative ignorance, and 
conlpired with him in the condemna¬ 
tion of inoculation. Jurin's eflays wee 
not tranflated nor publilbed in Pans 
before 1725, and then they were accom¬ 
panied with the comments and invec- 
lives of his fiery opponent, the noto¬ 
rious Wagifaaf. From 1724 until 1752 
no perfon in the medical profeilion 
in France wrote upon inoculation. 
Throughout that long period it flept 
in profound oblivion, when the Kng- 
llfh publications and Enlarged expe¬ 
rience of inoculacors were revived, and 
expofed to view as lecommendations 
of the pra6fice. And in 1754 the pub¬ 
lic attention was fdither awakened by 
M. Condimine's excellent papers read 
before the Academy of Sciences in 
vindication of inoculation. In 1755 
and 6, a few of the Nobility were 
inoculated^ at P^^is. Numerous pens 
in tha^ kingdom were then waging 
war in defence and pr^rription of this 
novel experiment. Areheend of four 
years M. Condamine coui'} collet a lift 
of aooperfons only inoculated through¬ 
out all parts of France. So precarious 
was its eftabllfhmcnt for mahji years, 
that at one time inoculation was inter- 
diffed in Paris by an order of the Par¬ 
liament, and was tolerated only in the 
iubuibs. • 

In I 7 SS Mr. Shultz returned t6 
Stockholm from London, where be 
had been fent by order of the Swedifh 
Court to inquire into the Aiccefs and 
mode of inoculation, particularly at 
the inoculating horpital; and in that 


pRANcis Blackbusne was born at 
^ Richmond, in Yorkfhire, June 9, 
1705. At the age of fevenieen he was 
admitted Penfioner of Catherine Hall, 
Cambridge.

' , and on the'7th of Anguft, 1787, he 
clofed/a'long and-highly important 
and uf^Ful feene of (tudious, regular, 
and-rdigtous life, with the fentiments 
of the amiable Erafmus and the benevo¬ 
lent. Jortin, have had enough of 
overy thing In this world,” without 
a groan) and as he fat in his chair, 
he literally fell adeep, in the humble 
2>ope of a blelTed refurre£lion to a 
better world. It was but a very few 
weeks before his death that he attend¬ 
ed, as Archdeacon, his tbirty-eighth 
annual viftation in Cleveland y for 
which purpote be had prepared a 
■ xharge grounded on the words of 
Timothy—” To preach the word—to be 
■ iiiflarit in fi^out (Sc" This charge was 
delivered for him by his elded /bn, 
and tfas heard with all the attention 
and reTpe^ which venerable years, and 
ah ufeful and indefatigable life fpent in 
the caufe of virtue, naturally infpire. 

. ^ It appeals that Mr. Blackburne, who 
di/approved of many things in the doc¬ 
trine and difeipline of the Church of 
England, 9nd whofe income, as a bene, 
deed Clergyman, never exceeded the 
fum of 150I. per annum, neverthelefs 
refuled,' from principle^ a fituation 
among the didenters. 

• t **' Thus, then,” lays his biographer, 
i.**‘the offer of a ftation of the firft emi- 
nenco and celebrity among the non- 
conformifts, with a revenue of at lead 
400!* a-year, was reje£ied by a man, 
who, at all times, held out the right 
hand of fellow/hip to a Protedant dif- 
ienter, and who, in the fituation pro- 

f iofedi would certainly have been re- 
ieved from fome grievances in the ex- 
erctfe of his Chridisfh liberty, which 
the national edabli/hment impofed up¬ 
on him. And fucb, Uient was the pure 
.and difinterefted attachment of Arch¬ 
deacon Blackburne to the Church of 
.England ; fuch his affefiionate and pe¬ 
culiar zeal for her bed intereds; and 
' fuch his claim to be ranked with the 
ibod.- faithful of her fervants, if ibe 
be defirous to become more and more 
what (he affe6U to be thought, a go/pel 
inditution edabli/hed by law for the 
edification of a.Chridiap people.” 

Mr. Bl;;ckburne*8 attachment to the 
princtplei of civil and religious liberty, 
es it commenced at a veiiy early age, lb 
it continued tg the very lated period of 


his lifeiiinabated on every boned tscea.- 
fion which he could embrace of ferving 
that cattle, either by his pen or by his 
perfonal influence. His own account, 
in his .Memoirs, of the' rife of that at- 
Mchraent we have been happy enough 
to iliuftrate'by fome curious anecdotes 
from his private letters, which cer¬ 
tainly prefent, as it hath been well re¬ 
marked, a driking inftance of theeffeA 
of Angle circumdances in fornetimes 
givinga direfiiou to the whole of future 
life. 

Some of Mr. B!ackburne*s more pe¬ 
culiar and charafieriitic opinions as a 
divine, we are inclined to believe, may 
be traced to his early intimacy and cor- 
refpondence with tih learned and ex¬ 
cellent friend Edmund Law. With the 
tranllator of Archbifhop King's Effay 
on the Oi igin of Evil, he had learned 
to rejeft Dr, Clark’s Theory of the 
Eternal Relations and Fitneffes of 
Things ; and along with that his de- 
mondration a priori of the moral'attri- 
butes of God. The inquiries arifing 
from fpeculations like tbefe, Mr. 
Blackburne appears at one time to 
have purfued with the mod ferious 
and diligent application of all the 
powers of his mind; and the convic¬ 
tion refulting from the whole we And 
thus expreffed in his own drong lan¬ 
guage, in a letter to a friend t ” It is 
impoinble there (hould be any religion 
in the world without poAtive declara¬ 
tions of the divine will, and a 61 ;nal in¬ 
formation, by prophecy er otherwife, 
concerning the divine nature and per- 
feftions.” 

The general doftrine of Dr. Law’s 
celebrated Appendix on the Meaning 
of the Term Soul, and on the State 
of Death defc-ibed in the Scriptures, 
Mr. B. had ‘Ibertainly adopted feveral 
years that Appendix appeared. 

But'it K^equally certain, that lor many 
years dfter his firft fettl'ement at Rich¬ 
mond, he had held a regular cor- 
refpondence, as well as enjoyed fre¬ 
quent opportunities of converlation, 
with Dr. Law, on that and other to¬ 
pics of .eligious concern. 

The real importance of the contro- 
verfy on the deep of the foul, and the 
funporc which the unfcriptural no. 
tions of ks natural immortality and 
feparate extftence after death afford 
to deifm and popery, Mr. Blackburne 
has very ably ihown in the prefatoiy 
difeoUrfe to his hiftorical view. Th.it 
difeourfe, indeed, is wiitten in fuch 

an 
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an anjinateH ftrain 0/ arguoacnt^ and 
exliibits fuch a forcible plea, for the 
freedom of religious inquiry^ as benefi¬ 
cial to the interetts of trbth in other 
departments of literature and fcience, 
that whoever wi/hes to appreciate the 
uie and importance of tlicofogical con- 
troverfy in general, as well as of the 
p.articular coiitroverfy occalioncd- by 
Dr. Law’s Appendix, will find hiin- 
(elf amply rewarded for the time and 
attention bellowed on the perufal of 
that very inllru6iive and entertaining 
elTiy. 

Without ever taking art aflive part 
in the dirtuites which in his time agi. 
tateci,andaie ftill .agitating, the Church 
of England, on the article of Predelli- 
nation, it is certain that Mr. 6. was, 
in the general fentiments of his creed, 
what be mor e than once declared liini- 
felf to be, a moderate Calvini.il j and 
his writings place it beyond a doubt, 
that he belteved himfelf 10 much more 
a Proteftant for being fo. H'S Calvin- 
ifm, however, was of the targell and 
molt liberal call. This w’ill be eafrly 
underflood from what lie thought of 
the great work of David Hartley on 
Mm—‘‘ a book,” writes Mr. B. to a 
friend, in 1750, “ to which, if I am 
not exceedingly milhken, Chriftianity 
is, or will be, more beholden than fo 
all the books beltdes of the two lafl 
centuries. But he has joined neceflity 
and religion together.—What of that .> 
Afk the Church of England in her 
Articles.” 

While engaged in the controverlial 
field, .and maintaining what he believed 
to be the caufc of truth and liberty, 
Mr. Blackburne, like his admired Lu¬ 
ther, purfued hi? adverfaiy often with 
vehemence, and forn^times with afpe- 
rity of attaeJk.- and w. '-n either rank 
Of eminence in tlie objei 51 ^t his ani- 
madverfions was likely to !^|1 a fane- 
tion to prejudice and fir peril.'‘Jon, or 
to give an impoling air to the en¬ 
croachments of human authority in 
matters of religion, no writer e‘;^r 
more intrepidly encountered odium, 
by expoling error and bigotry if it 
were even found, where many good 
and gentle nati^res will hardly alaow 
it to be looked for, under the lawn 
and the mitre. Yet, doubllefs, in the 
execution of fo critical an oflice, the 
molt acute and honell judgment might 
at times fail in difeernment, or cany 
feverity too far. To fay, therefore, 
that Mr. BLickburne never pafled an 


unjufi cenfure, harboq«e 4 .sili 
worthy difiike at a polemiev 
to fuppofe that he was jrtthe 

molt difiicult of all tafks--the at 
inquiring into the juftnrtft'^^f argu.. 
ment, the integrity of motives, and thd- 
rectitude of conduft of other men lito 
himfelf. ‘ 

Of all this, in his tail year*, efpeci- 
ally when he had retired from the buifi- 
nefs of controverfy, and looked back on 
the feene wh cli he had quitted for ever, 
Mr. Blackburne was duly fenfible { and 
pne day, a few wgeks before his deatbji 
qpnverr>ng with a Lady then refident 
at Richmond, one of the molt amiable 
and excellent of her lex, be acknow. 
ledgrd, with great' earneftnefs, that 
ibme things which he had written and 
publilhed in the coutle of his K£e be 
was alraid might have been too warjnljr 
or too haftily advanced. Yet nO'Icho- 
lar, perhaps, was ever more indaflrioiif 
and indefatigable in the invelligation 
both of fa^ls and of arguments, Or 
precipitate in deliver ing his rel^archea 
to the public, than Archdeacon Black- 
buriie. 

Nor did mere difference of opinion, 
even on points 'of the highefi political 
and religious confequence, or on fpe« 
culative topics, where years offtudy 
had endeared convidion to him, Ope> 
rate as a bar to his approbation of the 
medts of his opponent; and he readily 
acknowIed[,ed, and adrnired, literary 
talent artd fcriptural knowledge, ,or 
cle:rr .and able enforcements of the 
truths and* obligations of religion, as 
well as perlbnat virtue and emineHC 
pieiy, in thofe from whom other wife' 
he dilFercd widely,' and whom, with 
no lii^Je eagernefs, he had fomctiinet 
oppofed. 

Mr. Bi.ickburne’s cordial and elo¬ 
quent complin^nt to the memory of 
Jortin, to. whom, belides fume fpecific 
di/agreements, he was nearly .isdilHmU 
lar in general charaders a.s Luther tO' 
Erafmus, has been more than once re¬ 
peated. His amarmenfis telilfies the 
genuine fatisfaclion which the te.Hling 
of Dr-. Johufim’s Prayers and Medita¬ 
tions appeired to afl'oi'd his venerable 
fi lend } and he well remembers with 
what delight Mr. Blackburne liftened 
to the fermons of Bifliop Sherlock, 
which he had doubtlefs often himfelf 
perufed before 5 and with what frank- 
nefs of heart he wifbed that it had been 
in his power to be equally ufefiil ase 
p: cachcr of the doiRrincs of Chrillianity.

1’NquiRiNC. with myfelf wherein true 
beauty confifts, and how it maj be 
attained, the belt account I could find 
for ic was true virtue. I know this 
will appear flrange to fome ; but I am 
not here to enter into mrtaphvfical dif- 
piitcs or criticifms on other people ; I 
appeal to nature, and ihall pioceed to 
deliver iny opinion. 

When all the faculties of the foul 
haiinuniotifly confpire in their fevetal 
Operations in due proportion to their 
nature, without jarring and interrupt¬ 
ing one another, then the mind is 
ferene, and the perfon is viituous and 
happy. The ourwaid foim, like an 
initrmnent tuned in concord, prefents 
to the eye an iin.age of tliis internal 
h.armony. Tiie face never is a f.dle 
glafs, but through aitihce and bad ha¬ 
bits. 

What is it in external forms tint ex¬ 
cites in us the iilea of beauty, but the 
harmony and delicate pioi>ortions ob- 
ferved in the arrangement of certain 
particles of matter ? But as the foul 
arranges .and moves all matter, thofe 
harmonies and delicacies of proportion 
never could t.aka place under the influ¬ 
ence of an unliarnionious mind. 

How amiable aie the cliaia^lcrs of 
children ! and there are few of them 
come fo far of age as to have their 
features dilfintlly marked but who 
appear pretty ; and yet gr.ulually as 
they grow up, we often (ee their inuf- 
cles convulfcd by pafiions ; their fea¬ 
tures turn coarler and Itronger j and 
tlien their beauty flies.^ 

There is a grc.tt ded of beauty owing 
to the happinefs of birth ; as, vir exam¬ 
ple, whei e the f.ither anti mother have 
been well alTortedand lived a temperate 
life, in peace and mutual love; in fuch 
a cafe, the children are frefh and vi-^ 
gorous, yet the flow of their blood and 
animal fpirits is not irregular ; they 
naturally are more difpofed to a life of 
tranquillity and virtue, which, as ^t 
does not ruffle the mind, the face, its 
image, is more ferene. 

I would make allowances for the 
fmall pox and other accidents of fick- 
nels, or the cares and diilrelTes of life, 
that imprint them'elves upon the face. 
Some of thefe rather conflitn than con* 


tradi^l our theory; and at any rate 
they are like whirlwinds, inundations, 
earthquakes, and oihcr extiaordinary 
calamities, a^ainft which no provifion 
can be made in the ordinaly coiirfe of 
human affairs. There are, however, 
many dillrefles which impair beauty, 
for which people have themielves to 
blame, fuch as the hylteric difcaJe. 
'I'his indeed cliicflv arifes from fome 
unfortunate accider' or (hock to the 
tender female conffiturion ; bur fre¬ 
quently aifo fi'om flotti and idienefs, 
and a romantic emagination, where 
there has been no ufetul buhnefs to 
keep the mind employed, and proper 
exertife for the health of the Oody. 
The laws of nature are inflexible j the 
tranfgieflion of them always proves its 
own punilhment. 

Reading books of extravagant poetry 
laifes correfponding tumults in the 
mind, as they paint ail the pafiions 
immoderate. Tragedies, fuel) as they 
frequently are, books of romantic love, 
and, which is fifty times worf'e, books 
of romantic intrigues, all tend to dii- 
tiirb the bread of the tender fail-one.

It is the hardeft tafk in the world to 
form the heart to goodnefs; an early 
and prudent application to the tende.r 
minds bids faired for fiiccefs; but that 
caie mud be pcpetual, and you mutt 
keep from them every thing that would 
couiiteracT: your gooil defigns. Your 
own ex iyiple fhoubl be extremely exaft 
and regular. Nothing inoie becomes 
the human kind than piet\, and no¬ 
thing is a better alillKint and a gua’ dian 
to viitiie. Your ici vantsfhould becho- 
feii with the greated care j you would 
fcriiple to trud them with your purle, 
and you daily trull them with a fre.s- 
fure infinitely ir. > e valuable, the form¬ 
ing of tlie ci. nailers and inclinations 
of your children. Join to thefe a con- 
ftant employment in fome ufefiil bu- 
finefs, and modeiation in diet and la 
fleep. 

1 may obftrvc here, that fome parents 
hurt thtir cliildien by unreafonabic 
.and unbounded indulgence ) otheis by 
too much harfhne's and feverity. Whar- 
ever wrong cad is given to the mind 
by erroneous education, or other .acci¬ 
dents. 
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dents, the face receives the impieilinn 
of it, an wax does fronuHe feal. 

Accoi din^ to the dift'erent charaftcrs 
and complexions of people, the wife and 
good author of N »’ure has conUitutcd 
various kinds of heai'ty, which itrike 
various conefpotiding taltrs. As there 
is icaice a < omplcxioti of mind, hut 
what, under proper refttiilions jnd 
curpe^livcs, you will find agieeahlej 
there Items, in like m.innti, Icircrly a 
CO *;plexii)n of fare winch will not Ifrike 
and pleute lo,ne particular tallc ; it I lie 
inwaid foini of mind is found and 
good, and wheic thofe featuies were 
prelcrvcd frelh in that economy an<l 
arrangement in which thev aie oiigi- 
nallv placed, heanty is ditfufrd over 
all the univcrfc with imhonnded muni¬ 
ficence, and diverfified innumerable 
ways : and you will i.itely oblerve any 
gieat riefert of beauiy which is not 
owing to perverfion of the economy of 
natnir, thrfugh thf’ '■lidc, rdfetfation, 
and othei follies of mankind. 

How plealiiig does the coitntenance 
appeit when the mind is cheei ful and 
ferene ! and how fi ightful when rufllcd 
by ih.^ llornis of palHon ! A learned 
anatoniilt has delcribcd what inufcles 
of the fare arc convuWed by different 
paflions, to which we refer. But there 
would be no end to the arguments and 
examples that might be given to prove 
that beauty is iulcpar.ible from viitue. 

I dare lay there are few who cannot re¬ 
call to tiieir memory (cveral living in- 
(tances of this. J fiiall only uu niion 
the amiable Lucinda ; evuy one who 
iaw Jiei loved her; prudence', fwecl- 
nefs, modelly, fiiore fortJi in her beha¬ 
viour; in private life fhe was always 
bufy' in fomc iifefnloi elegant employ¬ 
ment, and left no idle time for tunuil- 
tuotis paffions fc; piey upon herviigin 
beauty. Happy was tlic man who inaile 
her his wife ! happy Vhe chilelien who 
call her meulier ! 

Even old j>eople of worthy charac¬ 
ters have in their appca'ance lomethiug 
that ftrikes ami plcii r you, though 
you are unaceii],unted with them, on 
iiccouiil of that decency ami dignity 
of manners which virtue ami goednefs 
infpire. It may be objt ifcd, that we 
often fee very beautiful perfons ex¬ 
tremely wirktd; but I .afk, whether 
or not thofe ve-^y features would appear 
incumpanbly more beautiful if the 
pcifbn had been good ? I afk, whether 
or not we feel moie than ordinary pain 
in feeing fuch iorms ? rhis p.iin arifes 


from obferving an rfTociation of con¬ 
trarieties. We imagine that here na* 
ture intended a beautiful mind and 
elegant form, but they arc both per¬ 
verted. 

We have faid, it is the h.ardeft t.afk in 
the world to form the heart tc goodntfs, 
and perh.ips it is Hill harder to perfe- 
vere in thofe p.aths, on acuuint of the 
temptations of life, and the frailty of 
human nature. Hence arife many ex¬ 
ceptions to the geneial theoi), though 
they tan never contradi£f the manifclt 
indic.itioiis of the oiigin.tl good inten¬ 
tions of natuie in iliole apparently 
beauteous forms, where vice and wick- 
ednefs, like robbers or wild beads, have 
dedroyed the original inhabitants, and 
taken pofreffion of ^he dwelling by vio¬ 
lence. 

But tliefe falfe appearanc-s of beauty 
do not impofe on every one. ’Tlyfl'es 
found out Ciefidia’s charattei :ir the 
fird light. Fie, fie upon her, there’s 
langu.age in her eye, her cheek, her 
lip ; nay, her foot Ipeaks, her wanton 
fpiiits look out at eveiy joint and mo¬ 
tion of her body, &c. Such alfo are 
the unfurtun.ate wretches of common 
fame, loft to the fenle of inodcity and 
viituc; like the Medula fabled by the 
poets of old, who had been once ex¬ 
tremely beautiful, but after Ihe w.is 
delwuched, there grew fnakes in her 
hair, and flie turned every one who 
looked upon her into ftone. 

Frc.m fuch examples we may fee the 
divine beauty and foice of viitue ; and 
how much the young and innocent 
fair one fliuuld be on her guard .againll 
the In-ires of life, for the l.ake ot her 
honoui, and lor the kike of her beauty. 
Thne is a certain degree of refeive and 
fcveiity of manners neceffary to repel 
tlieiudeand ir .pertinent, led the in¬ 
cautious innocent fhouhi flutter round 
the danjf^erous flame, and burn her 
wings and perifb. Hence the goddefs 
of wifdoin is fabled to have worn the 
Medufa'shead upon her fliield, and by 
the afpe£l of it confounded every one 
'who dared to adault her virtue; and 
even though young people fhoiild hap¬ 
pily efcape the greatelt calamity, yet a 
tafte fo, gallantry, coquetry, and in¬ 
trigue, fpoils the genuine charms of 
bf.uily, and withers it before its time; 
betides th.at it diminilhes the happy 
joys and confidence of mutual love, the 
grc.ated joy of life. 

On the other hand, let thefe things 
teach the men to beware of counter¬ 
feits,

Tt has been reprefented to Parliament, 
* that many of the inhabitants ot the 
more crowded parrs of the metropolis 
fufFer very feverely under infectious 
fever:—that, upon an average of feve- 
ral years back, above three thoufand 
perfons have annually oeriHied by this 
dileafe w'thin the Bills of Mortality: 
—that in many j aitsthe habitations of 
the poor are never fiee from the febrile 
infedlion ; there being ”ot only courts 
and alleys, but fome public bail«lings. 
In which it has continued tor unwaids 
of thir‘y yea*s pal: — and tnar, by 
means of the conltanr and unavoidable 
communicaiion which exilts between 
the different claiks of in' ibitants of 
the netropolis, and betwo-.n the inetio. 
poll, and the ot’icr parts of the kbig- 
doin, tills dieadhil diilafe has fretjuenr- 
ly been communicated from the Lon¬ 
don poor 10 counv.y places, and to 
fome of the more opulent families in 
the metronoli.-., with the molt fatal and 
lamentable rirects. 

Thele allegations have been edab- 
lifhed by evidence before a Cominirtce 
of the Huufe ot Commons ami the 
examples of M^Dt-'heif^r, Waterford, 
and level al other populous places, have 
been referrerl to, where, by v proper 
fyffera of medical attention, ilte pro- 
grels of this dileafe has been checked 
and prevented. In confetjuence of an 
addrefs of the Houfe of Commons, the^ 
fum of 3000!., in addition to a limilar 
fum now raifing by private fnblerip- 
tion, has been enti iilled to the under- 
ligned, as a Scle6l Committee ol tUe 
Society for preventing the fpreading of 
contagious and malignant fevers in the 
nieti upolis. 

The Select Committee is anxious to 
make an eai ly ami beneficial application 
of tliefe funds to the attainment of the 
piopolcd objccf j not merely by giving 


firfi importance, that a careful iiivelti- 
gatiun fhould be mi'1 ie<peiLling tliofe 
parts of the metropolis in which the 
febrile infection is liippolrd to hive 
remained nneorrerfted; in ordei. that 
the tracts and veltigts of the evil .1 'j 
be removed, by wliite-waifiin'' .le 
apartments with hot lime, and 'y 
cleanfing the bedding, clothing, and 
furnitiii e. 

The tiial of this remedy for latent 
infeOifion has been rrcpiitly and fuc- 
cel'sfully made by the London hVver 
Inlfitution, 111 the initance of a court 
in Griv’s-iiin-Iant, whete the infec¬ 
tious (ever had cool inn - I for a feries 
ofyeii s. With conlrderable ittention, 
and at a niodeiate expeiik, the apaiC- 
nients, <u liruie, &c have been fo 
clt.mfed and pniihed, r.s to leave no 
apprehenf'Oii of the iniev.a! of the 
dileafe in tliat place, except from ex- 
tein.d cau(cs. It is the wilh and hope 
of the Coniiuittcc to t xiend this exam- 
pie to every part ot liie metropolis, 
wliere it can be ot u(e; 11. ; it is fub- 
initted, tli.it in evtiy iidt.i :re in which 
fiicli :i emedy ni.«ll hepiopcily applied, 
the ciangei 10 which rlie inhabitants of 
the meiiopolis may be fiibjciilrd by this 
infeifioiis difcall- will be propoi tionably 
diminifbcd. 

Another delirabic objedf of I he Com- 
miriee will be to f um, in conjiintfion 
with the parifhcs in the Bills of Mor¬ 
tality, iucli a p.i'ocliial plan for pre¬ 
venting the introduction of infectious 
fever within their refoeCfive iimits as 
m.iy hei rafter beadri]iiate to the ohji-ft 
of pi eventing the renewal and iireva- 
lence of f’ebnle iiiledfion in the metro- 
poli.s, without any furiher call for par¬ 
liamentary aid. 

With thrl'e views, the Committee 
folicits adill.ince and in'oi niatioii, for 
the attain.iieiU of an objett which is 
important, not onit' to a'l clafl'es of 
perfons in the metropolis, but to the 
country at l.irge. 'I'ne c icloled que¬ 
ries will (how the nitiire of the in¬ 
formation, to which we reqiielf your 
early attentionj liopiiig that, by a 
ipeedy unlwer, you will favour the

Shakspeare. 

To the Editor. 

SIR, 

N the late voluminous edition of the 
works of our immortal Bard, it was 
furely reafonable to hope, that though 
every doubted paffage fhoiild not be 
reflored or explained, none would be 
left unamended or u n ill u It rated, by 
fuch alTillance, at lead, as might be 
found within the fphere of* ordinary 
reading. Give me leave to mention 
concifely, in this and a luture letter, 
a few inftanccs in Which this hope has 
been defeated. 

The edition is dated 1S03. On the 
nth of December, iSoo, a letter from 
Robert Smith, Efq. to the Rev. John 
Brand was read to the Antiquarian So¬ 
ciety, upon the true import of the word 
Cimmal, which the writer was enabled 
to illufirate by a Cimmal Ring, then 
lately difeovered, and upon the advan- 
•■ge with which that word might be 
adopted into a paffage of the Midsummer 
Flight's Dream, to which hitherto no 
fansfaCfory meaning had been afiigned. 
The text in the prefent, as in the for- 
in 9 r editions, Itands thus 


** Helena. —— -So metfainlcs.

Wai burton, obferving that this Is 
the immediate reply to 
** Methinks 1 fee thefe things with parted 
eye 

When every thing feems dsuble," 
propofes to read, inftead of “ jewel,” 
Gtmelly from Gemellus a twin, which 
emendation Dr. Jolmfon fiys “ is inge¬ 
nious enough to deferve to be true.” 
Thus far the Ten Volume Edition. In 
that of Tw^w/y-Owe Volumes there aie 
added notes by Dr. Farmer and Mr. 
Steevens, which fhow fatisfaCforily 
enough, that, in the age of Shaklpeare, 
Gtmell had the (enfe attributed to it by 
Wat burton, as ;‘’e Englifh fynonime 
for Gemellus, but do not otherwife 
julfify the ufe of it here, rherc is alfo 
one by Mr. Malone to fay, tli.it jewel 
may be the true reading, becaiile a per- 
fon who finds a jewel by accident may 
call it his own and not his own! Here the 
topic is difinilfed, without one word to 
record that any other leadmg had ever 
been offered, though the paper con¬ 
taining the new fuggeition had been 
publicly read to a learned Society two 
years before the appearance of this 
edition, and was fince printed by their 
order. 

The reafons of the writer in the 
Archarologia for propofiiig to read Cim- 
mal, ratlicr than Jewel, or Gemell, weie 
chiefly fhown by his defeription of what 
a Cimmal Ring is. This, it leems, is 
conitruCled of double hoops, playing 
one within another, fo that it may 
either remain like the two links of a 
chain, or be formed into one ring, with 
two ornamental hands clafping each 
ocher, as a crown to the whole. Such 
a ring, from a^dmple love token, was at 
length converted into the more ferious 
“ Jponfaliorum annulus," or ring of alli¬ 
ance, The lover putting his finger 
through one of the hoops and his mif- 
tiefs her's through the other were thus 
fynibolically yoked together ; a yoke 
which neither could be faid wholly to 
wear, one half being allotted to the 
other. 

, Whether this reading, thus illur. 
tr.ited, ought to be adopted or not, 
the readeis of (b voluminous an edi¬ 
tion fhould certainly know it to have 
been fuggelted, and thole of your Ma¬ 
gazine, I hope, will not be difplealed to 
have it offered them.

I N thf prefent delicate fitintion of 
the Portuffueic Guvernnieiit, this 
weil-rimed puhlication will be touiid 
peculiarly uleful to our merchants, 
ihip-owners, and mariners, hy the in* 
formation it cominunicates of the ob- 
Ih'udliuns to our commerce exdting 
in the Portuguefe Brafilian Colonics, 
even whillt their mo'lier-country con¬ 
tinues to he on terms of perfedi amity 
with the Britifh Government. 

In proportion as the French influ¬ 
ence prevails at the Court of Lifbon, 
the feveritics exercifi:^ on Britifh fhips 
touching to^efrelh in Brafilian Ports, 
to take 111 water and provifions, or for 
repairs, may be expedled to increafe ; 
“ even our Indiamen will not be ex¬ 
empt from them, but by obferving the 
rules and cautions conveyed in this 
work.” • 

The Author’s cafe is fully detailed 
in a Diary regularly kept from the 
13th of July 1802, to Augiiil: 5th, 
1803, when he effected his efcape ffom 
his imprifoninent at Bahia, (St. Salva- 
dore,) on board a veflel bound for 
Oporto. The Diary forms the main 
b<^y of the Volume, and is interfperfed 
with Iketches of the countryr, its in¬ 
habitants anil manners, from which 


we fhall take the liberty to extract 
fome curious obfervations; after giv¬ 
ing a concife ftatement, from the in¬ 
ti odiu^ion, of the arreft and imprifoii- 
inent of Mr. and Mrs. Lindley, and th« 
feizure of his fliip and cargo. 

“ The arrival of the news of peace at 
the Cape of Good Hope, in the month 
of December 1801, occafioned a confi- 
derable al.arm to fevcral Britifh mer¬ 
chants of that place, from the imreenfe 
dock of goods they had in Ifore, the 
fale of which began inliantly to ttag- 
pate, through the Dutch refufing^ to 
purchafe, under the idea of having 
them hei eafter for a mere trifle, when 
the merchants might be obliged to dif- 
pofe of them at the evacuation of the 
colony. In confequence, other mar¬ 
kets were feleiSIed, and velTels immedi¬ 
ately forwarded to the Mauritius, river 
Plata, and various places in every di* 
reiilion. Among the adventurers on 
this occafion. Mi. Lindley entered into 
a f'peculation of a brig for Saint Helena, 
and a market, and perfonally under¬ 
took t» condurt the voyage. They 
failed from the Cape on tlie a5th of 
February i8o», and arrived at Saint 
Helena the begiijning of March. They 
remained there about three weeks, ^nd 
a few days after their departure en¬ 
countered a fevere fquall of wind, 
which conliderably damaging the veflel, 
obliged them to bear away for the near- 
eft port in Brafil, and they ariiveJ at 
Bahia, or St. Salvadore, towards the. 
middle of April. In that city'no 
foreign vefl’els aie allowed to trade un* 
dcr any pretence whatever, and the 
laws which heretofore exilted only la 
form h.ad been lately thoroughly en¬ 
forced, and new ediits^ had been fent 
from Europe, prohibiting the fale ot 

foreign goods, even to pay po*"* 

penies, 

£ e 
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penfes, obliging them to be fent for 
aifpofal to Lifl>on« 

After a month Vftajr, the veflel being 
repaired, tbejr failed from the bay of 
All Saints, intending to fteer their 
Gourfe for Rio Janeiro, (where the 
Captain expe£fed a ready (ale of his 
cargo to the Spaniards trading from 
the river Plate,y and thence to return 
to the Cape of Good Hope. But the 
wind'changing, they were obliged to 
run into Perto Segurot to wait for more 
favourable weather, and in entering it, 
the bridge (truck on r. ledge of rocks, 
which carried away her rudder. The 
civil Governor or Judge of this pro* 
vince of Brafil, and the Military Cap¬ 
tain, received them with great apparent 
hofpitality, giving Mr. Lindley per- 
, mijffton to trade^ ordering a new rudder, 
and tender!^ every retrefliment which 
the place afiorded. 

Tne day after'his arrival, Sen. Gaf~ 
far, one of the Tons of the Judge, 
and who tninfailed the immediate ofH- 
cial bufinefs for his father, conver/ing, 
in his prefence, with Mr. Lindley re- 
fpefting the different productions of 
the country, mentioned the immenfe 
uuantity of Brafil wood it contained} 
tne high price which the article bore in 
Europe i and offered to barter a portion 
with him for.goods, if it fuitcd his 
views. The propofal appeared fo ad¬ 
vantageous, that he could have no 
hefitation, except from an uncertainty 
whether this wood was allowed to be 
exported j but as the otter came from 
the Governor himfelf, every doubt was 
difpelled, and he agreed to the ex¬ 
change. Accordingly, a certain quan¬ 
tity of goods were the next day felefled 
by Ga^ar, equivalent to a ca-go of 
wood for the brig, which was to be 
delivered at the river Grande when 
ready ; and he rode fqf that place im¬ 
mediately to give the neceifary direc¬ 
tions. In about a week, however, he 
returned, with the unpleafant intelli¬ 
gence, that the bufinefs mult be given 
up, from its being too generally known, 
thnttbejfi the guardians of the trade, •were 
going to engage in an illicU commerce. 
Both the father and Ton leemed much 
hurt by the difappointment, which was 
mutual: but they cbnioled Mr. Lind- 
ley with the idea, that he might be 
able to pi^ure the wood he wanted by 
another .i^^^nel, and that he (hould 
meet w^ ho hindrance or oppofition 
j«« theij^ part. Encouraged by this. 


he had recourfe to an offer which had 
been made him in the interim, and 
agreed for a fmail quantity on the 
fpot, to be furnifhed in the courfe 
of ten days; when the owner informed 
him, that part of the wood was ready, 
and that as much as a large canoe could 
carry would be fent on board the fol¬ 
lowing night. This intelligence Mr, 
Lindley prudently communicated to 
Gafpar} who, changing his former 
opinion, requetted hiiii in the Itrongeit 
terms not to receive it j in confe- 
quence, he declined the bufinefs al¬ 
together, and was no longer (blicitous 
to obtain any wood, as he found by this 
that it was .an article (triflly contra¬ 
band, and could not be obtained with¬ 
out danger. He no v determined to 
continue his voyage, and -’■‘fually pro¬ 
ceeded to fea the a5th of June, but the 
next day it was dife .vered that the brig 
was fo much damaged in the counter, 
and made fo much water, that it was 
neceflary to come to an anchor in the 
river Carovellos, which was near, to 
examine and lepalr completely her 
ftern. 

On the »d of July, when the repairs 
were nearly ttniflicd, Mr. Lindley was 
furprifed by an Officer and foldiers 
coming on board, with orders to take 
potteffion of the fliip, to condubl her to 
Porto Seguro, and to lend the crew by 
land to the fame place. Mrs. Lindley 
and her hufband, as .an uncommon fa¬ 
vour, were permitted to remain in the 
brig, which arrived a fecond time at 
Porto Scgiiro on the 13th of July, 
where a commiffion deputed from the 
government of Bahia arrelled Mr. 
Lindley, and all the parties concerned 
with him. 

Thearreft was^pwing to an informa, 
tion given by ah inhabit; nt of Porto 
Seguro, who went to Bahia for the 
purpofe, in revenge for the non-pay¬ 
ment of a debt by the civil Governor, 
whom he accufed of trading with Mr. 
Lindley for Brafil wood ; and he de- 
ebred that the brig was laden with 
that article. Nutwiiliflandiiig the molt 
fokmn declaration Mr. Lindley, on 
his firlt e:. tmination, that the brig had 
never had any Brafil wood on board, 
which was fully confirmed by the (hip's 
crew, they were all committed to the 
common prifon ; and not only the vef- 
fel’s papers, log-book, and journals, 
but even his private papers and a 
pockiet-book were taken from his per- 

fun. 
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fbn. Tlie unfortuniie hufband and his 
wife weie tb*-n taken to an upper room 
in the prifon in the floor of which 
afm‘> 1 trip d or wis opened, a ladder 
put down, ind they wete ordered to 
defcend , they did, to the depth of 
a' out f ■» ty feet, and entc'ed a dui geon 
below the giound, totally di'k, and 
f'-om which arofe a d'-eadfiil ttenth,

but this beautiful counti>, one oi 
the fineft rn the woild, is enti ely V>lt 
for want of inhabitants, of cultiv uion, 
andofinduftiy, mines of wealtJi binng 
buned, far exceeding all then miueial 
and metallic ones 

“ The lefult of tliiee days’ fiaich 
was, that they found out the ftreamon 
whole nurgin the gold had been taken,

Its banks interdiAed, iit the dread 
hame of Her Mott Faithful Ma)^y, 
whde a furthei farople w|« taken fof 
accurate infpedlion and aflay on the 
an ival of the Commitrioners at Bahia.** 
Oui countryman wis conduced tock 
to pr'Ion, blit it appears in another 
part ot the Diary, that the Commiflion* 
ers proceeded up the river (Grande) 
foi fifteci\,days in ranoes, when they 
found irs banks inralculdbly iich m 
natuial produitions, and abounding 
with ar icles of ^ood , the woods with 
wi d hogs, and tavannahs v^ith cittle. 
Ar the termination of their voyage, at 
a findl diftance fiom, the rivei, were 
diamonds lying on the furtace of 
the earth, but, according to their ac> 
count, of fmall iize and Value. They 
found alio topazes, amethyfts, and 
emerdds. 

Aftei three months* imprifbnmentat 
Poito Seguro, Mi. Lindley, with his 
wife, three ot his crew, and two other 
prifoneis, were embarked on board his 
bug, under charge ot an Official of 
Jufticc, and fix foldieis with their Cor- 
poial, to be conveyed to St. Salvadoie { 
the fiiip was manned with Poitugucfe, 
ind hoiftf* i their colours. On their 
arrivd in the bay of All Sainfs, they 
call anchor, and waited on board tor 
the G ivernor’s ordeis two days. On 
the aiith of beptcmbri, a Serjeant ar> 
nved wirli a (uvered huge to convey 
them n the I ort de Mat, in the centre 
ot ti e biy, facing (he city. The iiift 
night tiiey were cuiihiif^d in a dungeon 
to the till! as mifenble as that ot the 
common priton ot Poito Segurp but 
the toll iwing evening, on application^ 
by [“tvtr to the Gover loi, j id thiough 
the inteic,t]iun ot Vel )Zj, the Captain 
of the 1* irr, they were re ^a ed from the 
diinge I), ,n -ypartment was afftgned 
them, uid they wcie illowed the liberty 
ot the tore. From this time, their 
firu 1(1011 was nude comfortable bv the 
polite bena\ioui an 1 civilities ot the 
Captain and his Lady. They dined 
with them and a patty of their rela« 
t oils. 1 be difhes weit plain, but fai 
iuieiKi to any tney lud met with 
at Poi to Seguro, ind the guelts more 
refined, yet even thele hid that mi» 
ieiable tiiftom of the country, ufing 
their hands in tea«l ot knives and forks, 
although theie wa^ no want of thefe 
articles in the place. 1 bey farft take 
m their fingeis a ii tie meat, (winch is 
always fo much ovei done is to be rea^ 
Lea dlly 
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dily feparated,)then vegetables and 
fannha, (flour of the mandioc;) thefe 
they roll in the fauce, oil, or foup, 
which their plates abound, fqiierz- 
ing the whole in the palm of the hand, 
into the fliape, and about the lize uf a 
wajib'ball; which, when thus prepared, 
they convey into their mouths at once, 
and whilft eating form another. 

The women of all ranks, even to 
the neg'-oes, adorn thcmfelves with gold 
ebaihs Aifpended round their necks, 
and down the bofom,; they are gene 
rally from one to three yaids in leitpth, 
ana pafs three or four times round, 
having pendant a crucifix or Dei. 
The workmanfliip of thefe chains, and 
the weight of the ornaments attached, 
ibiely mark the difteienre of the wear¬ 
ers. The Lady of Captain Velo/o had 
a complete load, while a poor woman 
who came to her on biifinefs had merely 
a Ample gold firing, jwith two fcapula- 
riesoffilk 

The male inhabitants generally drefs 
as in Lifbon, following the Knglifh 
modes, except when vifiting, or on 
a holiday, when they have an cxcef's 
of embroidery and fpangles on their 
waiflcoats, and lace to their linen. 
Shoe and knee buckles of folid gold, 
and of their own manufa 61 ure, are very 
common; and they are fondly attached 
to every fpecies of finery. On their 
return home, thefe gala clothes are 
inflantly taken oft, and a gown or thin 
jacket adopted by fome in their flead, 
while others content theinfelves with 
remaining in their fhirts and drawers. 

The Angular cullom of permitting 
the nail of the thumb, or fore-Angei, 
(fometimes both,) to grow to a hideous 
length, and then paring it to a fharp 
point, is common to botii fexes. This 
excrefcence,however, i^s not without its 
ufe, ash ferves the'men to divide the 
fibres from the tobacco-leaf, and cut it 
into fbape preparatory to the rolling it 
into fegars, to the fmoking of whit h 
they are greatly addhled. Their viols 
and guitarjif^re alfo thrummed with this 
nail, tlte^fl'ourifhing difplay of which 
adds, itt^l^r conception, a beauty to 
the inftrl^ent. And, laltly, thefe 
facred nails are conAdered as diitin- 

f uifhii^ the wearers for an eafy in- 
which in this country is no 
HlpKy'recommendation} for employ. 
fl||^‘of any fort among the females 
if^ripHy unknown. Needle-work, and 
9 ilP^'4omeiltc uleful occupations, arc 


performed by mulatto Aaves. In (hort, 
the people here meiciy vegetate in a 
renfelefs apathy and unnerving n^o- 
Icnre, increafed by the equal neglect of 
their minds ; for few of the women 
can read; and wilting is an ait which 
not many of the mm acquire ; conllitu- 
lional idlencfs charaCteriaes the latter, 
who lofe whole days in vifiting each 
otlier, yawning in flinffy converfation, 
oi playing at cards j while thtir planta¬ 
tions, &c. are canied on by European 
overfeers, forne favourite niulattoes, or 
conAdential negro Aaves. 

Our Auihor oblerves, that it is afto- 
niihinghow little 'uboidination of rank 
is known in tins cmintry. You fee here 
the white IcivaiU c.'nveife w'itb his 
maftef on the molt equal and friendly 
terms, dilpute his comnia.i.’s, and 
wrang'e about them, if contrary to his 
better opmton, which the fuperior re¬ 
ceives jn good part, and frequently 
acquielces in. Xlie fame licentious 
freedom is found in their marine and 
troops. On board of (hip an order is 
feldom ilfned without the I'ailoi s giving 
theii opinion on it, and fiequently in¬ 
volving the whf'le in difpnte and con- 
fuflon. In conftquence, each Ofticer 
walks the deck with a flick of no fniall 
diinenfions, as a mark of authority to 
ufe as occafion requires, and cairy on 
the duty of the vclTcl. 

The Captain of the Fort in which he 
was coiirtiicd traverfed the platform in 
a pair of coatfe printed cotton liow- 
lers, and a jacket of the fame, with 
a liipple jack in hand, commanding 
his woiking-party of aitillery men un¬ 
der the title of comrades; lo that the 
refiilt of the unreferved freedom wnich 
generally prevails is, that no command 
IS voluntarily and promptly obeyed, 
“ nor could any du^' go on without 
coni pul Aon.” 

Of the wretched ftate of the troops in 
gaiTifon we have the following fpeci- 
inen;— 

The different detachments flora 
the royal artillery I have hitheito feen 
in the Fort, ai e the moft beggai ly 
beings mat ever were honoured with 
the'naine of foldiers : they enter in an 
uniform conAfling of a threadbaie blue 
jacket, (generally patched or torn,) 
coarfe white calico waiftcoai, breeches 
of the fame, a white neck handker¬ 
chief, and a few only with the rem¬ 
nant of a wretched ftiirt. Their hair 
is profufely powdered, their hats as 

various 
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various as the wearers, and their legs 
incafed in fpatterdaflies of painted 
linen. This drefs is pulled off when 
in the fort, and^ carefully guarded ; 
the men continuing in a ragged fiiirt 
and an old pair of drawers; frequently 
with only the latter, except the fenti- 
ncls. Thefe /•Idiers are chiefly boys, 
or mere ftiailows of men, there never 
being five effedtivc out of twenty j and 
the whole are enfetbl-d with dirt, dif- 
eafe, and icllenefs. Their misery is not 
to be wondered at, for they live folely 
on bannanasand ftrinha, wirh nowand 
th'-n a fmall fi<h or two; their pay not 
affoidijig better food. It is only two¬ 
pence a-day, with no j;res ot extra 
allowance; and even coniingencies of 
clotlies are dedudted from that fnrn.” 

From fuch troops, although the total 
amount at St. Salvadore is five thou- 
fand, little rtfiltanre can he expeifed ; 
and from the delcription of the dif- 
inantled ft.ate ot tome of the fortifica¬ 
tions and ou'works, it is much to be 
fe.rred, lh<>uld tlie French attempt it, 
the whole country of Brafil would be 
an ealy conquell: the p.irtiality of the 
Portuguefe Government in favour of 
tint nation is tlierelore ealily account¬ 
ed for, on the modern principles of 
political neceility and exiitijtg ciicum- 
Ihoiccs. 

The l.ift '•emoval of Mr. Lindley and 
his wife was to Fort Barhalho, fit anted 
on the outfide of the citv, on an ele¬ 
vated fite, and comminding two im¬ 
portant paircs fiom the interior of the 
peninlula. As they had now free li¬ 
berty to pals to the city and it« en¬ 
virons, this gave them the opportunity 
finally of making theii elcapr, as already 
related. But the and cargo re¬ 
mained in thcalundsct the government 
of Bahia, nor could any reltitution or 
indemnification be obtained, hotwith- 
Ifanding the ftrong reprelentations of 
the cafe made to the Portuvuefe Go¬ 
vernment, by Loid Robert Fit/gerald, 
the Britiflirefident MinifterattheCoiiri^ 
of J.ilbon, jointly with Mr. Gambler, 
the Conkil GerAial.

The commencement of the fourth 
Volume records the commencement of 
tlic civic lile of Mr. W., who, on the 
27th Jmii.iiy 17/19, attained one firm 
iep toward the goal at whith his 
wiflies had long pointed, bv being 
cleded Alde-man of the Ward of 
Farringilon Without. Tliis itep was, 
to him, of confidcrable importance,' 
as it enabled him to rake m.iny others, 
which might be deemedy/r/f/rr from the 
polls ol honour, to that in which both 
honour and i.iterelt were combined, 
where he at lad lecurely feated him- 
felf. 

At this time (itis written by Mr. A-,} 

“ Mr. Wilkes’s popularity Hood very 
high,” being, as he well knew, railed 
upon the llioiilders of the low\ the 
more he was perficuted, the mure hit 
popularity increaled.” 

“ By^he mere influence of his name 
and rharaSier, (lor he had no influence 
ot lamily, or of former connexions,) 
he had already defied his favourite and 
able Counfcl, Mr. Sergeant Glynn, for 
the county of Middlefex, in the room 
of Mr. Cooke, dccealed. He ap|H>int» 
ed Members ol Parliament, Aldei'men, 
Slieiilfs, and M.»vors.” 

S'j (ays Mr. Almon : but although 
we admire him for fwclling his friend, 
like a balloon, with inflammable /fat, 
and then puffing him up to an inconi- 
prehcnlible altitude, where be blazed 
like a meteor, we aver, tliat he did not 
do exaibtly wliac Mr. A. has alTerted. - > 
We can remeniber the mania ot thole 
times ; and we have read of the tnanttt 
of'times preceding them, thole of 
Sbute Pllkingtivu suid a number of 
. other 
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cfher worthies, who took advantage 
of the fame means, namely, the inla> 
nity of the mafs of people to accom- 

E titfa their ends, whatfoever they might 
e. But neither in the days ot ** the 
proteftant Sheriffs,” nor in thofe of 
** Wilkes and liberty,” were thofe 
kind of oiKces entirely undtr the refpeel' 
etUe patronage in which he h.i6 placed 
them. 

Vfe mult here alfo correft anotlier 
miftake s The Editor fays, “ Never did 
Minitters of the Crown (how more im¬ 
potent malice, and degrade their maltcr 
tnto a lower cflimation in the judgment 
of his fiibjcAs, (if indeed tliefc mea- 
furM were not forced upon them by a 
/eertf cabinet^) than throughout tlie 
whole perfecution of Mr. U .” 

This we aver, and, had vs time, 
could prove by many hundred in¬ 
stances, is hillorically mif dated. 
There have, much as we have been 
uied to relpe^t Minifiers, been Hia”y 
who, in former times, have done mudi 
worfe things than what Mi< A. terms 
fer/ecuttng Mr. W. In fa^i, the only 
hmlt which they feem to us to have 
committed, was a precedential error 
at the ou let, of which adv.ii)t4ge was 
gretdUy taken, and which bang, as 
Mr. A. well knows, prof'erly manugtd, 
gave rife to all the clamour that his 
hero created, and endowed liiiii with 
alt the popularity which he ever ac¬ 
quired. Now the biilinds is over, 
we may “talk a little like folks of 
this world,” and rtate f» Mr. A., that 
thn per/ecutioHo{ his friend, of which he 
complains, it nonfenfe ; or, if not nun* 
fenfe, was abfolutely courted by him, 
in the fame way, and probably from 
the fame motives, that his prototype 
^eek ftood at the corners of lirccts, 
and entreated paflen^ers to give him 
a hand fume flap on the face, or a 
reafonable kick on the breech, or to 
roll him in the kennel; and that theie 
bis prayers and entreaties were attend¬ 
ed with the fame fuccefs. Both thefe 
Jacks were elevated to lituations which 
lurprifed even their friends. Both 
thefe Jacks had the honour and hap- 
pinefs to be adorned with the civic 
infignia of office, to lide upon the 
Great Horfty and to eat cufiard with, 
great coinpofure} and both thefe 
Jacks had the pleafure of lau^'hing in 
their wide fleevcs .at the geniufes Uut 
hi|d' thus elevated them. So much fur 
patrioti/in i we have a page or two of 


the eleilions and expulfions of Mr, 
W.} .and then begin to touch fome- 
tliing real. 'I'hc reader will guefs that 
we allude to the fnbfcriptions wh eh, 
under the influence of a fet of Wits, 
who chuie to denominate theinfelves 
“ 1 he Society of Supporters of the 
Biil of Rights,” pouifd in on every 
fide. 

“In thofe golden days of confulion,” 
it is wi'itren, and we lieaeve it nut to 
be apocryphal, “ that many of the 
great men, and the elders of the city, 
thit congregated together, and lub- 
fci ibed tor the fupport of the idol which 
tl'.epeofile had fet up in dehance of the 
rijlcisut the land, and the Piielts, and 
the Coiinlellors, ai.d of the Lord Mayor, 
and wiio had clothed hiiii m fcarletaiul 
fine linen, .»nd put a gold c..?in about 
his iiei K i d.'o fubferibed laige urns of 
mon.y lor the paynvnt of his ilebts, 
when It M is at that time murmured 
among //v 'Jc'ws^ that they had better 
have tiaui their own. 

“ i lls Scribes,” it is in the fame 
Ciupter written, “ knew better than 
to fubf-rihe." 

In th" next pages, jo and it, we 
conci'ivt* that Mr. A. gives a much 
iiioie finking inliaiice of his iinpai* 
tiality than of his prudence. 

The diirdiiticiri of this fociety,which, 
like ancent Pailiarnents, feems to have 
been fiifl'tred to exiit longer than it was 
pfciiliarly ufifiil, foun after torowed, 
Thcle f'ages had done f'ome things well; 
but, alas ! they had not done every 
thing. The image they had fet up 
wauled a little more gilding, and the 
gold was exhaiifted. But upon thefe 
things it would now be ufclefs to fpe- 
culaic. 

It is a happy relief from the dull and 
clouded remembrance of politics and 
parties difgraceful to our national 
fenfe, and which, thank Heaven I no 
longer exift, to meet again the fond 
father writing to an amiable daugh- 
*tcr. 

Mr. W. was a man who (although we 
think l/s talents and learning were rated 
tom high,) had in his compoiition tnucli 
to be .admired. We have had oppor¬ 
tunities of knowing how much, after 
the ebullition of the times h.ad fnli- 
fided, he was beloved and refpetted 
in Wolf minller, we mean by the ibber 
and iMtioiial part of focietv ; but of 
all fb& pleating traits ot his cliaracUr, 

there 
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there were none ib prominent, none 
fo deferving of praife, as his love for 
his daughter, his attention to her edu¬ 
cation, and foUcitude for her happi- 
neft. Never did daughter better de- 
fei ve this love, attention, and (olici- 
tude, which is evinced through the 
courfe of a life, in which, though too 
ftjort for the withes ot her friends, the 
had conftant opportunities ot djfphy- 
ing her elegante of iiianne'-s, purity 
ot heart, accomplifhments, and vir¬ 
tues, fuch as even the moft flntttr- 
ing ideas of a fond father could not 
exaggerate, fuch as fully juttitied a.id 
amply rewarded his care and affec¬ 
tion . 

In the third letter of this feries, 
wh'ch appears to have been written 
while VIr. W. was fitting in the f-at 
of juttice tor the Lord Mayor, he fays, 

I was at the adjourned Sellions at 
Guilfhaii on Friday, fiom ten rill 
near five, with the Recorder, Sic., and 
every thing palTed with good buniour, 
butcluil'iefs reigned triumphant during 
the whole day.” 

What he could have expctled to have 
enlivened a Seff.ons, (which certainly, 
until the dinner apptars, is not intended 
for a convivial meeting,) we are at a 
lofs to conjeitiire. He concludes this 
letter, “ for fear of growing dull in 
this thickaldernianic air,” dec. 7 'hele 
quotations are trifling, but ufeful, as 
they fhow his opinion of eivic ftnfe at 
the time when the Citizens were load¬ 
ing him with honours, and he was 
exifting upon their ftill mcic fubfian- 
tial favours. 

A new epoch now opens in the Ij.c 
of Mr. W., who wa?, on tiic 24.fh 
of June 1771, clefted Sheiifl, and, at 
Michaelni is 1774, Lord J^Iayor of Lon¬ 
don. • 1 

We here meet with .an epiflle from 
Dr. Wil'on, Senior Piebendary of 
Weftmmlter Abbey, -ddrellel to the 
Lord Mayor. November 4 ; which, out 
of refpeit to his mcraoiy, we think 
the Editor ought to have kept for his , 
private amuf-ment. Mis. Macauiey, 
k appears, was at this time the • </iV 
friend ot th" learned Doftor. 

Faffing over the reprint of fpeeciie# 
and letters, (which mult in this volume 
be confidercd as buckram an f ifaympe 
tiled in a taylor’s bill, though we do 
not mean to infinu<ate that there is in 
the faid fpeeches any fufian,) we come, 
after having met with a good deal of 


« empty praife,” to the folid pud¬ 
ding” with which the eleaion of Mr. 
W. to the Chamberlainfhip ofLondott' 
gave him an opportunity of fatiating 
himfelf. 

Heie it would be unca'ndid in us 
to withhold our approbation of his 
addreffes upon the fcveral prefenta-' 
tions of the freedom of the City to 
Mr. Pitt, the Marquis Cornwallis, Sir 
William Meadows, t'fl Howe, Sir 
Horatio Nci'on, and Admiral Walde- 
gr.ive; the fpeeches are equally ele¬ 
gant and anpropnate, and ceitainly do 
equal credit to his politencfs and the 
facility of his verbal arrangement. 

We now take a fhort Ifep or two 
upon clafiic ground; and find, ** that 
in the 17S.S Mr. W. amufed him'* 
felf with printing, at the prefs of his 
Deputy, John Nichols, Efq. a very 
elegant and perfeflly correil edition 
of Catullus." 

This, it will be obferved, was not an 
efFoit which it required fuperabun- 
dance of genius to accompliA : how¬ 
ever, it induces Mr. A., who is no 
Plutarch, to draw a paiallel betwixt 
the patriot and the poet, in whom we 
can difcerii no gieater fimiiarity than 
in Fliiellin's comparifon betwixt Alex¬ 
ander and Henry the Vth. Catullus 
.-ibul'ed Cafar, who notwithflanding 
invited him to fupper. Who were the 
Cicero, Plancus, and Ifpitilli f Who 
the Lefbia f But it is unneccffiiry to 
purfuc this inquiry any further. This 
immaculate edition of Catullus pro- 
duetd to Mr. W. many letteis of 
acknowledgment and praife from thofe 
ciiiiiient and literary charadlers to 
whom he prcTented copies. It was 
lo rn follciwed by a very beautiful and 
pi-rieftly cor'-etl edition of 'the cha- 
iM( 7 ers of Theophraftus, which he 
e.iiployed his verj^aftiye .and accurate 
Deputy to print; and perlutn., from 
t’.c foundation of London, ii was im- 
polfil'le to have found an Alderman 
and h.£ Deputy fo claffic.aliy employed. 

, This,” fays the Editor, *' is tlje 
only complete edition of Thcopinaftiis 
tint we know of; Mr. W. havingadded 
the two Chapters found in the Wtican, 
and feparately edited by John Chrilto- 
pJier Amadutius." 

V/e cannot pafs witliout notice the 
letter of William Hoi well, Efq. re- 
fpeiling this work. His obfervatioo, 
that the want of accents and afpirates 
in tiic Vatican M$. are proofs of its 

antiquity. 
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antiquity, is learned and judicious; 
and indeed the whole of his remarks, 
from the cladical erudition that they 
difpiay, moft have been valuable guides, 
of whole ailiftance we are glad to hear 
that Mr. W. availed himfelf. 

The works of Theophraftus are, 
generally fpeaking, le(s known than 
^ofe of Lucian, Diogenes, Laertius, or 
Plutarch. M. U Bruyere trandated, 
or rather produced them in Ftench. 
In him the great principles of naiure, 
which ought to be conlideied as in¬ 
variable, are frequantly ol>(tuie<l by 
the Parifian fiippery in which they 
are clothed; and, at the beginning 
of the latt century, an attempt was 
made to introduce thefe chaMfters in 
a wav hill more lepichenfible, by natu¬ 
ralizing and affociaring the faint ideas 
which the incorredt outlines of the 
tranllator conveyed with other objerts. 
We wifh that Mr. W. had undeitaken 
the tafk of tranfl.uing this author, 
which it appe:irs his intimate ac¬ 
quaintance with h'ls fenfe would have 
rendered fo eafy. However, what he 
artempted he performed much to the 
fatishidlion of a number of the molt 
eminent literary characters, whofe ac¬ 
knowledgments grace and dignify thefe 
pages ; moll of whom were, a’,d we 
are happy in one initance at lealt to 
fay is, luperlatively ikilled in this de. 
partment of literature. 

When a book feller turns author, we 
have alieady hinted he knows what 
to do with Hs/traps. This is ftill more 
apparent as we proceed in thefe vo¬ 
lumes t as, for initance j Mr. Wilkes’s 
tour on the coall, 1776, produces eight 
letters from his daughter, which we 
believe gave him great pleisfuie and 
fatisfafiion; but being upon fubjedls 
temporary, and even, when written, 
unimportant to ev^y creature upon 
earth except the fond father to whom 
they were addrelfed, how, we might 
3^, could Mr. A. fuppofe tlvat they 
would afford entertainment now ? This 
difquifition will alfo apply to the next , 
ihriet of letters from the fame party, 
and of the lame importance. How, 
in the name of every thing that is 
tedious, we would again demand of 
him, can he expeft that the public 
will either be entertained or improved 
by learning that Mr. W. bad a baiket 
fent him from Calais, containing three 
hares, eight partridges, and four ca¬ 
pons ? or that the Member for Lynn 


fent a very fine turkey and fau/ages | 
in fhort, that he had more^ prflents 
than Felpomf or that the widow was 
fo kind as to partake of a piper with 
Mifs W. One of thefe letters begins 
thus 1— 

“ Bonnes muveltes de Calais I Le free 
Francois du patriate An^lois ejl retire du 
•vaiff'eau du Capitaint Gunflon, et doit 
arriver tris tnie/ament par ies Joins des 
Mejfrs. Mimt et Co." 

This coat, which, we ail remember, 
was on the one fide fcarlet,on the other 
blue; fo that it had double facings, 
and could be turned with great eale s 
we ufed to call it a Janus. What 
the taylor, whom our Kimented fiiend 
Collet has immortalized for his zeal 
in riding to Bientford to fupport the 
patiiot, Ind he been in the feciet, 
would have thought ol this mea/ure. 
How be would have relifhed i.'^e good 
news from Calais, had he learned that a 
French frock was, by the great encou- 
mger of our iii.inufaclures, cabbaged 
into this country, we are at a lots to 
conjecture. 

The letters from James Bofwell, 
Efq. would be the molt trifling of all 
trifling piodutlions, did thi.y not ferve 
ns precurfors to two anecdotes re- 
fpeaing the meetings of Mr. W. and 
Dr. johnfon, and alfo to inform us 
that the writer was anxious to get 
his pedigree authenticated before tlie 
Lord Mayor. 

Mr. Warton’s letter upon the criti- 
clfms in the Monthly Review and the 
PuiTuits of Literature is valuable, be- 
caufe it (liows that by the pains which 
a man of genius takes to difavow his 
fenfibility to reproof, he really felt 
its force, otherwife lie would not have 
written a line uoon the fubje£l. 

“ On the peace in *^783, Mr. W, 
joined Mr. Pitt’s paity in Parliament, 
which occafioned forae fehiim among 
his friends; and from this time he 
voted with Mr. Pitt in all his principal 
meafurcs.” 

This Volume (if we confider the 
contents of the three former, and par¬ 
ticularly how the njuori began,) con., 
eludes with the greateft curiofity that 
we have yet met with. This is what 
the adepts term a Treafury letter; 
which, though it is difficult to improve 
upon this fpecies of literature, we think 
ought to have finifhed.thusi

The fir-ids were coveied with wheat, 
rye, and oats; the town is built on a 
regular pian; and the po jul.ition is 
from foil »o fi.c thoiiiand inhabitants, 
ncT y allor G>'in>an cxiraflion, and of 
different •cligio s : t'.e Komar Catho- 
lus are the leall nuini'ous.

Still however, this i .av he 
called aconf'derable tnwr, when co!,n- 
irare'l with mmy others in different 
nans of the United St.ites; t'»r the 
title of /oiv/i is gixen in his t onnfi v to 
an aflcnibl.ige of icveu or- eight houfes j 
and at levenly c eighty mih* from the 
fei,in the centr.ii .ind Sruith'-'n S tt-'s, 
hut more particularly in tb-de .rwitei 
to the Weft of the Alleg.iny mi i..-.- 
talns, feven-U'ii'hs of the inhabit¬ 
ants live in /fff bottfes. Thele houles 
.ue m.t'e xif the trunks of trees, from 
twenty to thirty feet li ng, and four 
or five inches in diametei, placed one 
above another, and fuuported by let¬ 
ting in (heir cuds. The roof is formed 
of nieces of a fimilar length witli thofe 
which form the body of tlie hoiife, hut 
lighter, and biought gradually neater 
together from each fide: ^hey aie in¬ 
tended for rhe lupport of (lie fhingles, 
wfiicli are f.illeneef to them by ine.insof 
fniall fplinters of wood. Two doors, 
which fiequently lupply the place of 
windows, aie form'd by (awing .iwiy 
part of the trunks which foi in the body 
o?the houfe.

At Shippenibifgh the ftige ilro'.'fd 
at the hoiile of Colonel Kiney, w.io 
keeps a good tavern, the (ign of *ri' 
General Wafhinjton. 'rav<-rns <e 
very nimercus in the Uniteil States, 
jrtrticiilarly in finall towns; hut they 
ate every wlieie very b.iJ, except in 
lacge towns and rlieir cnvi’oas. How¬ 
ever, rum, biandy,and whilkey (h, andy 
dillillt'd from lye,) ate conli.ls ed is 
articles of the firtt neceflity, and are 
always to be had. Travellers generally 
Hop till the regular houi s of the ta ntly 
to take refrethinent. At bre.ikfal, 
they ferve bad tea, worle coffee, .-nd 
fmdl llices of him frietl, to which 
are (bmetimes added eggs and a broiled 
fowl. At dinnei, tkei e is a piece of fait 
beef and ro.aft fowls, with grog ( ui* 
and water) to drink. At night, .'•gain, 
coffee, tea, and ham. Thei e are always 
feveial beds in the room in which they 
fieep : wliite fliects are leldomniet with ; 
and happy the travelltr who arrives on 
the d ly they arc changed • Hut thefe 
are things with which a t American 
who travels |icver tilJtibIcs himfelf. 

The ancient lommercial principle 
of barter prevails univerlally in the 
United States. Jn altnott eveiy town 
there a' e fever.al dores, or warehoufes 
filled with ditfc. ent commoditier, tuch 
as mercery, tubtidalhery, and gTiccrv; 
thefe are cxci .tng-d with the farmets 
for the produilsof the land, which are 
forwarded fr«>ni ihe intei'or provinces 
to the fea-purts ; in tome di *ri£ls an 
allonithing di«ance. 

Th" diltince from .’'.hipneiifburgh to 
Piujhurgb IS one hundi d and 'eveiity 
miles; and the nages not going fir- 
ther, travellers are obliged to perform 
this journey on foot, or to purchale 
hoi'fes. They are always on fate ; but 
the owners are fo well acquainted with 
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the necefEty ofthecafh, that the pur-, 
chafcis mutt pay double their value. 
Our tiavcller was a.ivifed to join Aty 
American Oiiicer, whom he bad met 
in 'he Itage, and who was going on to 
Pptiburgh i the; nurchafed a horfe be¬ 
tween them, .and agreed to iide 
turns.

lies, ar.d tnere are ab >ut thi: ty de* 
fched houfes on bo^h fides of the 
riaf i alfo about twenty farms in tne 
vicinity, each of th-m '-antaiuing fioin 
two to tbret hundred acres ot wood iand^ 
of wliiih theie a e not in general more 
than feven or eight cultivated, and very 
raiely mote man twenty 01 tweniy-five. 
The wsH' of hands, and the difficulty 
of fin ding a mat ket, are the oblticles 
to ’he lapid progrefs of agriculture. 
Heie again we find no encouragement 
for Britiih fettb’i s. 

At a town called Bedford-Court the 
tr.ivclle’-.s anived on a icjoicing-day to 
the inh.t ntants, who lu'd .ilfenibled to 
celebrate the reneal of the duty on the 
whifkty dittillciies—.1 conlideiable im- 
po!f, which h.id prejudiced the inhabit' 
ants of the intenor againit the late 
Piefident A.lams. At the t.ivern where 
they lodged, the rooms, thelluits, the 
yard, wen covered with men dead 
d'..nkj An inordimte defire for fpi. 
mil' us liquors is o le <A the chiraffer- 
ilfiis of tlie inhabiranrs of the coun¬ 
tries 111 the interior of the United 
Stares Thev •do not relilh evder, 
whi< '• they thii.'e too mild ; the!' dif- 
likf to this fahirary and .agiee.dile bc- 
veiare is the inmc exfaortim.ar' , 'itice 
they might eafilv ui'ocure it at little ex- 
pe'ife, fir aprie rices of ever> kind 
fuccetd wrmlerftu.y in this country. 
Both on the Ei .md Well of the li-i- 
gany Moi-ntains arc 1 en tall t>ees, 
rai’ed from the (i-'d, which pro.luce 
apples eight or nine inches ni circum¬ 
ference. 

'cmarkable in.' ance of the corn- 
meicial advani.iges of great navigable 
rivers's given in this ;il.ii.e. The rn- 
babicants rtekon only zoo miles froev 
Bedford to Ffiiiadelphia, and 150 from 
F f a Bedford 
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Bedford to Baltimore, by a well fre- 
q^ucmed road, while the diftancc h-om 
Bedford to New Orleans is sico miles, 
that is to fay, miles t)y land to 
Pittfburifh, and tioo by watej, f-om 
Piltfburgh to the inomh of the Mitlif 
tippi i yet they find ir inoie advan- 
taseous to fend then flour and other 
articles exported to tlie Antilles by 
the latter conveyance *• Hence it is 
evident that the navigation oi the Ohio 
and the Mitlitfippi is ve'y ca'v, a-td 
not expentive, lince itjrompt'n'iics the 
enormous difference betwern tiiefe two 
dilt.inces. The pofition of New Orleans 
with ref'pe^l to the Antilles, gives, 
theicfore, to this poi t very Hi iking 
advantages over all the Ea'tern poits 
of the United States; and in propor¬ 
tion as the, new Wcflein States in- 
creafe in population, New Orleans will 
become the centre of r,ii imnienfc com - 
mcice : and its proximitv to J oinliana 
gives cur. traveller an opportunity to 
denionflr.ite tlie benefits whicli the 
United States will !*eiive fiom the late 
ceflion of that country.

Their names and defcriptions were alio 
fent to the othei Ducks, as well as to the 
merchants* yards, in order that they might 
not obtain employment; but he under* 
flood that fevcral of them had lately been 
re-admitted ^ and the objeA of his me. 
tion was, to difeover to what extent this 
re*admiflion had taken place, in order 
that any obloquy might be removed from 
the Noble Eail at the head of the late 
Board of Admit ally. He therefore moved 
for a fill of the names of the perlons dill 
charged in i8of, and another of fuch of 
them as bad fince been admitted into any 
of the Dock-yards. 

Lord Melville laid, he would not refift 
ther produAion of the papers, nor would 
he enter into any details on the tranf. 
aflion : but if this motion was to be the 
ground of any farther proceedirg, he 
mould produce papers which would place 
the whole tranlaflion in a fair light. 

Lord St. Vincent faid a few woids in 
fiipport of the motion; which was car¬ 
ried, with an amendment of Lord Mel¬ 
ville, that the numbers and deferiptions 
of the perfons difebarged fhould be pie* 
fented, with the omilfion of the naiqes. 

Lord King moved for copies of the

Earl Camden contended, that there was 
no neceAity for the Committee, as the re¬ 
giments which were now uniy 500 Arong 
would fpeedily be incicaled to 1000. 

Eails Stanhope, Romney, and carliAe, 
fpuke againA Mr. Pitt’s Defence Ail} 
and weie ably aniwered by 

Loid Hawkefimr^, who ;nfiAed that 
we had now 400,000 men, exclufive ot the 
Volunteers j and that, including Volun- 
teeis. Militia, and Fcncibles, we had 
814,000 men in arms, being aboVe one- 
filth oi our whole population, at.d a 
gi eater number than ever was railed in 
France at ain* period of the Revolution.

The Chancellor of the Eachequer 
opened his Budget. The Ways and 
Means he dated at

In through the numerous items 

of Natl nal Finance, he pr po,ed to in> 
creale the Property Duty Onk-Fourth : 
and to pT V'.dtfor 1,537,000!. <iicrealeii 
National Dcbi by the L,oan. The means 
by which he piopoCed to meet the expenit. 
thus incurred, were, fird, an incieale 
of duty in the dcpaitment of the Pod 
Office. He fliould propole an additional 
duty of one penny on each /ngU letter 
fent by the Geneial Pod j the duty ope¬ 
rating according to the acculioincd ar¬ 
rangement refpelling dntihle letters. He 
fhould alio lay a new duty of one penny 
on all letters fent from the Two-penny 
Pod-Office to places off the dones { and 
likewile a further duty of two-pence 
upon all foreign letters, and all letters 
brought by packets. The ellimate that 
he made of the produce of theie taxes 
was 230,000!. The next aiticle on which 
he thought it advifahle to lay an addi¬ 
tional duty, was Salt; o>. which he 
fhould propufe to increal'e the prelent duty 
from ten ffiiliings pcr^bulh^i, as it at 
prelent exiits, .to hlieen Ihillings per 
bulhel, which he calculated, on a fair 
aveiagc, to bring in 490,000!. He 
thought it right, at the lame time, to 
lay an addition of fiX) ence per hiifhel 
upon all Salt exported i the benefit of 
vkhich to the Revenue he calculated at.. 
76,000!. He fliould next beg the atten¬ 
tion of Parliament to another lubjed; 
he meant an increale of the tax upuii 
■ Horles ; both on thole ufed tor purpolss 
of plealiire, and for thou bulinil's. 
On, Piealure Horfes he fhould propufe 
an addition of one-dfth to the tax now 
fublilling, which was alter the rate of 
forty Ihillings per horfe, and would then 
rile to forty-eight (hillings. On an ave¬ 
rage of two years, he had eltimated the 
produce of this new tax at iio,ccol. 


He had taken that average, bectaft three 
years back an additional tax had V en 
impoled on hoifes ; and he was con- 
vinced that their numbers, fince that 
period, had conliijcrably increafed. He 
fliould now propofe an increafe on thole 
horfes which are kept for purpofes of 
hufbandry. which at prelent paid at the 
rate of twelve flullings and nxpence per 
horie. but which.he wilhed to raife to 
twenty fliillings, making an addition of 
(even thillinss and fixpence each. This, 
he eftimatea, would realise 3x0,000!. 
He had but one other head of taxa> 
tion to fubmit to the Committee, and 
that was the duty on Legacies. At 
prefent. Legacies in the dir^ line were 
exenipt from all taxation, but he fliould 
propole to lay a fmall Aim upqn them 1 
the fum he meant was only one per cent. 
He had taken pains to procure the belt 
iiiK'rmation on this particular fiibjeft 
which the nature of the cafe could afford | 
ai.<} he had fjund, as nearly as it could 
be arrived at, that the capital annually 
made over by wills, of which the pro¬ 
bates were regiflercd, were averaged at 
about 30,000,000!. Of theie. it was cal¬ 
culated, that the amount ol the property 
transferred by the direA legacies might 
be fairly taken at 20.000,000!.; he 
flii'uid therefore fet down his expefla- 
tions from this propofed tax at 200,000!. 
He fhould next beg the notice of the 
Houle to the cafe of Legacies made 
chargeable on land, which at prefent 
elcape the duty, and which, he would 
fuggefl, fliould be made liable to the 
prclesi tax when indireff, and to the 
duty he had juft propoUd, fuppofing them 
to be dire6t. This, he cifimated, would 
furnilli about ioo,qcol. Theie was an¬ 
other deicription of Legacy, liable at 
piefcnt to the duty of eight per cent., 
on which he fhould propole to raife the 
rate of taxation. This was the cafe of 
legacies ielt to perfons who were abfo^ 
lutely ffrangers in blond. This he meant 
to raile fruni 8l. to lol. percent., and 
he calculated that it would produce 
30,0001. The Right Hon. Gentleman 
then adverted to the leading financial 
propolitions in his I'peech ; the perma¬ 
nence of the Wine Duty, and the addi¬ 
tion of «ne-fourth to the Property Duty, 
as a War Tax, and the Lottery, He 
thrn recapitulated the different luma ae 
which he had eltimated the produce of 
the various new taxes he had propoliMl.

The Chancellor of the Exchequer faid, 
we were engaged in a war for the defence 
of the poor as well as the rich, and every 
means fhould be adopted for raifing the 
liipplitfS. He denied that it could make 
any addition to the price of bread, and he 
(liould therefore peililt in it as originally 
propofed. 

Mr. Fox faid, he never knew a tax more 
objejf ionabie s and he went into a long 
argument to fhow that it would bear 
oppreffively on the poor who killed and 
falted their own poik, as it would be an 
addition of a halfpenny to every pound of 
meat. 

Mr. Giddy alfo fpoke againft the tax, 
and advifed fbme other .as a fubftitute.

(Ml, Pitt) feemed to th-nk, that there 
was fomething in the chaiafterand coft- 
liiiiition of the prelent Adminilliation 
which challenged luch ci nfidence, that 
all inquiry was pieclud.d. Here be cn» 
tered into cilcuiations, from the ac- 
C'liiius on the talih- to lh»w that the 
di'pofable iiilaniry haj not been increafld 
one mail beyond its am.>iiiit in the late 
Aduiiiiiflration iemrlcontinued, liy affertr 
ing, that whatever difpoiable foice we 
have to letart the threat cf invalipo^ 
we aie iivlebced for it to Loid Sidmoutbi 
I'hc failure ot the Bill he conlideied to 
be ludicroiifly clear; for neai.ly 40,000 
men had been employed to carry it into 
elleil, and the relult was, about four 
tr11.11 and a half for each county: the 
wnole county ot Kent having produced 
but fifty-two, a-'.d the Cinque Ports only 
one man. The Bill was theicfore an 
impofition on the public. “ You come 
(lays he) into a parifh, and you fay, 
* Give me a foldier.’ The paiifli->flicer 
lays, ‘ 1 caii't •, I have not get one.’ You 
then till II round. I'kc an impudent bully, 
and tell him, ‘ Very well, thcr, if you

P'iacr, 1 fhall find a way of making 
you.’ ”—He then ctnluicd the Privy 
Council for not giving the alliltance to 
the operation of the Bill which they weie 
bound to do. He next elucidated whar 
he iiiliittd wa.s its inefficiency by a vaiiety 
of ludicrous coinparilbiis ; and proceeded 
to liir.w that the naval defence is not equai 
to what it was dining the late Admini- 
Ifraticri. The Icrce which Lord St. Vin¬ 
cent lelJiwlu-n iic went out of ofiice was 
liipeiior to th.it which exilis now. If 
(f.ays he) you come to examine and file 
into the fifty ni'^litiunal fhips of war, 
you will foiii find what IhifF they .are 
made of: thirty of them aie old W'clt 
Indiameu ; when one of them got to the 
Downs, ihe Captain wrote w-ud ihat fhe 
was nor fit either to come back or to go 
on ; another, it was liated. could nut keep 
with her couv^j, bccanle htr convoy 
failed fnifer than hcrielf; another of tiiele 
blips bioke hci hack in the Thames, but 
Itill the Goveinmiriit would take her into 
theieivice. Thele, he ci'.'.rcii.fed, wei'e 
the lliips ui wai addeil to out N.ivy ; anJ 
tJie cv'il was ma'Ie Itiii vvoile by ifie way 
ill wh:cli they weie inaniie!. Stve-n i.ad 
of the line and a iiumhei rt friga'cs 
had been difiiianlu.1, .md yet iture weie 
ii h (.njy 
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only 700 more Teamen and marines thrm 
in the late Adminillratton, he therefore 
inferred, that (he late Admiralty wanted 
no other vindication than to compare it 
with the prefent) and, after paying many 
, high compliments to Lord St. Vincent, 
he reverted to different parts of the De¬ 
fence Bill { ridiculed Lord Melville for 
accepting the office cf Firff Lord of 
'.the Admiralty; finally called upon the 
Houfe.to exert iheirinfluer.ee in lecoml- 
ing his intenti.'iis ; and coi.eluded with 
moving the repeal of the A£f. 

The Chancellor of the Fxclieqner be¬ 
gan by faying, that was time the 
HouTe (hould'exhiliit Tome fi’rpri.'t on 
hearing (iich a notice as that cf Mr. S. 
immediately after the failure ot a fiinil.ir 
niotion by Mr. Windham; and thoiir>ii 
he (Mr. S ) had deferred till the piefeiit 
time tp make ul'e of the notes he took on 
that occafion, yet there could be no doubt 
as to the prelent decifion of the Huiife. 
,Mr. Pitt then fliowed, that almoft every 
circumliance '•diich had been approved of 
by Mr. Windhain, had been cenfured by 
Mr. Sheridan; and he proceeded to prove, 
that the very points which be (Mr. W ) 
had then condemned, had been approved 
of by him in 1796. Mr. Pitt then con¬ 
tended, that the grounds on which the 
repeal of the Defence was moved for 
vvere erroneous} and as to its pecuniaiy 
operation, it was milder than the meafure 
wbieh had preceded it; befides which, it 
was an important confideration that the 
prefent Bill had not commenced its ope¬ 
ration till Augull lad. He then entered 
into a comparifon of the number of men 
tailed previous to th)* operation of the 
Bill, and alia a ffatement of the lad 
three months, during which it appeared 
that no lefs than 20a men had, on an 
average, been railed per week, and might 
be leckoned at 9 or 10,000 men per 
annum. He would aik. Was a meafure 
which was furniftiing fach a number of 
men at the time when (he count, y lli.ud in 
need of a large milir.ary fcce to be dif- 
carded as nugatory ? Nutwithdauding the 
number that'lnd been raifed, Mr. had 
dated, that nut c ne man had been added to 
the regular army, ni'd that it was good fur 
nothing hut railing dues. It was, in fail, 
a meafure that nea>ly doulned the lecrnit- 
tpg of the country. He would infilt that 
the Houle ought to give the' Bill a fair 
tiial, meiely Iroin the three months he 
had dated. He then took a comparaiive 
view of the defefls in the Army ef 
Kelerve Adf; i«lidcd that the preient 
Bill had uniwered tiie purpofes for which 


it had beeif framed; and argued that there 
was every probability its fuccefs would 
be ffill gieati r in future, as it had already 
railed three-fifths of the proportion pro- 
pofid, which he proved from the papers 
on the table; while the prefent Bill was 
far more lenient in its operation, and 
more favr.urable to the Regular Army 
than that of the Army of Referve. He 
difeiaitned the Bill as a pecuniary aid j 
but till it VV.1S proved by trial to have 
completely billed, he would contend that 
the f'ictifee was one which we w'ere 
bound to eiidnie- There weie 9000 men 
laifed iu England, exclu.'ive of calualtles. 
The boiinties were paid out of the public 
money ; (o that this coiihl not be deemed 
a pecuniary buithen on any paiticul.ii let 
of iDiiiviiliials. Was it intended, if this 
Adt was repealed, to give u,. all claims 
for till- penalties both in it and the Army 
of Reurve A6l ? It was inipoffibie to 
difpenle with them altogether. The fines 
incurred by the funner Bill were done 
away by the latter. It would be grofs 
injuitice and ahfurdiiy to repeal the fines 
laid on in holh Bills; and fo far from 
laveming his (Mi. S.*s) argument, it 
rather tends ngainft it. On all the/e 
grounds, ihereloie, hefliould vote againlt 
the tnutiun. 

Mr. Windham, in anfwer to the alTcr- 
tioiisof Mr. Pitt, contended, that he had 
a right to change his mind ; and gave his 
reafons for fo doing, by declaring, thatiu 
his opinion the prefent Bill was inade¬ 
quate in every point of view. He infilted 
that it gave parilli-officers a vexatious 
authority ; and inlianced the apprehenfioit 
of fome liilh labouicrs lalt Sunday even¬ 
ing, many of whom were lent on board 
the tender, and which, he contended, was 
procuring men by unfair means : he in- 
iiiicd that this Bill had railed only 200a 
men out of Suoo, Which it was intended 
to procure.

Yeilerday morning, whilft at anchor 
in this Roadifead, a*!d waiting till the 
Indiaman tin Piimel's Charlotte, and the 
country lliip the Barnabv. the two fliips 
you dire£led me to convoy to Madias, 
were It ailed, three fliips weie pti ' ived 
under the land in the louth-welf, comi».j 
down before the wind with ail tail fet. 
About half pait nine A. M. it was feen 
that the ifrnngc fliips were enemies, and 
were a line ot liatile fliip and iwo fri¬ 
gates ; tlic line of battle (hip huilted, 
with her colouis, u (lag at the mizrn top- 
nuH-liead, and 1 believe was the Ma 
rengo, Adiniial Linois, and I fliall fo 
call her in this letter. The frigate ap- 
piaied to be ot 36 or 40 guns. For 
the infermation of the convoy, the lignal 
of an enemy being in tight was hoilled, 
and toon altervsaids cine fir tlic convoy, 
as they weie bell able to put into a port 
in view. This was done that the two 
fliips that we had taken under convoy 
might get clofe in fliore for protection, 
or, if iiecefTary, to he run on it. The 
Barnaby complied with this fignal; fhe 
ran in fhore, but unfortunately after¬ 
wards get into the lurf, and was totally 
loft. 

About ten A. M". the headmoft of the 
enemy’s fhips, a frigate, was about half- 
a-mile frtm the Centurion, without any 
colours flying.

to take, both for defence, anil to pi event 
Iier lalling into the polkffic.n of the ene¬ 
my if overpowered, A battery of three 
guns at tlie town, under the command of 
Colonel Campbell, of his Majelfy’s y^th 
regiment, had kept a fiie on the enemy 
whiirt within reach in the roadftead, but 
n >w we were too far dilfant to receive 
arty luppoit from it.

Thid threatening appealance of b«ing 
dcittfmined to perfevere and fiicceerl, 
ml J ferved to animate the Officers and 
' fi'i- Majtilfy’s fliip to gnater txer- 

ot defence with the lower deck 
^ns, the only ones that wculd reach 
^le enemy, for (be was too far diftant 
‘<(ur the carionades. Bur all the enemy’s 


(hot reached us. In the mean time one 
of the frigates kept under (ail on our 
quarter, and nearer than the Marengo, 
and annoyed us much hy her file; the 
other frigate carried off the Indiaman 
fiom her anchorage in the road. At 
a quarter pali one P. M., nearly two 
hours after this cannonading c-immeiicedt 
and which had been kept up with vigour 
on both fidcs, the Marengo cut her cable* 
hoiffed her jib, and flood to lea. By 
fome of her latl (hot oui cable was cut* 
and we made fume fail, and got further 
off Oiore before .we brought up with 
the (heet ai. -Iior. When the Marengo 
firft made luil, I fuppul'ed Aie intended to 
make a ftiort Itictch, tack, and renew the 
ailion rieaier, and made ail iiecetfary pre¬ 
parations '.(> receive her; but fhe, fri¬ 
gates, and pi ire Indiaman, flood to fea*- 
and a little befnie funlet bore up to the 
noith-ealf, towards the bottom of the 
Buy. What damage the enemy has fuf- 
tained, or from what caufe they declined 
further contelt with us, I cannot tell. 

After this full account of the tran(« 
aflions of the day, I feel it a duty tn-

Lord/hips to do it. To the zeal and 
energy ef Lieutenant Warring of the 
Marines I am much indebted. 

To inicrt any thing in this letter in 
praile of the behaviour of the veteran 
and gallant crevv of his Mijefty’s (hip 
Centmion, mutt be needlefs to you, Sir* 
who are well acquainted with it; but 
I cannot lefiain from faying, that they 
(I I (played great experience and cool cou¬ 
rage ; and the good difcipline cf the (hip 
was coiiipicuous, and does great ciedit to 
their proper Commander, Captain Rai* 
flier. Ills Majefly’s (hip has received 
cunfideiatile damage in her mails, yards* 
and rigging. The iore-mafl, mizen- 
mafi,ainJ main-yard, are badly wound¬ 
ed, as well as ieveral Imaliel* mails and 
yaids; feveial (hot remain in the bot¬ 
tom, between wind and water; one came 
thtough igiu the gunner's (tore-rooms

The Calcutta G/oieUf Extraordinary of 
Oilober a contains a detailed flatenienC 
of the operations of a detachment un¬ 
der Lieutenant-Colonel Monfon, on its 
way to join the main body of the army 
in llolkar's territory.—After tJie cap¬ 
ture of Hinglaiz Ghnr, by the Lieu- 
tenant Colonel, in July, he advanced 
about fifty miles, with the hope of pro¬ 
curing fupplies, and,jjining Lieute¬ 
nant-Colonel Muiray, at tliat time on 
Jiis march with a coiifiderable detach¬ 
ment of troops from Giizerat towards 
Oujein. The corps under Lieuten.tnt- 
Colonel M. confmed of five battalions 
of fepoys, with a portion of artillery. 
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aad two bodies of irregular horfe, 
under the command of Lieutenant 
Lucan, and a native Chieftain, named 
Bapojee Scindiah, amounting to about 
jooo men. In the mean time Holkar 
having croffed the Chiimbul river be- 
tween him and Colonel Murray’s corps, 
Colonely Monfun, though with only 
two days’ grain in his camp, piepared 
to attack him, though the enemy had 
with him a large body of cavalry. 
Colonel Monfun accordingly pcocced- 
ed to the Mokundra Pals, leaving 
Lieutenant Lucan and foiite ol tlie 
irregular cavalry on tlie groiiml. 
Shortly after he bad moved, the 
tenant's party was attacked liy tlie whole 
of Holkar’s cavalry j on which Colonel 
M. foimed, and was about to return, 
but the enemy had defeated the force lie 
had left: lie therefore contiiHied his 
march to Sopavo, and readied the 
Mortiindra Pafs without molcllation. 
On the loth July, Holkar ailived at 
this pafs with a large body of cavalry, 
and ordered Colonel M. to furreiKler 
his arms, which being refiifcd, Ilolkar 
divided his force into thiec bodies, 
and made a vigorous attack on the 
front and flanks of Licutenant-Coloiiel 
M.’s corps. Owing, however, to the 
judicious pofitiun occupied by the Co¬ 
lonel, and to the bravery and fteadinefs 
dil'played by the troops under liis com. 
niand, Holkar could not make any im* 
picflion, and after various unfuccefsful 
attacks, which continued until eiening, 
drew off his troops, to a pofition two 
cofs from Lieutcnaiit'CuioncI M.’s 
corps, where he was joined by bis in¬ 
fantry and guns, and where he enc.amp- 
ed, with the intention of attacking on 
the following morning. The,ColoncI, 
however, not confideiing his poft at 
Mokundiatobe tenable, retiicd with 
great fatigue to Kotah, where not being 
able to procure pr6vifion.s, he was 
obliged to go forward to the Gauraus 
rivulet. After encountering many 
other difficulties, ariling from excei- 
five rains, a detachment from the Colo¬ 
nel’s army, under Captain O’Donell, 
routed a body of the enemy’s cavalry 
with conliderable lufs, capturing 200 
horfes and feveral camels. On the 24th 
July, the Colonel had anotiur contelt 
with a large body of cavalry, which 
he hnaity routed, though his force then 
confided only' of 700 men, twenty of 
whom were killed and wounded in this 
al&ir. On the ft7th July, the Colonel 
rpacbed Rampoorah, where being able 


to procure fufficient provilTons, he left 
a garrifon in the place, and went againft , 
Holkar, who was now in bis front with 
large bodies of cavalry, at the diffance 
of only four miles 1 the enemy having 
begun a cannonade. Colonel M. charged 
him with only the’ 2d battalion of the 
2d icgiment,and fome piquets, which 
were overpoweied by a fuperiority cf 
force, and with difficulty elfefled their 
retreat, being obliged to abandon their 
baggage. Some attacks were aftei wards 
made upon our piquets lather to the 
advantage of the enemy ; and on the 
26th Augiift a coriefpondcncc was de- 
tetfed between Ilolkar and fome native 
OlHccrs of the Colonel’s corps, when a 
la.ge portion of the native cavalry 
went over to the enemv. On the aStli 
Augiitt, the Colonel was compelled to 
retreat to Agra, after leceivui,^ feveral 
attacks from the* enemy, in which »lie 
fepoys under tlie Colonel pave diltin- 
gitiflied proofs of their bravery. 

Ilcitdi oj Intclli^encr from Raml>oorah.—^ 
At nine A. M. on the sSili Auguft, 
Captain Hutchiufon, of the Bengal 
aiiillcry, (who had been left in the 
fort of Ramiujorali,) obferved a party 
of tiic enemy in.irchiiig In the direction 
of Ooniairi; and conceiving it to be 
poflible to cut them off, ordeu t! Lieu¬ 
tenant Robertfoii, witli three compa¬ 
nies of lepoys, an<l fome Golundauze, 
to attempt this operation. Lieutenant 
R. fueceeded in reaching the enemy, 
who immediately opened a fiie upon 
him fiom three guns. The enemy, 
however, were enabled to drawoff their 
artillery ; but Lieutenant Robertfoii 
captured five tumbrils and a ffand of 
colours, and compelled the enemy to 
retire with the gieatctt precipitation. 

Official intelli^nce has been received 
of the capture, whthoutiyiy lofs on our 
part, of Indore, the capital of Holkar’s 
territories, by the corps under the 
command of Colonel Murr.ty, on the 
24th Auguft. The Officer command¬ 
ing Hulkar’s troops at Indore retired 
without any refiftance to Colonel Mur- 
'ray. V

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ACCOUNT OF MASTER BETTy. 
[with a portrait.] 


W ILLIAM HENRY WEST BET- 
'I'Y, the celebrated liibjeci of this 
memuii, a native of Sliroplhirc, and 
was born the 13th of September, 1791, 
as ap'aears from the legilter of St. 
Ch.tii’s parilh, ShrewUniry. We are 
not in po<V».Hion of any anec'lotes of 
his earliclt years j but this deticiency 
is abundantly campenlated by the tame 
he has fince acquired. At an age 
which we are arcuitomcd to confideras 
developing only the faint outlines of 
iutuie excellence, by which in matiirer 
years wc may hope to be delighted and 
infirnifed, Matter Betty appeals in the 
full fplendor of genius and talents, and 
commands the attention and applaute 
ol admiring thou lands. 

At an early period his father changed 
liis refidencc from Hopton Wafers, 
Salop, to Ballynahinch, near Belfalt; 
and the tirlt circiimltance that marked 
Malter Betty’s ftrong predileition for 
the drama, was Mrs. S'ddons's unri¬ 
valled performance of Elvira, in the 
play of Pizarro, of which he was a for¬ 
tunate fpeCtator in the tummer of i^oz j 
and it may be urged, as a proof both of 
his difceinment and talte, that Rolia, 
though the hero of the play, and a part 
that Items calculated alniolt exclufi vely 
to ftrike tliL^yonthful fancy and admi¬ 
ration, made little or no impreiiion 
upon him. It was Elvira that rilled his 
imagination j it was her fpceches wideh 
he K'peated j her accents that iiiil 
founded in his cars, and her majetfic 
demeanour and awlul biow, that were 
itill forcibly prefent to his recollec¬ 
tion j the elfeil was inlfantane.ous; a 
love of the drama became at once his 
predomiiunt pailion. tlv^'*^veiy 

thing was laci iheed ^is paients 
wt’ic at Icfigili under Tli« neceliuy of 
conltderir.g hov\ this pallioii could be 
prudently indulged. 

About this time, the gloom occa- 
by the lalt iiifurrectinn in Dub¬ 
lin, Jfcd the i'ubjerVion of the country 
to mytial law, had produced a general 


indilpotition ♦^o-theatrical amufements; 
and Mr, Atkins, the Beltaft Man-iger, 
anxious to bring forth loine extraordi¬ 
nary novelty, on account of the extreme 
depreriion of the times; and having 
witnelfed, togetlier with Mr. Hough, 
his Prompter, Malter Betty’s powers 
of recitation and action m piivute, 
ofTered him an engagement for four 
nights. On the i6th of Auguft, 1803, 
he was announced for the part of 
Ofmyn, in Zara, when he was yet a 
month fhort of twelve yc.iis old} of 
courfe, the ringularity of this exhi¬ 
bition drew together a moll crowded 
audience, who were equally altonilbed 
and enraptured with his performance. 
Even on this his rirfl appearance, he is 
Hated by an eye-wirnefs to have inani- 
felled no embarraffment, but to have 
gone through the part not only with¬ 
out confurion or miftake, but with a 
force and corieftnefs almolt beyond 
belief. It is a circumiiance worthy 
of notice in this place, that the firft 
and only play Ije faw before he came 
upon the Ifage was Pizirro, in which 
(a.s has been mentioned) Mrs. Siddons 
perfoiined Elvira ; nor had he teen any 
of thol6 plays in which he was fo emi¬ 
nently diftinguifhed until he hirnfelf 
undertook the principal ebaraiters. 
The fame of lliis dramatic prodigy 
had now icached Dublin; and Mr. 
Jones engaged him on advantageous 
terms foi the Theatre Royal, Ciow- 
lircft; and here he bad afterwards 
the offer of a permanent engagement, 
which, however, his friends judicioufly 
declined. With the view of rendering 
cveiy ncrelTdiy nfriftance towards the 
peifettion of f‘o lare a tennis, Mr. 
Betty (the father) invited Mr. lloiigii 
to accompany his fon in liis excurfioii 
to Dublin, and henceforth to become 
his indiuc^or, as well as to funerintend 
his theatrical intercils and concerns iti 
his future engagements ; an invitation 
which induced Mr. H. to relinquiih his 
‘Situation as Prompter to the Belfaft 
K k a Theatre, 
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Theatre, and which has fince proved 
mutually agreeable and uTeful to the 
pupil and the pieceptor. 

At Dublin he made his fii ft appear, 
ance the aSth of Novenjber, 1803, in 
his favouiite part of Young Norval, 
being announced as “ The Young 
Gentleman who had acquired the ninie 
of the Infant Rofeius.” He pi lyed 
nine nights to crowded and btilliant 
audiences, with iiicicaliiig reputation 
to himlelf a d advantage to the Mana¬ 
ger. From Dublin Ije p'ouccded to 
Cork, where he optned with Hamltt, 
the 31ft of Decftnibcr, and played lix 
nights; and his powci of attiaclioii 
in that city wis as unprecedented as it 
was iiniverfally achrowledgcd, and 
numbers of the iiihabiiants weie pie- 
vented, by overflowing houics, from 
feeing him at all. He .iKo peiformed 
at Clonmel and at W'at,.libid, and 
thence he rroictded tow.inls Poit 
Patrick, in older to croi.s the Chan¬ 
nel and fulfil an enga.gunent he 
had made with Mr. Jacklon to play 
at Edinburf;h and GUfgow. He firll 
appeared at GUfgow, the lift May, 
1804, and his leception both here ami 
at Edinbmgh ext."tried the wainuft 
wiflics of his fri'litis. Mi. Jackfon, 
the Manager of both 'riie.itrts, in 
writing upon this fiibjeft, declaics “ he 
was leceived with the greatclf bin fts of 
applaufc that lie had ever witnelTed to 
have been given by any audience.” 

Mafter Betty had now palled the 
ordeal of two pai ts of the empiic, and 
till his pei forniaiu.e at Edinburg):, he 
was little known in England ; hut his 
fame was now rapidly extending itfelf 
in every direffion, and the cocitinual 
rumours of his talents had begun to 
excite attention even in London. 

Mr. M'Cready, the/“nterprifiiig Ma¬ 
nager of the Birmingham Theatre, was 
the firft who brought him htfore .in 
Englifh audience ; and he had no caufe 
to regret the libeiality of h’s terms. 
Both here and ut Sheftield, where he 
played during the months of Augiift 
and September, no theatrical annals 
had furnifbed any thing equal to the 
commotion and inteielt he excited : 
even carriages, labelled “ Ihiatncal 
Coaches to carrj fix infides to fee the 
Young Rofius," were ftationed .it Don- 
cafter during the races ; and acconi- 
modition wheie Young Rufeius was 
afliially to be feen was Icarcely pic. 
enable at any rite. 

It was at Birmingham that Mr.

On the 8th Qiifobei be played for the 
fii It time in Liverpool, wheie he re- 
ni'iiiiiil till tlie 3ilt.

amiileinenrs of early youth : but though 
among his equals ht is fportive, and 
even hnyilh, his ufual manner is feri- 
oiis and puT’ve, and his foiidnefs for 
phj and every thing el!e inilantly ) ield 
w'lcn his tavouiitc punuic comes in 
que. ion- His modelfy is faid to be as 
remarkable as his meiit; and tliough it 
may cxeite no wonder, tint a juvenile 
mind (hould occationally be imeieited 
in juvenile purfiiits, yet, notwithltand- 
fng all the inftrnftion he may have 
leceivcd, and all the ability he is 
known to pofl'cf., it has perplexed

and pe' tormance or' leveial ot the 
moll ardiii'us charjiileis ot the Jiritifli 
D'.'ina. Any critical remaiks upon 
iMilt. r Hetty’s pertoi maiices woul i ex¬ 
it 1; 1 this Iketch to an inconvenient 
leiigtli, and they aie rendeitd ahnolt 
fupci llnous by the liaiiip ot gencial ap- 
prnbation which they have received; 
Init it would be an a^r of injiilt ec t j 
withhold the unequivocal telliiuony of 
Mr. Home, who was a delighted wit- 
nefs ot Mailer Hetty’s Douglas at Kdin- 
burgh: “ This,” faid the venerable 
author, “this is the tiill time I ever 
t.uv the pai t of Douglas fdayed accord¬ 
ing to my ideas of tlie character, as at 
th.it time I conceived it, and as I wrote 
it.”

Account of M. Didot. 

(TranJla’cJfrom the Seventh Numler of 
the Ht (hives Litterairts de I'Europe .) 

I ;'K.\NCF. has juft loft in Anibrofe 
Didot, who died a little tftne lincc, 
at t!ie.ige of 84, one of thole few men, 
who, by tarrying theii ait to the high- 

ell 
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tH pitch, reflect feme Iiiftie on their 
nation, and contribute to the profperity 
ot the ftace. Francis Didot, his father, 
an excellent printer, and pofltii'ed of 
iome knowledge himfelf, brought up 
his fon in the love of the art which he 
meant him to follow; and early initi> 
ated him into all the knowledge ncccf- 
fary to enable him to diltingiiifh liim* 
felf in it. The youth foon became 
inflamed with that kind of zeal which 
is fo favourable to the acquirement 
of knowledge; and the/e aelvantages, 
united to an exquifitfc tafte, was the 
eventual means of railing the French 
prefs to that degice of perfeftion which 
it has at prefent attained. 

For a long (pace of tin.e the printing 
of the Engiifh had excited the adniira- 
tion of contioiireui $ ; whillf France had 
produced no pi inter who had dil- 
tinguilhcd himfelf from the multitude, 
till M. Didot produced the woik of 
Durtus /ur les hirrrs Gra<vrts. This 
was enough to cheer his countrymen 
with the hope that they fhould eventu¬ 
ally behold a revivilicatioii of the Ste¬ 
phens and the Elzevirs. Encouraged 
with merited praile, M. Didot re¬ 
doubled his care, and new pei ftftlons 
were found in every (uccecding pro- 
duclion ; as we might inltance, wcie it 
nccclLiry, in his Traite dcs Ddits el Jts 
Peutes, I'Art .ie verifier les Dates, Ijocratis 
Opera, See. 'I htle woiks, though print¬ 
ed with ancient t3-pcs, prefent us, in¬ 
dependently of the beauty of tlie- print¬ 
ing and pa-per, viith a ngul.iriiy of 
font, which wc ibould feek. for in vain 
in antecedent woiks; and an accuiate 
corref>ion of text, without which the 
moft beautiful cilition can policies little 
merit. 

A new form had been given to types, 
by Bafkerville, of London, (l>ir- 
minglum); Ambro/c Didot endeavour¬ 
ed to render them ftiil moie beautiful. 
He eftablifhed a foundcry in his ciwn 
huule, in order that he mig’.-'^ have all 
its operations under his own eve. lie 
invented a typometer, by means of 
which he was able to give the types a 
juft piopoitioii, and a perfect corre- 
fpondcnce amougft thenifelves. 

Not content with li.iving obtained 
types more elegant than tliole of neigh¬ 
bouring nations, he tiinud his atten¬ 
tion to the improvement of paper. His 
firft attempt was on tli.it lort called vel¬ 
lum, which was already in ulc in Eng¬ 
land ; and in coiifcqu' me of hi- pei- 
fevciance, France now makCothat kind 


of p.ipcr for berfelf. The firft trials o* 
the conltruflion of it were made at 
his own txpenfe, in the paper manu- 
faftories at Annonay. 

He afterwards con 11 ruffed preffes 
more uniform in their effeft than tliofe 
hitherto in ufe. He looked with the 
eye of an obferver on all the mechani¬ 
cal parts of his art; and by perfecting 
them fucceflivcly, he arrived at that 
fiiperioiity, which every wtiere ap- 
pe.iis in his works. His fuccefs ac¬ 
quired him the attention of the Court, 
and he was charged with the printing 
of the books deftined tor the education 
of the Dauphin. 

Ainbrofe Didot has left two fons, 
who have fucceeded to his reputation 
and talents. Melfis. Pierre and Fii- 
min Didot are known throughou: Eu¬ 
rope by their typographic ibijd ceuvres, 
and by the new perfeftion which they 
have given their produilions even after 
their father appeared to have attained 
the bounds of the career of the typo¬ 
graphic art.

HERE is not, perhaps, any rtflec- 
tion which affords more toothing 
confolation to concern .it the lols of re¬ 
latives or friends, than that which 
dwells on ihe remembrance of their 
ineiits, and recapitulates the hiltcry of 
their virtues :—wiiat/oever may have 
been the llation of any iiufividual, his 
peculiar profclllon, or the general 
courle of his occupations, thefe either 
fui nilli unequivocal tellimonies to lii;> 
fame, and rianfinit h's chaia6ler with 
fympatliy and el'.ecm to his nearcit rt- 
1.1'civcs, 01 h.intl it with eulogy and i e» 
nuwrn to the liltcning admiialion of a 
jemote polJei 'ty. We lix upon the gc- 
nerog? qualiii^"! of his iieart, or upon 
tlic enli^fftsstncd j.Jjerality of his mind, 
as a cent I e frt^'u hence his public aClion 
or his private wortli ciiMiiate as radii, 
winch expand to thtii dillant circuiii- 
feience .as the congeiii.tl Ipirit of vene¬ 
ration and refpeCt bear tcltimony to. 
their juftice, and nuagnify, but nq} ex¬ 
aggerate, their truth, t 
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Which of us, my rcfi^efled filends, 
have not thus fyrapathifed with the 
tears ot foirow, and tl»ereby mitigated 
the mournful agonies of diltrefs ? Who 
IS there amongti all the Ions of Adam, 
who has nut born the hghs of grief, and 
wept with thole that weep i 

Wc have here no common caufe for 
our concern} the tribute of our tears 
is the lalt that we can offer to the me¬ 
rits of the man ! the tribute of our re- 
Ipcdt is due to liis public charaofer— 
the tribute of veneration and applaul'e 
is the debt wc owe to his fame ! 

It is with affefting delight we con¬ 
template the merit of our departed 
friend, and review his emiirent fervices 
Iriice his introduftiou to this humane 
Inifitution ; and they leem to have rc- 
flc6lcd back, the honour which they call 
upon each other. AsP-ttionsof this 
houl'e of mercy you have revered his 
Ikill, and duly appi ecrated his exertions 
in it’s caule: you have feen the cner- 
gres of Ins ririnil devoted to it’s exten- 
lion, and the fruits of his benelicial rni- 
provenrents Irave tranfrnitted Its name 
to rernotei cltnrcs. 

His qualitkatious as a phyfreian, and 
Iris merits, as a man, were conlidercd 
fourteen years ago, by the ample pa¬ 
tronage he received at Irts lirltintio- 
duition to the office which 1 rs deceafe 
has now vacated. Ills liudk s anrl re- 
fearches In the fcicrire of lucilicine 
were therr called (orth iirt.o rrew aftion, 
for they were made lub/er vie.rt to the 
caufe ill which he Jrad ihus ctrgaged, 
and formed a conlidcrMtrle part ot liis 
getier'al praifirc. Hi' nijrrd v.rllingly 
devoted itfelt to the fulfilment of Ins 
engagement, by not only coiuluiling 
its medical departwenl, but by a!fo 
taking the fHpervifion and dtri ctiotr oi 
its dorrtcltic houlehold ; the regulations 
which hiscarc and vigilance h.ive intro¬ 
duced, remain .as monuments ot hislklll, 
andas teftimonies of his paternal regard. 

Five years .after his introduilion to 
this office, he began the compilation, gf 
which only the firft part h.is appeared, 
of a Hijlory of Inoculation ; whic^r ought 
to conifitutc a le.ading feature of liis 
yterarylabours, as it prf'ves ho'»‘dlfeeply 
the defi^n was impfAflVi ' upori his 
mind, ot fulfilling the extent of his du- 
ty by the moft attentive inveftig.atioii, 
wherein nothing might be Jeft unex- 
nlored, whiclt could contribute to elu- 
OT •promote the objefls of hk 
iitu^'on. • 

Ai/iongft Iris literary labours, which 


afforded no fmall .iffiftance to his pro** 
felllun, and r'cputatioii to himfelf, and 
which offers a further telfirnony how 
deeply every part ol the meilrcal Icieuce 
was within tire icope of his attention, 
was Iris work on Medical Botany — 
an accurcite delineation ot the feiettee 
of plants, and a uleful and plealmg in¬ 
quiry into the vegetable kingdom: here 
he explored the forms ai d natures of 
the 

Living herbs, beyond the pow*r$ 

Of Bctar.ifft to number up their 
tribes 

Whilft the mind of Dr. Woodville 
was thus ardently crig.rged in lludtcs, 
which enlarged Iris own fphere of know¬ 
ledge, and iecuied to him the well- 
eaiiied honours of piofc/lional reputa¬ 
tion, it will excite no lurpnfe to find 
him xealoLilly engaged in the difeoverjr 
and adoption of I'accine Inoculatiai:. A 
difeovery lo fortiin.ite for iiiankiiut, 
and VIInch fo iiimicdiately afieefed the 
advancement of this Iclfitution, could 
not fail fo attra^f his vigilance, and to 
prefs fur his mature invelligation. As 
its couiTe ))ioctede.!, lie was enabled, 
from Iris peculiar otiice, and was urged, 
from his peculiar bonevoleucc, to corn- 
nriiuicate many clteirtia! obletvations 
ami imurovements, wbicl! tondtJ to 
lULlhodife rl’o diTaovery, and to puih 
irs new-boj-n Irglrt upon the world, to 
le'iiove the lulpicions of tear, a:;d to 
promote and mature Uiebiefliiigs oi i'e- 
ciifi ty. 

After the minuteft experiment, and 
the niull i.necjuivocal tetfiinonies of its 
lucccfs, it wras to ourdepaired friend 
that thv'j Inifitution claims the honour 
of lit iniroiliJiLtion ii;to gencr.il p;j;iicc 
ju the iiiJtropoIis ; and, a-', one oi the 
biancius of thtgclhiMilhmenr, to have 
b.-ni inlii timental, iuperadded to the 
fubjccls cf its former tame, in convey¬ 
ing comfort and fecurity to more than 
17,000 perfons, during the laft fix 
year's ; a number which, in addition to 
thofe which have received the frnie be¬ 
nefit from other focietics, and from the 
liberal exertions of other medical men, 
will live to te.ich (heir children, and 
their children’s children, to blefs the 
name of Woodville when they blefs 
the name of Jeniici 

Wh.it belt charadcilzed his medical 
genius, was the lolidity of his concep¬ 
tions, the caution of his ineafutes, and 
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the prudence which prevented their 
arluption until he had afcertaincd their 
final crt'cttb: it may without exagge- 
ijiion be afiirmed, that theieare few 
men who preient us with fiich inefti- 
mable lellbns in the Itudy of public 
utility. 

But his exeitions and his fame were 
neither limited bv the nanowcircuitof 
thele walls, which now huld his filent 
remains—nor even by the expanded 
boundaries of the metropolis—nor yet 
by the fhnres which ght our United 
Kingdom; his reputation llretched to 
many or nioll of the flatss of Euiopc, 
to the Provinces of Anaerica, and to 
the (Colonial Elfablifiiments in the Eaft- 
ern and Weftern World. Fioin til 
thefe parts his various correfpondenccs, 
and particularly the eaiiieft defire with 
which his prefence was folicited at P.i- 
ris, during the late Confulfljip, and 
granted by the Britifh Govprnment, 
prove the ardour with which his opi¬ 
nions were fought and elfeerncd ; to 
thefe he freely imparted the tefnlt of 
his judgment, and the corrutl infoima' 
tion of his pradlice s and if fuch an in- 
tercourfe diffufed the charadler of his 
own talents, italfo carried along with it 
the fame of this national Inftiiiition to 
the remote corners of the globe. 

Glorious mull have been the inward 
Ditisfaflion of his own benevolence, 
that he was thus guiding, under the 
bleflingofPivin'' Providence, thegie.it 
pur poles of the Inlfitution whofe piiii- 
ciple he fuperintended, by not only ex¬ 
tending relief to aftliftion itfelf, but by 
combining the molt tlteiilii-il meafures 
for proteftion againll it, with the molt 
aftive cooperation with other focieties, 
for its final cxtei minatiou. 

It is thus, through thefe men, th:tt 
the formidable hydit,, whofe venom 
was the terror of our anceltors, has in 
our times been devoted to its ruin ; it 
is thus that themoaiUr of ’’eloponnc- 
fus no longer Icatters dev illation liom 
every wound ; thele men h.ive the mo¬ 
dern glory of neiiLiMlixing her virus, 
and, mingling their i.ihours with thofe 
of Hercules himfelf, they w ill commit 
her Itory to the records offoi mtr tiints; 
while the dark finade wl ich once ob- 
feured the happinef.; of iuin..in lifcOndl 
be difpelled by a noon tide radiance, 
prefenting to the admiring gaze of pof- 
tcrity the chararters ct Ji-niicT ana of 
Woodville, written with a lun-bc.ini ! 

Yet, notwithlfanding thefe cxtenfive 


powers, this public urerulnefs, this 
third for medical knowledge, this al- 
molt univerfd reputation, the modelt 
diffidence of our departed IrienJ llirunk 
from the blazoniy o' t.iine, and almoft 
forbade Its voice; the lilenr tonfeiouf- 
iiefs of extenfive merit, r.*rher led him 
to rejoice in the elFc6t, than to conde- 
Icend in felf-llitiery tothecaiilc; he 
rejoiced to fee the profpeiity ot his 
plans, hut the delicate humility of his 
heart aCcribed to a fublimer fource the 
dictation and the glory ! 

If the elteem and approbation of a 
few cordial friends were the limits of 
his .imbition,—if he piefcrred not to 
bn ter a jewel of fo inr-ltimablc a pi ice, 
for the tranlitory bieain of pojiular 
fame, it is for thoie friends to uw»-ll up¬ 
on his vii tufs j and now, that Jus ’ui- 
mility does not reprefs their zeal, to 
fiirnilh the triumph of applaufe 
they m.iy exemplify his merits, which 
the loud lieiald of icr.own has not ren¬ 
dered common ; they in.iy dwell upon 
his chararter and his exertions, which 
ilie trump of eulogy can never taiiiiffa 
by cx.iggei.uioii 1 

Asa public officer of this lionfe, his 
liberal and ailivc attention toall its de¬ 
partments w.is not litniitd by the ligid 
letter of his duty, but rather extended 
by the benevolence of Ins heart. Ilis 
unwearied regard to the comfort and 
fafety of thofe committed to his care— 
bis gentle treatmept of the afHided, 
and his encouragement of the convale- 
feent, prociiied him their lefpcil: and 
gratitude—and his punfluai regularity, 
and afteifionate intcrelt, in the welfare 
of the houfehold over which he was the 
deputed guardian and geiic.-al vifitor, 
ha.s left an examf<ie for liis hiLcefibr 
until the hoiife itlclf flial!' be removed. 
Happy, thrice happy, it that fucceffor 
lluill tread Ins path, anti tr.insfer to 
himfelf the leinnantof his fame !

warmed with the ze.alof fiiendlliip, and

T OOKING, the other day, over 9 very 
Ijrge box of papers which had 
long' been negleiled, I found the 
following letter, including the poem 
on Piranefi’s Views of Rome, and the 
verles on the fenfitions excited by the 
piofpedt of the Roman and Tufean 
States,- as viewed from a Mountain, 
among them. 

As, from the length of time that has 
elapled llnce this paper has feen the 
light, it is impolTible to guefs from 
whom I had the copv, [o is it equally 
impodible for me to conjecture who was 
the author. 

TheCe poems have never, I believe, 
been publifliedi but as they have, in 
my opinion, too much genius and me¬ 
rit to be configned to oblivion, I have 
therefoic inferted them in this collcc* 
tion, to which their lubjeCls fceni pecu. 
liaj iy adapted :— 

“ MY DEAR MADAM, 

“ My adoni.'hiiieiu at learning that 
you was yet at Paiis, fo obliteratf^d all

The father of this celebrated Com- 
pofer, and the (liil more celebrated Mrs. 
Cibber, was -.ii upholder and under¬ 
taker in King-ftreet,-Covent Garden, 
with whom the DoJlor, when a young 
man, refided. 

At this time there was a Gentleman 
of much celebrity in the mulital world 
employed .it Drury-lane Theatre. Ma- 
' ny may Itiil remember Mr. John Heb- 
den, who for almolt half a century 
flood in a corner of the orcheflra, and 
perioi med on the baiioon and the bafs 
viol, on which two in liniments he was- 
unrivalled. He was alfo of the Band of 


ducal f.'mily to depart, he chofe to fend 
the vcneralilc I’oulilf Pius the Vlth, who 
had in Floie.ice fought an afylum, into 
captivity, wherein he foon after cxpiied.

So (ar was he from 
having in his diTpolition the lead (pice of 
the irritability of Hogarth's cm aged Mn- 
iician, that he has been known, when the 
itinerant Savoyards came under his win¬ 
dow with their melleit (mftruments from 
which the found is extra<^ed by the colli- 
(ion of grir.dftones, wire, and qiiiPs,} 
though it happened to he in his lioui $ of 
ftudy, to thiow up the lafb, and call to 
them, Do, my good girls, grind me a 
pennyworth more of your niulic.”

perfon from whom SirRichard Steele drew 
the charaffer of his'uph”l>ierer, which 
Mr. Murphy has i'o admirably drama- 
tifed. The Indian Kings mentioned in 
the Spefiator lodged in his hoiife. He 
was confidered, as a politician, to have 
been io every refpeft equal to Quidnunc, 
and, like this celebrated charaffer, in the 
fedulous attention which he paid to the 
bufinefs of the nation, to have liifTered his 
own to be foneglcfled, that,inccnlequer!.e 
of the derangement of his affairs, he be¬ 
came a bankrupt, and I believe died in 


(boving back the lid, dlfcovered that 
this was a fa£f. 

Hebden, difgjftcd at the light of a 
dead body (b improperly introduced, 
and perhaps equally (hocked at the in- 
fenfibility of his pupil, left the (hop 
with great precipitation, and never 
could be prewailc'l on to renew his 
vifits to him while he remained in that 
(ituation. 

THE REV. MR. LE BLONDE. 

The name of this Gentleman cer¬ 
tainly deferves to be lefcued from 
oblivion, as his perfon has been im¬ 
mortalized by Hogarth, for a correA 
likenefs of him is exhibited in the 
charafler of the Fr'-nch Clergyman 
who is following his congiegation out 
of the chuich, in the print of Noon, 
in the graphic hiftury of the biur 
Times of the Day. 

There is in the human fyftem minds 
fo con(lru6fed, that every obje£f re¬ 
volving in them is, hy a fingular com¬ 
bination of ideas, turned into the ridi¬ 
culous, and placed before the eyes in 
humourous (ituations. Of this con- 
ftrudion was the mind of the painter 
we have quoted ; it diiedeJ his eyes to 
objeds which, though perhaps not ab- 
furd in themfelvcs or fit nations, be¬ 
come, in their paffage through that me¬ 
dium, highly tin^tiiied with humour.

above, or rather below, all, the diminu¬ 
tive beau. This ttentleman, whofe 
name I have many times heatd, though 
it has et'eaped my memory, was about 
the fize of Jefbey Hudfon, who was 
ferved up in a pie. He was a conffant 
frequenter of Pen's and Old Slaughter's 
coffee-hnu(es} he uled to dine at the 
one, and take his coffee at the other. 
He was, among the Refugees, a leader of 
faihtonsi he was motc} for though his 
body was Imall, his ideas were extenlive, 
or, in other words, he was the otacle 
of the coft'ee-houfes, •and by far the 
greatefl politician of the whole coterie. 
Like Jeffrey Hudfon, he was the molt 
irafcible little being that ever exifled. 

I much doubt whether Pope had not 
either Jeffrey or him in liis eye when 
be drew the cbara6fer of Tlem Tuck. 
However, liis conceit in this lefpeft ope¬ 
rated in his favour; for he, unconfeixus 
of his fize, thought that his opponents 
flirunk from his refolutiun, when, in fa£f, 
they only avoided Ins imbeciliiy. &iie 
circuinifance more ref^tcfling this little 
beau 1 have juft learned from a lady.

Mr. le Blonde did not, corfeAIv 
fpeaking, belong to this Church, af- 
though he occaiionally preached io it. 
Though his figure in the print appears 
in rather the back ground, I have beea 
told that it is a ftriking Itkene's, which 
indeed it was the at tiff’s peculiar talent 
to exhibit, though it was but in a few 
fcratches upon his thumb nail. 

Mr. le Blonde was a man of very 
confiderable learning and talents, and 
was highly refpe^fed in his profellioo, 
though he bad a fmall impediment or 
hiifkinefs in 'lis Vpeech, which arofe 
from the circumffance of his having 
once, at a chrilfening, had the iirff glafs 
of wine prefented to him, out of de¬ 
ference to bis cloth. As loon as he 
had drank it, he exclaimed that he 
was poifoned ; wliich was in fome de¬ 
gree true, for the wine was found t» 
have the fame noxious quality with 
that whofe baneful effeOs upon the 
company at Salt Hill is Hill iemember- 
ed. Medical aflifiance was immediately 
fent for, and an'idoies adminiltered j 
by whofe operation, in all probability, 
his life was preferved: but although he 
exifted many yeais aPer, he never per- 
f'eilly recovered from the deleterious 
efFe£ls of the compofition that he had 
inadvertently fwallowed. 

THOMAS WORLIDCB. 

This ingenious painter in miniature, 
and engraver, was in the former branch' 
of the art a.s celebrated for the nearnefs 
of his pencil, as he was in tholatter for 
the finenefs of his ffroke. Thefe pecu¬ 
liarities are more particularly obfervable 
in his latter woiks. He alfo delineated 
portraits upon vellum with the black- 
lead pen^l, of which many cxquifitely 
finiflied fpecimens ftill remain. 

In the elegant city of Bath, every 
ftile, whether in ^lufic, drawing, or 
drefs, efpecially if it be a tittle tine-

** That I c.in vry readily do,” he 
replied; “ iet your fervanr take your 
coat to MsHbm-ftieet, and inquiic for 
Thomas Woi lidge : he is, 1 can aflure 
you, the molt eminent Jlae dreewery not 
only in this city, but the k'ngdoin.” 

Woi lidge died at Hnmmci imith the 
a3d of Septemher, and was there buried 
the »7th of September, 1766. On the 
fouth wall of the chapel is a tablet to 
his memory, with this infciiption :

But to make amends 
fer their detefls in uTcful information, 
they have allowed their generous em¬ 
ployer to embellifli their pages with 
whatever refearches or difcoveries he 
his thought proper to communicate 
concerning his oriental antiquitie.- in 
Ireland. Some of thefe are fo very 
extraordinary, that they deferve to be 
refcued from the dull volumes in which 
they lie at prcfent immerfed. You will 
allow me to give a curious Ipecimen 
from one of the volumes that is really 
well wiitten, viz. the “ StaciAical Sur¬ 
vey of the County of Down, by the 
Rev. Jonathan Dubourdieu.

nifiesa bell-koufe, or brihy *, might lea- 
fonably be concluded to hive been in¬ 
tended for that life, and tint each of 
them once held a little bell to ruminun 
the inhabitants to divine worlhip, as 
indeed in one of them is Hill extant the 
frame or timber to which the lull was 
falfened f. But General Vallancey, 
who liad referred them to the molt re¬ 
mote ages of Pagan antiquity, has of 
late difeovered, that they are neither 
more nor lefs than Indian Pagcd is, 
eiei 5 ted for the worfliip of the Hin¬ 
doos j and becaufe fires wete fosne- 
times made therein, perhaps by the 
Sexton who lolled the bell, to warm 
hiinfelf, the Piiefl, &c. when they 
affenibled in cold ircather, our pro¬ 
found Antiqsiaiy decidedly atfirms, 
that there weic perpetual fires kept 
burning in honour of the deity the 
Sun. But what makes this oblerva- 
tion the more finking, it is annexed 
to a pail'age of the ingenious writer 
above mentioned, who happened to be, 
piefent immediately after one of them 
had been thrown down, whic^ wis 
found to have been eiefled on ;lie 
foundation wall of the adjoiningckjt ch 
or abbey at Downpatrick.

•• *rhe true art of converfation fecms to he 
this: an agreeable fret do m and opennefs,

as -Tillotson. 

'T^hat mofi extremes hive a tendency 
towards vice, is a remark too iini< 
verfally received to require elucida¬ 
tion ; and fo general is this remark in 
its application, that it includes fume of 
the heft qualities of the human heart. 
At firft view this may appear paradoxi¬ 
cal ; but experience has proved its

veracity. Moralitts fiiould therefore 
always keep this in their thoughts, 
and, when dilplaying the dangerous 
eft’efts of one extreme, be careful Of 
mention the perhaps equally danger* 
ous tendency of its oppofite. But how 
often do we fee this rule negleftcd; 
and when neglected, is it not rational 
to conclude, the advice may have an 
injurious, inttead of a beneficial, eifeS t 
Numerous iniiances of this negleft 
might be produced, which I think, 
would fatisfa^torily anfwer this query ; 
and one inftance I mean to take under 
conlideration in the prefent elfay. 

Many writers have defcribed loqua¬ 
city as the chief chara£Iei'iftic of folly y 
and never offered a Angle caution a- 
gainlt the contrary extieme, tacitur¬ 
nity. To fpeak too much is undoubt¬ 
edly a foible; but to /peak too little 
is, in my opinion, likewife foible, 
and not one of lefs magnitude. For 
our amufeinent, let us draw a fhort 
comoarifon between thefe two foibles , 
and I think we (hall find the refult to 
corroborate my opinion. 

There are two very important dif- 
advaii'nges confequent to loquacity. 
Ttie firft is, that a perfon who talks 
much is almolt certain to make an 
imprudent expofure of his own con¬ 
cerns or ignorance. He fpeaks with¬ 
out premeditation ; to do which, with 
propriety, lequires very extraordinary 
genius; and to attempt it may jultly 
be confidered a proof of vanity, when 
luch genius is a gift which nature fo 
feldom beitows. The fecond great in- 
convenience aridngfrom loquacity is, 
that he who engroffes an undue (hare 
of converfation, by depriving others of 
an opportunity to deliver their fenti- 
ments, deprives kimielf of the infor¬ 
mation which from them ihe might per¬ 
haps otherwife gain. The chief end of 
converfation is to acquire knowledge s 
and we (houid con vet fe with this view, 
and not with the vain defire of making 
a difplay of our own imagined talents. 
JHe muft have a very low opinion of 
the talents or information of his com¬ 
panions who thinks he can learn nothing 
from them; and a very high opinion of 
iiimffsit who thinks be can teach them 
on every fubjedf. 

Such are the important difadvantages 
of loquacity ; and they are fo evident, 
that to adl in defpite of them is juftl/ 
confidered a charadleriftic of folly.

^ Bur has not taciturnity ditadvantages 
attending it as great» The loquacious 
peifon inj ires himlelf alone; but the 
lilent not only cdenrully injures him- 
felf, but IS difjg'cejble to other peo¬ 
ple. Loqincity is a fyniptoraot' vanity ; 
taciturnity ot pride. Loquacity is con- 
fideied a maik of lolly; taciturnity of 
ill-natyrC. The former pleale, be- 
eaUjpjt fpriups from a debie to pleate; 
thM^ter cannot, as it arifes from no 
fuch amiable motive. The one we aie 
apt to love ; the other to hate. To be 
loved or ie(p( 6 ted Ihoiild ceitainly be 
the wilh of all, and to gam love by 
endravnuiing to pleale Ihould, there- 
foie, be O'li Iccond aim in converia- 
tion. Will n we have detei mined wbe- 
thci loquacity or taciturnity tends molt 
to the acquirement ol this nnpoitmt 
point, we cm b no lon«,er in doubt 
which is the moll ptelei iblc. 

That extreme ticituinity is dif- 
plriling, I think vciv tovi uiildcny; 
and it is edily accoimred 1 >r on ra¬ 
tional pi innples. Mmkind weie cer¬ 
tainly Ifinned loi foficty, and, both 
in ihtir nccelUtics and plciluieb, they 
have a miitiial dependence on each 
other. 'Ilm man who lelules, or un¬ 
willingly I'tltowi., his alliltance to an¬ 
other in dilliefs, tails in his duty, and 
cannot expedt either love or gratitude. 
It is juit the lame in the linallei con- 
ceins of lile, and nioie particulaily in 
conveilirion. How cm we expeCl to 
hear the fcntiments of others, if we 
ichilc them the litisiadfion ol liearing 
ouis> “ Converl tion,” lays a very 
fenfible write*-, “ is a loi t of bank, 
in which all who c<%ipofe it have their 
refpeftive llAres,” and to this defini¬ 
tion we may add, that it Ihuuld be our 
endeavour to make the lharcs as equal 
as polfible. 

It is obfervable, and may be pro¬ 
duced as a farther proof that exttemes 
have a tendency to meet, that loquacitj* 
and taciturnity have, in one particular, 
the fame injurious efFe£l. It ha^ been 
alieady remaikcd, and is indeed evi¬ 
dent, that loquacity prevents codver- 
fation; as that cannot be called con- 
verfation in which one alone delivei*s 
his fentimenfs. Tacituinity, lor the 
reafons above dated, and many more 
equally powerful, produces a fimihr 
/jf* «re h, to be luie, this dif- 
feience: in'Vhe former, converfation 
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terminates by being confined to one 
perfon, who lofes the charaeler of • 
companion and alTumes that of a 
teacher; in the latter, converfation 
terminates in lilence. Wc have fome 
chance in tbe lirll in lance to receive 
entertainment; in the lalt none. Can 
there be any doubt, then, which is the 
moil agi eeable in a companion ? 

Some of tbe ancient philofopheri, 
I think it 1$ Zeno, gave as a reafon 
for his preferring hlencc, that, by it, 
he heaid other* men's imperleftions, 
and concealed his own. This fenti« 
ment has 3 Ipecious appearance; buc 
is It founded on truth 1 Siknce in 
inodeiation, I allow, may give us this 
advantage ; but in excels, if the argu¬ 
ments I have produced be not falla- 
,Clous, It mud have a direft conti-ary 
ededt. In a numerous company, a per- 
fon may indulge a ’filent dilpofitioa 
withoiic any great injuiy to couver- 
fation ; but even fitre, unlels the com¬ 
pany 1$ very numerous indeed, bis 
bantlul influence ni.iy be diltinguilhed* 
The lilent man is always luppoftd to be 
j moiole critic ; and, to adopt the req« 
funing of Zeno, he is not much better { 
coiiverlatiun will iiatuially, theiefore, 
ill his prelence, be reftiained, and not 
flow with that eafe which forms its 
principal excellence. Toconverfc with 
eafe, wc mull, at lealt, luppofe our- 
felves on an equality ; which is in- 
cunliftent with lilence, as it is in 
general thought the (ign »f wildoro. 
The elfcdl of a filent man mult be, 
then, to diminilh converfation : and 
his influence will increafe or decreafe 
with the flze of the company. In a 
very lai^e company this influence may 
be obleived to check conveifation { 
and in a very finall, it pi events it 
entirely. If by «>ur lilence we check 
or deftroy converfation, how can we 
ftudy the iiiipcrfedfions of other 
men ? In fadl, we deftioy the oppor¬ 
tunity. 

If what I have laid again ft extreme 
taciturnity require any further flip- 
port, it may be obferved, that thole 
who ftudy to pteafe by their addrels 
caiefully avoid it, and (ometimes adopt 
rather too much the contrai*y extreme. 
Swindlers, and all tbofe whofe aim it is 
by infinuating addrels to obtain a ready 
confidence with thofe they mean to de¬ 
ceive, are never very lilent. They 
know it would not anfwer their ends. 
It ts neceflary to pour water iato Ibms

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punpa before we caa procure any 
quantity eitf. 

I can fee no reafon for fuppofing 
extreme taciturnity to be a iign of 
foperior wifdom} aithoueh I very rea¬ 
dily agree, that extreme loquacity U a 
certain dgn of folly. I am perfuaded, 
^at taciturnity is often the outward 
liuik of ignorance and inanity—a co- 
which affcAation adopts to con* 
ceu deficiencies. 8o far am I from 
laying the filent man any credit for 
wifdom, that always, iinlefs I think his 

e lence arifes from modefty, I epnfider 
im a proud fool. In my third number 
I ftated my opinion on affectation, and 
bi’iefly mentioned this moftdifaereeable 
fpecies of it] but, as it is a fubjedt on 
which, perhaps, we cannot fay too 
inticb, I fhall take the liberty of quot-^ 
ing the following fenfible lines from' 
Congreve, which, I think, place the 
folly of all kinds of affeAation in a 
very clear light t 

** All rules of pleafing in this one unite, 
not atff tiiag vi nature's fpite.

the imperfections of othen, or conceal 
his own. Thefe may be prudent mo> 
tives, but certainly are not the moftr 
congenial to a focial and benevolent 
difpofition. 

« It may be neceflary to mention, that 
the taciturnity which 1 have condemn¬ 
ed in this efifay is perfectly diftinft from 
that ipecies which accompanies roo- 
deftv} and that, confequently, when 
applied to it, my arguments u^Abe 
fallacious. The filence wbicMHfes 
from modefty, far from condejfflmg, 
I coniider as the molt certain'proof 
of an amiable difpofition, and an en¬ 
lightened, penetrating mind. It is the 
real gatb of wifdom, which aftefitation, 
in forming the other fpecies, is but en¬ 
deavouring to imitate. 

The French and EiigMlh feem to 
differ very much in the ule of their 
tongues, alraoft as much as they are 
faid to do in the ufe of their heels. 
The taciturnity of the Englilh ftrikes 
one very ioi cibly on entering a bank¬ 
er's Ihop, or any office wheie much 
bufinefs is tranfaAed.

I am rather of opinion, although it is 
not quite certain, that loquacity and 
taciturnity are connefted with the na¬ 
tural temper or difpofition of an indi¬ 
vidual ) and that the former is in ge¬ 
neral accompanied with good-natuie, 
and the l^tten with the reverfe of that 
amiable quality.^ This opinion may 
be fupported with, at leaft, plaufible 
aiguments. The loquacious man ima¬ 
gines himfelf pofielTed of lupei ior ta¬ 
lents or information, and, fxompted 
by vanity, embraces eveiy oppoitunity 
to difplay them. But is this his only 
motive? Will not hif behaviour admit 
a more favourable conitrudlion ? I 
think it will. He may be Aippofed 
aAuated with the good-natured defire 
of conveying to otMrs, foi their bene-

be exclufively poirefies. He may wifti to 
entertain or inftnift them. But lup- 
pofing bim qfi^ted with a defiie of 
acquiring prt|% for bis talents. Hill 
this infers a fiefire to pleale j for it 
is only by jpieafi'ng that he can obtain 
that incenm wbiim we imagine his va- 
nity requires) and a dqfire to pleafe 
ielaom acconapanies ili-nature. Let 
us next eitamine the intentions or mo¬ 
tives of the filent man. His filence 
fpii^ge from a defire either to obferve 


would make m tians(erring a pinch of 
fnulf. This remark is not immediately 
connefted with what I have befoie ad¬ 
vanced ) but I only piomi(e the reader 
my thoughts as they occur; for I have 
not letlure to obferve a con eA airange- 
ment.

The medium in this, as in 
moft other things, is true wifdom.

Observations oh the Two Penny 
Pieces, &e. &c. 

Bj Joseph Moser, Ffq. 

I T has been often mentioned as a cir. 

cumftance affording matter tor fur 
piife* and as an extiaordinary event in 
the medallic hifloiy of this countiy, 
that thofe beautiful pieces have not, 
in the courfe of eight yeai s, been moi e 
generally circulated than they were 
even it the early part of thefe periods, 
and that in the fubfequent they have m 
a great degree difappeaied. 

For this numifmatic occurrence, 
which is likely in future iges to Itimp 
upon the few that will then be found of 
the/e coins the ideal value of thofe of 
Otho or Pefcennius, various leafons 
havejieen adlgned, the molf important 
of which I (bail, before I conclude thefe 
obfervatiom, ende^voui to examine 
but having before me a proof piece of 
this elegant effoit of ingenuity, which 
does fo much credit to the taite'of the 
Gentlemin under whofe dire£f*on it 
was fabricited, I am tempted to hi- 
vard 1 few remark^, in*which it will be 
included, and which miy, perhips, 
feiveas a notice to collef^ors vet un 
born of a com that will well defnve 
their attention. 

It is a faft ju^ ff which many inPirres 
might be adumed, (hit in all tiie na 
tions of inti(|[uity the cooper and hi i(s

this principle has opeiEted in modern

I (hail only obferve, in examining this 
fubjedV, thit unlefs a diftindiion is made 
betwixt coin and medals, u t. betmxt 
thofe pieces which were intended to 
form the circulating medium of any 
country, ind thofe which were only 
deligned to exhibit, in a fmall rom- 
p’fii, a permanent hiftory of fbme pat» 
tiruiai wotk or tiatifaihon, we (hall 
iim into great confufion} for while 
the du of the foimet was, fiom the 
ntceflity of di(fin61ion, according to 
viliie, confined to the leception of one 
fpeciesof metal, tint of the ]«tter, it is 
well known,iinprclTed indiiciminately 
• gold, filver, coppei,ur biafs, is ''ich 
cime in rotation, and was adapted for 
the puipofes foi which the impre I ons 
were deligned, which were to be the 
records ot public events, n ition’l pro¬ 
vincial, oi municipal, to cxliib t mi- 
nnture portraits of Empciois, Kings, 
C’onfuls, &c. ; to perlomfy and tm- 
bodv virtues and pafllons , to difplay 
architeCfuie, amufenients, ind drefies ; 
ind to ferve as congniies, or gifts, to 
the difierenc orders of the people. 

This diltir6tion betwixt com md 
medils IS equilly obvious in thofe of 
times compaiativelv r odern, as miy 
be obfeived by refernng to th I'e of the 
Popes, t'lofi of Louis the XIVth, ind 
mmv others, imprelhons of which are 
to be found in cseiy metal aliea- 
dy mentioiied, and even in tin and 
leid.

country is a modern produtlioDt this 
l>ropontion has been, and is, fo ob¬ 
vious, that it would be a wafte of time 
more particuhrly to prove it, except 
by the inftance before us, I mean the 
Twe Penny Piece, in which the fupe- 
riority of the execution is fufficiently 
decifive to fatisfy the moft fceptical. 

Before the circulation of the Angle- 
fea penny, the largeft of our copper 
coin was a halfpenny; therefore when 
the favourable reception of this pro. 
vinciai token accelerated the promul¬ 
gation of thofe beautiful penny pieces 
executed under the infpe^ion of Mat¬ 
thew Boulton, Efq. though they were 
juftly admired, many who baa only 
confidered the former as mere me¬ 
dals * looked upon thefe as an inno- 
vation. However, their convenience 
foon introduced them to a general cir¬ 
culation, and prepared the public for 
the reception of the two penny pieces, 
which were as much admired for their 
execution as their precurfors had been 
for a combination of execution with 
utility. 

With refpcfV to the execution of the 
two-penny piece, I confider it as an 
extremely accurate and beautiful fpe- 
cimen of this kind of engraving. The 
head of his Majetty is one of the belt 
medallic likenehes of our beloved Mo¬ 
narch that I hare leen ; and although 
it does not exhibit that bold relief 
which is (b confpicnous in the pom¬ 
pous feries of medals llnick to com¬ 
memorate the viSlortes of Louis the 
XIVth, or thofe of the Papal dynalty, 
engraved bv Hemeranius, or the me¬ 
dallions of Frederic the Hid of Prudi-a, 
and Elizabeth of Rujjia, by Eidlinger, 
or even the exown of Charles the lid, 
by Simon« yet it was not for want of a 
thorough knowledge of his art in the 
engraver, but the refult of talle and 
' judgment. He meant in this piece to 
make the diftinftion betwixt medals 
and coin to which I have alluded,^

and to fliQw us the diJFerei^t modern'’ 
which the latter, the common mediuql 
of trallTc, (hould be conftru^ed. Coin 
he confidered in contlant wear, and 
medals Aich as (with the exception 
of the crown piece) I have mentiooede ' 
generally-locked up in cabinets, and 
frequently exhibited through the, me¬ 
dium of glafs ; and he well knew, that 
thofe beads and figures executed in 
high relief were much luoner blunted,, 
ana nearly obliterated, than thofe 
which, like the^face and reverfe of 
the two-penny and penny pieces, rife 
but very little above the field, and. 
are belides guarded by a broad rim, 
in which the finking the letters of 
the infeription is, 1 conceive, a veiy 
great improvement, as it may in future 
ages fave the learned from much trou* 
hie, and the rilk of much conje£iure. 

To confider a little more particularly 
the reverfe of the two-penny piece, ■ 
which has hitherto been lefs under 
obfervation th.in that of the penny,' 
the figure of Britannia feems to me 
to be moft exquifitely executed, and 
in a (tile, with refpefl to the tafte 
and difpofirion of the whole, far fupe- 
rior to that of the rever-es of any of the 
medals I have quoted j a (lile which the 
late G. M. Mofer introduced into this 
country, and which the engraver of 
tin's piece has moft admirably adopted. 

Having briefly endeavoured to do 
juftice ro the beauty of this piece, con- 
iidcred as a monument oi national 
genius and meclnnical taftl, I (ball 
iay a few words refpe&ing its utility 
as a medium of traffic; and indeed a 
very few will futfice. 

It h.i8j)een the ipeculative idea of all 
political economifts and fifcai pbilofo- 
phei's, an idea which has good fenfe 
fur its baGs, that the coin of a coun¬ 
try fliould, for the purpofes of coiu-^ 
mcrce, be fo adapted to the value of 
commodities, that in retail dealings, 
for of them only I am fpeaking as 
prefent, change (hould he required as 
feldom, and then in as few pieces as 
poftible 


• To the neceffity of fiequ^ntly mak¬ 
ing ready payments in as (mall a com- 
pals as polubJe, in the higher branches of 
;oiuineicr, the bankers firftovred their ex., 
[(fence. Their convenience was foon felt, 
ind they have confequently increafed in 
lyll jpropoitioo to the tiadeof the country. 
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The convenience of tide regulation, 
If it could be obtuned, with refpeA to 
trfcflSc, in raarkett, crowded Ihops, and 
Eitl more crowded ftreete, is fo obvi* 
0ns, that it is nnnece0^y to obferve 
further upon the propofition in which 
$t is included, than merely to ftate that, 
with refpeft to petty dealings, formerly 
ftrthin^ and Halfpence were deemed 
d^ttiyalent to the value of a number of 
, articles which, fuch has been the ad- 
' mmee in them, even fince the year 
#798, cannot now bp purchafed un¬ 
der the price of the penny or two¬ 
penny pieces. Farthings, in the very 
extraordinary depreciation of money 
that has lately taken place, have almoft 
totally loft their eftimation as a fpecies 
of coin. A farthing now fcarcely repre- 
tents even the fmalleft article} and 
halfpence, rapidly decrealine in valutf 
ha the lame proportion, will foon dnk 
into the lame ftate of pecuniary inligni- 
ftcance. The penny and two-penny 
pieces are therefore abfolutely wanted 
as mediums of petty traffic. They are 
paid in a moment; they demand no 
examination; take but little time in 
counting; and are therefore, in the 
places to which I have alluded, the 
noft convenient vehicles in which fmall 
poi tions of property can be transfei red 
from hand to hand. 

This convenience with refpefb to the 
penny pieces was moft intimately felt 
iqon after their promulgation. They, 
in the ftrft inftance, in a conliderable 
degiee did what the legillature had 
been for years in vain attempting; 
they baniflted the counterfeit halfpence, 
tons of which, it is fuppofed, were foon 
after configned to the melting'^ot; and 
as their circulation extended, they af¬ 
forded, in fmall dealings, reciprocal 
facilities, which hage, as 1 have ob- 
ferved, proved a general accommoda¬ 
tion. 

In this ftate were things when the 
two-penny pieces were firtt jflued ; and 
as far as I have been able to learn, 
though their circulation was, I believe, 
limited, it was, as far as it extended, 
attended wit)r all the benefits to the 
public that l^d been deiived from the 
pence, their precurfors. 

Hsving^ted thele faffs, it now le- 
n^ins |o be inquired, why the penny 
(jpleces have become tompar^ively 
fcarea ? and why the two-penny pieces 
have almoft receded from our fight f 

Efiod theft coins been fti uck in gold 
O^pver, we might have thought that, 


as has been the cuftom in tutbulenfr 
times, they had been buried; but this, 
from their iotrinfic value, we know k. 
not the caft. Still, although their 
cuniary value is but little m compari- 
fon to that of the coin generally hoard¬ 
ed, their metal gives to them a value 
in another way, which arifes from the 
circumftances of the times, as in thofe, 
I fear, we mutt feek for the folution of 
this problem. 

Copper, at the time when theft pieces 
were coined, was, I believe, under fix;, 
teen pence per pound retail. It is now, 
I underftand, full nineteen pence. 

The weight of the penny piece is 
one ounce. 

The weight of the two-penny piece 
two ounces. 

So that this beautiful coin is, in faff, 
rendei*ed to the public at thtet .pence 
per pound under the preftnt ftandard. 
pi ice of the metal. 

Can we, therefore, if we confider the 
avarice and immorality of the age, won¬ 
der that theft uftful and ingenious fpe- 
cimens of national tafte (hould, in the 
firtt inftance, daily and hourly dif- 
appear t and that, in the ftcond, thou- 
fands of them (hould be clandeftinely 
annihilated f This nefarious praflice 
will, it is to be feared, ever prevail 
with refpefb to the coin, when fuch 
a vaft profit enfues from its diminu¬ 
tion, that it holds out a temptation 
to thoft whofe cupidity ftems to want 
but little to ftimulate them to irregular 
acqiiifitions. 

_ There is no government, either an¬ 
cient or modern, that has preftrved its 
integrity with lefpeff to the ftandard 
and weight of all its different fpecies of 
coin like the Engjjlh fince the Revolu¬ 
tion ; but 1 (hould Aipnoft that inte¬ 
grity with lefpefi to theft pieces would 
ftill be as fully prefti ved if there was 
an annual coinage ot them, and if their 
weight was regulated by the market • 
price of the metal, deduaing the ex- 
^penft of their fabiication. 

This, it appears to me, would be 
all that the public has a light to ex- 
peft;'and this regulation, 1 (hall fub- 
mity while it guarded the property of 
the nation, would have a good efte^k 
upon the morals of a part of the Mo¬ 
le, as it would prevent many (lom 
eing led into temptation. At any 
rate, 1 am inclined to wi(h that (ome 
meafures might be taken to reftore 
theft beautiful pieces to us as a me¬ 
dium of traffic, as the experience of 
7 every 
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every day (hows to thoft concerned 
their immenre importance^ in the de« 
4S.yt diij;>ute8, trouble, and inconveni¬ 
ence, which arife from the want pf 
them.

There 
aie, however, a fpecies of jefis which, 
proceeding from the foul imaginations 
of the walps and hornets of mankind, 
who are full of venom and fond of 
mifchief and diftrefs, by their malig¬ 
nity embitter worth, and poifon the 
health of labour and merit. 

Tojelt fafely, a man mud put on the 
foors cap, which entitles him to pafs 
through the crowd unmolelted. Now 
a fool’s cap is fometimes better than a 
confidenng cap, though not quite fo 
clever as the cap of Sortunatus. It is, 
however, a fine appendage to a man, 
adorned as it is with feathers and tink¬ 
ling bells $ and the inltant he puts it 
on, he can tofs and noddle his fconce 
about with as much confequence as a 
Mandarin.

Nothing can be more valuable to bis 
country, nor more honeft in thtir na¬ 
ture, than the ebullitions of an £ng- 
lilbman's heart • they conliitute the 
heft defence of the iHand, the aima.

A P.t'L \TiON of the Kari. ^/'Manches- 
tlr’s PuuLic Entry i/ito Venice, 
on the -i-ijl oj September, 1707. 

(•^ One of the Sui rt.) 

I'tnice, Sept. 30, 1707. 
T^.vdnesday, the aril of September, 
being the day fixed for the public 
entry of rny Lord AmbafTador, the 
Cavalier Morofini, Savio Grande, and 
lately Ambaflador at Rome, was ap¬ 
pointed to receive his Excellency, ac¬ 
companied with fixty Senators of the 
ancient families at San^lu Spirito ; the 
ceremonial being adjufled in the fame 
manner as it was when my Lord was 
heic in tlic year 1698, with the fame 
clnaractei. His Excellency lent his fer- 
vants and vcry^oble equipage in the 
morning to the Ifland of San6to Spi¬ 
rito, about three miles out of town. 
He went himfelf, ifith fome of his fami¬ 
ly, about tliiee in the afternoon, and 
found feverat chambers in the convent 
ihcie fiirniflied with damafk, &c. by 
order of the College. Soon after hi.s 
arrival came the Cavalier, with a boat 
rowed by four watermen in very rich 
liveries, and fixty Senators, with as 
many boats with four oars each ; they 
were i’ll drtfled in their red lobes. 
Sixteen footmen of liis Excellency were 
limfbd on the water-fide where they 
landed. The Cavalier lent my Lord 
ivord that he was come with fixty Sena¬ 
tors to wait on him: then my Lord 
came down to the clolffer, and the Ca¬ 
valier and he walked thither at the head 
of the Senators, who followed two by 
two. I'hcy wet e received in the Court 
X by 
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by fh: Srcret'ry anti the Britifh Gen- 
llemen j .ind his Excellency met the 
Cuv.ilicr ill llie middle of the Cloilter, 
where tlie latter made my Lord a coni- 
plinunt ; which having • een anlwcrcd 
by his lixccllciicv, the C.»v;lier gave 
my Lord the right h.iiid, and condutf- 
cd him to his boat, wheie he gave him 
the let h.ind, which is the place of 
honour in the boats. The other Sena¬ 
tors took e.icli a JJiitidi Gentleman, 
gave tlicin the right hand when they 
walked, and tlie left in l Iicir gondoles. 
Tims they all lowed to Venicej his 
Exrellcncy’s beats with four oars 
lowed on the lide, a:ul ate ('termed 
the jiiieit that ever weie fci 11 Iv.rc. 
The iron at tlic head of tlie fii d repre- 
fentsaSt. Geoigt, w;l! dciignev!, and 
woi ked ill icliei’t', all of pulilhcd ftcel, 
gilt in tome pa' ts. Tlie li .;iiie, imoii the 
boat ate all as bigas the i'te, ind gilt 
with fine gold ; upon the In ad aie two 
C’upids, lioiding a crown of I nn els 
ever the :ii rns of Fiance and Inland, 
which are at thc-ii feet ; the one has a 
role, the otlier a tliidle in his hand, 
to ihow the doiiiinion over ihcfc king¬ 
doms: a little faither .are two large 
figures, reprefenting England and Scot- 
laad j the one holds St. George, and 
the other St. Andrew’s Crofs; they 
are embracing each other. I'he body 
of the gondola, which is called here 
the capoiicia, is fupporied by four 
large figures, repreftnting Valoifr, 
Riches, Wlldoin, and Fortune. The 
top is covered with a rich gold bi'o- 
cadc, with gold leaves, tallcls, &(. 
lonnd alioiit it, and embroidered with 
the Union A: ms, &c. } upon the poop 
fits a large iignic, reprefenting Nep- 
rnne ; the iron behind is of polifhed 
Iteel, gilt in*fome pails; the other 
parts of this beat are adoincd with 
(,'upids, inftriiint'iits of war, of naviga¬ 
tion, See. 'I'he fetond gondola is veiy 
near as rich as the fii It : they are bolli 
lined with very rich gold (liifFs. The 
third is black and gold, adorned with, 
his Excellency’s own n'‘m.s. 'Fhe fouith 
is black, adorned with velvety filk 
fringes, lVc. 

The three firft boats went emr^v; 
my Lord’s fix Pages, d re fled in velvet 
and gold bioiadc, went in the fourth. 
Wlien his Excellency palTed by the 
palace of St. Ma'k, the Norton galley, 
that had hciltcd the new Union colours, 
fired all her guns. Tims my Lord 
parted through the great canal, which 
was full of gondolas, and all the houfes 


full of Ladies to fee this entry. When 
his Excellency arrived at his palace, 
fixty mortals weiefired j and the trum¬ 
pets, diums, and hautboys founded. 
'Fhe Cxvalier and Senators went up 
ft'iirs with his Excellency and retinue j 
my Lord and the Gentlemen walking 
Hill on the right hand till they came in 
the room of .ludience, winch is adorned 
with the Qi^een’s piiiit * and canopy; 
heie my Lord gave rtie Cavalier the 
right hand, as the Gentl-men did the 
Sinitois. 'rwenty-fix inltruments of 
niufic play.'d in the gieat hall; and 
fome of the bell inufic in Venice played 
in three other rooms. The Scnatois 
liad chocolate and all forts of cool 
licjnois preUnted them} then they 
v. ..'ked down, my Lord and the Britilii 
G. lUltnien taking the left hand ; tiny 
*P'ifit.iI through a great crowd of Malks, 
who filled the hotife. My Lord law the 
t'avr.lier and frvcral of the Senators in 
their i>i)ars. When it began to be daik: 
the lixty mortals weie again fired, the 
trumpet.'!, d'urns, and hautboys found¬ 
ing. All the canals about the palace 
wc’ie illuminitcd with near a hundred 
large toidi lights, let upon pikes, and 
Hitek in the ground. An hour after 
midnight the lixty mortars were again 
fired, and all the Mafks flaid till the 
morning, fbme going, and otheis com¬ 
ing, all the night Jong. I'lie inufic 
alio pbayed in all the rooms belt part 
of ilie night} and all tJiis vail crowd 
was treated by his Excellency all night 
long with chocolate, lemonade, fer- 
betti, orofidc, ike. of which they were 
not f’pariiig. 

The mxt dav, being Thurfday the 
zz<\, the^Cavalier Morofini and the lixty 
Senators in their red robes came to my 
Lo'd’s palace about ten o’clock in the 
morning } he fentivord up to my Lord 
tint he wastomo. My Loid's fixteen 
footmen and the potter weie ranged 
from the waler-lideinto the hall. The 
Secretary and Britifli Gentlemen re¬ 
ceived the Cavalier at the bottom of 
he flails, and my Loid AmbiH'ador 
upon the iiinMIe of tlie flairs. Tlie 
! X Pages weie ranged in the great hall. 

'i he Cava] er .ind lixty S'-nators were 
londiiiled by his t^xccllency and the 
Biitifh Gentlemen, as the day before, 
into the room of audience : the mufic 
playing in all (he ch.iriiber.s, chocolate 
aii(l Ollier refreflim nts were brought 
in, and prelented to the Senaton, &c. 
'Fhen my Lortl went down on the 
left hand of the Cavalier, and the 
N n 2 Biitith 
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Briti(h Gentlemen on the left hand of 
the Senators. My Lord went in the 
Cavalier's gondola, .ind the Britifh 
Gentlemen in the Senators', as bcfoie. 
At his Excellency's departure fi om his 
palace the fixty mortars were fiied. 
Thus they went to the College, his 
Excellency's eight boats, with two oars 
each, rowing by the fide of the Sena* 
tors’ boats, who were now all with 
two oars. His Excellency's three firft 
boats went empty j in the foui th went 
the fix pages j and the other four the 
fixteen footmen of his*^Exceltency. 

Thus they pafied the great Canal; 
coming by St. Mark's p.nlace, the Nor¬ 
ton galley fired her guns. Upon land¬ 
ing at the place of St. Mark, the foot¬ 
men walked before his Excellency, 
fisc.} then the Pagesj then came my 
Lord at the right hand of the Cava.^ 
lier; the Britifh Gentlemen nil fol¬ 
lowed walking on the right hand of the 
Senators: thus they pafled through a 
vali crowd of Mafks, and went up the 

{ rreat ftairs to the College. His Exrel- 
ency made a bow to the Doge at the 
door, another about the middle of the 
roora,and the other near his throne, the 
Doge and College fiandingall the while; 
the College was uncovered, but the 
Doge never pulls off his cap. My Lord 
lac himfelf at the right hand of the 
Doge, and put on his hat j the College 
all covered theinfelvcs with their caps. 
His Excellency delivered his creden¬ 
tials to the Doge, who ordered a Secre¬ 
tary of the College to read it. The 
Doge anfwered my Lord in very civil 
but general terms. Then his Excel¬ 
lency rofe, and retiring, made three 
bows, the Doge and College Handing 
as when he came in; his Etlcellency 
returned to the boats in the manner 
be came, the Norton galley fired again 
when he pafTed, and^the fixty mortars 
were fiied when he landed at his door. 
The Senators were again treated with 
chocolate, &c. the mufic played, and 
they were recondufted to their boats 
in the fame manner as the day before. 
His Excellency entertained that day all 
the Britifh Gentlemen and Merchants 
at dinner. 

The Doge and College fent a large 
boat full of fifh, fowls, wine, fweat- 
meats. See. to bis Excellency, and thus 
they continued to do the two days fol¬ 
lowing ) and this is always pra^ifed 
when an extraordinary AmbafTador 
refufes to be treated, as my Lord had 
done, both at this time and when he 


was here laft. In the evening the fixty 
mortars were fired, the canals illumi¬ 
nated, the trumpets, diums, and baut' 
boys founded, the mufic played in all 
the rooms, and all the doors were 
opened to let in the M.ifks 9 great 
quantities of wine and bread were 
diftributed among the watermen and 
common people, as had been done the 
day before. The mufic continued to 
play all night, and the houfe was full 
of Mafks till the morning: they were 
entertained all night with chocolate 
and refrefhments. In the morning 
the fixty mortars were fired, and the 
Mafks went away. 

On Saturday, the a4th, the Doge fent 
a Secietary in the evening to dehre my 
Lord to come to tnc College to receive 
the Senate's anfwer to his fueech. Ac¬ 
cordingly, on Monday, the /.'ih, my 
Lord went in the niorning to the Col¬ 
lege, accompanied by all the Biitifh 
Gentlemen } as he pafled by, the Nor¬ 
ton g.illey fired her guns ; being land¬ 
ed, his Excellency’s footmcii walked 
before two by two, then his Pages, 
then the Britifh Gentlemen and Mer¬ 
chants, then came his Excellency, fol¬ 
lowed by his Secretary only. As foon 
as his Excellency was cnteied in the 
College the doors were fhut, his reti¬ 
nue all waiting without. He fat him¬ 
felf on the Doge's right hand, as the 
day before, and received the Senate s 
.aqfwer. When he rame out, he de- 
fired his Secretary might take tJic an¬ 
fwer in writing, which was gianted. 
This being over, his Excellency came 
down the great flairs, preceded as be¬ 
fore 9 he walked over the place of St. 
Mark, and through all the Merceria, 
where all the bell Ihops of Venice 
are kept. He tdbk his boats at the 
famous Rialto Bridge. And thus end¬ 
ed this ceremony, which was in all its 
particulars perfoimed with great fpleti- 
dour and magnificence, and to the fatif* 
fa6lion of every body. 

It is thought there could not be lefs 
• than forty thoufand perfnns thofe two 
days and nights in his Excellency's 
houfei; and it is laid, that ne.ver fb 
great a concourfe was feen at any 
Amb.aflador's entry. His Excellency's 
palace is large and well furnifhed, all 
with velvet and damafk. The audience 
room was much admired ; it is hung 
with criinfon velvet, with very laige 
and rich gold fringes. The freezes 
of the audience chamber are painted 
by one of the belt painters here, by 
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his F.xcellency’s order; all which fi¬ 
gures are as big as the life, and are 
hieroglyphics in pralfe of Great Bri¬ 
tain. 

Oa Mortality among Children. 

HAT the ravages of death among 
children are cunfiderable, is a fa£t 
which is frequently noticed ; but that 
nearly half of the boi n lofe their newly 
obtained exittcnce before they reach 
their third year, is a circumitance of fo 
alarming a nature, that, as long as it has 
not received our full inveltigation, we 
can hardly refrain from thinking it ex- 
aggerated. 

It appears, however, from the bills of 
mortality kept in London for ten year s, 
from 17*8 to 1737, that out of icoo 
born 496 only had r eached the age of 
three years; and thirty years later, 
from 1759 the proportion in 

the frme metropolis was 619 out of 

lOOO, 

According to the Northampton re- 
girters ol mortality from 1735 to 1780, 
which give an average ot forty-lix 
year's, the number or children who 
arrived at the thrr'd year of their age 
was 574 out of jooo ; and in a country 
parjdi in Brandenburg, the refult of 
an average of fifty years, from 1710 to 
17 $9, is, that 687 childr'en out of 1000 
born had lived to the age of three 
years. 

Thefe calculations are, no doubt, 
rnfficient to eltablilh the melancholy 
fail of a very gr'cat mortality among 
children, but they leave us in abfolute 
ignor-ance about its caufes. We do not 
even know whether the mortality which 
we deplore be proportionably greater 
among the children^f the poor. Many 
pornts miift*be afcer'taincd befor-e we 
can arrive at fome degree of truth in 
this refpe^. Theparilh regifters (hoiiid 
mention not only the age and the dif- 
eafe of the child that is buried, but aWb 
whether he belonged to tlie lowed, or 
to what clafs of lotiety. And beforw 
any inlerence can be drawn from thefe 
reglders towards afcertainingth(vcau(e« 
of this great mortality among children, 
it will alio be neceiriry to have, fdr an 
average of at lead ten years, corredt 
information upon the following que¬ 
ries ;—

*illy, Wl'-it is{ for the fame number 
of years, and in the fame eight difi'erent 
fituations, among the children that die 
annually, the proportion of thole who 
belongtd to parents of whom there is 
every rcaloit to luppofe that proper and 
particular attention is beituwed upon 

eir otf^pj ing ? 

Such con ccr information cinnot now 
be obt'tined. Bur wc nnv hope for an 
iiiiprove’nent of pai iih r< glltcrs as far 
as relates to a tew mor e pai tic 11 lars be¬ 
ing 1 ecorded of children who die under 
twenty one years of age, at lealt in 
towns of moderate population. In the 
mean time, we may fafely fuppofe that 
the mortality prevailing among the 
children of the lowelt exceeds in pro¬ 
portion that of the better claflTcs of 
Ibciety. This hypothefis, if it be one, 
receives additional iti'cngth from the 
aflertion of the late Bmpiefs of Rulila. 
In one of her benevolent inllrudfiuirs 
to her Minrlfers, the fays, ** The Boors 
in Kuflia have generally from twelve to 
fifteen or twenty children of one mar¬ 
riage, but feldom do the fourth part 
of them arrive at maturity. There 
mult he fome fault, cither in i-egard 
to nouilthment, the manner of life, 
or the education, by which the hopes 
of Government are defeated.” 

I think the fauk, in general, may be 
imputed altogeiher to vice, milei-y, and 
its conflant attendant, ignorance. 

To particularize the intlueiice of vice 
on the mortality prevailing aniung chil¬ 
dren would be fuperfluous. The pre¬ 
judicial effedfs of debauchery on the 
human conftitution, and on the pro¬ 
geny of debilitated parents, are notori¬ 
ous, and are equally felt in the higher 
and in the lower ranks of tociety. 
Even in a mercenary wet-nurte the 
ravages of vice often prove fatal to the 
infant entiu'fed to her care. But the 
radical cure of vice exceeds the power 
of human exertions. 

Miicry, though a no Icfs deplorable 

caufe 
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caiife of mortality among children, b is, 
however, tliis confolatory fide, tiiar ir is 
more in the power of the tnliiihien- 
ed, h un’une, and benevolent rich to 
check its baneful clFedts. The dif- 
advantages under which the poor are 
labouring with refpeft to food, dre<f, 
habitation, employment, and mtilical 
advice, are iiniiieiire. If, tor inftance, 
the tiidden nanfiticn from poor to ncli 
food often caufe loathfome di'eafes in 
young children, who is more expoied to 
this inconveniency than the child of 
diftrefs ? If children in general be 
more apt to catch contagious diforders 
than grown up pei Tons, how great mult 
be the danger of unfortunate beings 
drefl’ed in unclean tags ftaicely fuRi- 
cient to cover their iiakednc's ? If the 
feeds of many dillempers be tiaced in 
uncleanlinefs, where aie they more* 
profufedly Icattered than in the low 
and damp habitations of the poor? If 
children lofe much of their native vi¬ 
gour and ffrength by fleeping in the 
fame bed with grown-up people, and 
if they be thus expofed to tjic addi¬ 
tional rifle of being fullbcatcd, does 
not direful necefliiy force the poor 
cxclufively to a praflice fo replete 
with danger ? If the parents be em¬ 
ployed in occupations that injure their 
health, are not the children liable to the 
fatal inheritanccofdiffrcning maladies ? 
And if medical advice often Jofe its 
faiutary influence for not having been 
procured in time, what mnft be the 
.efFefts of fhe almoff abfolute want ofit 
among the indigent orders of fbeiety ? 
Eafy would be the talk of pointing oat 
many more inflances in which the 
chance of life multneceirarily bp greater 
in favour of the progeny of parents 
whofe wants are regularly fupplied, 
whofe food is wholefbme, the dtefs 
comfortable, the haintatjon clean, and 
the employment healthful. Foutcnclle 
and Voltaire, who both lived to a veiy 
great age, would probably have perifh- 
ed in their infancy, had they been born 
in an indigent family incapable of 
affording thole delicate attentions and 
paiticular cares which weie beltowed 
on their prefervation. 

From ignorance, which I confider as 
the third caufe of moitality among chil¬ 
dren, proceed undoubtedly the hard 
treatmeht, fatal negleif, and bad ma¬ 
nagement, to which infants among the 
lower orders are conflantly expofed. 
There may he fome few folitary in- 
ftances of perfons vicious enough to be 


wantonly cruel to their offspring ; but 
the natural affcdioii of parents is ge¬ 
nerally too firong, as that we ibould 
ioipute the eriors of the poor in the 
rearing of their progeny to any otlia* 
caufe than ignorance. Mr. Storck, in 
his Sta:iltical Account of tne Ruffian 
Ktnpiie, attiibutes to haul treatment 
flic giCiit mctality among the chiU 
iben of tfie Boors which Iiad been 
noticed by Catharine. “ It is true,” 
lays he, “ that they are by this method 
haidened for riper years againft the 
viciffirucles of climate and weather; 
but how many of them perifh under 
t)ie experiment, whofe weaker exilt- 
ence might neverthelefs have been of 
fervice to the State The jullnefs of 
this obfeivation cannot be controvert¬ 
ed. Improper management •»n.d neg- 
]c,^f in cafes of illnefs mult be pecu¬ 
liarly fatal. 

To counteraft vice, mifery, and ig¬ 
norance, as checks on population, is 
more particularly the duty of the rulei s 
of the State. The benevolent exertions 
of individuals may, however, gieally 
aflift their efforts. In proportion as 
the entlnifiafin for virtue increafes, vice 
is more ealily reprefltd, and corrup¬ 
tion, if not iuccefsfully refilled, is at 
leaft more powerfully oppofed in its 
progrefs. With regaid to mifery, its 
dednuHive elfecls would no doubt be 
confiderably diminifhed if female fo- 
cietics lo furnifh poor women with 
I lie iiecefTaries at the time of their 
lying in, and to cheer the fu/i’eriiig 
indigent by chaiitable vifits and toolli- 
ing advice, were oiore generally adopt¬ 
ed. And, iallly, ignorance in the treat¬ 
ment of children might be partly dif- 
pelled, if fubfcripfc'ons were railed for 
the purpole of printing extiatfs of 
Dr. Underwood’f., or any other good 
Tieatife on the Diforders of Child¬ 
hood and Management of Infants from 
their Birth, and if thole extrafts were 
fold at a very low price, or rather dif- 
trihuted gratis to the poor. 

‘ But after all, if it be tiue that each 
generation of men, when not under the 
indueAc ' of any check on population, 
would produce double their own num¬ 
bers, and that the power of population 
is infinitely greater than the power of 
the earth to produce the food necclTary 
to the fufteuance of human life, may we 
not fuppofe that vice, mifery, and 
ignorance, are dellined toaflfas power¬ 
ful checks on population, and that the 
great mortality which they occafion 

among 
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among children is intended by nature 
to keep a conUant equilibrium between 
the number of men and the means of 
their lubfiltence ? Moi cover, wiieu we 
reflect on the confequenccs of this 
mortality, are we not obliged to con- 
fefs that, though apparently an evil 
of the firft magnitude, yet like all othei 
evils inleparable from the imperfeft 
Rate of man in this world, it is the 
loiirce of moral good ? The fear of 
lofing the objcil of our attachment 
heightens the fweet fentlinent of love. 
Parental aifedfion would be intinitely 
lefs at the time when children requiie 
particular attentions and cares, if the 
dlfmal fpe£tacle of the great number 
of v’ftiras which at every hour, at 
every minute of their exiltence, are 
fwallowetl up by the grave, did not 
create conRant alarms, and produce 
a powciful incitement in parents to 
exert the utmoR eRorts in preterving 
their progeny from the conti.uiaily 
impending danger. One moment’s re- 
fieilion will make us flnuidcr at the 
idea of what would be the lot <'l tlie 
childien of the dilfipatcd licit and the 
worthlefs poor, if a child, be if cvei lo 
much negletled and ill treated, wts 
not liable to die before the age of ma¬ 
turity. 

Befidfs, every page of the book of 
nature hlls us with an awful furjuife 
at the wonderful profuiion and tlie 
apparent walte of feeds in both the 
animal and vegetableci cation. Millions 
and millions of plants arc killed in the 
bud. Myriads o( acorns, apple kernels, 
cherrv-ltoncs, and otheis, that might 
have been as many trees,are (wallowed 
or thrown away. Who can count the 
number of eggs that the annual con- 
fumption of Londofi only r'^quires ? 
and who can ft.ll how man)- millions of 
fiflies might have been produced from 
a fingle cafk of caviare ? It it be objec't- 
ed that thefe feeds are dertroyed before 
they Invc been called to aitual exIR- 
ence, is it not Rill a vtry powerful 
check on the incieafe of the fpecies ? “ 
Or'if it be faid that there is no mor¬ 
tality among the young ones of ani¬ 
mals, I nlk, XViio knows wliat happens 
among the wild tribes which people the 
forcRsof iininhabiteii countries ? Does 
not, even in that (fate, one fpecies pr ey 
upon the other ? And among the ani¬ 
mals which wc have tamed fur our ufe, 
is not the treatment which they expe¬ 
rience from us a conRant check on 
titeir incrcufe? Not contented with

Mifl 
lot tune fhamens his ingenuity, iiis 
mind, in ex Triiig its faculties to repel 
the numerous cdualities that beiall 
Jiim, makes ripid advances towaids 
that pel fedion which, though urai tun¬ 
able in tliislfate of trial, is tlie objedof 
his hopes in a botier world If, there¬ 
fore, tlif; mo'tality prevailing among 
I' liildren be 1 eally, as it appeals to me, a 
part of the vaR and incnruptehenlible 
iyltem ol natine, it does not followthat 
we ftioiild not exert ourielves to Icll'en 
tills inoit.ilify.

Milton feems to have treafured-iip 
thefe lines in his mind, with a dedgn, 
when the occalion offered, to imitate 
and excel them. That he recollect- 
ed the admired fimile in his favour¬ 
ite poet Apollonius Rhodius, is the 
jud remark of liis ingenious editor. 

It is well known, that fo extenfive 
was Milton's reading, and fo deep his 
refearcb, that fcarceiy any author of 


eminence, ancient or modern, facred 
or profane, efcaped his obfei'vation. 
If the writer, whofe work he was pe- 
rufing, appeared to pofTefs a congenial 
Ipirit; if that writer's fubjeft 
degree aflimilated to his own ) every 
page was then explored vvith unabating 
indudry, and the cafket was lure to 
be rided for the jewels it contained. 

Among the many poets, with whofe 
woiks Milton was converfant, no in- 
cunfiderable portion of bis edeem was 
referved for Nicander. The fubjefls, 
which that poet had undertaken to dif- 
cufs, vtere calculated to excite the 
curiofity of Milton. He was then bu- 
flly employed in depicting a new and 
another ferpent: more alluring in its 
afpeiil, and more malignant in its pur- 
pofes, than any of that finuous brood, 
which Nicander had deferibed. His de- 
•fciiptions are luxuiiant and elegant. 
They were pearls too precious, o-r 
poet thought, to lie for ever buried 
in the dud of antiquity. It remained 
for him to determine, in what place 
they might be fet to advantage. This, 
it feems, was the place, where the pa- 
radiiiacal ferpent fhould be taught to 
wreath his fpires with the fame obli¬ 
quity, that characterized, according to 
Nicander, one fpecies of ferpents. 
The refemblance, it may be faid, is 
thus far accidental. Be it fo. But 
the oblique movements of Nicander’s 
and of Milton’s ferpent are illudrated, 
in both ports, by a comparifon taken 
from the fame fubjeCt. Their move, 
ments are compared to thofe of a fhip j 
roiling from fide to fide, as hidden 
lids impel it; and marking by its 
eel the unuofity of its track. 

Amidd the vad variety of objeCts, 
which the works of nature and of art pre- 
fent, and from which fimilitudes may 
be drawn, it cannot be thought a cafual 
coincidence, that both poets, in their 
illudrations of the fame fubjeCt, fhould 
have hadrecourfe to the fameimage; and 
that image by no means trite or common. 
Milton was indeed too great a mader of 
his art, to acquiefee in lervile imita¬ 
tions. He, like Virgil, embellifhed 
what be borrowed; and, by an artful 
intertexture of adventitious ornaments, 
conferred the grace of novelty on that 
which was not new, and diverted his 
reader’s thoughts from the fufjiacion of 
imitation.

MY DEAREST LOVE, 

ftould I haften my own mifery, 
why not once again behold my 
Charlotte ? ~ Thus was I wavering 
when the bufy virlet informed me my 
chaife was waiting. Already foftened 
by a bi other's paflion, I felt each fen- 
fibility of friendthip ; 1 was unmanned 
—was foolifh. I leaped into my chaife, 
drew up the blinds, and was involun¬ 
tarily forced away. But as it was late 
ere I left Bath, the hortes flow, arid the 
roads bad, I reached no farther than 
the Devifes that night. The polt-boy, 
indeed, took his own time, without my 
once chiding him for his delay; if he 
had retuined, I fliould have l^org'veii 
himt and I think I (huuld have doubly 
paid him for his hire. 

About four miles from Bath, I was 
roufed from the tbelancholy of my own 
fltuation, by the feeble voice of cold 
diftrefs—a mother and her infant beg¬ 
ged for charity.

thy virtuous relignation ? Might not 
that babe have been the child of love ? 
Forfaketh Love then the cottage and the 
fhed ? No. It flies the diflipated 
throng, and fheltereth there. 

I left the Devifes at four next morn- 
ingy and fleep foon gained bis domi¬ 


nion over the fenfes on the dreary 
Downs of Marlborough, an enchanting 
dream attended me: 

I found myfelF on a rude heath, be- 
fet with thorns and briers, which tor¬ 
mented me on every fide. My brain 
began to turn round, and I gave my- 
felf up to defpair; when, on a fudden, 
a heaven-born maid, with tattered fan- 
dais on her feet, and arrayed in a robe 
of the pureft white, accofted me : i 
ftarted at her appro tch, and g.ized;

She then tooft from beneath her robe 
a large folio, and a wax taper, laying 
it contained inilrutlions for the jour¬ 
ney. She left me, and 1 awoke. 

The allegoric promKe of the vifion 
delighted me. Waking, I was loft in 
wondei, and I fearched mybol'omfor 
the pictuie : it wis not there ; but my 
heart loon gave me a beautiful likeneis 
in a tle^n imprellion. May all thy 
dreams, my love, be as (oothing as 
was mine, and all tby cares end in 

[ leace. Adieu! t emetnber me, and be- 
ieve me your own.

N thejiridil of that feilivity and hof- 
pitalily, and tbofe marks of peneral 
joy which prevail at the aiiniieHiiry of 
the biith of C’hrift, it is a very common 
cuftom to ornament the hou.'es (md 
many churches) with everpreens ; and 
minced pies are a conftant difti. Miy 
we refer the branches (as well as the 
palms on Palm Sunday) K> this ? “ And 
they cut down blanches and ftiewcd 
them in the way and may not the 
pie, a compound of the choiced pro- 
ouifions of the Eaif, have in view the 
offerings made by the wife men, who 
came from afar to worfiiip, bringing 
fpices, &c. ? 

Some things cuftomary probably re¬ 
fer fimply to the idea of fejiling or 
mortification, according to the feafon 
and occafion. Of thele, perhaps, are 
Iambs- wool on Chriffinas Kve } fur¬ 
mety on Motltcrliijr Sunday ; biaggot 
(which is a mixture of ale, fugar, aiu' 
fpiers) at the feiMval of P’aftcr; and 
crofs-buns, fafFron cakes, or fyinneis, 
in Paflion-wet-k ; tliough thefe, bc'ing 
formerly at lead unleavened, miy have 
aretrofpeft to the unleavened bread of 
the Jews, in the ftme manner as lamb 
at Ealler to the Palchal I.aiinb. This, 
perhaps, may be the cafe aifo with re- 
fpe£f to pancakes on Shrove Tuerday ; 
unlefs that thall be fiinnoltd to allude 
to “ the egg at Ealler,” an emblem of 
the riling up out of the grave j i.i the 
fame manner as the chick, entombed as 
it were in the egg, is in due time 
brought to life. So alfb the flowers, 
with which many churches are orna¬ 
mented on Ealler-day, are most proba¬ 
bly intended as cmblaAis of the refur- 
retlioM, having jult rilen again fiom 
the earth in which, during the feverity 
of winter, they leem t<' have been buri¬ 
ed. The bai barons piattice of throw¬ 
ing at aceck, tiei! to a u k", at Shrove¬ 
tide, I think 1 have read, has an allu- 
fion to the indignities offered by the 
Jews to the Saviour of the World be 
fore his crucifixion} as, perhaps, the 
cuftom of inipoling upon and ridicul¬ 
ing people on the fird of April may 
have to their mockery of him Somc- 
thin|: like this, which we call making 
April fools, is praftii'ed alfo ab'oad in 
Catholic countries on Innocents' day, 


on which occafion people, run through 
all the rooms, making a pretended 
Icarch in and under the beds, in mc- 
morv, I believe, of the feaich made by 
Herod for the difeovery and deltruo- 
tlon of the child Jrlus, and his having 
been impofed upon and deceived by 
the wile men, who, contrary to his 
oiders and ex; eif.itious, “ returned 
into their own country another way.” 

A cuftom, which oiighi to beabolifli- 
ed as improper and indecen , pievails 
in many places, or lijt'mg. as't is called, 
on Ealfer Monday .and rurlt ay. 1 $ 
this a memoiial ofChrilf being tailed 
up from the grave ? J he-t is, ai le.ift, 
foine appeaiance of it; as these 'etras 
to be a trace of the eft cent of the Holy 
Ghoit on the he.u’s of it c Aooflies in 
what paffes at Whitfuntidc-fairin fome 
„parts of L.incafhii e ; where one pe-^lon 
iiolds a flick over the head of auo iii.'', 
whilfl a third, unperceived, flukes the 
flick, and thus gives a fmart blow to 
the fiifl; but this, prob.ibly, is only 
local. 

There are m.my other cuft'>tns, no 
doubt, which I foiget, or have omitted, 
which youi f.i rs would, I am per- 
fu-uled, be pU-afed to fee knowingly 
(lifeufled, and rationally accounted for, 
and others which do not leem to ad¬ 
mit of .1 probable explanition. I le- 
colU^l one more, which, however, I 
think f'carceiy needs explaining, viz. 
that pievailing amongfl the Roman 
Carbolics of light ng fires upon the 
hills on All Saints night, the eve of 
All Souls; Are being, even amongfl 
the Pagans, an emblem of immoi tality, 
and well calculated to typify the afeent 
of the foul to heaven.

£ again, in confequence of our 
predilcdlion in favour of that fpe- 
cies of literary compoiition which is 
termed periodical^ open with peculiar 
pleaiure the eighth volume of a collec¬ 


tion of papers entitled “ The Spirit of 
the Public Journals a work of which 
it is but jultice to the Editor to Hate 
from the preface, that his attention to a 
prevaierit widi of the public induced 
him to fend into the world early in 
January l.t(l-} though from the pref- 
lure of other circumHanccs we have 
not had an opportunity oi noticing it 
until this time. 

In confidering a prodiidion of this 
fpccies, there is one circumitance which 
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Tery nataralljr ftrikes our minds, and 
which we wiflj to imprefs unon thofe of 
our readeis } that is, its utility. 

Every one knows that there are, 
araongft the mafs of articles which 
crowd our public journals, at times 
to be feen many pieces that certainly 
merit pre(erv.ation } but then they are 
probably fo far didant from each other, 
and fo widely difperfed, that a fearch 
after them is attended with the fame 
labour, and indeed ftrongly refembles, 
the looking for a few grains of •wheat 
In as many budieis ot chaff. We there* 
fore profefs ourfelves obliged to the 
Editor, who Teems to defeive the ap¬ 
pellation of a Gleaner, for the trouble 
that he has taken j and he more efpeci- 
ally merits our thanks, becaufe he has 
made the prefent /eleflion with taste 
and impartiality j two lequilitei, 
we conceive, indiipeiifable to under¬ 
takings of this nature. 

With icfpeft to the utility of this 
kind of colle^ions, although it is 
pretty generally obvious, we wilh to 
be indulged with a word or two more, 
as our experience has fiequcntly fug- 
efted to us the want of fuch a remem- 
rancer. 

Looking back toward the middle of 
the laft century, we can (from the few 
elegant pieces which wc cait Aill recul- 
lefl to have feen floating in the public 
rints, or the titles of which are per- 
aps cafually recalled to our minds by 
fbme circumftance that occurs in con- 
verfatioif,} very eafily belie\c that a 
reat number of equally ingenious pro- 
uftions, fome replete with humour, 
fome abounding with morality, fome 
conveying inftruftion, and, all exhi¬ 
biting ftrong traits of the ilate of 
fociety, the manners of the age, the 
opinions of the pfo^Ie, and the ob- 
fervations of the intelligent, the fhrewd, 
and iatirical, after having exliibited an 
ephemeral fpUndour, have faded upon 
the mental eye, have been fucceeded 
by another and another corrufeation, 
and then, like the race which they*' 
attrafled and exhilaiated, have re¬ 
ceded, and left no trace of their exift- 
ence. 

Pieces of this nature, from their vola¬ 
tility and dividbiiity, have not unaptly 
been termed mercurial. To fhow the 
propriety of this epithet, we mult, in 
continuation, obferve, that from the 
want of a chemilf to fix them, many 
have melted ** into air, into thin air.'* 


That want has fortunately, in the 
prefent inftance, been fupplied; that 
efaemift appears in the Editor of thefe 
volumes, who has, with great diligence 
and labour, from a large quantity of 
heterogeneous fubftances, extrafled a 
vail number of the moil brilliant par¬ 
ticles, which he has condenfed and fixed 
in the form in which they are now 
offered to the public. The readers 
may therefore at leifure contemplate, 
bound together, thofe eifufions of genius 
that have perhaps before, in their de- 
Ailtory fludies, been the fubje^s of 
their curfory approbation } with many 
others, with which, from the wide- 
extended field that the cclleflor has 
travelled over, it is next to impoflible 
they could have beeu acquainted. 

With refpeA to the pieces contained 
in this volume, which include* about 
two hundred and thirty articles, who- 
foever confiders the infinite variety of 
matter that is here drawn together, 
mull believe that every part is not of 
equal merit. To diferiminate betwixt, 
or individually to criticize any, would 
extend this article far beyond the limits 
to which we are rellriaed j therefore 
we can only generally obferve, that 
there are many of thefe efiufions that 
dlfphiy a confiderable fund of hu* 
mour, fome which convey informa¬ 
tion, and that the whole will afford 
amufement to the reader. 

When we faw the loyal papers pub- 
liflied by our bookfeller Mr. Afperne 
flying in long ftreamers from his houfe, 
though we knew that they a^lually did 
aifo ^ to all parts of the united king¬ 
dom, we, judging it to be a metaphori¬ 
cal l int of their volatility, were fearful 
that they would foon get out of fight. 
We were therefore happy to oblerve, 
that in this volume fome of them had 
affumed a more peimanent form; and 
that while the Editor did us the ho¬ 
nour to attend to a hint which we 
gave him in our tail critique, he has 
alfb, from every available Iburce, en¬ 
deavoured to enrich his collefiion with 
anecdotes and epigrams, poetry and 
profb i and, in fhort, with every ipecies 
of, com,>ofition which he imagined 
would, as has been obferved, mark the 
cbara£ler of the period, the modes of 
thinking and manners of the people, 
and give to 

-” the very age and body of the time

The fifth Volume opens with a letter 
under the refpedable fignature of Mr. 
Haltingsj others from Mifs Sterne, for 
the purpofe of obtaining, through the 
medium of Mr. W., fubfcriptions for 
three volumes of the fermons of the 
eccentric author of Triftram Shandy, 
See. She fays in the firlt, “ My father 
died, and left his unhappy widow and 
daughter in the moft diftrefied circum- 
ftances. His debts amounted to loool.; 
his effeAs, when fold, did not raife 
above 400I. My mother nobly engaged 
to pay the relt out of a little eftate of 
40I. per annum, which was all fhe had 
in the world. She could not bear the 
thoughts of leaving his debts unpaid, 
and I honour her fur it.” (So do we.) 
“ This w.as, or rather would have been, 
a fcanty provifion for thofe that had 
feen better days. Heaven raifed us up 
friends, who both faw and pitied our 
diftrefs, and gave a moft diftinguifhing 
proof of it, by railing a colie6fiou in 
our behalf during the race*week at 
York, which amounted to Sool. We 
are now publifhing thefe fermons, in 
the hopes of raifing fomething for our 
future comfort.'* 

This is followed by letters from 
France to Mrs. W. and to John Hall 
Stephenfon, Efq.; their ftile is eafy 
and elegant ; that fiom Angoulcnie, 
July 2z, 1769, playful. But as we 
proceed in them, we difeover an anxi¬ 
ety refpeding pecuniary matters which 
we are forry was evef an inmate of the 
bofom of thePfair writer. It appears 
that thofe two Gentlemen promifed to 
write the Life of Mr. Sterne ; this pro- 
niife neither of them ever performed. 
That they did not keep their words, 
confidering the circumftances of the 
life that they had engaged to write, we* 
lefs wonder than that they gave them. 
Mr. Sterne was once a favourite^ and, 
from the peculiarity of his manner, 
by many thought a great •wit. Be^bis 
as it may, his wife, with whom he lived 
unhappily, and from whom he fepa- 
rated, feems, by thefe letters, to have 
been a woman pofTefled of a high fenfe 
of honour, and his amiable daughter a 
young lady of genius. We therefore 


lament that they Ihould fuller by the 
eccentricity of a mind in which the 
author and the man was, in many re« 
fpe£ls, as much at variance as in any ia« 
ftance that we can recollect. 

Alluding to the charge of Mr. Bai^ 
nard again ft Mr. W., and the fubfe- 
quent proceedings of Mr. Barnard 
thereupon, we are aftonifbed that the 
Editor thought it neceflary to make 
them public, efpecially as he declares, 
from having feen all the letters, be hat 
no licfitation in faying that Mr. Bar¬ 
nard's fujpicions •were •well jomded. 

In the ninth <161161' to Mr. Petrie, 
Mr. W. fays, fpeaking of theCJiamber- 
lainfhip, ** It is a polt adequate, after 
the payment of my debts, to every with 
I can form at fifty-three; profit, pa¬ 
tronage, and extenfive ufefulnefs, with 
rank and dignity.” 

The next is tlie chapter of prefents. 
In this, ainrmg m.-iny inftances of the 
folly of thofe times, fome remote, others 
domeftic, is included the City cup, 
which was prefented, not, as the accu¬ 
rate Mr. A. ftates, by the City of Lon¬ 
don, but by certain Citizens of Lon¬ 
don, who leem, to adopt a vulgiir idea 
unknown in the metropolis, to have 
had “ A cup too much." This piece of 
plate, value lool., we learn, was Tent to 
the patriot in March 177*, “ for his 
defence of freedom in the cafe of the 
printers.” 

As the Editor again moft wifely 
thinks that he is too near the time 
to ftate the particulars of fome faffs 
alluded to in this cafe, we m«ft hint to 
him that we admire his difcrction in 
this refpeff ; and lunft further take the 
liberty to obferve, that we aifo think it 
is too near the time for him to have 
launcheif this alleition: “ The Houfe 
of Commons addrelTed the King to 
ifliie a proclamation for apprehending 
them,” (the piinftrs ;) “and this pa¬ 
per, which was both illegal and ridicu¬ 
lous, the reader may fee in the note.” 
Nay, we will riik another obfervaiiuti, 
in fpite of the learning that may be 
drawn downagainlt us, which is, that 
this paper is neither illegal nor ridicu¬ 
lous. This might be eatily proved, did 
not its very circumftances and con¬ 
tents alieady prove it. 

Upon this proclamation cup, whofe 
eftedfs on the inultirude were Circean, 
was reprefented the murder if Cmfar, 
which, we Jeatn, was a fubject cbulen 
by Mr. W., and is certainly, fays Mr. 
Almon, one of the greateft facrifices to 

public 
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public liberfy recorded in hiftory. 
Without popping to a(k this great 
biftorian what he means by public 
Sberty ? (though we would lay the 
value of the cup that he cannot cor- 
reillyanfwer the quoltion,) we miiit 
ohfervet that there Iceros in this choice 
fomething more than meets the eye, 
and we cannot help figuring t ) our- 
felves a fct of patriots pledging pota. 
tions “ pottle deep” out of this well, 
beftowed goblet, and one holding it 
up, while he exclaimed, 

“ Friends I was notBintiis, 

I mean that Brutus who in open Senate 
Stabb’d the fird Cslar that uiuip'd the 
woild, 

A gallant man ?” 

** Yes!” faid another, “and Cataline, 
Though (lory nvrong his lame.” 

Mr. A., with tint accuracy which^, 
when he triilts to his own genius, is to 
remarkable, lavs, that the dagger was 
placed in the fiilt t|inrter of the City 
Arras. Who knows not this ? The 
arms would hive been as defective as 
are many of his pages without if. 
Aye! but, lays the Editor, this fame 
dagger furnilhed tlie hint of 

** The dagger went to pierce the tyrant's 
lieait.” 

Now, if there be any truth in the t-adi- 
tional ftory of this dagger, as derived 
from Walworth, the thing was exailly 
the reverfe j for 11 happened, molt tor. 
tunately, to be x\\t rebel's hcait that was 
pierced. • 

There is another inflance in this de- 
feription of the fall of Ccefar, which 
ihows the accuracy of the Icained Edi¬ 
tor. “ He is represented in” (on) 

** the vafe, as delcribc-d by a'l hirto- 
rians.at that important moment, grace¬ 
fully covering hinilcii ” (his face) 

with the Toga.” Tnc drefs of Csftr, 
as delcribed at the Lupercalia, and 
which, as Dictator, he atfeded upon 
ail public occafions, was once called 
a Trabea, i. e. a robe ol ftate proper 
to Kings, Conluls, Emperors, &c. 
Thefe things are unimportant, except 
to lliow that our fredamation critic is 
equally great in hiltory and the claf- 
iics. 

Pairing over the applications to Mr. 
W., (which we have no doubt were 
fufficiently numerous to have filled five 
more volumes,) we arrive at the period 
when he became the polTeflor of San. 
down Cottage, in the Ille of Wight, 


which we find he fitted up entirely 
to his own taite. This unqueftionabiy 
was in fame reipe^s refined and cla(ii> 
cal. - Here he is frid to have palled the 
pleafantcli hours that he I ad enjoyed 
fince the period of his adverfities. 
“ He was here, he has laid, perie6Uy 
happy, with a few intelligent friends 
and a well cholen library.” But in 
this, as in many other parts of this 
wo’^k, there leeins to want arrange, 
ment, except Mr. A. meant to Ihow 
tis that he undeiftood the Peripetia^ 
and could change the fortune of his 
hero from good tO'bad, andwevfiyrf, 
by lilies pertefHy AriHorelian. Of this 
r.dmirab!e qiiicknefsof tranfitionhe has 
heie given us a remarkable infiance ; 
for we have fcarcely turned over two 
pages fiom the Iceiie of happinefs in 
which we left Mr. W. luxuriating 
.It Sam! »w n Cottage, before wc find 
hi.n, by the itcurreuce of the liii..'iy, 
involved in pecuniary difirefles; and 
Mr. Alderman Bull, whom he had a 
little baited, ro.aring about the ad. 
vances he had r ade. 

There are fome circumfiances be¬ 
twixt this worthy Alderman and Mr> 
W. refneCting tlie cup, fo celebrated, 
tiiat, on tiie one part, put us in mind of 
Judge CJriy.us. He wilhed, fearful that 
the patriot flioiild/i/rr.v it in the hands 
of fbine porfon for lets tlun half its va¬ 
lue, (he mutt mean half the value of 
the lilver,) to put it under his gown ; 
for, fays he, “ if you approve fending 
it me, I wili return you a draft of 50I. 
on account of it. 1 need not lav to you, 
that 1 do not want to puiclkife it at 
that price 5 I would rather give you 
5cl. more than it is woith than take it 
at 50I. under.” 

I'lie f.iiil, we Aippofe, was, that he 
had advanced, anb, like every other 
man, he wifhed to be fbcure againlt 
backjliding. 

In 1790, we learn that Mr. W. 
changed his jefidence from Prince’s- 
court, (which is not,) in Gre.it George- 
ftreet, Weltminfter, to the more ele- 
•vated and “ faiubrious regions of Grof- 
venor.fqua:s, where he reiided feveral 
years,•.walking to Guildhall every day, 
when liis ’uiy leqiiiied it, in which he 
was* (trittly diligent and perieitly re¬ 
gular, As a Magiltrate, alfo, he was 
equally able, afTuluous, candid, and 
juit. Ill thele capacities he has not 
left a rival." 

It appears that he died on the z6th 
of December,-1797} and from the re- 
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narks upon his will we learn, that he 
mutt hare thought himielf in affluent 
circumiiances when he made it; '* but 
the world will be greatly furpriTed to 
hear the reverfe—that he died in/ol- 
•vent." 

Mr. A. here feems to imagine that 
the worhl had lei's fagacity than it 
really pofTefled; for although the family 
of the Chamberlain might be furprii'ed, 
and dilappointed, at the flendernefs of 
his eircumllanccs, the •world, before 
whom he had for a long feries of years 
aited, had a very different opinion of 
them. 

Mifs Wilkes died fuddenly, on the 
izth of March, i8oz.

Tliefe articles (although Mr. A. 
might think them material, in order 
to conneft and elucidate the many 
points in which they arc alluded to 
in thefe volumes,) it is not necelfary 
to take more notice of. 

In the introdu 61 ion to the intended 
Hiftory of England, the author leeins 
to have employed that art which many 
hidorians have iifed to adorn and em- 
bellilb their diftion to other purpoles, 
with a view to give a Itriking effect 
to the whqje. Leaving rhetorical Hou- 
rillies, glowing periods, the eleguit 
drefs of woids, and pompous dilplay 
uf fiile, to writers whole ideas were 
more circumfcribcd, who only Ibught 
to inform and amufe, Mr. VV., in the 
delivery of a “plain unv.arni(hed tale,” 
Items to relt the whole advantage (Ve 
mean political advantage) which he 
purpofes to derive Iroin it itpon con- 
tralf; a medium through w|ji' )■ he 
means to appeal to the worlt p.idloiis 
of the people. With this inieiu, he 
fixes upon the lioufe of Stunt as 
the object of Iiis refentment; and after 
having glanced a little at peciini.iry and 
parliamentary amendments, as having 
gone hand in hand with the Revo- 
lution, with the keennefs of a hawk 
i.s pounces at once upon Janies Use Lit, 
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whofe unfortunate Ijne he purfues 
upon the paper wings furnidied by 
the IVbig hiHurians, through the reigns 
of his Ion and grandlons. Here we 
llioiild have fuppoled that common can¬ 
dour (which even writers bold as him- 
fclf have lieen known iometimes to 
affeif,) would have induced him,while 
he lamented the deftiny of Charles, or 
rather while he commemorated the 
regular tyranny of the whole Stuart line, 
to have bellowed a penltil of ink in 
reprobation of the foul nod horrid mur¬ 
der of on'* of them. This tranlaftioii 
lurely deferved a blot : but no fucli blot 
is to be found. In fail, he very wifely 
^nks the horrors of the Interregnum, 
loads the houfe of Stuart (to whofe 
very name through life he was hoffilr) 
with unmerited obloquy, brands law¬ 
yers, clergy, and univerlities, with in¬ 
famy : and all fur what f Becaufe they 
did not Iquare their ideas exaftly by his 
notions of liberty; never refledLing that 
the great and virtuous cliarattei'S whofe 
wifdom governed and examples ffimu- 
lated thelc learned bodies, had prob.ibly 
never been profligate in their youth, 
had no debts to compound for patriot- 
ifin, but acled from the lionelL unpuife 
of confciences void of offence either 
againll God or m.'iii. Such men were 
not very likely to fupport tyranny, 
or to trample upon the rights of the 
people ; but, in fa£l, the propagators 
of the great rebellion cared lets for 
the rights of the peopj^: than even 
the amhor of this introdiiftion or his 
learned Ediior. Any one who glances 
at the political proceedings from the 
middle of the reign of James the Iff, 
may fee that the cuiient of the public 
opinion (which, owing to circum- 
Itances we (hall not even allude to,) 
fet ffrongly in* favour of the fupreme 
majeily of the Mob, had not its lource 
in the pliability of the Lawyers, the 
Clertjv, 01 the Univerlities. It was 
not ionduc.'ed through I’uch pure etan- 
iteis -, blit like the Nile, whWt its heads 
wcie iiifcrutabic, its Ifreams appeared 
Co exti emely low, that few were alarmed 
at their coiirfe, until indeed, like the 
Nile, in confequence of large accel- 
lioiis, the acciiiiiulaieditorrent riilbed 
forwaid with an impetuolity that bore 
every ihing bcfoie it. 

VVe (hould have imagined, that fo 
acute a wiiter and politician as Mr. 
W. would, inrterul ot dealing in gene¬ 
ral all’erlions, and acciifation againit the 
Monairh, and palling over without no* 
jp p tice 
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tice his murderei's, have endeavoured 
to have placed theft matters in a new 
light. But this was no part of his 
defign. He was by this preface to 
introduce a Hiftory of England, in- 
tended to have been written upon the 
^ur of the occafion, for a purpoft 
uifHciently obvious, and it was his 
bufinefs to accommodate it to the paf- 
fions of the fupporters of the Caufe. 
He therefore feized theadvantage which 
his knowledge of the uft uf contrail in 
compofition gave him, and, as we have 
obftrved, without much attention to 
the adventitious decoration of diclibn, 
he has, in colours generally coaile hut 
glaring, pourtrayed the eirors of the 
tour Monaichs antecedent to the Revo¬ 
lution, in order to give the greater 
force and energy to that event, which, 
we are willing to allow, has been at¬ 
tended with all the benefits that he 
contemplates. 

The immediate effefts of the Revo¬ 
lution under the Prince of Oiange, as 
to the national condii.^ with refpcA to 
foreign politics, and the numerous 
bodies of fe^taries, ought to be re¬ 
marked.” 

This ftrves to introduce the con- 
trait to which we have alluded j and, 
as he has deprefled the one party, he 
endeavours, as far as his contracted 
powers will admit, (for as a candid 
biitorian his powers were contracted, 
otherwift he would never have facri- 
ficed the im'partiality and dignity of 
his theme to the prejudices and paf- 
fions of the Caufe,) to elevate the other. 
In this we fhall neither follow nor imi¬ 
tate him. There is no qucition but 
from the time of Brutus, whom he 
adored, aye and much fooner, down 
to the period to which ^le alludes, and 
much later, there has been, under 
every fyitem, (bmething to blame and 
fbmerhing to commend; the queltion 
only is, and it is the bufinefs of the 
hiflorian fairly to invetligate it, when 
either of thefe qualities pieponderated. 
This has certainly not been <lonc in 
the introduction, which muft be confi- 
(icred as a mere party paper; and theie 
fteraed fo little profpeCt of its having 
been etFeCled in the hillory to which it 
was intended to be the precurfor, that 
.we think both the author and bookfcl. 
ler had reafon to congratulate them- 
ftlves that its publication was lin- 
^peded.' 

Peiliaps the following quotations 
vill explain (he opinion which the 


author of the Supplement to Gibbon 
had of a certain time and place, if 
his negociation about the Turkifh 
embafly, the government of C^ebec, 
&c. have not fufliciently explained it 
already 

“ I blujk for the folly and prodigality 
of the age! * * Surely this mud be the 
richeft and molt fuolifh country in the 
univerfe I” 

Suiely no man had ever greater rea- 
fon to make thefe exclamations t 

The wuik, fufliciently long, ought 
fui'ely to have concluded here; but 
the Editor, not fari.cfied with the fre¬ 
quent lepetition of frivolous matter 
which in the coiufe of thefe five vo¬ 
lumes we meet with, thinks proper, 
when we fiippofed our labo-trs nearly 
ended, to indulge us with a fupple- 
mentary tlofe, conliding of a letter 
on the public conduct of Mr, W., 
written by hitnfelf, which has long 
ago been printed and neglected, and 
is /‘ivire printed in this work; befides 
which, he ferves up a few more feraps, 
fume of which, as we have alre.ady hint¬ 
ed, lie has alfb cooked twice over; 
and when lie has exhaufted his Eng- 
lifh matter in profc, gives us a far- 
1 ago of French letters ; and concludes, 
like a German comedy, with an enco- 
iniadic epilogue, nearly as dull as the 
piece, extra^ed from the works of 
Churchill, which are to be found in 
aliiiolt; every bookfeller’s fhop, and 
/carcely any where elft, and a fhort 
charadter, which ieems to be giving 
out the farce for a fecond reprefenta- 
tion. 

Kefpedting the motives that induced 
Mr. A. to publifli ths'e volumes we are 
little difpofed to inquire. «^They are 
now in circulation ; and parts of them, 
if attentively perufed, may ceitainly do 
much good, becaufe they broadly dif- 
play the latent firings which frequently 
impel n:en to become what have been 
irqpically termed pan jots, and fliovv 
that the people at'all times, and fome- 
times the government, were dupes 
to their *debgns. They alfb, in their 
events/ fhow the imbecility of the hu¬ 
man mind. If we were to afk, what 
good, either to their country or thein- 
lelves, thofe who were fo loud in their 
cries of ** Wilkes and Liberty” have 
done, what would be the anfwer?- 
Have we either more or lefs freedom 
than we fbould h<<ve had (even in¬ 
cluding the determination upon ge¬ 
neral warrants, which were always 

known 
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known to be fuptr^Ms,) if this politi¬ 
cal demagogue, this idol of the people, 
had never been born ? Certainly not! 
though there is no queltion but that, if 
the exertions of his Jritnds had not at 
one time been properly checked, we 
fliould have had more of that anarchy 
in which the mob delighted. This 
is all we (hall fay upon the Aihjeft 
with refpe^t to the ufe of thefe vo. 
lumesj as to the abufe of them, we 
have at present little re.ilbu to fear 
any; but if at fome future period 
this progiefs of patriotifm (hould be 
attempted to be imitated on this fide 
the Channel, as its general outline 
has been, ai.is ! too AiccefsTully on 
the other, the Editor may, at the clofe 
of a life of labour in the Jirvtce of the 
public, congratulate himlelf for having 
I'urnithed a mirror in which, <'as in a 
glafs daikly,” the inuges of profli¬ 
gacy changed to turbulence, and tur¬ 
bulence fubliding into niagiflerial de¬ 
corum, may be refledfed and reflecting 
to ultimate poiferity.

The difeovery of a faline fpring in a 
place fo charming, on account of its 
varied inteinal (cenery, comm Hiding 
Aich extenfive views, and fo near Lon¬ 
don, as Hainpllead, is certainly a very 
happy event. For ftlubrity of air, de¬ 
lightful walKs or rides, and all that 
pleales and foothes the mind, circum- 
Itances fo conducive to the relforation 
of health, and fo powerful auxiliaries of 
medicine and proper regimen, Hainp. 
flead, though lying fo near the Britifh 
juetropolis, may be coinpr.red, even* 
to advantage, witli molt of the reforts 
of invalids, or whatare faniiliarlycalled 
watering-places, in Britain,or in France, 
or Germany. 

Mr. Goodwin analyzes the faline wa¬ 
ters of Hampitead with due accuracy ; 
in which part of his work he acknow¬ 
ledges his obrigations to his friend, the 
Britifli Lavoisier, Dr. George Pear¬ 
son. He (hows the proper application 
Rud the elTtcacy of the waters. He 


palTes, by the moff natural tranfitions, 
to the ufe of medicinal and fea water; 
whether received into the bowels, or 
ufed by bathing ; and from thence, in 
a manner equally eafy and natural, 
to molt important rules eafy to be 
obfeived, together with the raliana'e 
on which they aie grounded, relating 
to the prelervation, the recovery, and 
the confirmation of health in general. 
It is a ufefiil little tra^—a manual 
which no one in the vicinity of Hamp- 
flead would be without, if he knew its 
value. The iTatural prerogatives of 
Hampflod are exhibited in an agiee- 
able manner. One is naturally well 
pleafed to find more advantages at home 
than he dreamt of. 

Mr. Goodwin, in a (hort prefatory 
addiefs, complains, though in a modelt 
, manner, of a piracy committed on this 
Tradate in manufeript. It was an¬ 
nounced for publication eighteen 
months before the time of its adual 
appearance; and feveral ref'pe6lable 
names, among others Dr. George Pear- 
fon, atteib, that it was completed and 
ready for publication fix months Ise- 
foie the publication (which is, we un- 
derftand, a volume about IPatering 
Places^) to which he alludes. Mr. 
Goodwin lays, “ I have reafon to be¬ 
lieve, that bad the experiments been 
given with the r^il of my manuferipts, 
(we prtfuine into the hands to which 
he conflded it,) I fhould have been 
anticipated by a copy of my own anal^ - 
Cs.” We confider it as a dflty incum¬ 
bent on a Literary Reviewer to bold out 
every ail of literary piiacy to the (corn 
and indignation of the world. There 
is one ^ircuinlfance with which Mr. 
Goodwin, and all authors in llmilar 
circumflances, may conlole themfelves, 
namely, that tiiere is fomething rickety 
and patchwoik-lij^e in the produilions 
oi literary purloiners. It is notdifliculc 
for found judgment and talte to dittin- 
giiilh, on the perulal of two publica¬ 
tions, the genuine author tf any theory 
or difcovei'y from the pirate.

A fort of under-plot is 
foimed from tiie ftratagems ul'ed by 
Racket, a dalliing and eccentric man of 
lot tune, to carry off Charlotte Dalhaway, 
L' vd B.’s Ward; a fcheme in which be 
at lail liicceeds, and obtains her guar¬ 
dian’s conlcnt to their marriage. 

The plot is inartilicialiy conftrti£fed j 
Tome of the inc'dent& (fuch as tne Right 
Hon. Ml. Racket afeending a chimney, 
.and elc'iping by crawling over the top of 
a fummei-noule, &c.} .are too extrava¬ 
gant ; and the denouement is awkwardly 
brought about. Yet tne whimlicalities 
of the Irilhman and the man of falhion 
(who dreiles more like a groom than a 
gentleman) inluTed much good humour 
among the audience, particularly in the 
fiida^. The dialogue is fprigbtly and 
humorous. We have not heard who 
is the author; but the mulic is by Mr.

morning was ufliered’ in by the 
finding ot bells, nnd the found of 
■*rur..r.As fnir every quarter, fummon* 
i:ig irc ic.l.i!*':.'! to their p.ifts, Soon 
utwr 't.vrr. 'tM.jck the Oxford Blue* 
r.tL,l*.j .’'ePuks and having form¬ 
'd tl'ciriJ u , i:uo line, a detachment, 
Uc.i <-d b.' the Olficer in command, 
■!irocee<led to the Upper Caltle-yard, in 
front of Sr. George** Hall, for the pur- 
po'e ol bcin^ prefented, by their Sovc- 
rei'in; with a pair of filver Kittle- 
drums, as a maik of Royal favour. His 
M Jeity appointed eight o'clock for the 
ceremony to take place, and, according 
to his nliij] cultom, was on the fpot 
P'ccit'ely at the time, accompanied by 
the Prince of Wales, Duke of York, 
and others of the Princes, on horfe- 
back. His Majedy was mounted on a 
haiuifome black charger, richly capari- 
foited. 

After the Kettle-drums (which we 
undcrlt.md are of the value of loool.) 
hud been prefented to the Oditer .it 
the head of the detachment, his Ma- 
jelly addrcircd Colonel Dorrien, and 
fiiid, th.at he felt great plcafiire in com¬ 
municating to him the very high opi¬ 
nion he entertained of the dilcipline of 
the corps which the Colonel command¬ 
ed, and complimented him on the pro¬ 
priety of^their conduA finre they hid 
been quartered in the ncighboiithood 
of Windlbr. Above all, his Majcity 
expreiled his utinoll gratitude for the 
attachment they had at all tinvtsevinced 
for him. He conceived that he ought 
to diliinguilh the corps ; and, as a mark 
of his favour and r^oprobation, begged 
their acceptance of a pair of Stiver Ket¬ 
tle-drums. His Majeity further com¬ 
municated to the Colonel, that he had 
given orders to the Earl of Harrington 
tt> furniln the troop every year with 
new clothes and accoutrements at his' 
own (his Majelly's) exoenfe. Colonel 
Dorrien made a f'uitable reply; and 
concluded by faying, that be tmiled 
the corps would continue to conduct 
itfelf in fuch a manner as would belt 
deiej ve that honour which his Ma- 
j.'Hy had been ib recently plealed to 
upefn it. The drums are of the 
Hneli poUihed lilver; and entirely plain, 
tjicept towards their heads, which a<;e 


of exquifite workmanfhip. They were 
flung acrofs a grey horfe, mounted by 
a black, who beat, in concert with the 
reft of the band, the tune of “ Gid 
fave the King." When the ceremony 
was oVer, the detachment proceeded 
to join the reft of the icgiment in the 
Paik. On his Majelly’s coining out 
at the entrance gate from the Upper 
Court-yard, he was met by a number 
of Military Officeis, and Noblemen 
and Gentlemen, on horfeback, who 
joined the cavalcade. None but per- 
fotis on horfeback were permitted to 
go into the Park, nor was any one 
luflered to walk on the rci race to view 
tlie ccieniony. The fletactm.ent hav¬ 
ing joined, his Majclly paffed them 
in review order, and Ihortly after quit¬ 
ted the ground to prepare for the In- 
ftallatiun. 

Among the many appendages ofMo- 
naicliy that have been tr.anfinltted to us 
by our forefathers, there are none 
which produce a greatei, though a 
filei.r, effeft, in keeping up a nice and 
fcrupiilous fcnle of honoui, than the 
Inlfitutions of Knighthood ; inlfitii- 
tions the (•llspring ot a chivalrous age, 
and which would be difgraced by the 
dclibeiare commilFion of a bale or dil- 
honourable a 61 ion. Of ail the Orders 
of Knighthood exilfing in this country, 
tlie Order of the Garter is the moll an¬ 
cient and the mult diliinguilhed— 
Though it cannol be traced higher 
than the reign of Edwa'^d III, by that 
denomination, a (imilar inftitution, 
with the title of Knights of the Round 
Table, had been ellatilllhed by tho 
valiant Arthur, of which Order the 
Order of the Garter was but a revival 
by Edward 111 . And here it may not 
be impertinent to remark a curious, 
though by no means an extraordinary, 
coincidence of thecircunillances of the 
country under which the Orders wcie 
originally inlfituted by Arthur and 
Edwa’d, .and of tbofe pending which 
this Inftallatiun has taken place. Ar¬ 
thur’s kingdom was overrun with fo¬ 
reign enemies every day accumulat¬ 
ing ; and Edward mas menaced with 
a fimilar attack, in order to divert him 
from profecuting bis claim on the 
French kingdom, by carrying war into 

the 
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the heart of that country. The aflb* 
ciaiion of their valiant, wife, and dif- 
tinguifhed followers, in the duties of 
honour and patriotifm, was in both in* 
ftances the forerunner of (ignai and 
important fuccefles. Arthur’s exploits 
fo far tranfcend credibility, if meafured 
by the ftandard of latei achievements, 
as to be confidered iiitions of romance; 
and the vidories of Edward will carry 
down his name to the lateft pofterity as 
n foldier and a hero. This country is 
alfo, at this moment, menaced with 
an attack by a foreign enemy; and 
without truiting to the influence of 
this cafual coincidence, we may, on 
the merits, reafonably anticipate as 
glorious refults. It might, indeed, 
be urged as an interruption of the 
parallel, that the two former Monarchs 
accompliflied their achievements when 
perfonally commanding their armies ; < 
but has not our Gracious Sovereign 
avowed the magnanimous refolution 
of putting himfelf at the head of his 
army, if the enemy Ihould attempt the 
delperate enterprize of invalion ? And 
if that day fhould ever arrive, what 
reafon is there to apprehend that the 
fcenes of Creily and Poitiers might not 
be a£fed over again under him on this 
fide of the Channel, as they were by 
our furelatlierson the other f 

If the fpirit of the country required 
any Ifimulus, it could not receive a 
more eireflual one than fuch a fcene 
as the Inftallation was calculated to 
give. It was impoflihle to witnel's it 
without being afretled, or to feel with¬ 
out being iliinuiated. There was no¬ 
thing wanting that could give fplen- 
dor to the uccafion, or effect to the 
impredion which it produced. The 
whole Nobility o 4 the realm rallying 
round the Aiolt numerous Royal Iloufe 
that ever any fingle genetation pro¬ 
duced, to add hillre to the ceremony, 
and enhance, by their concurrence and 
approving prefence, the honorary re¬ 
muneration of a Sovereign for the 
faithful fervices of his fubjefls, wa| a 
fight grand, gratifying, and fublitne, 
and mult have made an indelible im* 
prellioii on minds lufceptible of any 
noble impullc or generous fentiments. 
If the ceremony fell fhort of the iin- 
pofing eife^f that attended the celebia- 
tion of iimilar fetes in former times, 
when the parade of tournaments filled 
up the deiiciencies in other refjpedts. 


that defeff was more than compenfated 
by the number, dignity, fplcndor, and 
rank, of the augult afleinbly. Thnugh 
the period of chivalry be paft, the in¬ 
fluence of female charms and perfec¬ 
tions is (till undiminithed in a Rritiill 
bofom. It is only the extravagance 
of the conduct produced by furh in¬ 
fluence that is altered ; the fame ardour 
is ftill felt, but the flame is more tem¬ 
perate, and confequently more ifeady. 
Callous indeed mult have been the 
heart that was not d'.cply aife^ed by 
the fight of all the rank, worth, beau¬ 
ty, and confeqTience of the Empire, 
affembled to add luitre to this fplendid 
fcene. 

From eight o'clock till near eleven, 
the fpeflators were arranging them- 
felves in the different fituations mod 
convenient for viewing the procelfion. 
From St. George's Hall to the South 
entrance of Sc. George's Chapel, mat¬ 
ting was laid for the Knights to walk 
upon. The general appearance of the 
Caltle-yard was piflurefque beyond 
conception. The battalion of grena¬ 
diers were ftationed from the farther 
end of St. George’s Hall to the pafl'age 
oppofite Lord Harrington's houf'e; 
and from thence to the Chapel door 
the light infantry were placed. They 
flood on each fide, about half a yard 
from the matting, to keep the ground 
for the proceflion. The fpedators 
were four or five deep behind the 
guards; the L.id:es were allowed to 
ihnd in the intervals between the files. 
The Round Tower particiliarly attrart- 
ed attention. It was covered with peo-. 
pie, and was well adapted for aitbrcling 
a full view of the Ch.ipel. The tops of 
the hwifes of the Poor Knights on the 
old foundation were alfo covered with 
company. The houfe of Mr. Wyatt, 
the Architeft, .and the two turrets t!m 
fl.’ink it, were filled with people. The 
Governor’s To»er .and the §tor< 
Tower were in like minner devoted 
to the accommodation of tlie public. 
In fhort, the ramparts, and evciy place 
fh.tt commanded a view, wf-jc uitirely 
OLCupied. In the whole, there could 
nut jijve been within and upon the 
C'aftle lefs than from ai; to 30,000 per- 
fons. At eleven o'clock .a lignd gnn 
announced the commencement of tlie 
proceflion, and the anxiety of the fpt-c. 
latois was immediately relieved. TJv: 
Guards wei’e ordered to p'e.tnt aims 

while 
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whiFe th« proctfFRon palled. It pro¬ 
ceeded in the following order from 
ibe Koyal Apartments to the Chapter 
Iloufe. Firft were two muliciansi in 
fcarlet and gold, playing fmall oAave 
lutes. Four drummers, in fcarlet and 
gold, followed by one in the fame 
habit, walking uncovered; then came 
the kettle-drums, and after them a 
band of eighteen trumpeters in fcarlet 
and gold : they played alternately with 
the nutes during the proceiEon.

In the Communion Service, at the

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Jie made his OflTerinf;^ thcfe being re* 
moved, the other Knights made their 
Offerings, during which the Air in 
** BerenieeJ" Tbefe Offerings were 
made in the following manner 

The Knights walked up the fide to 
the fteps leading to the altar, two at a 
time, where they made their obeiiance, 
and then turned round and did the like 
to the Throne. Then afcending the 
Heps, they uncovered their heads, and 
kneeled on the two crimfon velvet 
cufhions placed near the railing at the 
foot of the altar, again bowed, and 
prefented a filver net purfe, containing 
ten guineas and ten (hillings, to the 
Dean, who received the (ame on a 
old falver. The Knights then arofe, 
owed, and defcended the fteps, walk¬ 
ing backwards. When they reached 
the bottom of the fteps, they bowed 
agiin to the altar and to the throne, 
and then retired down the aide to their 
ftalls. 

The Divine Service was then conti¬ 
nued without further interruption to 
the end, and terminated without any 
Sermon. The malic was uncommonly 
tine, as the pieces fele£ted lor the occa- 
(ion were of the moft imprelTive de- 
Icriptlon. Nothing could be more 
(olemn, grand, or awful, than the con¬ 
cluding with full Chorus. 

We cannot detail the psrrticulars of 
the departure of the Royal Party and 
tlieir vifitors, from the Chapel to the 
Hall, where dinner was prepared for 
them, without indulging an obferva- 
rion or two on the grandeur and ma- 
jelty of the profpeft prefented by the 
conitellation ot beauty and faftiion 
which was affembled in the Choir. In 
looking along^he varied fcene, the eye 
was led about from objeA to objedi, 
without knowing where to fix, or whi- 
rher it was a'rried. Wfiat with the 
brightnefs ,df perfonal charms, and 
the Iparkllngof diamonds, the imagin¬ 
ation might be fo dazzled as to fancy 
't a fcene of enchantment. Few ages 
and few countries ha«t produced ^ in- 
itance of fo many adults, the immediate 
•ielcendants of any foverefgn,attending 
'heir Rc^al Parents in full health on 
any public occafion ; and for this rea- 
/bn we deem it unlikely that fuch a ce¬ 
remony fo diftinguifhed in this ciroum- 
ftance, could for ni4Uy centuries uhe 
place. 


The folemn fervice finiihed about fix 
minutes after five o’clock | when the 
Q^een arofe and palled from her feat 
down the aifie, and out at the northern 

S ite, followed by the Princefs of Wales, 
rinceffes At»ufta, Elizabeth, Sophia, 
and Sophia of Glouceiter, Mai7, and 
Amelia} the Duchels of York was the 
laft in the Royal party { the Maids of 
Honour followed. The Queen and the 
Princefs of Wales were each efeurted 
by two Gentlemen in Court dreffes, and 
the other ladies were attended by one 
Gentleman each. The procelfion of the 
Knights reached St. Geode's Hall pre- 
cifely at 40 minutes paft l^e. His M.i- 
jefty being feated, with the Prince of 
Wales on his right hand, the Duke of 
Gioucefter on the right of the Prince, 
and the Duke of York on his left, 
fhereft of the Princes took their feats 
at the Royal table, in all ten. The 
Knights, 13 in number, then feated 
themfelves. The dinner commenced 
about fix o'clock, previous to which the 
Queen and the Princelles had taken 
their feats in the gallery on the weitern 
fide of the Hall. The Knights' table 
was not decorated with any kind of 
frame work or ornaments, which is (aid. 
to be owing to the order for diitribut- 
ing the fragments among the populace. 
When the delTert was placed on the ta¬ 
ble, a variety of fplendid ornaments 
covered the table, confifting principally 
of feveral figures of Knights on horle- 
back, compofed wholly of (iiver, fur- 
mpuiued by the Star and Order of the 
Garter, in folid gold. Other devices, 
equally rich and appropriate, were in*' 
troduced. The plate on the King’s 
table, coblifting wholly of gold, was 
faid to be worth i2,osol. This ibrvice 
of plate was made for George I, and 
his Majeity was fo Well plcafed with the 
execution and moderate chat ge of the 
goldfmirh, that he is fud to have pre- 
fenicd him with five hund'-ed pounds 
more than the amount of the bill. The 
•Knights dined oft' filver. When the 
Knights had dined, the Queen an^ 
Princeiros retired j and then the com¬ 
pany invited to dine at the twet^n** 
leven tables fet out in thedjtfcrent 
rooms of (fate, fatdojKjU^vfl^, over 
each of whic l»yrt la 3 ed diffeient Lords 
and Ladies of the be.i-clia:i)ber. 

About a quarter paft eight the tables, 

18 in number, which had pievioully 
been placed in the Caille-yard, and fet 

out 
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in a M-iangularformi were covered 
with provifions of all kinds ; and nine 
liogibeads of ale were placed on three 
large tables or benches.^ During the 
time the dinner was getting rea^ for 
the populace, aii the gates leading into 
|he Caftle-yard were doled} and fenti* 
sels, both horfe and foot, were Ita. 
tioned without, to keep the unruly 
in awe, and to prevent them from ap« 
prpaching too near the entrances. 
From the ftri< 5 t difcipline kept up, the 
Crowd, which was very great, were pre¬ 
vented from making a geneial rulh into 
the yard before the order was given to 
admit them; which would infallibly 
have been the cafe, had it not been for 
the Bow Street Otficers, who were very 
n^ive on the occalton. The mobility 
were extremely impatient for their re¬ 
pail ; and, long beiore the time fixed 
upon, pleaded hard for admi(lion.About 
right o’clock the cooks from the Caltls 
ferved up the dinner, which confifted 
of mutton and beef, boiled and roafted, 
befides puddings and pies. A large 
haron of beet was placed about the 
middle of the circle. At half pall eight 
the gates were opened, and the fignal 
given for the populace to enter (the 
Court-yard having been previouHy 
cleared to give every one a fair chancc)j 
and, pei haps, fuch a (ceneof diiorder 
nnd coiiinuon never was witnefl'ed. The 
ioldie.'s on the infide, to heighten the 
Tcene, had put a chain scrofs a path 
which th^ mob had to pafs, and here 
one tumbled over another, till not lefs 
than twenty were fprawling on the 
ground at the fame time, and thofe wlio 
gut in firil were lall at the tables. How. 
ever, there were plenty to reach thefel- 
tiye boards, and clear them of their 
dainties; for in five minutes not a par¬ 
ticle of any thing vins to be feen which 
had been placed on the tables. The ba. 
ron of beef, however, became the fub. 
jefl of contention, and in the com lie 
of a fhort time it found twenty maf- 
ters. From the windows of the ^een’s ^ 
apartments the King and the Princes of 
the Blood furveyed the feene. From 
.what we could learn no accident hap-

Soon after nine, the company who 
bad diued in tlie CalUe returned to the 


Drawing-room, where Imp Majefiy re^ 
ceived tnem in the mod elegant and af¬ 
fable manner. The Drawing-room waa- 
fplendidly illuminated by two very 
magnificent chandeliers, with eight 
branches to each, the whole of frofted 
filver) againlt the wall were affixed 
twenty-two filver lullres} under a very 
magnificent pier-glafs was placed a 
maffive filver pier table. 

THE BALL ROOM 

Was thrown open, and all the other 
Rooms of State, about ten o'clock, each 
more magnificently furnilhed than the 
other. The Ball-room is that which 
has the four very fplendid pier-glalTes 
adorned with antique filver frames, 
which coll 500 guineas each in the 
reign of George 1 . Underneath thefe 
glades are four fquare filver pier tables, 
two of which were lately brought from 
Hanover, and were purchafed by Geo. 
JI. This apartment was illui. ined by 
three filver chandeliers, each weighing 
two hundred weight, together with 
twenty-fix filver fconces. Here are two 
fire-places, on each fide of which is 
placed a filver dog, weighing sSo 
pounds each, Tne floor was painted 
in watercolours; the centre piece con¬ 
fined of the Star and Order of the Gar¬ 
ter on each fide ; at equi.dillances were 
the letters G.K.,and at eachextremity 
of the room were trumpets, French 
horns, and other appropriate* devices.

** The (hips of the line in vain 
attempted to uience the batteries $ but, 
unfortunately, the town being on ftre, 
the militia on the right, notimthftand- 
ing their fpirited conduff, were com¬ 
pelled to fall back. 

** I deemed it prudent to allow the 
Council to capitulate for rtie town of 
Roleau and its dependencies, while I 
attempted, by foiced marches, to get 
into Prince Rupert with fuch force as 
I could collect, in which 1 have fuc- 
oeeded, and wait their attack on this 
poft, with a well-grounded expedlatioi^ 


that his Majefty's regulars and militia 
forces will again diffinguifh themfelvet. 
I retreated mtm Rofeau on the aift, at 
four P.M., and underftand the terms I 
prefcribed are acceded tp. I ordered 
none to be accepted that were not ho¬ 
nourable, and defired the French Com¬ 
mander not to allow his troops to dif- 
grace themfelves by plundering, or any 
aA of wantonnefs. You are hereby 
defired to fail immediately, and make 
the firft Ifland you can. If privateers 
in the Guadeloupe Channel prevent 
your turning to windward, make Mont- 
ferrat or Antigua.

The above force of the enemy, which 
has attacked Dominica, appears to be 
part of the fquadron which failed from 
Rochefort on the i6th of January, con- 
fifting of fix fail of the line, (of which 
one 18 a three-decker,} and eight fri¬ 
gates, befides ftore-fbips, tec. of which 
the head quarters were at Martinico. 

AMERICA. 

THE president’s SPEECH. 

Washington, March 4.—^This day, 
at twelve o'clock, Thomas Jeffer¬ 
son, Prefident of the United States, 
took the Oath of Office, and delivered 
the following inaugural Speech in the 
Senate Chanmer, in the prefence of the 
Members of the two Houfes,and a large 
concourfe of Citizens s— 

*' Proceeding, p'ellow-Citizens, to 
that qualification which t)ie Conftitu- 
tion requires, before my entrance on 
the charge again conferred on me, it is 
my duty to exprefs the deepeft fenfc I 
entei tain of this new proof of confi¬ 
dence from my Fellow-Citizens ac 
large, and the zeal with which it in- 
Tpires me fo to conduft myfelf as may 
beft fatisfy their juft expeAations. 

On taking this ftation on a former 
occa/ion, I declared the principles on 
which I believed it my duty to admini- 
fter the affairs of our commonwealth. 
My confcience tells me^thn^jf have on 
every occafion aA^ WntAhA^pcIara- 
tion, accoiding to its obviour import, 
and according to the underftanding of 
every candid mind. 

In the tranfaAion of your foreign 
affairs, wpbaye endeavoured to cultivate 
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the friendihip of all nations, and efpeci- 
ally of thofe with which vve have the 
mod important relations. We have 
done them ju.tice on all occafions, 
favouied where favour was lawful, and 
cherifhed mutual interetfs and inter- 
courfe on fair and equal terms. We 
are hrmly convinced, and we a£l on 
that conviction, that with nations as 
with individuils, our interetts, Ibundly 
calculated, will ever be found infepaia- 
ble from our moral duties. And hif. 
tory bears witnels to the fait, that a 
jult nation is truftedon its word, when 
recourfe is had to armaments and wars 
to bridle others. 

« At home, fellow-citizens, you belt 
know whether we have done well or til. 
The fuppreffion of unnecelTary offices, 
of ufelefs eftablilhtnents and expenfes, 
enabled us to difcontinue our internal 
taxes. Thefe covering our land with 
officers, and opening our doors to their 
intrufions, had already begun th it pro- 
cefs of domiciiiaiy vexation which, 
once entertained, is fcarcely to be re¬ 
trained from reaching hicceffively 
every article of produce and of pro¬ 
perty. If among thefe taxes fome mi¬ 
nor ones fell, which had not been in¬ 
convenient, it was becaufe their amount 
would not have paid the officers who 
collected them, and becaufe, if they 
had any merit, the hate .'luthorities 
might adopt them inltead of others lefs 
approved. 

“ The remaining revenue on the 
confuiuption of foreign articles is paid 
chiefly by thofe who can affurd to add 
foreign luxuries to domeflic comforts. 
Being collected on our fea-coalt and 
frontiers only, and incorporated with 
the tranfaCtions of Aur mercantile citi. 
zens, it maji* be the pleafure and the 
pride of an Amei ican to aik, what far¬ 
mer, what mechanic, whac l.'bouier, 
ever fees a tax-gatherer of the United 
States ? Thefe contributions enable us 
to fupport the ciirient expenfes of the 
Government, to fulfil contracts with* 
foreign nations, toextinguiffi the native 
right of foil within our limits,,to ex¬ 
tend thofe limits, and to apply fuch a 
furplus to our public debts as pl.ic'bs .at 
a fhort date their final redemption, 
and tbat-re^emption once effected, the 
revenue^, hereby liberated may, by a 
juft repartition among the States, and 
a correfponding amendment of the 
Conftitutiop, be applied, in time of 
peace, to rivers, canals, roads, aits, 
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manufactures, education, and other 
great objeCls within each Stats. In 
time of war, if injuilice by ourfelves 
or others inuft fome times produce w.ir, 
increafed as the fame revenue will be 
by increafed population and confnmp- 
tion, a.id aided by othei relources ie<» 
ferved for that crius, it may meet with¬ 
in the ye.ir all the expenfes of the 
year, without encroaching on the 
rights of future generations, by bur- 
thening them with the debts of the 
paft. War wil][|,tl)en be but a fuf- 
penfion of uf-ful works, and a return 
to a ftate of peace a return to the pro- 
grefs of improvement. 

** 1 have ffiid, fellow-citizens, that the 
income referved had enabled us to ex¬ 
tend our limits; but that extenfion 
may poffihly pay for it/elf before we 
*are called on, and in the lyiean time 
may keep down the accruing intcreft. 
In all events it will replace the ad¬ 
vances we (hall have made, I know 
that the acquifition of Louiliana has 
been difapproved by fome, from a can¬ 
did apprehenfion that the enlargement 
of our territory may endanger jts 
union } but who can limit the extent 
to which the federative principle may 
operate effeftively i The larger our 
affociation, the lefs will it be (haketi 
by local paffionsj and in any view, 
is it not better that tiie oppolite bank 
of the Miffiffippi fliould be fettled by 
our own brethren and children than 
by ftrangers of another family f With 
which fliall we be molt likely to live in 
harmony and friendly intercourfe? 

In matters of religion 1 have con. 
fidered that its fiee exercife is placed 
by the \^onftitutIon, independent of 
the powers of the general government. 

I have therefore undertaken, on no 
occafion, to prefevibe the^religious ex- 
erctfes luited to it} but have left them 
as the Conftitution found them, under 
the direction or difeipline of the ftate 
or church authorities acknowledged by 
the feveral religious focieties. 

** The aboriginal inhabitants of thefe 
cuuntiies I have regarded with the 
commiferation their hillory iiifpires. 
Endviwud with the faculties and the 
rigli^sof men, breathing an ardent love 
of liberty and independence, and occu¬ 
pying a country which left them no 
defile but lO be undilfuibed, the flrcam 
of overflowing population from other 
regions dii t Cled itfclf on thefe (hores. 
Without power to divert, or habits to 
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contcnrl agairil it, they have been over- 
whelneJ by the current, or driven before 
it. Now reduced within limits too nar¬ 
row tor the hunter (late, humanity en- 
joina us to teach them agticulture and 
the domedic arts; toencouiage them to 
that induttry which alone ca ^ enable them 
'to maintain their place in exiSerce, and 
to ptepaie them in time toi that date of 
fociety, which, tobidily comft rts, adds 
the improvement of the mind and moials. 
We have therefore liberally furmfhed 
them with the implentfiits of hnibandry 
and houlehold ules we have placed among 
them indru£lors in the arts of drd necel- 
fity } and they are coveied with the xgis 
of the law againtt aggredbrs from among 
ourlelves. 

But the endeavours toenlighten them 
on the fate which awaits their prelent^ 
courfe of life, to ii diice them to exercife 
their renfon, follow iis dictates, and 
change tluir puiiuits with the change of 
ciicumdances, have powerful obdncles to 
encounter. Tliev are combated by the 
habits cf theii bodies, piejudicea of their 
minds, ign.uance, pride, and the indii. 
ence of inteielied and ciafty individuals 
among them, who feel themfelves fome- 
thing in the piefent older of things, and 
fear to beci me nothing in any other. 
The(e perlons inculcate a lanctimonious 
reverence for the cu‘K>nis of their ancel- 
tors; that whatever ihey did mud be 
done thicugh all time; that rcaion is a 
falfe guide, and to .Hi ante under its 
counfel in tluii phyHcal, moial, or po¬ 
litical condition, is | eriloiis innovation : 
that their duty is to lenuin as their Cie- 
ator made them, iguciarce being Jatety, 
and knowlcilge full of darger. In fliort, 
my iitends, air.org them alfo is leen the 
a£lion and c^uiiter>adiicn of good fenfe 
and of bigotiv. They tvo have their 
antLptiilolr pfyds, w1,o find an intereft 
in keeping things in their prelent date ; 
whodicad lefcimation, andexeit all their 
faculius to maintain the alcendancy of 
habit over the duty of im, loving our rea- 
fon ai d obeying its man., ates. 

** Ir givirg thele outlines, I do not 
mean, fellow citizens, to airogate to my- 
felf iht meiit cf mealures. That is due, 
iu the drli place, to the redcAing cha 
ra6ter of our citizens at laige, who, by 
the weight of public o’,.iiii>h, induence 
and diengthen the puolic miafures. It 
is due to ihe lourd dilcietmn with which 
they ielebl lium am'-ng themlelves thofe 
to whom they C( nhde the Icgiflative du¬ 
ties. It IS due to the zeal and wifdom 
p[ the chara^eis thus felefledy who lay 


the foundation of public happinefs In 
whnlefome laws, the execu'ion of which 
alore remains f. r otheis; and it is clue 
to the able and faithful arxiliaiies, whnfe 
patfiotitm li.ns adccinted them with me in 
the ex<'Ciitive funfiions. 

“ During this courfe of adminiftra- 
tion, and in oidci to didurb it, the artil¬ 
lery of the Fiefs has been levelled againft 
us, chnigedwith whatever its Iicentiouf- 
nefs cnuld devife or dare. Thefe abufes 
of an inditution fo important to freedom 
and fcience, are deeply to he regretted, 
inafmuch as they tend to leflen its ufeful- 
nefs, and to Up its fafety. They might 
perl aps have been correfted by the whole- 
fome punilbments referved to, and pro¬ 
vided by, the laws of the feveral States 
againd falfehood and defamation. But 
public duties more urgent prefs on the 
time of public fervnnts, and the oif.ndert 
have theiefoie been left to find their 
punifhinent in the public indignation. 

Nor was it iinintereding to the 
world that an experiment (hould be fairly 
and fully made, whether freedom of dif> 
cuflloi), unaided by power, is not fuf- 
ficient h>r the propagation and protection 
of tiuth ?—Whether a government, con¬ 
ducing ilfelf in the true Ipiiit of it* 
conditution, with zeal and polity, and 
doing noaCt which it would be unwilling 
the whole woild fhoiild witnefs, can be 
written down by falfehood and defama¬ 
tion? The expel iinent has been tried. 
You have witneded the feene. Our fel- 
low-cltizers have looked on cool and col- 
leCtd. They law the latent fouice from 
which thefe outrages proceeded. They 
gatheied around their public function¬ 
aries; and when the conlliiiitioii calleci 
them to the decifion by fufFrage, they 
pronounced their /erdiCl honourable to 
thole who had ferved them,* and confola- 
tory to the friend of man, who believes 
he may be entrufted with the controul of 
his own affairs. 

** No infeience is here intended that 
the laws provided by the States againft 
fal/e and defamatory publications (hould 
not be enforced. He who has time ren¬ 
ders atfervice to the public morals and 
publjc tiinquillity, in reforming thefe 
abtiies by the lalutary coercions of the 
law. But the experiment is noted to 
prove that, lince truth andvrcifon have 
maintained their ground agd(sft failfe 
opinions in league with falfe faCls, the 
prefs, confined to truth, needs no other 
legal reltraint. The public judgment 
will correct falfe realonings and opinions, 
on a full heating of all parties, and no 
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other deSnite line can be drawn between 
the inefHmable liberty of the press, and 
its demoializing iicentiournefs. It theie 
be iiiil improprieties which this role 
would not redrain, its Aippieinent muft 
be ibught in the cenforAip of public 

opinion. 

« Contemplating the union of fenti- 
ment now manifelted fo generally, as 
arguing harmony and happinefs to our 
future courfe, I offer to our country 
iincere congratulations. With thofe too 
not yet rallied to the fame point, the dif* 
pohtion to do fo is gaining ftrength. 
Fa6fs are piercing thiough the veil drawn 
over them} and our doubting brethren 
will at length fee that the mafs of their 
fellow citizens, with whom they cannot 
yet relolve to a£l, as topiincipies and 
mealures, think as they think, and de- 
fne what they defire. That our wi(h a^ 
well as theiis, is that the public efforts 
may be diteAed huneftly to the public 
gird, that peace be cultivated, civil and 
religious liberty iinlullied, law and order 
prelervt-d, equality of rights maintained, 
and that (late of pioperty, equal or un¬ 
equal, which refults to eveiy man from 
his own induftry or that of his fathers. 
When fatisfied of theie views, it is not 
in human natuie that they fhould not ap. 
prove and fupport them. In the mean 
time let us cherifh them with patient af- 
feflion. Let us do them juftice, and 
more than juftice, in all competitions of 
intereft} and we need not doubt that 
truth, realun, and their own intereft, 


will at length pievail, will gather them 
into the fold of theii country, and will 
complete the entiie union ot opinion, 
which gives to a nation the blefttngs of 
harmony, and benefit ot all its ftrength': 

" I (hall now enter on the duties tp 
which my fellow citizens have again call¬ 
ed me; and (hall proceed in the fpirit of 
thofe principles which they have approv¬ 
ed. I fear not that any motives of io- 
tereft may lead me aftray } I am feniibie of 
no paflion which could 'educe me know- 
ingly from the path of juftice i but the 
weaknefs of hiin^n nature, and the limits 
of my own underftanding, will produce 
errors of judgment fomeiimes injuiioua 
to your interells. I fhall need, therefore, 
all the indulgence I have heretofore ex¬ 
perienced j the want of it certainly will 
not leflen with increafing years. I (hall 
need too the favour of that Being In 
whole hands we are, who led our fathers 
as Ifrael ot old, from their native land, 
and planted them in a country flowing 
with all the neceflaiiei and comforts of 
life: who has covered our infancy with 
providerce, and our riper years with his 
wif'doin and his power; and ^to whole 
goodnefs I afk you to join with me in 
iupplications, that he will fo enlighten 
the minds of your lervants, guide their 
councils, prolper their mealures, that 
whatloever they do (hall lelult in your 
good, and fhall (ecuie to you the peace, 
friendfhip, and appiobation of all na¬ 
tions.

Tbv t/bys belonging toChrift's Mofpi- 
* tafp'ent in proceiiion through the Man- 
fion Honl'e, bcfoie the Lord Mayor and 
Aldermen, and received the ufual annual 
prefents of a new sixpence, two buns, 
and a giafe pf wine each. The Lard 


Mayflr, Sheriffs, &c. afterwards went in 
piotelTiunto Chritt Chuich, wherea Ser- 
inon was pleached by the Rev. G. H. 
GlalTe. The L014I Mayor, feai ing he fhould 
not be able to undeig^ihe fatigue, Al- 
deiman Ic Meluiiei acted as his reprclen- 
tative at the dinner at the Manlian-houle. 
Mis. Winter, his Lordflnp’s (hughter, 
officiated as Lady Mayoiels. The com- 
paiiy was nutncrcus at the diur.cri a id 
ctowded beyond exJR'ple at the ball in 
the evening. 

18. Purfoant to requifition ot the 
Liv-ry, a Common Hill was held at 
Guildlwll, to conlid-t ot Relolutions re¬ 
lative to the Tenth Report of Naval In¬ 
quiry, and on the piopritty of petitioning 
Parliament on the Jnbject.—On the ai- 
rival ot the Loid Mayor, Mr. Wai.h- 
man addrefled the meeting, and 
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fented the neceflity of Conftituted Bocl 5 c* 
afTemblitijf to arm the Houfe of Commons 
M'ith motives to follow up the Heps they 
had taken. He then contraHed the con¬ 
duct of Lord Melville with thatof Meflrs. 
Cox and Rawlins> who were now fufTer- 
ing punifliment for having committed a 
breach of law while executing an oihce 
that had been forced upon them, and 
fhercedrcw an inference that it would be 
abfurd to fliow lenity to the foimeron 
account of his rank.—He next paid many 
compliments to the upright conduct of 
the Houfe of Commons { and concluded 
with moving the following Refolutions, 
which were (econded by Mr. Deputy 
Goodbehere : 

I . " That it appeals from the Reports 
of the Commiflionei s for Naval Inquiry, 
that the Right Hon. Henry Dundas, Vil- 
count Melville, late Trealurer of his 
Majrfty’s Navy, has been guilty of a 
grofs violation of the law, and a high 
breach of duty, whereby immenfe lums 
cf the public money have been put to 
hazard, by being employed in fpecula- 
tion for piivate emolument and advan* 
tage.'* 

II. “ That fiich profs and aggravated 
breaches of fidelity in men holding high 
and confidential offices in the State, ren¬ 
der it peculiarly neceflary and important, 
that every poffible efi'efl fhould be given 
to the inquiiies now before Parliament 
leAiefling the lame, lb that condign pu- 
Dilbment may follow convifled ciinuna* 
lity.” 

III. ** That it is highly elTential, for 
the purpofe of fully inquiring into the 
receipt, management, and expenditure, 
of the public money, and the convItiA of 
the public officers, and forcoinpictely io- 
veftigating all abiifes, that the powers 
of the faid Commiflioners fhould be pio- 
longed and exteiifled, anb fuch other mea- 
fures adopted as may appear necefiaiy for 
the detection and puniffiment of all clFen< 
ders, and for elf ablifhing luch a fy ftem of 
vigilance and economy, as may effefiii- 
ally guard againft the recuirence of fuch 
flagrant abuies.’' 

IV. •* That a Petition to that efFe£l; 
be prefented to the Hon. the Houfe of 
Commons." 

And the draft of a Petition, being pre¬ 
pared, was read and approved. 

V. “ That the faid Petition be en- 
grofled, and left at the Town Clerk’s 

' O.'Hce, Guildhall, for the fignatures of 
tilt Livery, every day except Sunday, be¬ 


tween the hours of ten and two, until 
Wednelday next, the a+th inttant.” 

VI. « That the faid Petition be prefent¬ 
ed to the Hon. Houle of Commons, by the 
Reprefentatives cf this City in Parliament. 

VII. “ That our Reprefentatives in 
Parliament be, and they aie hereby ii»- 
firuffeJ, to fupport the faid Petition, and 
to give their utmoff Parliamentary aflift' 
ance in promoting and profecuting tbefe 
inquiries} and alfo their llienuoiis fup¬ 
port to fuch motion or motions as may 
have lor their objeft the removal from 
his Majeliy’s Councils, or any place of 
truft, profit, or honour, in or under the 
Government, ail perfons who may be im¬ 
plicated in, or have connived at, fuch 
flagiant abuies.” 

VIII. “ That the virtuous and inde¬ 
pendent decificn of the Houfe of Com- 

, mons on thefe nefatiotis tian!-<flii>ns, is 
highly honourable to themlelves, and 
grateful to the country at large } while 
the ftrong and geneial innpiellion pro¬ 
duced upon the public mind, effeftu- 
ally evinces, that the Englilb Conttilution 
can never ceafe to be the pride and ve¬ 
neration of Britons, fa long as our Re¬ 
prefentatives continue to be the faithful 
giiaidians of the people." 

JX. « That wc do highly approve 
the very able and indefatigable exertions 
of the Commiflioners ftr Naval Inquiry, 
in the invefligation of the public accounts, 
and the firm and inflexible intepiity with 
which they have expolcd the unprincipled 
perverfKii of public money to private 
emolument.” 

The above Refolutions being put and 
canted, it was moved, and cairieduna- 
niinouliy, 

“ That the thanks of this Common 
Hall be given to th«j Reprefentatives of 
this City in Parliament, fon fupporting 
the Relolntions of the Houfe of Com¬ 
mons on the 8th iiiftant." 

The four Mcmbeis, Sir William Cur¬ 
tis, Sir John Anderfon, Ahleiman 
Coombe, and Sir Ctiailes Pi ice, exprel- 
fed their gratitude for the approbation of 
tlA Livery. 

'J'be following Refolution was then 
moved b/Mr. Travers, and canied una- 
nimoully — 

« That the thanks of this Common 
Hall be given to the Right Hon. Earl 
of S.. Vincent, who was the pmiaiy 
caufe of 'he invcftigation by which the 
abufes in the Naval Department have 
been brought to light.” 

This laft Refolution finilhed the bufi- 
nefs, ai d the Court broke up. 
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tt. Tbit morning, or laft night, a bar 
of gold, value 30,000!., wai ftolcn out of 
one of the Spanifh prizet lying in Mr. 
Perry's Dock, at Blackwall. 

19. This morning the principal part¬ 
ners in the huufes of MelTrs* Goldfinid 
and Co., Curtis and Co., and Sir Francis 
Baring and Co., waited upon Mr. Pitt, 
to give in their propofals for the Iriih 
Loan.

A Plr!|^^SOPHICAL AND MORAL VIEW 

OF ANCIENT AND MODERN LONDON. 

WITH NOTES, &C. 

Chapter I. 

Cew ftudies afford a ftronger, or more 
^ lafting, gratification to the human 
min^r^ian that which has for its ob- 
jeft an endeavour to trace tiie rife, to 
luxuriate in the prol'perity, and, where 
the viciifitudes warrant, as in many 
ancient indances, to lament the decline 
of thofe immenfe coilefliuns of human 
habitations, temples, churches, caltles, 
gates, halls, &c. which are termed ci¬ 
ties, becaufe in that lludy all others are 
comprehended ; fo that it is iiTipolFible 
to enter into the local cunlideration of 
a magnificent metropolis, without ad- 
verting to the caufes ot its rile or of its 
decline, the vaiiety of events depend* 
ent upon religion, governinenti com* 
merce, the arts, the foil and fituation, 
the air, fiie, water ; in fa£f, the whole 
philofophical I’yltem—contributing to 
operate upon the minds and bodies of 
its inhabitants, and to incrcafe or dimi- 
riilh their pious and moral propenfi- 
ties: yet it is curious to rene£f how 
little thefe circumifances have been 
attended to by onr civic hilloriins, 
who have, generally /peaking, been 
contented with dry dilquifitions 
branching into minute deferiptions 
of flUl life, without attempting to draw 
any conclufion from premifes (uliici- 
ently ample to have formed a canvas 
whereon they might have given a ftrik. 
ing pifcture of the place and the people 
taken in a large and comprebennve 
point of view ^ 

In the huit^an, the animal, and the 
vegetable fyllems, we may trace a re- 
femblance of the growth and declcn- 
fion of cities; as in the/e we may 
the caufes that agitate mankind and 
fpi-ead to empires. 

The combinations of elements and 
paffions, which operate to form and 
to vary exiltence ; thole changes and 
commotions which, difperfed ovfr the 
whole face of nature, and extended to 
all extent, are in cities, from local col- 
lifion and moral connexion, drawn, as 
it may be fifid, into a focus ; conie- 
uently^they are more frequently pro- 
udive of alterations and events than 
when diffuled over a fphere of greater 


circumference 5 therefore civic hiftorv 
becomes peculiaily interelling, becau^*, 
as has been obferved, it feeinstobe the 
epitome of, or rather the germe which 
branches into, the hiftory of mankind. 

Of all the cities which have, or do 
fiill adorn tlie world, there is no on^ 
that is of fo much importance, or that fo 
peculiarly claims the attention and ad¬ 
miration of the inhabitants of this quar¬ 
ter of it, as this which we are about to 
contemplate. 

London, confidered the empo¬ 
rium of commerce, has arrived, at . a 
height of opuienA: to which, from the 
nature of tlvdr lituation and goverp- 
nicnt, it was abfolutely impoffible for 
any of the cities of the ancient world 
to have attained, and which it is not 
very pi obable that any of the modt;r,n 
will very f'peedily reach. Its extent 
•viill be noticed in a fubfequent pa/t 
of th's woik. 

If ill itsexad fymmetry its plan does 
not ftrike wiili thole rcdangiilar beau* 
ties which t'lat of Babylon exhibits, 
mulf at the lame time be allowed, that 
it is free from that per/pcdivc dullnefs 
which a repetition of architedfural fym- 
metry is fure to create } and if in the 
polite arts (that of (culpture, for in- 
flance,) it is inferior to Athens, and 
in painting to Rome even a few cen¬ 
turies bade, in the ufeful it is molt 
eminently fuperior. 

A comparifon of our manufadures 
upon which the comfort of life and 
the commerce of this great metropolis 
depend, with thofe veltiges*lhat have 
come down to us from fome of the 
cities I have mentioned, would 
that where we have in the/e inflances 
bon owed from the ancients, we have 
improved fo exceedingly upon their 
fabrics, as to deferve to be coufideied 
the inventors •

• Perhaps of mechanical improvement 
contributing to the health of fociety arid 
the c( miert of life, there aie no inHances 
ftronger than thofe derived frem our 
Potteries, which, from a few flight 
hints cJIttled from the luins of anti¬ 
quity, have, under the guuUnce of tafle 
and genius, aided by the operation of

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This comparifon might eafily be 
extended to every^ circumttance, and 
elucidated by an infinite variety of 
examples, through the whole of the 
philoibjjhical and artificial fyftems, but 
that this inquiry is by no means necef- 
fary to, or confident with, the plan 
of this work; the obje£l of which is, as 
the title fpecifies, to compare London 
with itielf I or, in other words, to 
endeavour, for the purpofes of hifto- 
rical and moral difquifition, to draw 
a parallel betwixt the ancient and rno. 
dern date of the meg^opolis, in order to 
ihow how from the exei lions of inge¬ 
nuity and indudry, buriHiig through 
all political redraints, till aided and 
operated upon by a purer fydem, are 
derived all the advantages of a com¬ 
bination of opulence with elegance. ^ 
Neither is it neceflary (were it in 
this in dance poflible) to recur to tht 
fird founder of the City of London i 
but indeed of him we learn nothing, 
from the vifionary conjeAures of an¬ 
cient writers, that can with thefinalled 
degree of certainty be relied on. All 
cities that have grown and accumu¬ 
lated by flow degrees have, in their 
original foundation, been enveloped in 
the clouds of obfcurity or the myflery 
of fable. In this refpefl we only red 
on fecure ground, where, like Alexan¬ 


dria and Rome in ancient, and PeteH’- 
burg in modern times, there hasl^iL., 
an intention in fame perfon toJ^mor. 
talixe his own name by idetmtying it 
with that of an immenfe colleilion of 
buildings that he had caufed to be 
erected, and which he had drawn forth 
myriads of his followers to inhabit. 

To attempt, therefore, to derive the 
fird foundation of London from Brute, 
the fecond nephew of ^neas-^Tfe**”* 
as ablurd as it would be to conje6ture, 
from its prefent flourifiiing date, tbat 
an aiifpicious planet f prended at that 
period, becaufe this has already beea 
the theme of thofe writers who, want¬ 
ing materials to ere£f a fabric upon the 
firm bafis of truth, have, from the im- 
pulfe of genius, fuifered their imagina¬ 
tions to wander into *^he extravagant 
wilds of fiction. Here, pafling over its 
intermediate date, I fliall only obferve, 
that Tacitus, who wrote in the time of 
Vefpafian, has traced the buildings of 
Rome by their dedrudlion, and who, 
knowing both that metropolis and Lon¬ 
don, has dated that the latter, though 
then not dignified with the name of a 
colony, which he perhaps meant ap¬ 
plied only to the whole Ifland, was 
a place famous for the number of its 
merchants and for its trade 1 3 and 
Ammianus Marcellinus, who lived 


mod important fource of general com¬ 
merce and national traffic. To detail 
the advasttages accruing from thefe pot* 
teries, (which, I am willing to concede, 
we re of Roman original,) would be Aiper- 
as they are fo generally obvious 3 
but there are two which their produc¬ 
tions have greatly tended to^he promo¬ 
tion of, namely, cleaolineft, and its con¬ 
comitant, health, to which it may be 
proper fliglyly to dllude. 

In former times, it may be obferved 
that there was attached to all great focie- 
ties, a.'d all great families, a domeftic, 
called a Pannier Man^ whofe duty it 
was, among ether things, to ferape and 
clean the trenchers. How the porous 
wood, which had imbibed a variety of 
qualities from various kinds of food, 
could ever be perfeAly purified, it it 
net neceflary now to inquire. It was 
ftill worfe when it became the fafhion 
among the middle and lower ranks of 
the people to eat off Mwter. The acids, 
I Oiouid'conceive, aSing ujwn the metal 
in this eale, rendered tbhir food, in many 
inflances, highly deleterious*

f Nothing has been more common than 
to afllgn the foundation of cities to extra, 
ordinary, and fometimes fupernatural, 
caufes. When the horfe’s head was dil- 
covered in digging the foundations of 
Carthage, {Firg.En. 1 .1, v. 44.7,) there 
is no doubt but Jhat the finding of this 
omen facilitated tne building of the city. 
The owl had, perhaps, at gieat an effect 
upon the ereflion of Athens. Troy was 
faid to have arifen from the efforts of 
divine architefis. The Heathen deities, 
who certainly were, from their fituation, 
the befl fumi^ortf as from other circum- 
flances they were the cheapefl, are flip, 
pofed to have had a hand in the build- 
ing^f molt of the cities of high anti* 
q»ity.

London was, under the Ro¬ 
mans, a 'flourifliing city, there is no 
duubt. Colonization was one great 
caufe of the ruin of that gigantic Em¬ 
pire, which, like Briareus, extended 
its arms in every diredion, until, ga- 
theiing ftrengtb, they revolted again ft 
the body from which they derived their 
exigence. 

This, though an obfervatiorf that ap¬ 
plies generally to other colonies, cer¬ 
tainly does not include that eilabliihed 
ih Britain. The inhabitants of Lon¬ 
don, when they reluctantly parted 
with the Romans about the year of 
our Lord 434, had the good lenfe to 
be conlcious of the advantages which 
they bad for a long feries of years 
enjoyed under their protection, and 
to endeavour, though without effeCt,, 
to continue the etfabliihments that 
they had formed, and to avail them 
lelves of thofe arts and fciences that 
they had inttoduced. 

Much conjecture has been hazarded 
refpeCting the lituation of London an¬ 
tecedent to, and in the time of, the 
Romans; and from the circumftance 
of many antitjuities of their manufac¬ 
ture and fabric having been found in 
places adjacent to it, which are even 
now fields*, it has been ftated, that the 


* Of the Roman vcftiges difcovered in 
and about London Dr. Woodwaid made 
a large collection, with a view to alcer- 
tain the precife fituation of the ancient 
city t but though he, and many men 
of fuperior talents and learning, have 
been engaged in the fame inquiry, it 
does not appearhave been attended 
with the 4eiired fuccefs, although moft 
of them, particularly the DoCtor, had 
opportunities of infpeCting the general 
excavation that occurred after the great 
fire. That Roman utenfils, &c. have 
been found in every part of the city and 
Aiburbs is certain ; but that the ancient 
fituation and fize ot the metropolis ar^to 
be correClly afcertained from thole, is ftill 
very doubtful.

able extent, it increales the difficulty. 
With rerpeCl to this metropolis. One of 
thele (ubordinate Aations of the Romans 
was at Charing-crofs, as has been con- 
jeClnied fiom a great quantity of ftones, 
refembling coarle marble of a grey co¬ 
lour, having been found there. Thefe 
were given by Sir Jofeph Williamfon 
to the Mdfeum, ^relham College. A 
piece of telTeilated pavement was found 
deep under the ground near St. Andrew's, 
Holborn. In digging the foundation of 
St. Paul's Cathedial, a great number of 
Roman facrificing veflels, of divers Qtapes 
and lizes, were dilicovered, on many of 
which the potter's name was llainped 
at bottom. This induced Dr. W. to 
coi jeClure, that upon this fpot bad for¬ 
merly ftood the Temple of Diana; 
though, as among thele veAiges a pot- 
tei's kiln was ailb difcovered, it is to the 
full as probable that a manufa^lory of 
this (brt of articles was there eAab- 
iilhcd, upon the then wcAern ikirt of 
the metropolis. With refpefl to the 
ikulls of oxen, &c. which were found 
at the fouth end of the church, it adds 
nothing to the weight of the conjeflure. 
When Holywell Mount was formerly 
levelled, and Whitechapel Mount re¬ 
cently opened, a number of animal Ikulls, 
and Ibme human bones, were fouird ; alfo 
the horns and hoofs of oxeQ, rams, &c., 
broken platters and bowls, which an 
antiquary, if he had cbofen, might 
have termed Patera, but that thefe 
abound at the edge of a metropolis. A 
telTellaled pavement was found under 
Bulh-lane, Cannon-ftreet, part of which 
was given to the repofitory, Gielham 
College, by Mr.*Hook., In Goodman's.- 
fields it is conjeSured there was a Ro¬ 
man cemetery, from the cireumfta.nce of 
there being difcovered, in digging the 
foundations of the new builtUngs 1678, 
a vaft number of vafes, urns, and ocher 
Roman veflels and utenfils, Tome of which 
had bones and alhes in them; alfo brafs 
and filver coins, &c.; and an urn of 
copper enamelled in various colours.

bilinus, who lived in the reigns of 
Augudtis and Tiberius. The double* 
face4 is faid to have been im- 

prelFed upon this coin, to indicate that 
Britain had become in a fmall degree le- 
fined from the barbarifm in which it was 
found by the fird Romans; Janus being 
celebrated (for what reaibn, except a very 
ludicrous one, it is impollibleto guel's,) 
for being the emblem of the tianfirion of 
mankind from ferocity to politenels. He 
was alfo edecined by them as a founder, 
he having built Janiculum, where he was 
buiied; which fmall town afterwards 
formeil a part of Rome identified by Pon 
Janiculus, a bridge over the Tybcr, lead¬ 
ing to Pompey’s Theatre. 

It is but fair to obferve, that among 
antiquaries doubts have arifen with re- 
ipe^ to this €<^>10, as exhibiting the head 
of Janus ; and it has been dated, that as 
the faces are female, and tlioie of the god 
afTumed the refemblance of an old and a 
young man, they were I'uppolcd to be the 
portraits of the wives, fidcrs, or daugh¬ 
ters, of Cunobeline. To this, without 
diving very deep into heathen mytho- 
^<>gyi it may be anfwered, that the idea 
is evidently Roman; and if fo, was as 
certainly taken from the bud or datue of 
the God which was in his Temple, and 
from which thoulands of models wtre 
formed in pottery for Lares, which pro¬ 
bably the Romans turned as the feafons 
or the circumdances of the times changed 
from war to peace. Janus too was con- 
fidered as the patrodi of bankers, con- 
fequently merchants; and the dreet which 
the former inhabited in Rome took his 
name.

of iiv.tlry, as in Biitain. 

Carth.ige had fallen ! The free ftates 
of Greece, never eminently comnuir- 
cial, were now in a ftate of fubje^tion, 
which gave to the Romans anropportu- 
nity to tranlplant their arts and artifts 
into their own metropolis, and to ect- 
tratl, or rather to drag, into that ver/He ' 
every fp^cimen of talte and genius 
which was portable, and which they 
knew, as their mode of civilization 
fpread, would really attrad the inha¬ 
bitants of other countries^and become 
(as has been mull abfolutely proved, 
in fpite of barbaric dilapidations and 
the various changes of the political, 
religious, and moral fyftems, and rifing 
above ail the conciiftions of empire,) a 
fource of wealth to Rome. 

But although men of elevated minds 
and excurlive imaginations will inliaiit- 
ly difeover, and readily appreciate, the

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profpeftive advantageitoarire from the 
ciFufions of genius, they fliil as readily 
difcover, that upon the mere etfufions 
of genius, however fublime, however 
celebrated, no people upon earth could 
entirely exift, any more than a company 
Ihut up in a magnificent mufeum, infu- 
lated from fociety, and deprived of the 
common necelTaries of life. It was 
therefore the policy of the Romans, 
(while they concentrated in their city 
the arfenal and mufeum of the world, 
while they poflefTed all that could in. 
Rame and gratify curiefity,) to extend to 
their colonies a portion of civilization 
fufficlent to imprefs their diftant lub> 
jefts with a proper refpedl: for their 
Imperial miftrefs. Thus, while from 
the feeds of fcience, which they widely 
fcattered among thefe fubjetts, they 
engendered curiofity, which led theni 
to inquire, ingenuity to produce, and 
commerce, which induced them to 
tranfmit thofe (ubordinate arts, manu¬ 
factures, and products, that afforded to 
Rome the means to Aipport her Civic 
dignity, they gave rife to the whole 
fyltem of European refinement, which 
has operated by degrees more gradual, 
or more fpeedily pi ogrefljve, according 
to the nature of the government into 
which it was infufed.

^EAR the fcite of this edifice, nowap* 
propriated to the refidence of the 
Royal Family, formerly ftood Arling¬ 
ton Houfe and Gardens, which were 

K urchafed by John Duke of Bucking- 
am, who erected the building the 
principal part of which is ffill Itand- 
ing. From liim it derived the name 
it has yet hardly loft of Buckingham 
House, On his death, in 1720, it 
came into the pofTefTion of his widow, 
who relided in it as long as flie lived ; 
after which it became the property of 
Sir Charles Sheffield, from whom it was 
purchafed for. and fettled on, her pre- 
fent Majelty'of Great Britain. 

In the works of the Duke of Buck¬ 
ingham is a defer!prion of the houfe 
by his Grace, in alerter to the Duke of 
Shrewfbuiy *, admirably parodied by 
Pope in a letter (See his Works, Vol. 
VIIX, Warburton’s edition,) to the 
Duke. In wh.it particulars it is altered 
or improved m.ay be feen in tlie follow¬ 
ing account of its pi'efent Ifate: — 

Tire Hall of Entrance is upon a fcale 
fuitable to the dignity and fpaciournefs 
of the dwelling, which is fo amply 
ftoicd with the fineft paintings, that 
the walls of even this apartment are 
covered with them Views of cities 
in Italy, efpecially thoCe by Canaletti, 
prevail here. The pavement is at 
white and dark-coloured marble. Three 
very large and I'uperb laiUhorns, in the 
fafhion of forty or fifty years fince, 
hang frOm the ceiling. 4 Vight hanlfis 
in giaffes are placed on carved pedcftals 
very well painted in imitation of bronze. 
The ftory of A£neas and *Di<fo c&veri 
the w^ls of the ftair-cafe. 

On tbe landing-place of the chief 
floor, without any anti-room, opens the 
door of what is called the Japan Room, 
in which their Rlajelliss and the Prin<.^ 
cefTes breakfaft. Here are the comforts 
of a family room with the grandeur 
and fome of the ornaments of a palace. 
Three large paintings'occupy three of 
the compartments, and with feveral 
others leave not much place for the 
curious Japan lining, from which the 
room takes its name. Vandyke is the 
favourite mafter here; and, perhaps^, 
it is not too much to call thefe three 
lofty pftlures his beft works. That

neared 
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neareft rfie fire.pface reprefcnfs Charles 
1 » Henrietra Maria, and their family, 
ail in whole length. The next is tlie 
poitrait of diaries I, on horfehack, 
with a page on foot. The third is 
the Duke of Alva, on horfeback. A 
titne.piece occupies the cciUic of a 
beautiful marble chimney-piece. The 
curtains .ire velvet, painted by the 
Prlnccfs Elizabeth in ^ades of brown 
and maroon, in imitation of cut vrl ver. 
Here the elegance of the fumunrcc-nds. 
The tables and chaii s are of a very plain 
and old faihion. The cold and hard- 
rubbed ilocr is without a cmpei; a 
luxury of which his Majcity deprives 
itimfelf in almoil every apart men r, 
from the opiirion that carpets and other 
means of great waimth .tie ’i jiuious to 
health. Many ot his lubjecls wonid find 
this deficiency very iament.ihJe, if they 
were to pals a day at liuckiiigham 
Hoiifc. A piano forte is on one fide 
of the roum^ a laigc organ completely 
fills up a compartment by the fn e place. 
Several little ftands of the heijlit of a 
table, to hold a bteakfafl-cup or a 
work-bag. aie placed in the coiners. 

From this apartment extends a fuite 
of rooms along the whole back front of 
the bonft, all nc.nly covered with the 
fined \ iflures, which have, however, 
been fo often dctcribed, that we fhall 
not notice them individu.iliy. Rutiens, 
..Vandyke, and Claude, are the chief 
,in3lfeis. In every room the encou¬ 
ragement given by his M.ijelly to in¬ 
genious conltru 61 ors of time-pieces is 
Uf^pa'cnt, !ind the King’s fondnefs for 
their .irt m.iy be well actounled for 
by his known puiiiiluality ; in which, 
•p«wb.iWy, none of his fervants or lub- 
jefts ever equalled him. We do not 
recollefl that there is one roefm with¬ 
out a clock } certainly feveial liave two 
or three. Theieare, .it lead, fifty in 
the houfe, all contl^ntly wound up, 
according to their periods, by a trufiy 
lervant, and al in fuch correiilnefs, that 
a difference of bnlf a ni'tKvte cannot be 
found ainongfl; them. Weather glades 
of different iizes and cor.llruftions alfo 
occur frequently, and their indices cor- 
refpond almoft as well as the hands of 
tbe clocks. 

On this Weftern fide of the Houfe 
are the King’s and Queen’s ft'arm 
Rooms i apartments fo called becaufe 
they have the didin6tion of carpets, 
of wh^h there are only four in the 
whole houfe, though not Icfs than 
twenty of the rooms are in frequent 


ufe by the Royal Family; tbe athePi 
are in the Dining-room and the Queen'a 
Bed-room, but none of thefe com^etely 
over the floor. The furniture of this 
fuite of apartments is otherwife ex¬ 
tremely remarkable, and for the very 
qualities oppofite to thofe that might 
be ex|>e6ted. Inftead of being magni¬ 
ficent, elegant, or fafhionable, it is of 
the very plained form into which good 
materials can be woiked;'»nd even 
the materials are not always fo confpi- 
cuouHy good, feldom fo beautiful, ax 
would be requi-ed in the houfes of 
many opulent individu.ils. And y£t, 
though old enough to be far out of any 
late ijlte, it bears no damp of a venera¬ 
ble anliqi’ity. The d.im.)ik of tbe cur¬ 
tains and chairs is much faded j the 
mahogany of the latier is not beauti¬ 
ful ; it is even fo dull, that it much 
refemblts walnut; and the latter are 
made with cuiving legs and Jump, 
or lath'.r knobb, feet, not well carved. 
The tables are of a fimilar faihion. Sc- 
vei 'il old and very plain armoiees and 
eferutoires encumber the rooms. Tlie 
appearance of the whole is very drikiivg 
to a viljtor, if he has been infpefiling 
any of the magnificent dwellings, called 
the Ske-iu Hot^es, of our opulent Nobi¬ 
lity, and has had his eye accultomed to 
gold mouldings, latm lined compart¬ 
ments. dately mirrors, and vivid car¬ 
pets. It would indeed be a leflbn to 
the extravagance of the age to fee this 
houfe. Amidd the utmud abundance 
of things judiy valua’ole, of gratifica- 
tions fur an intelligent mind and a folid 
fade, of Books, pictures, maps, and 
indrumeius.pui chafed with a liberality 
truly Royal, the King of Gxi- at Bri¬ 
tain and his numerous family, Icarcely 
more elevated in rank than in their ac- 
complifliments, content themfelves with 
fucli other furniture in ihfir more do- 
medic apartments as many an opuiest 
tiadefman would teitainly not envy. 
Now that folid value and real ufe m 
matters of this lort are defpifed, and 
nothing valued but fhow and falhrou, 
for the fake of which fortunes are 
waded and convenience facrificed, it 
may be, beneficial to many individuals 
to fe^, o” at lead to know, how much 
more eafily their Sovereign is iatif- 
fied. 

The next room of the principal floor 
remaining to be noticed is the Saloon^ 
which occupies great part of the chief 
front, and is lighted by the windows 
both of this and the upper dory. The 

dimenfions 
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4!menfion8 are forty-fix feet by thirty* 
feven, with about thirty*fix for the 
height. Of this noble apartment the 
iinmg is white and gold. Eight oval 
mirrors, of about nine feet by fix, 
occupy eight of the compartments. 
Twelve fuperb ftands of white and 
gold for luftres are placed round the 
cogm. Three chandeliers depend from 
the vaulted ceiling. Above ail the 
compartments, on a line with the fpace 
between the upper and lower windows, 
runs a border of fancy figures exqui* 
fitely painted in chiaro feuro bv Ke* 
becca j and above this, in feveral divir 
fions, fmall allegorical pieces, charac* 
terifing the Sciences and the Arts, b^ 
the fame mafter. Here the relief is 
fb ftrong, that they might be miilaken 
for carving, and, we believe, they 
fiiould be laid to be painted in imica-i 
Cion oflculpture. 

But what efpecially difiinguilhes this 
room are the beautiful performances of 
the Princefs Elizabeth. Eight large 
fofas and four and twenty chairs are 
covered with white velvet, painted by 
her Royal Highnefs in feltoons and 
bouquets of roles, fo exquifitely drawn, 
that they maybe confidered as piflures, 
and yet with i'uch a relief, partly given 
by the velvet and partly by her art, 
that they feem to be embofled upon it. 
The frame work of the fofas and chairs 
is white and gold : fo is that of the 
pier tables, the tops of which are of 
velvet let into the frame, painted in 
the fame pattern by her Royal Nigh* 
nefs. After this enumeration of lier 
labours, it will fcarcely be believed, 
that the lofty window-curtains, which 
are of the fiime materials, arealfo paint* 
cd in this mannerly the fame Amaieur 
Artift, as igell as the facing of the fire* 
Icreens. When company are received 
in this room, the floor is crayoned to 
refemble a carpet with fimilar feltoons 
and bouquets. 

Furniture fo truly valuable as a per¬ 
formance of art cannot be ufed with 
too much care, and fcarcely at all with* 
out anxiety. We know not whether 
the chairs are ever fitten upon ; but 
there are here, as in moll rooms fo 
beautifully filled, a fecond let of ordi¬ 
nary chair^ ftanding before the others. 
The Ibfas and chairs are in general pre¬ 
ferred by a double covering, flrlt of 
flannel and then of linen. The cur¬ 
tains are not put up but when the room 
is ufed. 


Thechimnsy-pweein tfahxpnffiient 
is another cbtf Ammr$ of art. It iy 
marble of the pureft and molt tranfpa- 
rent whirenefs, (culptured by Bacon. 
Some of the cfaifleling at the fidet ht| 
a/fidgrw delicacy, like that of laco- 
woi'k, and a lightoefs, as if it ivoiio 
of feathers. Under a time-piece, whieb 
forms the centre, is the followiaa 
motto ^ 

Umta accent, m»m whx frttUHi 
Htra! 

Their Majeflies* Bed-room, cslicti 
the Qjieen’s, is alfo on this fide of 
the houfe. It is a deep apartment, 
with two windows, fronting the Mall. 
The bed is of crimlbn damaUc. The paff 
occupied by it is divided from fhd 
reft of the room by Corinthian piliary^ 
but there are no rails, as in State bed* 
rooms. All the furnituie is old. Ob 
the right hand of the bed is a portrait 
of the Qneen’t father, and there are two 
of her M.ijefty’s mother in ocher party 
of the room, as well as one ol her 
brother, in white regimentals} all bjr 
a foreign arttft; not good paintings, 
but apparently very ftrong likeness. 
Here alfo are portraits oi Dr. Hurd, 
the Bilhop of Worcefter, and of Mrs. 
Delany. One of the Princefs Royal, 
when an infant, is near that of the 
Queen’s father, and that of the Duke 
of York is over the chimney. There 
are conftantly in this room leven fmall 
time-pieces and two watches in cafes. 
The top of a fmall table is inlaid witb 
an Indian ink drawing by the Srincflb* 
of Wales. Perhaps we may be par¬ 
doned fer adding, that the Queen has 
here a fmall box fpinning-wheel, and 
that a thatched cottagtt bought by Che 
Princefs Elizabeth for the Pnneefa 
Charlotte of Wales, iP kept in thiy * 
apartment for the amufement of the 
Royal grand-daughter. 

Adjoining this room is a fmall one, 
beautifully furniflied, in which the 
Queen and Priucefles frequently pab 
fome hours at a working ts^le, and 
where fuch letters and papers are put 
as are fpecially diredtea for her Ma- 
jeity. The chairs are of the Queen's 
own work in worfted. The w^s are 
covered with portraits of the Princes 
and PrincelTes oy Qaipfborougb.

at any time fhe heard either detra 61 ion 
dr fcandal fpoken, as a proof of her de- 
teflation thereof fhe always oblerved an 
Inflexible filence;—flie had a heart in¬ 
capable of deceit, and a mind fuperiur 
to that low fellifh cunning which, with 
the undifeerping as well as the vulgar, 
pafTes for good fenfe and folid under- 
ilanding:-<-(he vvas ever courteous and 
|cind, and to thofe particularly who 
|howed her apy favopr; and for grati- 
*'td&e to her friends, whom fhe could 
readily difttnguifb, I fear, injhis de¬ 
generate Rge, (he is not to be equalled, 
r—Early in {ife fhe had a hufband, who 
having forfajeen her, for be was of a 
rombung difpofitioif, fhe lived fingle 
pnd in^ retirement ever after : —-her 
itrift virtue coul4 only be equalled 
by her rigid modefty, which was fo 
great, that an indecent word, or an 
cxprefHon " ele (lot^le entendrf" never 
fleparted from her lips { and fhe was 
ftliyays remarkably rpferved to flran- 
gersi^fhe has left no ifTue, which 
caqfes her departure to be the more 
regretted >—far from being avaricious 
or vain', fhe defpifed riches and worldly

pgreeabie^ without being talkative ; yet

knowledge of her, fhe had an admirable 
portion t—-fhe always exprefled a fond- 
nefs for travelling, when fhe could be 
accompanied, not elfe, by thofe fhe 
loved heft { but her laft journey, which 
was above 560 miles from her place of 
refidence in England, proved fatal to 
her, partly for the following reafon, 
that although fhe was far frqgt bajng 
fuperannuated, yet was fhe well 'ad¬ 
vanced in years.—She was fo fond of 
fociety, that though (he was not dif* 
pleafed to be alone, yet fhe generally 
preferred being in company, and al¬ 
ways expreffed regret at the departure 
of vifitors : fhe liked not the converfa- 
tion of rervants,and was never fo happy 
as when in an apartment with her inti¬ 
mate friends, whom fhe dittinguilhed 
from all others by the moft fenfible 
marks of affeftion t—fhe was no epicure 
either in eating or drinking, for fhe 
lived almoft entirely upon plain and 
white meats, and pure element was her 
conltant beverage i—in all affairs of 
life, the precept, ** Take no thought for 
to-morrow appeared to be an ellab- 
liflied maxim with her.—She loved air 
and exercife, which ihe took in mode¬ 
ration ; and though fhe was an enemy 
to moft kinds of empty noife, yet (he 
delighted exceedingly in the found of 
a gun, which feemed to denote her of 
martial defeent.—Politics (he never 
meddled with, nor ever exercifed her 
mind in matters that weie too high 
for her; as to religion, though ihe was 
not of the Church of England, yet was 
ihe no enemy to it; Calviniiin ihe was 
a ftranger to; and Popery ihe was not 
at ail inclined to, (on account of nutn- 
berlefs abfurdities, as well as iiiccn* 
fiftencies, and) be^iaufe it is out of 
faihion; but, whatever principles 
were, it would be unfair to inveitigate 
them now, as fhe is no more : this, 
however, I can venture to aflert, fhe 
had a heart fraught with (terling bene- 
volence to all mankind, without taking 
the trouble to make inquiries upon a 
‘hibjedt which individually only con¬ 
cerned themfelves.—Our heroine had, 
with a pair of as fine eyes as ever

To conclude: Such was the life, and 
fuch the virtues, of innocent and faith¬ 
ful Phillis, who died in the four* 
teenth year of her age, which, accord¬ 
ing to a nice calculation, may be equal 
to that of man in the fifth year after his 
climaileric. She was decently interred 
in a fecret place, upwards of four feet 
under ground, her remains being laid 
upon her long enjoyed feather-bed, 
wrapped up in her fwan's-ikin counter¬ 
pane, and enclofed within a neat wood- ' 
en (hell. 

Thus Phillis fellto all that knew her 
dear. 

She judly claim'd the tributary tear) 

Soft was her coat as down, and fmooth as 
filk, ■ 

A few red fpots excepted,—white as milk {

MY DKAR FRIEND, 

Y our lait letter found me on Engliflt 
ground. I have latelv, finUhed a 
tong Jountcy, having travel!^ upwarda

of two hundred miles. You feem fubo 
fomewhat plealed with my *• Deferip- 
tion of Uillfborough }'* which is a meano 
of prompting me to give you the out¬ 
lines of my laft tour. 1 acknowledge I 
am culpable for my long filence ^ but I 
did not like to write, until 1 Ihould be 
perfedly converlant in every point yoia. 
requeued, which required ^fome time. 
The hounds of a letter are loTmall, tiilfc 
it will not allow me to latisfy your cu- 
riolity in every particular} but you 
may be aflured, that the following few 
obiervations are expreifed with can¬ 
dour, and without partiality. 

On September iith, 1 left UilKbo- 
rough, wliere I fpent many happy days, 
and came that evening to Beli'alt. This 
part of my journey is beautifully pour* 
trayed by “ Aglaus,” who “ holds the 
, mirror up to nature" in defci iption.—I 
embarked at fielfaft on the i6th of the 
fame month. For the lirft day the wea¬ 
ther was mild } but after lofing fight of 
the Irifh coait, the wind became boif- 
terous, and of courfe the fea ran high* 
I was greatly furprifed with the view of 
the Ifle of Man; near wlijch is a ridge 
of rocks that are termed the Hen and 
Chickens, whofe rugged points indicate 
inevitable deftruffion to the mariner, if 
the adverfe winds (hould drive the veflel 
thereon. The Calf of Man is a fmall 
ifland lying to the eaftward, forming to 
the view a bold promontory, which ap¬ 
pears rocky. Toe waves lafli againll; it 
in time of dorm, with great impetuo- 
iity, and fall down in a foams add to 
tins, the hollow found is heard ata con- 
fiderable diliance—the whole drike the 
imagination with inward horror. 

Having loft fight of the Ifle of Man, 
the firft appearance of land I faw were 
the Weifli mountain's to the foiith} they 
feem to be like black ciSuds, at firft 
fight, parallel to the horizon. The 
land appeared of courfe the more dif- 
tin£IIy at we approached it. On the 
evening of Sept. S9th, we faw plainly 
the coaft of Liverpool. The country, 
<88 far as the eye can perceive, is quite 
flat, looks as if it were gravelly, and 
forms 9 neat landfcape. But what adds 
greatly "o its beauty, is the contratt of 
the mountains overlooking it foutb- 
wardly. The number of windmills 
feen here at one view, ie more, per¬ 
haps, than in any other countryj and 
this laft obfervation muft give'one a 
ftrong fenfe of the imnienfe quantity of 
grain in this country. However, all 
Uiat can be find in favour of the bay of 

JUverpoo^ 
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Liverpool, and the diftant view of the 
country around, it cannot'be compared 
to that of Dublin, which is allowed by 
all ttrangers who faw it to be beauti¬ 
fully grand. In point of commerce 
there is as little comparifon { as the 
town of Liverpool is Aippofed to be, 
for fliipping, the fecond in the United 
>Xingdoroi^ It Iwing low water, we 
Mli: anchorat the entrance of the ba]f. 
The depth of the tide here at ebb is 
only about three fathoms, and in fome 
parts left; but at high water it is almoft 
deep enough for any veflel. The num¬ 
ber of (hips palling to and fro from all 
parts of the univerfe, muft undoubt¬ 
edly give a ftrangeran idea of the great 
trade of Liverpool. The light-houfe 
and numerous beacons along the coait 
form a beautiful fcene at night} the 
latter are regularly placed from the 
coaft to the quays. 

I landed at Liverpool Wharf at ten 
o'clock at night} and llept at the Bel- 
faft tavern, an excellent inn. As my 
ftay here was limited to only a few 
days, I rofe early the next morning to 
take a walk through the town. Liver¬ 
pool is nearly two Englilh miles long, 
and about half a mile broad. It is 
much about the fize of the north fide 
of Dublin, beyond the Liftcy. This 
town is faid to contain, by a late calcu¬ 
lation, 80,000 inhabitants, exclufive of 
Teamen. It has been greatly on the 
increafe within thefe few years paft.— 
The firtt things that arrell the attention 
of a ftranger are the extenfive docks, 
full of velTels ; and fronting thefe are 
many ftore-houfes, well ttocked with 
all kinds of merchandize j but I think 
it is rather crowded and inconvenient 
near the quays. The commerce is fo 
great, as I faid beTore, that in confe- 
quence of v^ich there is a great buttle 
about the docks. The ttreets are ^ in 
general ftraight, but narrow, which 
IS an error one could wifli to fee reme¬ 
died in many chief towns. Neither 
the names of the ttreets, nor the num¬ 
bers of the houfes, are to be feeni 
except on a few. The lioufcs are all 
of brick, as in Dublin; but arc not fo 
lofty or fo uniform. The foot-jpaths 
are not ttagg^d; though there be ex¬ 
cellent Hone in the vicinity fnitable 
to the purpbfe. But there is one point 
the inhabitants pay great attention to, 
in Keeping the ttreets remarkably 
clean; and even the greateft cleanli- 
nefs is to be found in the meanett 
ceMar. One of the beft ttreets, in my 


opinion, is Caftle-ftreet, which con. 
tains about forty ~ houfes, which ans 
three and one-half ttories high, and 
are uniform ; the riches of the ihope 
can vie with many in Dublin of tte 
firtt clafs. The entrance is fupport> 
ed by columns painted in imitation 
of marble; but 1 fbould think tin 
fliops have a finer effcA with the win¬ 
dows and doors in the form of arcimts 
as are to be I'een in a few ttreets in 
Dublin, which are unnecelTary to men¬ 
tion here. There is a market at ono 
end of Cailie-fUect, that eclipiM all 
its magnificence. One will meet with 
the fame public buildings here that am 
to be found in other towns of the fiunn 
magnitude. The exchange, cliurches> 
and fopie other edifices, would do ho¬ 
nour to any metrtmolis. We mimK 
with no beggars infefting the ttreets, 
^as in Dublin or other placet in Ire¬ 
land : in fa6t, few or none of them are 
to be met with throughout any part of 
England I have been in, as they are 
well provided for by the wifdom of 
the Legifiature. 1 cannot omit men¬ 
tioning that there are fome near liqnares 
here, which will give the town .a better 
catt, when they are once finillied. The 
public amufemeiits and diverfions alfo 
are arrived to as great a pitch as ia 
mott cities. Here is a theatre royal, 
which is regularly fupplied by a&m 
of the firtt eminence from London, 
who chiefly refort hither in vacation. 

1 had the pleafure of feeing young Mr. 
Betty perform the part of ^mlet, with 
unbounded applaufe, to a crowt^l and 
polite audience. 

After my walk, my landfoiti and I • 
entered into converfation ; he was n 
genvimf yei/t Bu//i for our difeourfe 
was entii^ly taken up refpefting vic¬ 
tuals. To fay the truth, there are on 
people fo great Bbicurej ^ thej^g- . 
lifh, or live fo well: there is an ancient 
author who obferves, that kariottg 
originattffrom the belly. 

1 left town a few clays after, and pro. 
ceeded on my wav to Prpfcot. The 
profpeft is very beautiful along the 
road, it being even with fome gently 
rifmg grounds. Perhaps theie is no 
feafon of the year can (how England to 
more advantage than autumn; it would 
afford ample fcope for the pencil of 
Pouffin or the pen ofTbomfon. 1 muft 
obferve, thqt England in general, from 
Liverpool to London, is nearly flat, 
fcarcely a fmall hill is to be feen ; bue 
thewhole country in the higliett ftajte of 

cultivation; 
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cultivation ; the groves and feats being 
to benutifuil/ interljperfednhroughour, 
that one might think it were all No- 
Wemen and Gentlemen's demefnes. 
There are no bogs or morafles to be 
leen, and fcarce any barren ground. 
The roads are good and even, which 
are very convenient for carriages of 
all kinds, efpecially for loaded wag- 
nnt, carts, and drays. J have feen 
ieveral waggons drawn by twenty>four 
kerfes. Thofe could not be ufed with 
ta much advantage in Ireland, as the 
roads are in many pieces carried over 
keep hills. The trees are moilly of 
oak, which is not fo heavy as the Iriih ; 
but the Englilh oak is well known to 
be the belt in the univerfe fur <hip~ 
building. This in a great meafure ac¬ 
counts for the great ftrength of our 
navy, which gives the fuperiority over 
all others. An Engiilh Gentleman' 
rather conliders neatnefs and conve¬ 
nience in bis country-feat than mag¬ 
nificence and fhow. The gardens, See, 
are laid out with fuch talfe, that, per¬ 
haps, they might be a model for any 
other people. Their churches in town 
and in the country are well hnifhed 
and decent, intlde and out; all are 
furnllhed with a good peal of bells. 
The Englilh are remarkably fond of 
bell-ringing, and have arrived to great 
perfe^ioa in it. In fhort, a traveller 
may meet with many cultivated parts of 
Ireland that approaches pretty near to 
fome places in England. 

I have p/>w got you only as far as 
Prefcot. The town is fitiiated on an 
eminence, and lies eight miles north of 
> Liverphoif It contains about eight 
hundred hotifes; has a good church, 
with a tall fpire ; and carries V>n fome 
trade in the pottery bufinefs, and a lit¬ 
tle in the muflin manuladture. 

^X^-re is,onf thingtto be taken notice 
of in the towns and villages throughout 
England, that the ftreets are generally 
narrow, and fome of the houles wear 
an ancient look, on account of a great 
many built partly of wood and the reft 
mud, or earth and ftraw cemented to. 
getber: the wood is coloured black, 
which gives the houfes an antique ap- 
pearance. . 

There il'.a great famenefs in almoft 
ail the Ui^whs j confequentiy it would 
be tedl^i and uninterefting to give 
you i^j^i^icular account ot each} I 
ihall^^'conline myfelf to thofe that 
aro lieft worth the obfervatlon of the 
cutious traveller} and Until I meet with 


them, I will torn my eyes to 'Other ob* 

je^s. 

There is very little difference in ther 
manner of living between perfons of 
rank in England and that of Ireland t 
the fame may be obferved with the 
merchants and tradefmen of towns in 
each country. Yet notwithltanding 
this equality between th^ two, tbe^ 
Englidi, in general, have but a p'Sor 
opinion of the Irifh, taken as a people 
colle£lively. This national prejudice 
is ftill made worfe by the accounts of 
their tourifts. Some of thefe _fire Jide 
accounts have been written by Englifk 
geniufes, who never fet foot on Irifh 
ground ; and thofe who made it their 
bufinefs to travel through Ireland, 
have drawn the character ot that people 
wor/e than it really is. One of thefe 
Gentlemen has taken great futos to 
fet forth the barbarous fituation of 
the poor natives of Ireland, and com¬ 
pares them with thofe of his country. 
When we conlider the natural privi¬ 
leges which an Englifhman enjoys, 
and that moft of the Irifh labour under 
maiw grievances, which have been re- 
drefied but a few years ago, we can 
ealiiy account for the difference be¬ 
tween the lower clafles of each people. 
Hofpitalicy, that national cbaraAeriflic 
of the Iriih nation, is not to be met 
with in England. To be fhort, the 
Engiifh are a quiet, frugal, ingenious, 
and perlevering kind of people, and 
firmly attached to our moft happy con- 
ffitution. They are not of fo violent 
a difpofition as the Irifh, but are quite 
cool in every bufinefs they fet about. 
Their ale is naturally adapted to their 
conftitutions : on the other hand, the 
Irifh are addicted tp drinking fpiritu- 
ous liquors, whicn add even to their 
natural ferocity. There is one point, 
however, in which the Eoglifli really 
exceed any people perhaps in the uni¬ 
verfe, that of eleanlinefsi this is to be 
obferved in all ranks. The mode of 
travelling in England is better than 
4 n Ireland, and even cheaper. The 
accommodation and cleanlinefs of their 
hotels and inns exceed any thing of the 
kind, in 1.eland: this mult be eafily 
accounted for, from the very great 
refort of the Nobility who fpend their 
money here. As to the perfons of the 
•Engiifh, they are much the fame^ze of 
the Irifh t their countenances are fair

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^tnd raddy. Here Nature has beftowed 
its utmoft Eifts in giving fo much beau¬ 
ty to the fair fex i though, in mjr opi¬ 
nion, I have feen as great beauties in 
fbme parts of ray native country, efpe- 
cisJly amongft the firft circles { but 
it not fo univerfal in Ireland as 

here.

'T'HE Grongar Hill of Dyer has been 
long confidered among the inoTe 
pleafing defcriptivc poenas in the Eng- 
lifl) language. Even thofe who deny 
public opinion to be .a gooil tell: of 
literary meric, mult acknowledge Ibme 
merit in that poem, which has Uiafled, 
almott unfcorclied, the flery ordeal of 
Dr. Johnion's criticifm. Such h.as,beea 
the fate of (Trongar Hill} and not many 
of the popular poems in our language 
have been fo fortunate. Dr. Jolinfon’s 
opinion, however, is nqt to be confl- 
dered conchifive oif the merits of a 
poem; on tlft* contrary, in many in- 
Itances the majority of his readers dif- 
ler from his fentiments; but his autlio- 
I’ity is produced here as corroborative 
of the public opinion, and in that (enfe 
it mud be allowed confiJerable iiifla-^ 
ence. _ • 

Notwithflanding the commend.itions 
which Grongar Hill has received, it 
mult be acknowledged, like other ^ro> 
du£tions of human genius, to have its 
defe^its; and on minute examination, 
for fo Ihort 1 poem, they feem rather 
numerous. Scott, in his “ Critical 
Eifays,* the only author, befides |[obn- 
fon, I have perufed on the merits of 
this poem, has, to the belt of my recol- 


legion, pointed them out, in general, 
with great judgment and peilpicuity. 
It is fome time, fmee I lead that work, 
and have it not in my polTcinon at pre- 
leiit: I may perhaps, iherefore, in the 
courfe of this eflfay, be incorre. 5 V in 
my allutions to it; \vhicl!, I trull, my 
readers will excufe. 

Befldes the inequality of meafure; 
which^s fo evident in Grongar Hill, 
the expreflions are fometimes ambi* 
guous, and fometimes t.ivy even in-* 
fringe the common rules of grammar. 
Thefe defefts n^y partly, with pro¬ 
priety, be attributed to the following 
circuroftance. 

We learn from Scott, that Dyer firlt 
publifhed this poem in a very different 
ibim. The meafiircofthe firlt edition 
was what, from its irregularity, wrong¬ 
fully acquired the name of Pindaric. 
f have in my pofleflion an edition prior 
in date to that publifhed in Lewis’s 
Mifcellany, mentioned by Johnfon as 
the firfl. It is in a colle^ion of poems 
edited by the unfortvinateSavage, which 
1 had dccaflon to mentiou in a former 
number. '4c was publifhed in 1716 , 
and Lewis's Mifceiiany in 1727 . Score 
has quoted the iirft ftanxa from feme of 
thefe early editions; and it materialiy- 
differs from tliat which I intend ta 
bring forward to tiie attention of the' 
reader. The difference fhail be men¬ 
tioned hereafter. It is furpriflng that 
Scotty who was writing an efl'ay ex- 
pt'efsly- on the fubjeff,' and knew of 
the great variations in the ^-^lier and 
later editii'ns, did not think o^rawing 
acomparifon between them. HeiAight, 
by this means, have expkwwcil'fonie of 
the palfages he thought ambiguous, 
and ratiofially accounted for other de¬ 
feats, whicli appear chiefly occafioned 
by this ch-ange. 

It is intended, in ^i^ qjjlphgr 
amufe the leader with fucli a compari- 
fon ; and I think we fball find it doubt¬ 
ful, whether, on the'whole, the poem 
has received much improvement from 
the revolution which the. author chofe 
to tyake in ir.s foiin. At the fame time, 
it will give us a fpccimcu of tlie Ume 
labor, which Blair has faid to be lb 
iiiflruilfive, and which is certainly cu- * 
rious. The fi'e, however, in this in- 
flance, has.been veiiy injudicioufly ap- . 
plied, and it conlcqu'cntiy rouft not be 
conlldered an example to imitate, but 
to avoid.

receivid much improvement from the 
lalt levifal of the author. To naako 
fnch a great revolutiwit in its con- 
ftrudion was a ilaring attempt, and 
could fc.uctly be expcfiled to tucceed. 
•The veifiticJtion he firlt cliot’e gave 
him the liberty to cxprcTs his thoughts 
ill the inoft full and luxuriant lan¬ 
guage ; and in endeavoming to com- 
prefs the tame'thoughts into the fliort 
** Jajper couplet" of his kilt edition, it is 
no’wonder they were diftoiied. The

HE fuhje^I of tbis work does, as 
the Autiior moft accurately dates, 
appear to us, when confidered in a 
narional point of view, fo important, 
that we tliiiik we (hail hazard little 
in intruding upon the indulgence of 
our readers a critique rather 'longer 
than is ufual with refpewt to a volume 
of this (ize. 

Leaving the difqtialification that per. 
vades the firft pages of the preface, 
founded upon tl»e queftion, Why do 
you publlln ? to be anfwered as Pope 
has anfw’ered It, 

— - - — *« Granville the polite, 

And knowing Wahh would tell me I 
could write,” 

we proceed io obferve, what we deem 
moreell'ential, that this volume is (bted 
to be only a part*of a much larger 
work; a lirab lopped oiT, we ihoitid 
judge from the lubject of the preface, 
from a coloflal ftatue which the author 
has erecied to dejpondence. 

This work, it appears, is written by 
Mr. M. A. Shee, a Member of the 
Royal Academy, and confequently of 
confiderable eminence in his profef- 
Con, upon a fnbjeft certainly th^ near- 
elt of ail others to the heart of a paiy ter, 
and efpecially a painter of literary tahe 
and exquifite fenfibiliry, both which its 
pages fully‘*exemplify t and although 
we do not abfolutely adopt every con* 
clpGon which he has drawn from tl;e 
premifes detailed, we are afraid that he, 
in common with many other artirts of 
the higheft. profeflional abilities, has 


abundant reafon to be difiatisfied at the 
prefent Hate of the arts in this king¬ 
dom, which Teems to be precifely Gnu- 
i^r«to that w'hich preceded their decline 
in the Roman Empire, when fpecuht- 
tion on the one fide, and difliparion on 
the other, blunted all the nner feelings 
of the human mind, and deifroyed all 
thofe gt^nd ideas that had, in former 
ages, impellrd men of genius to (bar to 
thofe regions of imfl^ination wherein 
the paltry conGderations of profit and 
lofs, and minute calculations liow far 
the exertions of ingenuity might be 
turn(;d to commercial advantage, were 
unknown. 

We have been informed from the btfi 
authority, that when the arts emerging 
from their fecond age of darknefs, for 
Mr, S. well knows, that from the time 
of Jones, Rubens, Vandylje. &e. the 
arts declining in this country3v/indled 
into heaps of litrleiiefs, and iilTl' un¬ 
meaning human rcprelcai’R.ion;;, while 
all the grand traits of thofe eminent 
marttrs (Aimed, in the works of their 
fuccellbrs, to be obliterated ! We have, 
v:e repeat, been informed, th.ac in this 
deplorable itate of 

that which legarcied tne acuneation of 
the human ngure, a few artilfs, about 
liie ye^ 1730 , revived the long-neg- 
leited plan of an academy, and fixed 
this feat of the arts in a garret i.'i 
Siiiibury.court, where they ufed to 
labour round an immenfe lamp, like 
imgielans performing an incantation. 
To this fucccedcd the eitablifliment in 
Peter-court, St. M.irtin’s lane j the 
account of the expenfes of which, for 
a long feries of years, we have now 
before us. 

How the arts cman.-iting from this 
fmail fpot fiouri/hed .md fpread, mult 
be known to Mr, S, becaufe he mult 
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be well acquainted with their etrufions, 
> and with ■ thofe few;,,', aipry few, pro- 
fcirors that were there educated, wl-o 
jret furviye. . . 

We can well remember the fotinda* 
tion of the Rpyal Academy 5 wh'uh 
, brings tts to the words ot Mr. S., 
who hates, ** In ran£tioning the cltab- 
^liflinaenih the R. A., and giaciouHy 
condefcendlng to place himfelf at its 
bead,-his Majehy has done nuicli to 
promote the interelt of the Arts in his 
^dominions, andbas difplayed a benefi¬ 
cent deiire to recommend them to at- 
, tention and •refpetf. Although the 
contra£fed fcale of that inftitntion, and 
its d^ndenee fpr fupport upon the 
exertions of its members, neceflarlly 
excluded manyoftbe advantages which 
otberwife might be expected to refult 
from it: yet bad the dihinguifhcd.ho. 
nourconierred upon it^in this indanch, 
been attended by the lenfibility of the 
pubUc, and the generous patronage of 
ourNobilityand men of fortune,enbugh 
might have been efie^ed to lefle^l cre¬ 
dit on the generofity as well US'the ge¬ 
nius of the nation. * 

** But, onfortunatelj’, the.augnf^ ex* 
ample fet by the Throne has not had 
the influence which might have been 
expelled; and while the aitifts of 
Great Britain maintain, by the pro¬ 
fits of their united labours, an inlli- 
rution from which their country' de¬ 
rives both credit and advantage, they 
ire therofelvcs neglefted, unfuppdrted, 
Sbd unemployed." 

Tltis iff mdeed a melancholy, and, we 
believe, atrne piAureof the prefent date 
of thewould fubmlt to Mr. 
S., that this nation was never very cmi- 
netit for in^tronage. It is not within 
the febpe of our recollection that there 
has ever been a period when the Nobi¬ 
lity and diftinguilj^ed perfons in this 
followed, with re- 
fpeft to rcientific encouragement, the 
Example which the Sovereign had fci, 
as was tbe cafe at Rome under Leo ti.e 
Xtb, FJi^jtoco under tbe Medici, and 
France under X,ewis the XIVth. Too 
fre<)uently eng^tfed jn religious and 
political contentions, the ideas of our 
anceftors feem to ^ye been in a great 
degree abforbed. in druggies for pre¬ 
eminence and power, while the arts 
appear to have been left to 6 e fupport- 
ed by c^roercc, and to have ri(^ or 
fallen asTnathas fiourilfaed or declined. 
The coBfflqucAce of this has bMit, that 


while the labourers In the Vineyard 
•wfrrthey reaped from thefources 
ut traffic, and perhaps ofollentation, an 
abundant harveftj but now that the 
flience is overttocked with profeflbrs, 
it ij tittle to be wondered that its edi- 
piaiion is in tome degree diminifhed. 
Could the mines of Golconda be 
thrown open, and diamonds become 
as plenty as pebbles, their lutlre would 
pall upon the fight, and they would no 
longer be confidered m jewels. 

Having made thefe obfervations by 
way of exordium, we mult more briefly 
Hate, th^t in this elegantly written pre¬ 
face which we are now confidering, Mr. 
S. jpurfues his lubject by detailing the 
influence of the' arts upon Great Bri¬ 
tain, and proceeds -o lament that they 
have “ experienced the fate that was 
denounced againd our libc ’les" by 
the Jacobin faftion, from a borJo^ Fpic¬ 
ture-dealers, who, for aught we know, 
may be, and we believe are, alfo 'Jaco¬ 
bins who, from tbe immenfe manufac¬ 
tories on tbe dloniinent, where Italian, 
Dutch, and Fleniifli piitures,areyJ»sW 
like Bologna hams, or Dutch and Fie- 
niilh beef, iuch a number of original 
pieces, of as little value as an original 
aj^gnat, have been ifl'ued, a« lo enable 
the faid faSort, while, from the cullibi- 
lity of our •''>*inrryiuen, they were, 
underfalfepretences, ubtaining incredible 
films, to oblige our native artilts oftafte 
and genius to Ihiver and free/e under 
the Lhiliing blaits of national difeou- 
rageraont. 

This is rather a revived than a new 
complaint: but thought that tbe 
Black Majlcrst of whom, in our youth, 
we have heard enough, had, in the 
brilliant itand which has been made 
ag.'iinft th^i by tl.e exquifite produc¬ 
tions of our own fchool,<>lofl their in¬ 
fluence. 

Againft the connoifleurs in this 
kind of things, the author has very pro¬ 
perly dire^ed his obfervations, which 
abound with good lenfe and juft re- 
fletiliems, particularly thofe re(pe£ling 
the political and moral influence of the 
arts {.but 9 f which, although we are 
perfeiVT fenfible of their force, we are, 
for ''reafons too numerous to detail, 
very doubtful as to their effett.

teemed Dr. Buchan, whole Portraitg 
with memoirs of his life and writings, 
were given in our Magazine tor tne 
month of March.

Having been for many years fettled 
in Londmi, in the anxious and mod 
important profeflipn of a Phyiician, be 
informs'US th>Tt the worV now offered 
to.the public is not to be conlidered as 
the relult of theory or of curlbry obi'er- 
vi^ons, but has been g adually accu. 
muHting in the cqurie of more than 
fixteen annual ,'yihts tb vaiious litua- 
tions frequentetf fbr'th'e purpofe of fea- 
bathing.} and is thefe vllits were m ide 
not in his prqfefliand chanXer, but as 
'^an invalid endeavouring to lhake off 
various flare* of langbu'" and debility, 
the cunfequence of unrnnit'ing anpH- 
qgtion and perfevcr.‘»nce to tlie duties of 
profeflioii in this grett town, it 
gave him opportunities of mixing with 
the pmpany in gedetal, and theicbjr 
obtaining inforni-tion concerning the 
good and bad effects of lea-baihing,

poi'es of bathing, and the internal ule 
' of fea water, increases annually, and is 
extended from fhc (uperiorto the mid¬ 
dle rank* In life, the fubleX ts become 
popular,*and the neceflity of having a 
lure guide for their conduX fuflicient- 
ly obvious. 

‘*To imagine,” fays our author, 
" that people may mdlfcriminately 

plttngc 
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plunge ixrto the fea^uuder every tligbt 
derangement of health, ivrih advaa- 
or 'even witli mp.ttnity, is an 
opinion that<place^ fearbaihing pre- 
cifely on a footings-with ino.'e me¬ 
dicines which,,arc faiih'to pofil-f's the 
power oi cdring all dile<iiesj where¬ 
as- no medical,, miom is more true, 
than that every remedy which is capa¬ 
ble of doing much goodi is alto capa¬ 
ble of doing much lurm. Ir therefore 
can hardly admit oi a doubt, that a 
means of ameiioratii^-btaith, to uid-' 
verlally reiorted to as toa-bathing is at 

? relent, mull be treq^eently initapplied-. 

'he piam Md practical direeiions for 
regulating the condu^ of lea-bathers' 
contained in this little volume, if pros. 
perJy attended to, will prevent the rair* ' 
chief that cannot- fail to refult ironi 
plunging into the water at random. 

The tri'Cl is philolupliical and 
,cal, which renders it more entertain¬ 
ing to general readers than it would be 
otherwile, without diminifiiing the im¬ 
portance of (he medical advice it con- 
veys, in the molt pleadn'g form. For 
example, in chapter i, containing .ge¬ 
neral obtei vations on cold bathing, we 
find that autumn is confidered as the 
molt pi oper ieafun oi the year, in oar 
climate, tor bathing in the tea i this 
opinion is accounted for and explained 
on the principles ot n.iturai philotopliy. 
Land is known to be capatde ot r/ceiv. 
iiig mote heat, as well as of retaining it 
lunger, than water; and the earth con¬ 
tinues to impart to the waters of the 
ocean cqptigunus to the flioix, a portion 
of thCflRMt accumulated under the in- 
duence of the I'ummer fun, for a coiili- 
derahle rime ^er the toldice is pafll'd. 
‘Xhe^ is thereioie found toJ)e much 
warmer Ibnie weeks after inid.iummer, 
thanatan equal dUiance of time previous 
to that period of the year. The heat of 
•the at^‘ill^fp^^o».w^S‘■ll^'thc fame time mi¬ 
tigated .by the Weltern gales, then ge- 
nCrally prev.U^t, which are cooled by 
paffing-over^^g trail ofOreaiv &c.” 
>—Jn this 'i^^per the doctor realons, 
and introdwm the regulations and pre- 
cautions^l^Vich he pretcribes rn his 
prpfeihj^jlljjettpactty.

After pointing out the 
diftiiiition between fire perfpiration 
and Iweating, the former being a fign 
of vigour ana pet led he.)lth, the latter 
,of debility, the dodor proceeds to a ■ 
candid txauiiuation of the prevailing 
cuiloin of keeping the body conltantly 
bathed i.i iWeat, by wearing fiannels in 
all fea/uns of the year next the ikin, 
and by yddng men .in panjcular. Be¬ 
luga lubjefi on which he i> knowledges- 
that a coiifi'lerabie diverfity of opinion 
ex-ids, he {j^iengtliens his own con¬ 
demnation of the p.-adice in our coun¬ 
try, by the moll Ibfpedable authorities; 
fuch are the works of Pr. Cir yue, and 
of. Dr. Trotter; and wo cannot too 
llrongly recommend this part of our 
author’s obiervations at a period when ' 
‘^flannel and fleecy hofiery aie to be 
found under the (hirts among half of 
the young men of the age. Debility, 
irritation, the’ premature approach of 
old age, and a pate and fickiy counte¬ 
nance, are the effect of this pernicious * 
falhion.'’

The ule of the fleib-bruih 
Ihould never be omitted during a 
courie of lea bathigg, eipecially if un¬ 
dertaken fur the piirpore,,uf leitoring 
loft health ’■* Another cuttom of the 
ancients, the praCHce of anointing the 
furface of the body with odoriferous 
oil, generally-aflbciated with the uto 
of the bath; the doctor thinks might 
be revived with advantage; and lie 
quote.s Lord' Bacon, in his hilfory of 
life and death, in confirmation of this 
opinion, but it is by no mcansasiTen- 
tial clia the oil ihould be odoriie-. 
rciis. I 

As the fuccefs of Tea-bathing depends 
al uoft entiiely on judicious regula¬ 
tions, the next divilion of the- traft; 
relates *♦ to tl\e -time .of bathing.'-* 
Among tbofe who repair to the iea- 
coaft; whether in purfaic of health, or. 
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of pleafure, a notion vwy generally 
prevails, tint it is imooffible to bathe 
tob early in the morning. This opi¬ 
nion, fo far as regards delinte invalids 
of both fexes. Dr. Buchan pn- ves to 
be erroneous ; he had frequently been 
(hocked at feeing perfons of that de- 
(criprion, apparently juft rifen from 
their beds, and before the vital func¬ 
tions bad refuraed their proper energy, 
(landing pale and Ihivcj iiig •©» the 
ble.’.k beach, or waiting in a bt^hing 
room, chilled by ftrcains of .cold air 
rufhing through oopofite doors and 
windows, and expelling, apparently 
with a degree of horror, their turn 
go into the water. From bithing ih 
this ftate of the body, no poflible ad¬ 
vantage can be derived. Perfons hav¬ 
ing but feeble health (hould content' 
themfclves with a gentle walk in the 
open air before breakfaft; and their 
time of bathing ought to be poflponed 
till paft noOn, or at leaft till fome hours 
after breakfaft, when the digeftion of 
that meal may be fuppofed to lae termi¬ 
nated i and fuch a dcgiee of cxercife 
(hould always be taken previoufljr to 
entering the water, as may be (ufficient- 
to produce a general lenfation of 
w.irmth over the whole body. To the 
vigorous and robuft fuch precautions 
are fuperfluoos } hut it mutt be of im¬ 
portance for invalids to know, that by 
fcleiliiig a proper fituation, anti bathing 
in a riling tide about noon, or within 
an hour or two after, they have it in 
their power to ute a b.uh ten or twelve 
degrees warmer, than at a more early 
hour in the morning. The (alubriiy 
ot bathing in the evening, to the young 
and healthy, *18 adjrnitletl j but for 
thofe who a\‘e in the h.ibits of full 
living, of dining late, and attc-rwar'ls 
taking their wine, or who hive during 
the day been exhaufted with levere fa¬ 
tigue, to bathe in the eweming would 
be a very imprudent experiment. 

Ob the manner of bathing we have 
many curious ohrfervations and ufehil 
direfiioiis: amonglt olhci'!', the «odu- 
lar error, that it is fafeft to go .pcnefl- 
ly cool into the water, is exploded ; nn'i 
it is clearly demonftiated, that thebtit 
ftate of the body for bathing is dunng 
the permanence of warmth Xnot heat) 
produfed by moderate exercile. The 
example of the Romans, however, and 
of the Ruflraiis and Finlanders, is pro¬ 
duced to (how that the tranfitions trom 
great heat to cold is (aler tlwn plung¬ 
ing into the water in a cold date of the 


body. The anecdotes on th« fahjeft 
from Dr, Cutrie’s Medical Reports, and 
Aeerbi’s Travels, the reader will 
find highly entertaining. To remaiit 
a moderate fpacc ot time, completely 
immeffed in the water, is reenntmended 
as. much better than one or more 
plunges: with^ refpcSf to the lifiial' 
mode of plunging head foremOft, Dr. 
Bupl^n is af opinion that iteailnotanw 
. fwefr'ttny good< piirpofe. 
it is not the mode indicated by ngtnre; 
he cannot concern what (hould induce 
thofe wbo ba*be for the purpole of in¬ 
vigorating the conftitution, or 'tliere^ 
covery of health, to make this violent 
and unnatural exertion ; and he thinks 
that fome of the kinds' of he»d-Sch at¬ 
tributed to bathing, in reality Prigin- 
.••ACtl from this pretipit.siit plan of im- 
inerfion. U is unqueftionably proper 
to fmk the he.id and the whole of the 
body under water with all poflible ex¬ 
pedition ; and the mode of doing it is 
accurately explained^ wiiliout any head¬ 
long plunge. It is equally necelTary 
that the head (hould not remain dry, 
while the reft of the body is immer(ed:

inquiries.—-Ordered to lie on the table. 

Mr. Grey moved, that Mr. Piter 
Stiuut, Printer of tlie Oracle^ he or¬ 
dered to attend at the Bir of the 
Houle, for a JJicach of Privilege} in 
publilhing a Libel, icfl'’^ling on tlie 
proceeding of the Hon'e in lefbtc^ to 
Lord Melville, attributing the prclent 
fituation of Lord Melville to the clfiCiIs 
of party ra/tcpur, ami Itating tb.it l.e had 
buu cOHJt?nmd v^ithout a trial. 

Mr. Pitt oblervcd, that if it was nc- 
ccllaiy t.) interleie wi#) the iiew!p.ipers, 
a fingle inltan^w Ihould not be feieclcd, 
but that ewiy attack upon the Houle 
Ihould be noticed by their indigna¬ 
tion. 

Mr. Grey’s motion was agreed to. 
The debate then turned upon the 
impropriety of keeping Mr. Wilfon in 
his office under the Trea/urer of the 
Navy, in conlequeiice of his implica¬ 
tion with the alFair of Lord MeA’ille 
and Mr. Trotter. * 

Mr. Canning again exprelTed'his de¬ 
termination ifot to dilniifs him, .as it 
was evident he had only affed as the 
agent another, to whom he was 
fubfervient.

Sir C. Pole, Prefident of the Cora- 
mlffion of Naval Inquiry, contradifted 
a Itatement of the laft-mentioned Gen¬ 
tleman relative to the explanations 
given by Wilfon } and declared, that 
to far from giving a proper expla¬ 
nation,the Commiffioners were alhamed 
of themfelves for not ordering him to 
prilbh for his prevaric...tion. He alio 
declared, that the Board had expe¬ 
rienced the moll formidable difficulties 
in gaining tl-eir information. 

The Solicitor Gfneral defended the 
Treafurer of the Navy} and Serjeant 
Bed reprehended his conduCl. 

MelTrs. Sheridan and P. Moore fpoke 
to the lame etFe6 l. _ 

Mr. Whitbread exprelTed his .illo- 
nill}m^it that no Iteps had been taken 
t# evince liis Majelly's fenfe of the 
importance of the Relolutions of that 
lloufe. The Gazettes had not an¬ 
nounced that Lord Melville’s name 
h.ad been expunged from the Lilt of 
Privy Counfellors. He wiHied to kr.owr 
from Mr. I'itt, whether he intended to 
rtcommend Inch an expuliion to his 
M.ijelly ? 

Mr. Pitt liiid, he did not feel hiinfclf 
bound to give any uich advkc. 

Mr. W. then moved, 

“ That a Select Committee be ap¬ 
pointed to in.tke further inquiry into 
the trarila6tions contained in iJie renfh 
Report of the Cotnmillionei .s of Nival 
Inquiry, and to leport tiic larnc, with 
liieir obfcivations and comments, to 
the Houle.” 

Mr. Pitt replied to M^‘. Whitbread,

dan, the Attorney and Soiiciiur Gene¬ 
rals, and Lord H. Petty j when a divi- 
fionbeing demanded, there were,—For 
the Amendment, 329—Againlt it, 151 
—Majority, 78.—Mr. Whitbiead im¬ 
mediately prefented a lift of perfbns 
proper to foim the Committee but 
the mode was objebled to by Mr. Pitt, 
who propoled that they (hould be cho- 
fen by ballot.—On this the Houle again 
divided, when thetit appeared—For 
the motion, *51—Agaiuftit, lao—Ma¬ 
jority, 131. 

FRlOAr, AprilzS .—Anew Writ was 
iflued for Bletchipwlv, in the joom of 
J. Milnes, Efq. decealed. 

After Ibme private bnlincfs, and mo¬ 
tions for Papei.s, the ballot took plJlcr 
for a Selctf Committee, according to 
the motion of yefterd.ay; when Mr. 
Whitbread obferved, that he niider- 
ftood a lift had been circulated of cer¬ 
tain hfembers whom perfons of the 
greateft authority wiflied to be ehofen : 
he added, that ii it (hould appear from 
the return, that thole Members whofe 
names he read (buuld be feltclcd for 
the Cominirtee, he felt it to be his duty, 
though no precedent Ihould exiil, to 
move that the names of (ome, wh.o were 
t>b viouily objectionable, Ihuulil be ex¬ 
punged fioii) the lilt. 

Mellis. Fox and Sheridan fptdce in 
favour of the intended proceeding of

Upon 1 >ei|ig afkcd by 
the Commiffioners,* ** Whether, during 
this period, be had derived any profit 
or advantage frop the ufeand employ¬ 
ment of money iiTned for cairying on 
the current fervicea of the Navyf” 
his Lordfhip declined to anfwer, fay¬

his Chief Sirdar, Nernaut Dada, at the 
fame time 1 cannot AifBciently lament 
rhe eveut which has made it fall to my 
Jot, ih confcqv'ence of Major General 
Frajer having received a fevere wound, 
which ('hliged him to quit the held. 

1 attribute our decided and glorious 
viftory over the enemy entirely to the 
arrangements made for the attack, by 
Major''Gencral Frazer, and to the confi¬ 
dence and enthiifiafm with which be in* 
fpired the whole arm^, heading his Ma- 
jelly’s 76th regiment with .the molt un- 
lUuntcd pallaniry. Your Excellency has 
already htard from Majer-General Fra¬ 
zer the particulars rel'pe^mg the com¬ 
mencement of the allHon. 

After we had* can led the village, we 
defeerded the hill, ^nd charged the ene-

The works o' this 
kind wliich were well known to have 
been the illhe of, his pen, were The Tijl 
ttiATbe UtiJttor, by which he power¬ 
fully fupporttd the operations ot (io- 
v<“rnm€nt .it that time; and confe- 
quently expofed himteif to all the viru- 
lenceof party defamation. He has /hown 
his tafie and elegance as a fcholar, by a 
Latin Verfion of Tbe Temple of famct 
and bf Gr.iy’s Celebrated Blegy, as well 
as other admired Englith Pecins, and 
a marterly ti'anflation of the works of 
Tacitus. 

" Mr. Murphy had many rquabbles with 
feyeral contemporary,witsi but tiiough 
he never quietly-received a blow, he 
was.never the nilt to give one. We 
cannot /unf.up his chnradter better 
than In the following words, written 
by bis friend Mr, Jefl'e Foote, who 
pixilong^. his life bv relieving him, 
ihine: years ago, ‘ from an illnefs of the 
mutt alarming kind, whom he has ap- 
ojnted''iiis'-executor, and to whom 
ebaale^.ufied atl hU manuferipts:

In the eait wndow of the 
north aide is the date 15x0, at which 
time, it is probable, this part of the 
church was built; and th*: chancel, ic 
is conjeff ui-ed, is of “the fame' agr.

Roger Bentley, who fucceerled Mr. 
Aylmer, died in the year 1795, and 
is buried within the church. The 
prelent Vicar is the Reverend George 
Sandby, M.A., l^on of Dr. Sandby, 
Chancellor of Norwich. Dr. S. preach¬ 
ed in his Sou's pulpit, a few weeks 
ago, with confiderablc^'energy, at the 
advanced age of 89. 

The Panlh Kegitier begins in 15*5?^ 
In 1684^ are recorded in it the names 
of fucli pel Tons as were touched for 
the King’s evil j a circumltance which, 
Mr. Lylons fays, he has not obferved 
in any other regilter. The following 
are feme of the molt remai kable entries

The benefice of Camberwell is a 
vicarage,*'the reflory being a lay im¬ 
propriation. It was part of the pof- 
lellions of Beri,noudley Abbey, by the 
grant of William de Melkent, earl of 
Glocelter, in the year 1x54^. Thead- 
vowfon of the vicarage belonged for¬ 
merly to the Caltons. It was granted, 
together with the reftory, to Edmund 
Bowyer, Elq. by Qiieeii E'izabeth, and 
is now the property of Jofeph Wind¬ 
ham, Efq. 

^ The fituation, and ad vintager of the 
village, in which this church Hands, ^ 
have been detci’ibed by Dr. Lettlom, 
a well-known inhabitant of the place, 
and ownci of part of the mano'', in 
a little Iketch, called •* Village So¬ 
ciety,'* which he obligingly printed 
and diHributed among his friends. 
We will add an extract from the Doc¬ 
tor’s pamphlet; — 

*• .Were I a rich man, I Would 
build a village and people it; not for 
the fake of liipeiiuruy or diftintrtion : 
to felei^ individuals of congenial dif- 
poKtion*, as molt likely to iorm locial 


intercourfe, combine neighbourtiodB 
and friendlhip, thereby to enfure tM< 
reciprocal enjoyment of rational gmj 
tidcation, fliould conftltute my pru/ 
mary objedts." • 

But villages and towns are already 
fcattered over this favoured ifland, 
whole inhabitants are equally diftfh. 
guilhed for liberality and phiianthro^ 
py: in Ibtne inltances, howevei', they 
do not feem to have cultivated and 
rea.lized the pleafures of focial inter- 
courh; adequately to their means or 
acquireni^rs. Tavern feaHs may di¬ 
vert and exhiUrate the fpirits for the 
moment, .pr gratify appetite with in- 
dulgencies, which promote neither hap- 
pinefs nor health ; firs cannot long 
continue to pleafe and improve where 
one fex only conllitutes the aiTem- 
hhage i it is in their united fociety, 
where virtuous lentiments are culti¬ 
vated, iiitelledt improved, and plea- 
fui cs Iweetened with all the ennear- 
ments of friendlhip. 

On the Surry fide of the Thames, 
a village is ficuated at fuch equal dil- 
tances from the three bridges, fhat 
were as many radii to meet in a focus 
three miles diltant, this happy fpot 
would be pointed out, not lefs dif- 
tinguiflied for i'ociabilify, than for fa- 
lubrity of air. 

In this village there are few poor 
inhabitants, and not many overgrown 
fortunes. Among thofe who may be 
deemed of the fuperior clafs, a general 
equality prevails, both as to exterior 
appearances and mental cultivation. 
They chiefly con lift of refpeftable mer¬ 
chants and tradefinen^ and of thofe 
holding eligible fituations in the public 
offices, *' 

TAe DoSor here JejferilKs the fleafant 
and friendly manner in nubieh the inha- 
hitants of CgimhernueU imtt in foekty, 
and concludes: 

“ If thefe pleafures refult from good 
neighbourbqod, they ought to be 
known, that others may profit by a 
lelfan equally Ihort and imprelfive-^ 
MAKE OTrftRS happy, AND YOU WILD 
BH so jLticEWis's. The more practice 
familiarizes them to obfervance, the 
moie wi'il be ditfufed all the innocent 
gratifications of focial enjoyment, the 
belt alf^eAions will influence the heart $ 
and thofe amities of beneficqice, 
founded on virtuous principles, wdl 
ever unite a village fociety where tl.t, 
promoting of mental and general hap-' 
pinefs directs the community.”

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cate No one who leams that the cop¬ 
per mlne^ of Aoglefea*^ #erc ex{>Iored, 
and that metal operated'upon in the 
mint, &c.) and that the. i^n mines 
of Cornwall had been' worked from 
a much earlier period; can fuppofe 
that the produCT of. the former was 
all devoted to the coinage, and that 
of the latter all exported. Indeed 
the variety of ufeful'and ornaniental 
articles formed of tJiefe and the more 
precious metals,.wbich were in embryo 
connected or alloyed with them, proye 
the contrary; while all the things dif. 
Covered, fo different in tpfteand ibihion 
from thofe of the Saxons and Danes* 
/UfKciently indicate that they were 
^ formed and executed by and for a peo¬ 
ple comparativeljr polilhed. 

Thefe produftioAs mark.jhe progrefs 
of refinement; while, from the w^l of 
Severiis being built to prevent the in- 
curfions of the Pifts* we dtfcover that 
the country in general, and'the tn^/^ 
polls in particular, had riches rtifiict4i^ 
to excite .the cupidity of a barbwo^# 
nation. The roads that were made!, 
though in fome degree military, viert 
found advantageous for traffic, which 
was conliderable through the illand, 
and a large part of the profit or pro>du^ 
of which was drawn into the treafury 
of the Roman Emperors, as it was at 
fubfequent periods into the treafury 
of the Roman Pontiffs. 

In this kind of fecurity the Britons 
enjoyed a period of repbfe, from the 
death of Sevcrus during the reigns of 
his ihnnediate fucceffors. In the courfe 
of which the metropolis feems to have 
rifen confiderably in the fcate of archl* 
teflural magnificefice and commercial 
importance ; it had become ftill a more 
corrcft epitome of'Rome, and, akhough- 
in a fmaller degree, polTefled the fame 
elegatfcies and conveniencies. Whe¬ 
ther the manners and morals ^of the 
people were formed by the fame model, 
will n*ow-be the objed of a brief in- 
quiry. 

It has been remarked, that thislffand, 
from the carliett periods of rime, has 
Iwen celebrated for its hofpitable re¬ 
ception of foreigners. Whether its 
fituation, or the indigenous gedierofity 
of its inhabitants, or tlye idea of its 
immenfe rfdiis, (for riches have in 
all ages beeih comparative,) promifed 
an afyli^^offered proteflion, or at- 
trafied Uirarice, is uncertain ; but it is 
CertaiftJ^'hat either with friends or ene¬ 
mies of that defcription it has always 


abounded, and at no period more than 
while under {.the.government of thee 
Romans. - * ■ ' ** 

When thele peop>}e, vriiofe cott? - 
nexions had fpr<^ to every part., of 
the world, introduced their relations 
and friends, who^R they quartered! ’ 
upon the fubjugated Britons, they 
formed alliances with them that ilifl, 
more firongly ^imeoted. their union, 
and more |^er 4 iy idei^^d them as , 
a mixed or minted race^- ' . 

How far the Britons adopted tho 
religious principles.of the Romans it is 
impoffible now to f^te. In the metro¬ 
polis of (London,) as 

,the temples and other buildings in- 
creaifed.;. the grovqs midl have receded. 
The Squids, though tlu^ religion had 
fpread Roole, had been haearTy extir- 
pated in Oaul, and probably in Bri¬ 
tain,(cerbinly in the meti oppfb). Whe¬ 
ther any part of their lylvah worlhip, 
which was in a great degree fimilar 
to many of the firft fyllems of the 
ancient world, had mingled with the 
mythology of the Romans, it is not. 
neceffary to inquire, as a Ihock vrgs 
now given to -paganifm in alt its 
.branches, by the extenflon of clirifti- 
anity, ■ which Conttantine tolerated 
through the whole Roman Empire. 

This toleration bad a gradual, but 
certain, effe£t upon the manners of the 
people, which was unqueftionably more 
obvious, and more certainly felt, in the 
cities and towns, fuch as 'x ork, Veru- 
iam, Colcheller, and London, than ia 
the fmaller collf£tions of human lia- 
bimtions, yet ftill it extended tin oiigh 
the whole. 

_ The converlion of Lucius *, the Bri- 
tilh King, appears to have been the cir- 
cumftance that firft produced the con¬ 
nexion betwixt the FritiOi and Roman 
Churches. He fent Elwan a'iid Medwin 
toEleutheriusf, the BUbop of Rome;

fmail, the fyite^ woi^dlMve lseen con-^ 
fidered as ofll^e impdat^jcer on tlie 
cbntraryi thje'inai{acre 4 .diif^in dtpad- 
ful colOdi^ 'hoV*^ had 

ftruck^and h^ ividc^i^ bi^nebes had

In the time Lucius ti^cddndei!$ble 
alteration's/faid to ha«0.ta1c^|^^ in 
the appearance of the iheti^^^s^' -by 
the budding bf many churches.' Reli¬ 
gious edges' aroie m every direi^iooi 
and, it is further ftated, extended over 
the whoje Idand. This ' kind- of 
ftru^Fures ftill increafed duting the 
period in which the Romans remained 
in this country. The people had'he- 
come civilixed, tbeiy ' commei%e had 
been enlarged, vvealth had poured in 
iipon^ them from numerous fources; 
but, alas! they tvere doomed to experi¬ 
ence all the evils that fpring notn 
wealth when applied'to the purpofes 
of luxury. 

Identified and a/limilated with their 
conquerors, thefe feetned to be abfo- 
lutely nece^ary to them for protedioftj 
and even>for political' exiftence. While 
the guardian Romans fenced the coun¬ 
try in general, and the metropolis in 
particular, from danger, the inhabit¬ 
ants of the latter engaged in commer¬ 
cial fpeculations, cultivating the arts 
of peace, and lojcuriating in theii' ap¬ 
parent Afeiy, became enervated* 

The cbtii'ches now began to vie in 
fplendour with the- Pagan temples s 
while the people, devoted to an ofien- 
tatiuus diiplay of cumbrous ornaments, 
fought, in a coiinfry furrounded by 
nations of ferocious barbarians^ to eut 
joy all the pi^alures of elegant refinh- 
mentf . . 

The Prieils, tnany-of whom had been 


Flamens; and among thefe, three filled 
Aich-Flamens: in the room ot which, 
as Ptolemy ftates, weie conltituted three 
/‘Yrchbifiiops. In this Pontificate, of 
I filteen years mid 'three months, the 
Church enjoyed peace, and Cluiltianity 
was wondertully piO|niga(ed.-- 
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educated at Rorbe, encouraged thta 
propenfity, becaufe,^ under its influx 
enctfpthey daily acquired ftronger hold 
of tne minds of their votaries. 

'At this period, we may learn from 
the vejfiges that have been difeovered, 
and tfaow tfaat are to be collected from 
bifiory, that the City abounded with 
ilatues, mon Uments, temples, churches, 
(probably theatres,^ and a variety'of 
public building*, (uch as have dittin- 
gulfiied'thoteia other countries plan¬ 
ned by the fame mafiers. 

Hlftofbinr'tult us, that Conftantine * 
the Oreat,. at the requefi; of Flavia 
Helena, his mother, who was a Britifh 
Lady; cabled the 'City to be encircled 
with a wall f, cbmpofed of hewn ftone 
and bricks, jtiid that it clixurnfcribed a 
congpafs of three miles. 

About this period, London had fH 

ireafed in buildings, and confe- 
l^tly population) that from tlie 
IS (who, whatfoeVer migitt have 
bMn their faults, were certainly exqui- 
fite Judges of magnificence,) it acquired 
the honourable appellation of Av- 
ctrsTA J-. We have ailb.another proof 
that it was efteemed, and confidered as 
an Imperial city, from the cireumllance 
of if# Having a mint eretfied in it.

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of th'S importarceof this metropolis in 
^ the Icaie ot municipalities in the times 
' of the R 'mans} only that fronaihe bei^ 
authorities it appears to have been, in 
every rel'pe^j much fuperior to Paris at 
the fame periods*. 

The com and nit dais fabricated in 
'London, from the firft which I have 
noticed, which is fuppofed to exhibit 
the hea'I of Janus, down to that of 
M. Aurelius Marius f, which I believe 
was neatly the bit, fbows, through 
the whole feries, the rife and progrefs, 
. and indeed, with rer;)e6t to the latter, 
in fome degree the deSiine of the arts. 
The different emblems, figures, veAiges^ 
of buildings, dreffes, &c., exhibit the 
ideas of a refine^ people; and if we 
confitier the fctenccs dependent upon 
frulpture and arthilcitui^, the v^priety 
of iiieulils and inffruments neceddry to 
bring thofe fcienccs to perfeiHon of 
whole exiftence we have fuch cofhpft 
inftances, it is but reafonabie to pon- 
ckidS, that the n^etropolis of Bi'ttain 
difplayed an appearance of magnifi* 
cence, and abounded with every ele« 
gance and convenience that could adorn 
and^ blandifh fociety; that the manners 
of its inhabitanrs were mild and hu* 
mane; and that, for a certain period, 
it vvas roniidepjd as an afyliim for thofe 
fugitives whom the diftra^fed ftate of 
the Roman Empire, torn in pieces by 
inteftine commotions, and frequently 
alarmed and iiarafft'd by the incursions 
of ferocious barbarians, had diiven to 
leek fuch a fandfuary. 

, While vw dwell upon this pleafing 
pidfure; while we confider an ingeni¬ 
ous people wjthsrefped); to their arts 
and manufacfures, aid adventurous 
with lefpeit to tlieir cornolctce, under 
the protedVion of a valt Empire, and 
the guidance of a tbes well-regulated 
Church, enjoying the fruits of tlneir 
ingenuity and iiyloftrjr, it is with con-

cent we refleA^ that the fecurity of 
their (ituaiion, and^ the repole whrcli 
they enjuyed, ffaould have fb far ener¬ 
vated, fo toulljr eAfaiiged tbepi front 
the ufe of arms,‘(which it.is to be- 
lamented were jsver <;oiilidered as 
Jult) that'they riiould, when their .pi o- 
tcilors had. wjtlidrawri, have fallen ait., 
eify prey to their barbarous enemies**

“ IJow thefecircumAances, phik'fophi- 
caliy ami morally confidered, operated 
upon this great metropolis and its in¬ 
habitants, will be the fubje£l of a future 
Chapter. 

On IbiVENTiON, chieflj as relates to its 
Procedure. 

LL the faculties and afTe^Hons of 
the human mind, except the 
powers of RieoUeSion and lawnlioa, 
agree in this particular, thht they re¬ 
quire the Immediate prefence’of fome 
definite objedl or idea to call them into 
being. Thus the IPill muA neceilai ily 
have fome fixed thing to determine 
about, Reufon fome certain ideas tss 
compare, and Memory fome to i c-tain 
while .the affeilions of Love, flau-ed, 
the pleafure of beauty, and tlie pain 
of deformity, exilt duly with the ob¬ 
jects which originally raife them. On 
the contrary to this, it is ubvious, that 
when in RecclkSiou and Inie/ition 
can never have their ultimate objedt 
before them; otherwife their names 
would be improper and their exertions 
needlefs. And as the phiiofopliy of 
^hc human underltanding is little more 
than its natuial liiAory, we will endea¬ 
vour, in what follows, to afeertain the 
attiibule' of -thefe two lingular f<icul- 
ties, .by a,familiar deicription of their 
proceduie's, beginning with the tint of 
them, as a proper notion of it will be 
of coiifiderable fervicein apprehending 
the latter. ■« 

Altiiougb, in tlja a^ of Rccotle£l{o>j,. 
the minU is ignorant of th'.; piet v'-^ 
object of its inqikiry, and the tir.ly

Now Inwntiou feems to be an e;^«xife 
ol the lame power, deprived ofalmod 
every one of the advantages above 
taken notice of. Time, place, and fpe- 
ciAc diltinfttons, cannot often be fup. 
pofed to adilt it: and, inftead of Me* 
moty, the more flow and careful deci> 
fioiis of judgment mull put an end to 
its laboui s.—for this is the procefsi 

Having the end ileadiiy in view for 
which it wants the unknown and rcr 
quired particular, the mind traverlcs 
<»ver fuch regions of its ideal world as 
are fuppofed to contain it j fiiunning 
the path of every accuftomed chain of 
aflbciation which fails in its way, and, 
like Satan in his flight through the 
clouds arid obscurities of chaos, (as 
repretented in ParaJife Loji,) relying 
entirely upon chance and perfeverance 
ttl order to difeover the objeft of its 
iejrch ; wliich' it no fooncr imagines it 
has done, tlun if l/ilngsitto the U ft of 
Judgment, ..r.d, il found iiiitable for the 
required purpofe, its refearches are 
clofed ; if nor, th?y arc renewed in 
a fimilar raartner nil they meet with 
better fuccvfs, or till It app.ar they 
would in all prQ'o.abtiity be lepeatcd in 
vain.' 

This account of’thetf.iculty under 
cOpfideiation c-nmot be moie obvious 
in itfelf than caly every way to-be ^ 
iii)dcr.lood; except, indeed, it do not 
in clearly ^opear why, in its vlfionary 
progtefs, it thoiilcl ttudi-nifiy fiiun tlit 
Oldinary threads of atTociaiion. But

and therefore, inftead of being the 
moft piominent track 1 to piirfuf, they 
muftdifcqiirage witn their barrennefs, 
if nut intimidate wiih tht,i> length. 

It will fcarcrly, I (hould think, be 
objeded to thi.; accoiuit of Invention, 
that by it it would feeni all men might 
be equally expert in ufnig it; or, at 
le<ift, that the hopes of in acquire¬ 
ments depend more upon the quantity . 
cf rime and aliidiiity employed in the 
fearth, than upon any thing inherent 
in ;h. iaculty itfeif} which is contrary 
to cxpi.1 ience'i as fome people will in- • 
vent, with the ufmoit; facility and dif- 
natcli,what others, under likecircurn- 
Jtances, would be long in diCoovering, 
or finil after all tq have eluded their 
nioft aiiiciU inquiry. { anfwer, this 
dii'pari^y of eJfkrts is far irom lit iug 
wholly owing to a dilference of ihc 
tiative properties of Invention, (though 
thettkpropei ties rauft vary in degree,) 
but .j<:onjointIy to the difterence of 
a 61 :ivtty now hinted at j the materialt 
contained in the regions they are to 
explore, and a quick and good judgment 
in knowing at light, as it were, whe¬ 
ther fuch a particular thing is to the 
purpole or not. For, .with rcgird.to 
the imagination, it is evident no afll- 
duity in examining it acan difeover 
wliar it docs not contain, and that bar. 
rennel's here, like other barrenrrcb, 
can but poorly reward the imiiiftry 
of its owner. And as to the Judgment, 
if we fuppofe it to be Jhin, and not 
veiy capable of making diltinflions, 
wo ceruinly lay the excdrfions of 
Invention under new difliciiUits; ior 
then they may f.iil pf gaining their end, 
through- a kind of biinilntii in this ’ 
eirtiuial aSxili.'iry, wbicli prevents it 
from feeing lliai a parliaular at hand 
is fitted to its piirpule, wbeii perhaps 
it is in itielt molt flrikingly io. 

iiaviiig thusilefcnbcd the procedure 
of the faculfy in qtieliion, it may nor 
be now aniifi. to glance at the lealbn of 
the old remark, that a good snemory 
invention i'eliloin meet in the fame 
perfon to which it n.itin dly leads 
the w.ay J obfti vin’g, rliiiL meiaoiy, as 
it is here underllood, toifijli of the.

Now, though this 
memory in itfelf may be luppoftd ot 
any degree of perfection, yet we iijiilt 
■reiiiaik, that, liom a pamtulir turn of 
mind, fotne things 01 ideas wA\jinke it 

more 
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more forcibly than others; and hence, 
by rcafon of proportionably tUei'er im- 
prefTions, and ^ lender contemplation of 
them, they will, upon any occation, of 
all otheii. be the readidt in their recur¬ 
rence. 

If, then, a rcnfon be of a fpecnl ttive 
catt, and pofl't lTed of a gre.it fliare of 
citfcernment, his mind will, of ccnrlc,. 
be chiefly employed in difeoveung the 
modes ol relation, the a^recomit or 
difagreeroenr ci tuingsi wq inveltigat- 
ing the loutcc-. ot the glfafnre or pain 
it receives from they ; or in reloiving, 
by their means, lonie of the many niyf- 
terjoub appearances that ate. found pn 
its favouriie nature. Confequently, 
the idesa thus gained will engrofs its 
chief attention, .and ej^en render what 
they came from, and ahtjay tl;^cir acci¬ 
dental cii'cnmilanres of time, place, 
and the like accefTaries, of relatively 
finall acebunt. Npw, as the particu¬ 
lars here excluded are the grand links 
in a chain of affociation fuch as Rero/- 
kSinn and Mttmry make ufe of, and 
as Imteution mult frequently have to 
.do with tliefe extra ideas of the Imagi¬ 
nation's own forming, we fee plainly, 
eo the principle of particular things 
ftriiing the mind, how tbefe two facul¬ 
ties happen feldom to be united. 

But there are other circiiinftances 
which concur to produce the fa6l ob- 
ftrved in the maxim under confidera-' 
tion. l>'oi' if the mind be not capable 
of drawing the fpeculatiye ideas hinted 
at abovc.from theobjeAs it meets with, 
of courfe the memory has nothing elfe 
to retain (or recoiled;) but the mere 
ideas of thingt,, and the circumftances 
which happened to attend their appear¬ 
ance. Hence, as her fole^reafure, die 
will not only cherifit and prelerve them, 
but be able, from their comparative 
fewnefs in number, to produce any one 
of them in her pofleflion on, the thort- 
ett notice; while, on the contrary, the 
kind of intelled let in oppolition to 
thii-, rpuft be almoft di 'h aded Vith the 
variety of its images, and therefore hav« 
proportionably greater difficulty in re¬ 
calling any ong of them to notice by 
the help of Milinory. Add,- then, to 
thefe remark^the natural fondnels the 
mind has fur ideas gained hyJ^tculatiotit 
in preference to thofe oiexfetienket and 
the effed an habitual exercile ol two 
Aich different and contrary procedures 
as thofe ot Itudioully pitiySu'qg and fliun- 
aitir the threads of alloclation : and we 
Iball have little difficulty in feeing the 


caufe of the property of the proverbial 
obfervation juft noticed. 

As ati inference from what is here 
laid down, the reafoil of anotbef 
common remark,'"of ** Wit and Me. 
mory leldom il|«eting together,” ealtly 
follows { as the pvodudions of genuine 
wit are evidently a Ipecies 'of. inden¬ 
tion. 

The Hibihince of thefe obfervatiqps 
likewiffi ibdwi, very littisfadorily, why ’ 
works of invention’alway* gain more 
reputation to the authors of them, than 
thofe which deri^.their'chief fubi^nce 
and ornament: ^^m memory, though 
perhaps of the 'gfeafeft utility. Eor, 
beffde the.-pleafure they yie{d us on 
the eafy pamve principles of /n/fe and 
cunafiiy^ they are the lure indications 
Qt genius i which, as one of the moft 
extraordinary, if not mofi valuable, 
of our natural gifts, on every dilco- 
very, (not difplayed in behalf of what 
is vicious or licentious,) muft demand 
due admiration. 

The Aidden and unexpeded tits, as 
we call them, which the mind fome- 
times makes on things to her purpole, 
and which appear almoft like what we 
fliould conceive of infpiratioh, are alio 
readily explained by the above ac¬ 
count. ‘ For as, when difengaged from 
particular inquiiies, flic is iiioltly ram¬ 
bling through fome one or other of her 
fairy lieids ot ideas, it is no wonder if 
pure accident Ihould nowand then dil- 
cover a p.irticiilar which had before 
eluded her molt ardent and laborious 
refearch. M 

Af a coBcIuffon of thefe remaiks, 
it will be proper to oblerve, that after 
the moft minute and careful exainiua^ 
tion of any of the powers of the human 
mind, though we may be able to afeer-

Rloiit in that nation,which at lilt ended 
tn Its total extinclion. Many of the 
afpiting adventurers wtire totally dc- 
ft'tuteof virtije Aiilicient to pitferve,d? 
\a]uu«*enough 'o proteCf, th*. dazrltng 
.honours, of which they had vainly fiat, 
tered then le'/es I'MiiCHASt alone had 
sufficiently .nfu cd to them tlic fecure 
and tranquil pollelTion. Some of them, 
iinible to fulfil the exorbitant iMigiine 
they hi 1 haiiily enteietl into, fell by 
thofe .ery men who hid leoiiiingly per- 
felled their un.Tierited exaltation.

be credited by any but thole who place' 
implicit confidence in the wonderful 
and furprifing efcapes of SindSad the 
failor. ^ 

Corruption tlicn, it feems, has exill. 
cd longer than we can with any cer¬ 
tainty trace , bbck by hiftory, and far¬ 
ther than the moll fagc and moft expe¬ 
rienced of the CUinfAe tniditionalilts 
have ventured to hand down to polle* 
I'ity. It is far*then from being a new* 
acquaintance; and in all probability, as 
, is no l ecortl when or where it ori- • 

ginatcd, it became by fome means or 
other obtruded noon the worlJ^*' long 
ere Promotheus had entertained a« 
lingle thought of making hiinfelf a 
wile, and ere the famous box, lb far 
from being- completed by the hands 
of a cunning workman, was other than 
< rudif adhuc atque indigejia moles in the 
bo'wels of the earth. We have not, as . 
has been already obferved, any account 
who was the lirlt contriver of this inge¬ 
nious and convenient inltrunient of 
accom-plilhing, the greatelt ends in a 
little time, in the nioft private and fe- 
cret manner. And it may happen, that 
Ibme future age may behold rival nations 
contending tor the honour of having 
given birth to this moft coiffummate 
politician of his time, with the lame 
avidity th. 1 t the feven cities of Greece 
contended for the birth-place of Ho¬ 
mer, or with that ftrenuoufiiefs with 
which it is at this day difputed, who 
and what nations may, with juftlce, 
claim the glory of being the lirft dif- 
coverer of that noblelt of all chymical 
compofitions, gunpowder. This is in 
all likelihood a point that can never 
be fettled with any alTured degree of 
accuracy. So, on the other band, the 
world will, perhaps. < ven continue in 
a mift of ignorance, whether Croefus 
or Sardanapalus were the firft who 
found out tins amiable fcience; or 
whether U did, not flourilh two thou- 
fand years before the period of their 
ex^ence. 

*Jt tmy be truly faid of thisjeft tlpon 
the common fenfe and honelty of 
people, that, like the Tnow-ball, vires 
aepdrit eundo ; for though it is not able 


to maintain its ground amoiig any very 
newly colle^ied body of fnen,or colony 
in its infantine Itate (for this reafon, 
that almoit every body is poor, and 
therefore unqualified ^o enter upon 
practices of this fort)} it will,neverthe- 
lefs, by How and lilent fteps, unremit¬ 
tingly Tap the foundations of all liber, 
tyj till, having at length Aifiicienrfy 
iecured its lodgement, the mine is 
fprung, and the fair temple of the 
eummonwealtli in an inftant reduced 
to a niiferahle and. negler.ted pile of 
ruins j retaining nothing of itfeif, but 
what may ferve as. a dreadful monu. 
nient to pofterity of the greatnefs, 
grandeur, and magnificence of virtue, 
and as abeacon to furrounding nations, 
by which they may be inltruded to 
avoid the dangerous quickl'ands of 
corruption, and the ruck of profti- 

g-icy- 

Now, my dear Mr. Merryman, 
though you may think the foregoing 
too grave a lubjefl for a jeft, and 
though 1 myfelf am of the lame opi' 
iiion, yet we muft comply with the* 
fafltion and temper of the times in 
which we live. Some peilons may 
be inclined to deny that it is a jeft, 
becaufe it is true : tliat is, however, no 
objection at all; do not we hear every 
day of a true jeft as well as a falfe one ? 
But I truft that you will agree with me, 
tliat there is no fmall dilfaculty in af- 
ccrtainlng to what particular ciafs of 
jefts the ftubborn jeft of corruption 
properly belongs. The great world 
may, perhaps, think it a falhionable 
jeft. Tile monied world a uleful jeft, 
and the gainer;, by it a pleal'ant .left: 
but for us who “ heur with pain ii efir 
o/fters cried, and iigh for cluciful 
alc}” who live ill garrets, and wlio de¬ 
rive no benefit from its genial ir.tin- 
ence, wc feel ourfelves under the tad 
neceifity of conlldering it a very fen- 
ous one. 

Democritus, 

Go on, my good friend Democritus j 
but recollect that there is a vain jeft as 
well as auy other,and that there cannot 
be a /ainer one, than the attempt to 
laugh corruption out of countenance j 
belides tKat,yuii will run the chance of 
offending by lb coarfe a jeft as reproof, 
do a whole multitude interefeed in tlir 
jell of corruption. < ,

UT the molt remarkable effect, of 
the leafons of the prelent year 
(iSoo) is that of WHEAT being, in par¬ 
ticular fituations, injured by blight, 
or MILDEW,—-w a dry fummer. In 
thft diltrifl: (the Valk of Exeter) 
many line looking foil crops were, in 
a manner, cut olf by this malady: the 
Itraw becoming black as foot, and the 
grain Ihrivelled and light. In one in- 
itance which I particularly attendetl 
to, it was barely woith the labor of 
thrafliing out j even at the prelent 
prices 1 owing, howcvci, in fonte ton. 
liderable degree, I apprehend, to the 
imprudence ot the giower; who fuf- 
leied it to Hand, to rr/'m, alter the 
blight had feized it; while a more 
judicious manager, in this quaitcrof 
the ertuntry*, by rutting his wheat, 
as foan as he perietved it to be Jlruck 'laith 
the Jtfeajtf preferved it, he believes, 
Irein nuttiul injury. This precau¬ 
tion, however, it is very p’cbible, 
ninctyninc growers in a hiindied did 
not take: and the country may have 
lolt, in the molt alarming hour of 
kaicity, lorae hundred thouiand quar¬ 
ters ot wheat; by this one defea in 
Engiilt) agiiculture! f • 

1804. A fiiiiilar, but more univcrfal, 
efi'edl took place, this luinmer; whicli 
has likewil'e been charaittrized by dry- 
nefs ; at lealt, in thole parts of the 
Ifland in which my obfervations have 
been made. 

On my return from South Wales, 
to London, eai ly in September, wheat 
<’ops evidently appealed, by the dark 
Irie of their Itraw, or their Hubbles, to 
hate been raoie or l%ls blighted; ex- 
t'-pring in a few inltances, in Glocell 
teifliiie, and others in Oxlordlhire; 
in which inltances, only, ftrong, yel¬ 
low, bialtky Hubbles were oblervable. 
The CAUSE of the disease, in the 


fore that time, wheat crops in gene¬ 
ral looked healthy, and were beginning 
to change to a bright color^ But pre- 
fently after a few cold wet days, the 
malady became obvious to tbe naked 
eye. The Itraw lolt its fmooth, var- 
nilhect (urface j being occupied by in¬ 
numerable fgecks; which changed, in, 
a lew days, in lefs tlnn a week, to a 
dark or blackilh color; giving the 
Itiaw .1 dulky appearanc^. 

A gentleman of ri^marthenlhire, 
who IS attentive to agiiculriiral con. 
C8rns,is of opinion, that ihisdritrudive 
difrafe may be prevented, by fnvim; aid 
feedi namely, wlfeat of the preceding 
yeai’s giowih, inlte'id of new wheat; 
agreeably to the practice of the Cotl- 
wold Hills of Cloceitei.hi>e. I am 
much inclined to think, *thar, by Jiinvit.. 
ing early, agreeably to that piadtice ((ee 
Olocejferfliire, Vol. IJ, 51), thJs laid 
dileafe might frequently be avoided; 
early ripe crops being, Irolb all the ob- ^ 
fervations that I havebitheito made, 
the lealt AibjeA to its b.ilcful elieCt. 
Cui n which ripens under the hot luiu- 
mor fnn of July is not io liable to cold 
chilling rains, as that which remains 
unmatured, until the fun begin to U>fe 
its power, and the nights to encicafe 
in length niul coolnels.

t' JXhg, variety of its fubJeSs, the length 
of fome articles, and the ih.prad^abi- 
lity of abridging ocheis without' in¬ 
juring their beautiful arrangement and 
connexion, wMl neceflariiy render our 
account of the prefent work general 
and concife. 

Harvelt-Home is divided into three 
volumes} the firfl of which coniifls of 
Supplementary GleamngSf which are 
given in the fame form and fafliion 
as the (ix former volumes under that 
general title. The author’s firft fta- 
tion is llapipjhae, commencing with a 
defeription of the pleafing and popular 
town of Southampton, written in a (file 
fo vivid and jult, that we lele£l it as a 
fpecinien of the local part of the per¬ 
formance. 

“ Of this fair county, the mod agree¬ 
able town Is certainly Southampton. 
There is an air of vivacity and /pirit 
about it, which, cmh the flrR arrival of a 
liranger, mult Imprefs him with cheer¬ 
ful fen rations i ef^peciaily if* he comes 
diie£lly from the folemn and, in fome 
rerpe6ts, fombrous feenery of Winchefter, 
much ot which is in the monaltic and 
gothic ftyle of beauty } yet Southamp¬ 
ton Itfelf, in poin^of building, has nei- ' 
ther the regularity,grandeur, orfalbion 
of Bath, or, indeed, of various other 
popular reforts. 

“ But Southampton feems animating 
before the obferver into an unceafing 
glow of bufinefs and pleafuie. Every 
objeft appears foil of buflle, occupa¬ 
tion, and lift}, whereas Bath, with all 
its elegwt louuge on the onp hand, 
and its deliehtfui hurry on the other, 
appeal s to Be looking about for fome- 
thing to do, yet lookingin vain. Now, 
although Southampton may be faid to 
of only a Angle llreet any 
diftiuguifliable fiom what may 


be feen in every other large town, 
that one may vie with the molt 
fprightly and variegated that Eng¬ 
land has to difplay. The whole of 
it is in motion} it kindles and warms 
before you} and every kind of objedt 
that can form an agreeable picture take%, 
its turn in gay fucceOion; or, what is 
ftill better, they blend together in plea- 
fantgeneral confufion, while each indl. 
vidual and party feem to tread the 
maze without being involved in a 
crowd. The falhionable vifitors, pafl*. 
ing and repafltng here, mix fo well with 
,the lea-faring people and the foldier^ 
the blue and the red coats, and theft 
again are fo well relieved by other niif- 
cellaneous groupes, that Soutliampto'n 
has never either a dull or common ap¬ 
pearance, but always exhioiir fome- 
'thing new or engaging. Hence, while 
much finer places, which,-for faihion 
fake, enjoy gi eater favour, fatigue the 
traveller by too much glare, or (ktiate 
him by too little variety, and at length 
fend him away indifpoftd to a ftcond 
vifit: but I have never known any per- 
fbns who did not fpeak with fatisiac- 
tion of their tour to Southampton, and 
exprefs a friendly wilb to return. 

** It is placed, likewift, fo centrally 
with regard to tlie furrounding coun¬ 
try, and more efpccially the Hie of 
Wight, that, for the purpofes of 
health, good neighbourhood, and all 
the feenery appropriate to fuch wel¬ 
come guelfs, no traveller wlio has 
eroded its water, traverfed its land, 
felt its genial influence, and enjoyed 
its rides, walks, and amufements, will 
refuft to conArm the chara 61 cr of its 
being one of the mol{,captivating fputs 
in the empire.” . 

We are next prefented with remarks 
made in diff'erent parts of Hanipfliiie 
in the autumn of 1799. That autumn 
is deferibed, with loins beautiful fub- 
je£ls for the pencil, Iketches ot land- 
Icipee, and fubjedls for the heart, which 
sfoound ill all our author’s works, and 
afford inexprellihle delight. One of 
theft n bjeus, but of the pathetic clafs, 
occurs in this part of Hamplhire, in an 
excurlion to Wickham.

“■ The third flop, if you return by the 
* beautiful road,willjbeatthe parlbnage; 
and while I mention this, I cannot but 
breathe a hope, that j/our profpe6l of it 
may be accompanied by more aufpicious 
(iicumltances. Ours was, indeed, *a 
paule prophetic of the end,’ I fear, of 
one of our moit valuable and ingenious' 
men,—Dr. Jofeph Wharton, late Mailer 
of Wincheiter-School. The Doftor, at 
the moment we were furveying bis 
houfe, was languilhing in a licknefs 
that every lover of genius and virtue 
feaied would be fatal, and which he, 
had already borne for many agonizing 
weeks with Chrittianmeeknefs and foj*^ 
titiide. I cannot well defcribe to you 
the Hate of mind under the influence 
of which I looked up to the windows 
that a fervant had informed me belong-* 
ed to the fnlferer’s apartment. One of 
the ihtittcrs was doled, and, at the 
other, I beheld a female, who appeared 
to be folding her hands in I'npplica- 
tion. The whole party entered into, 
and pvtook of thefe fenfations, which 
were increafed and foltened b)*^ fome 
externa] circumftances, particularly 
welcome at fiich a time. We were 
leafed that a deep and heavy clouding 
ad palled over the face of that effulgent 
orb which had fo emblazoned the for¬ 
mer parts of our walk. The wind, 
too, gave many and deep fighs, in the 
I'efpondent fea-grecri firs that encircled 
the dwelling; the droop of the willows 
was more than ulually acceptable; and 
the fadly-fweet note of a robin that fat 
tinging on a waving branch of fyca- 
more, more lliaii ever endeared the 
pen five and brief air of that domeflic 
mufician. The Abundant hedges of 
appropiiate Aurel wore, methoiight, to 
Fancy’s eye, the molt fombrous afpcft. 
How foothingare thefe imaginations P’ 
After many pleaftng and inilruflive 
occui 1 ences, we enter New Forcit; the 
obfervations on which lead us, as by a 
clue, througb numberiefs mazes of tha| 
lovely woodland, as if by enchantment. 
Tlie character and conduct of the Forelfc 
Peafants, and of the higher orders, are 
finely difcriminated. The |iuthor de- 
fcanrs warmly, and we believe julHy, 
.on the reftoiative qualities of the air 
i of the Forelt: and this is fo iifeful, 
astwell as beautiful, a part of the work, 
that in the hope of directing the Heps 
of invalid readers, we cannot wholly 
pafs it by. 


** Another fa£l of gp-eat importance' 
to the relidentiarytraveller, and w'hich 
I feel it my duty to mention to you, my 
friend, and to all my readers, is, the 
uncommon falnbrity of the air, the 
mildnefs of which would jullify me in 
calling, it the Montpelier of England. 
It feems peculiarly fuited to conllt- 
tutions feeble by nature, debilitated 
by, cafual difeafe, (^.^ndermined by 
imprudent excefs. rhe fwampy parts 
bear no fort of pronortioo to thofe 
which are dry, firm, and clear; and of 
what improveipent the latter are capa¬ 
ble, from cultivation, may be conjec¬ 
tured from the partial patches which 
have been taken in, and indeed from 
the refrelliing pallnrage and lawny ver¬ 
dure that, on the level,*and in man)Cof < 
the jualleysf break out into luxuriant 
beauty, and alFert the richnels of the 
Ibil, without any ciilrivation whatever. 

“ Of its rellorative qifalities on my- 
felf, I ana called upon, hotli by grati¬ 
tude and truth, to fpeik in the warmeft 
manner. I have felt its genial and ge¬ 
nerous influences almoll to a regenera¬ 
tion of life from the fickuels ot death. 

A month’s inluling of the Forelt 
breezes, rendered more elallic, no 
doubt, by thofe of the fea, which take 
wing from the SoutlKwnpton-iiver to 
vilit this beautiful Icene of woods, and 
the correfpondent exerctles and focial 
pleafure which the return of heilrh 
renders fo inexpreffibly delightful, 
have produced nut only the congia- 
tulations of the kind circles of Iriends 
with whom I have been airociare<), but 
re-created fo many long loll comfort¬ 
able feelings, that I appear, in a man¬ 
ner, a ftranger to niylelf. It Icems .as 
-I could tre*kd the Iweet air in wliic'i I- 
breathe,and that the fhrur.k and almoffc 
fallen leaves of my life—.if you will 
allowan alluflon drawn from immediate 
iituation—have relumed the whole/bine 
green of thofe which form along the 
Forett innumerable bowers. And al¬ 
though, with lefpcd:! to my lei f, I know

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ailvice and good offices. This mif- 
^liievoiis meddling fometitnes proceeds 
■from a conceited opinion of the med¬ 
dler’s own abihties, which levts him 
ti) fancy himfelf worthy and capable 
of managing the affairs of others, even 
agaiyftweir will. One of mv friends, 
a young and intelligent metchant, was, 
during a confiderabie time, unlortu.

profoumt chagrin, '^le Nobleman, 
when he retnined home, laid to his 
family, “ My, children, we have no¬ 
thing more to do at Court: there we 
niult^expect no favour; forthc King is 
offended .it my h.iving won of him every 
game at Chefs." This was not an unjult 
oblerv.ition : as Chefs entirely depends 
on the genius of the pKayer, and not on 
fortune, It w.is no wonder that Philip, 
himfelf a Chefs-player, Ihuuld be jealous 
of the fuperior lagacity of bisaival. 

Chefs was the favourite arnufement 
of the Gothic nations, and know!, 
among them in the rarlieft times, and 
in all their moif baibiric puliellions. 
In Iceland Chefs wms general. Pinker¬ 
ton's IJiJi, if Scotland. The Hindus, 
according to Sir William Jones, are 
not only great players, but claim the 
invention of Chefs, In China this game 
has been known and pradifed from the 
eavlieft times, and the Chiaefe iikewife 
aferibe the invention to one of their 
Emperors, The Arabs, the Egyptians, 


the Turks, and the’ Rufiians, are all -..f 
them fond of Chejs} and fome ofThtut, 
play remarkably well. Thefe few ex-'’ 
traAfs are fufficient to convey to our 
readers an idea of the exrenlive and 
ple.iling hiltory oj^ thegan e.

This arrangement, we under- 
itand, WRS marie with tlie laudable de¬ 
fire of complying with an intimation 
lately |given from high ecclefialtical 
authority, “ that the peiTotmances on 
Sjturd.ay night (hould nor be proti lift¬ 
ed beyond twelve o’clock;” a reltiic- 
tjon with which, it m.iy be fairly pie- 
fumed, no perfon who frequents the 
Opera wns un:icqn.ilnted. 

, On leieri ing to the hour at which 


the fecond Aft of the Ballet was con¬ 
cluded, it was found that the curtain , 
h.id been dropped ^at half part eleven 
o’clock. The audience, very errone* 
oufly, as we underhand, conceived 
that, had the-lafl: Aft of the Ballet been 
alfo perfoinied, the whole rtprclenWi- 
tion might have been terininnted be¬ 
fore twelve. This impiellion upon the 
minds of the younger part of the au¬ 
dience incenied them to a very great 
dcgice ; and, inftead of retiring from 
the Pit, they kept their places, and 
expreded tiieir difapprobation by loud 
hillings and hoolings. No perfon 
coming forward to give any kind of 
exphiiiation, a ir'-'re turbulent fpirit 
began to (Iiow itfelt; and thofe who 
wcic moll violent, fet about c^^mmitting 
.afts of unwarrantable outrage. Pirlt 
they proceeded to the orcheHra, feized 
the books of inufic, tore them to pieces, 
and fcaftcreJ them over the ftage.— 
Their fury was next exerted to delVroy 
the tin Limps made ufe of to light the 
muficians. About this time, lome of 
the (ervants of the Theatre, aware of 
the tumultuous proceedings, came into 
the OrcheHra, in order to lave as much 
of the matcii.ils .ns podible. They 
were, however, foon compelled to 
evacuate it by the aftive part of the 
audience. One of them, indeed, in 
the pele.mle and confufion of the rea/, 
efcaped with the valu.ible Harp; but 
another, not fo fuccefsful, was taken 
as he was eftefting his retreat with 
a Double Bafs. The aflliilants, being 
thus dilappointed of part of the ob- 
jefts of their revenge, took ample 
amends from what was left behind. 
They completelyf'deftroyed an elegant 
grand Piano Forte, sltiinated at the 
value of 100 guineas, by breaking it to 
atoms ; they broke every article they 
could lay their hands upon, among 
which were Double Balles, Violins, 
and BafToons; and not fatlsfied with 
this, they pulled dqwn the partition 
of the Orcheitra, and made almoH a 
level paiT^ge between the Fit anO the 
Stage. 

After this there appeared a 

calm for a few moments, and it was 
hoped that the mi (chief would' en^ 
here ; but it turned our, that what hart* 
happened was only an earneji of what 
was to come. At one fMeep, a gentle-> 
man, arnied with a large (tick, dettroy- 
ed the whole range of foot lamps in 
the fioiit of the Itage, whidi was at 
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this time crowded with the aadience 
from the pit, fome of whom proceeded 
to attack the fcenery with redoubled 
fury. A Jlty-fcene was rent to pieces, 
and they began upon the fide ibenes, 
when a large portion of icenery from 
the top (tailed the fies) fell upon the 
ftjtre with great violence. Several hats 
ine“e*knocked olF, but fortunately no 
perlbn was injured by the accident. 
This was luppoled to have been done, 
not with a view to hurt, but to inti¬ 
midate the affailanls from keeping pol- 
feflion of the Hage. It had in fome 
degree the deli red elFcbf j as a great 
many of them abandoned the part of 
- the ttage fo expoied, though they did , 
nut wholly letrcat from it. They ran- 
facked the lower boxes for tliairs, 
which they took upon the flage, and 
intodifFeient parts of the boule, and 
thicwthem at the chandeirers, which 
were elegant and coft y. As the glais* 
flew, the clamour iiicrealed ; the a- 
chievemeiits of one encouraged ano¬ 
ther, and the attack became general. 

In the niidll of this confuhon Mr. 
Kelly appealed, evidently much hurt 
at the dilgraceiul proceedings which 
had taken place. It was with dilti- 
culty we could make out what lie faiJ 
during the partial heaiing that he ob¬ 
tained j but wc underltood him to have 
ftated—“ that the Manager, in wli.it 
he did with refpett to the curtail¬ 
ment of the Ballet, was governed by 
theordeis he icenved irom the Pub¬ 
lic-office at Bow-ltrcet, iflTtied at the 
iiilligation of the jjifliop of Loii.lon ; 
and which were, in etrect, not to per¬ 
mit the perlorinaiiccs to be protiabted 
beyond twelve o'cl*>c:k on Saturday 
night; why the 0111*^3111 had drojiped 
fo foon as the time mentioned, he 
could not jttempt to account lor.” 
This explanation not proving fatislac- 
lory, the Ballet Matter, Mr. D’Egville, 
was next (ailed upon, who laid, that 
his inttruCtions were to drop the cn--- 
tain at the conclufion of the fecond a 6 l 
of the Ballet, and he had done 10 ac¬ 
cordingly. Mr. Goold was then loujl- 
ly called for; when Mr. Kelly Itepped 
forward, and aflured tlie audience — 

“ that he was not in town.” The la^t, 
os we have fine* learned, i^as peifedlly 
true; Mr. Gnold having, with a large 
' parry, dined at the cottage of ivir. 
Wallh Porter, 011 the banks of the 
Thames. Violent clamour enfued. 
Mr. Kelly, Mr. DTgville, and Mr. 
Jewell, were indncami.'iately called 


for. Even the Eight Rev. Prelate at 
tthofe defire the regulation was efta- 
blilhed (in the then humour of the 
PLoufe) came in for a Urge fliare of 
abufe; and fome of the lilly rioters 
aftualty propofed that he Jhould he fent 
Jor to anj^ver for kimjelf!

tinually pouring in. Ifevriig ddtroved 
all the chwuieliers within their feacft 
fVonf the giound-floor, they now con- 
fidered how they fbould get at thofe 
at H greater dillance. For that pur- 
pole i.i.all detachments went in fearch 
of unoccupied boxes, from whicli they 
could get within fhot of the etietnj/m 
Having taken a polition, the heroes 
attacked the chandelieis with great 
fpirit, and made them fiy in every di- 
redion; till there were not more titan 
about ten of thofe iileful ornaments 
left out of 31, the uui^ber at the com¬ 
mencement of HOSTILITIES.

.Tul four millions. He uiiiiiticd that 
it w.K the inicrc'lof rh'' Governmert* 
.at the time of the Revolution, to fup- 
pi'i IS part’cul ir leligious o.-lniotis, he- 
caufa they werr ^onfidered lioftile 10 
the Piote !ani Ftith ; but he coutciid- 
fd, that times weic iii..*f 1 i.diy altered, 
and t”.at me impl.ic ible I’.o'tility of the , 
Catholics to the Piolc.fants arofo from 
the .'evere nic.ariires of the reigns lliblc- 
^uent to that of King William, who 
was the pri< iid ol ’Jolei'ition. He 
aWiided to riie bL’ni^,.'i ’' D 
commercial ptivjUges confeired on 
them in i;<)h *hci'' conh-quent 
attachnnenr to tile Cmiifitution j and 
oblcved, yiat the difliculnes Itaried 
to firther tontelJi 'ns w.-ie expected 
to be lemoved by the great meafiire 
of the Union, though no promife had 
been made to this etf'e.^I» but as tbofe 
who /poke on the conlequencts of that 
me-afuie .allowed the prohabiiity ol Ut - 
ther coriceflion, he c.illcd upon the 
liouftr to examine minutely ilie pro- 
piiety of granting farther sxenipfions- 
His Lot dfhip then proceeded toeninne- 
rate the obje^ioiis which he iinder- 
ftood would be made to his motion, 
and expatiated on their futility, parri- 
ciilarly that which infinuated that rbofs 
who pijofclTcd the Catholic religion 
could not he loyal fubjedfs. If this 
were true, he contended, they ought 
to be deprived of the privileges of 
Citizens. Adveiting to the American 
wafi and various ewhar periods ofoor 

hittc.y. 
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liiftory, he c^led on the Houfe to 
recoIJeft the attachment of the great 
body of the Cathoiica, who had ever 
thown their zeal-to defend they- King 
and Country againlt every enemy that 
had rrenaced then;]. As to the'Rebels 
and United Irilfatnen^, be contended 
that they were a combination of all 
feits, and embrj^ced more Proteftants 
than Catholiys; while we ihoiiid find 
among our owt^ upright Judges and 
High Officers of State* perfons who 
were educated Piefbyterians* and who 
' Aeverthelefs executed their duties with 
rhe firiSeft integrity and honour. 
Hence he contendedt that while the 
Catliolicsalonelaboured under reltraint/ 
it were madnefs to expert that tliey 
would be aj-ardent in defence of their 
‘ CJSverTiBftM "s ihofe wh<^ looked for¬ 
ward for marked favour and advantage. 
He concluded with moving, That, 
the Iloufe • immediately refolve into 
a Committee to take the Petition into 
coniideration.*' 

Lord Hawkeibury entered upon a 
detailed anfwer to the remarks ol J.urd 
Grenville} and admitted, that the Ca¬ 
tholics here and in Ireland had, on 
many trying occafions, proved tlitm- 
felves loyal fobjef.s} but our fore¬ 
fathers having eltablifhed that the King 
Ihonid l)e a Prutellant, and that the evil 
of breaking the luccefiion were lefa 
than that of having a King of the 
Catholic religion, maintained that their 
doffiine iliouJd be adhered to. Ue 
confidered that the quell ion now was 
nut, VVliftWPTK,' Catholics could he 
loyal lubjtCfs? wiiether civil rights 
or civil libeity ,fh\>iild be granted to 
them? but, Whetner all the ccclefi- 
afiical pioperty and pationugc in the 
kingdom thould be conferred on per¬ 
fons of a religion hoftile to the eilab- 
lifiied religion of the State ? He ad¬ 
duced many points from the ancient 
hiftory of all nations to (how how 
anxious thc'y were to prel'erve the form 
of religion which La.! been onge ellab- 
liflied j and conteirird, that no advan¬ 
tage could be dci ived trom the concef-* 
fions now required; but that the mo¬ 
tion would,,tend to the repeal of the 
Cm porati^iand Teft A&s, the Bill 
of Kigbt^, and the Ail of Settlement. 
Hft'|hei-ltfore called upon the Houle to 
or fall by their laws. ' 

Duke of Cumberland fpoke 
mwly as follows :—“ rUter the very 
,!»ble manner in which my Noble Friend 
*j^j(Lvrd Jlavskelbuiy) has explained to 


this Houle reafons which 1 traft tfill 
induce you to reject the propofal of the 
Noble Lord, it will not be neceifary 
for me to enter difi'ulely into this quef- 
tion. But when I refleif on what were* 
the ctrcunilhnces which brought our 
fbmily to the Throne, and when I con- 
flder what is the objeit of the Petition 
gi ybur table, it is impollible for me 
jfVO remain totally filent. With re^eft 
to the circumftances which brought 
our family to the Biitifh Throne, your 
I/rrdlhips well know that they origi¬ 
nated in the Revolution. The great 
ohjecf of that Revolution was, to fecure 
the religion and liberties of the/e 
realms. Thefe ohjetls were confirmed 
,bv the Aft of Settlement, by the De- 
CKiiation of Rifdits, by the 0 .ath of 
Supremacy and Abjuration, and by the 
Succelfion to the Crown in the Protelf- 
ant Line. To maintain ann rphold all 
theic, our family was called to the 
Throne. And whatever can miliiaie 
againfl thefe principles in the rtmotell 
degree, it is my bounden duty, as 
a member of ttiat family, and as a 
member of your Lordfliips’ Honfe, to 
rtfilt. For this purpoCe, I mult alk. 
What is the cbjeft of that Petition f 
It is to enable the Catholics to hold 
oiiices of trulf .and power in the State. 
Was it not to oppofc fncli a fyffem 
that the Revolution originated? Was 
it not the very life and foul of that 
meniotable tranfa 6 |^ion to fecure the 
rights ol Church and State? Aie we 
then, my Loids, going to undo all 
that the Revolution has done ? Be.ir 
in mind, my Lords, the (cenes that 
picceded the Revolution} they are 
ifrong proofs that the participation «)F 
equalpoWer by Catholics and ProtefU 
ants is a thing incompatible with the 
principles of both, you not al¬ 
ready convinced, by fails and hiltury, 
that It is impoflible for Protellants and 
Catholics to agi ce in the adminilfration 
of political power? Whatihen will fol¬ 
low if the Catholics be admitted to the 
great offices of trult ? You will foon lee 
what, thank God I till now we have 
only re.ad ; we fh.all experience the 
fame confufun and bloodihcd which 
il.aincd all the reigns from Mary, who 
began with granting thfii a tlii'penfmg 
power to hold offices oi il.ite, down to 
James, who ended with the dilpenfrng 
power in their favour. He hurled him- 
telf fiont the Throne by conferrii^g on 
them offices of truft and power, which 
afterwards drew down on them all the 

weight 
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tre'igbt of. penal laws: I am juftified, 
tlierefore, in concluding, that there 
can be no Ijoon conferred more fraught 
with inifchief to King and fubjecls 

* than that prayed for in this Petition. 
Not only, however, the awful experi¬ 
ence of pait times, but the temper of 
t)ie prefent times, call upon us to 
p:iure, and to liften to the vo^Ce |)f 
th\two great capitals of the ompiilL 
and of dilferent counties in the Unite!! 
Kingdt^m, againli this Petition, We 
know, my Lords, what ai'c the feelings 
.Tid fentiments of this Nation with re- 
fpefl to the caufes and confequences 
of the Revolution. The memory of 
it is kept alive daily by the moft Ibiemn 
afls when men are a:alled to undertake 
public and corporate fiinrtions. His 
kfajefty’s fubjcds on fnch occaiions 
iwear to preferve his (upreraacy in 
eccleiiallical and civil matters. Does 
the Petition acknowledge that fupre. 
luacy in ecclefiaftical matters ? —No ! 
If then you furrender the power of the 
State to tbofc who deny that fupre- 
macy, you do not maintain that fupre. 
macy } you virtually lurrenderit. Far 
oe it from me, my Lonis, to (hackle or 
to fetter the con Lienees of any nan : 
but equally far be it from me to pull 
down, by ralh innovation, any of the 
veneiabie pillars of the ConiUtution. 
All that can be given conliftently with 
reafon and conmience I am prompt to 
give, hut the Conltitution I cannot, 
dare wiM. NOT give. I muft up¬ 
hold and (upport, with the lalt elfuit 
of my natuie, the eltablilhment in 
Cliutch and btate, as the great (iep 
by wliich the Iloufe of Brunswick 
ai'cended the Throne.” 

Earl Spencer /'poke in favour of the 
motion, as one which would conciliate 
theaffechqns of flie people of Ireland, 
and unite tli!; whole kingdom. 

Loid Sidmoutli cxprelfed himfelf by 
no means willing to accede to the prayer 
of the Petition, as it would indubitably 
lacrifice the piinciplcs of the /uccellion 
of fhe.llv;ii(e of Brunfwick. 

Lords Mulgrave,Can»dep, Rcdefdde, 
Limerick, and the Biibop of Durham!

The Catholics, he contend, 
ed, had beeh taught to expe£V, fiom

Lord Hutrhinfon defended his coun¬ 
trymen againit the attacks which had 
been made on them in the courfe of 
the debate; andinfiffed, that there was 
nothing in their condnft or feelings 
which unfitted them for enioying the 
bielfings of the Biitifh Conltitution.

I'-ven fince tc Jbysid become the 
i'ifhion to pre.'Krh up conciiiatiun, libe- 
r?luv iM.d been in the mouths of oil, 
bnt bitterneJs remained in tht^hearts 
of many. Allu lions had be A made to 
the expeArd benefits of the Union. 
He would ftate, that in wifhing wejl to 
that meafiiri, be-expected it would 
lead to the abolition of thofc galling 
and injurious (!i(iin£lions under uhich 
the Catholics laboured ; and if it did 
not produce that effeff, be muft fay, 

' that white it afforded him 'little to con- 
jate him for (urrendering the independ¬ 
ence of his country, ii^ left him much 
, to repent I 

Lords Ormond and Boringdon took 
,up the fame argument; though the 
. Jattjjr wa$ -Of*bSin ion. that the prefent- 
was an impnlpfcr period to urg,p the 
claims. 

The Archb'ifliop.of Canterbury con- 
fnlrrcd the Petition to be only the re* 
full of tliofe conceflions which had 
been made from time to time. The 
Catholics had been permitted to pur- 
chafe ellates—to vote at elections—ajid 
to take their proper fl-ations at the Bar, 
and in the Army and Navy. What, 
then, was now requinul ? Nothing lefs 
than a participation, “on equal terms,” 
iti all the benefits of the Couftitiition. 
The Catholics fought to be introduced 
into places of power and tiult, w'ithoue 
any of thof'e checks and guaids which 
were placed on their fel 7 ow.fiib}efts. 
This was an ami which, In his opinion, 
ftruck at thrbdMiid^ienial principles of 
the KevoKition. Hb was in favoui of 
toleration to its iitlpoft extent; but 
not that fort of toleration which im- 
p!t*A^ prefent equality ai^d eventit.d 
fuperiority. He was of opinion, that 
the {lUifuance of this nicaJ'urc could 
r>n\yr tend to biing about again that 
tpirit of intolerance, which, fmee the 
Keiormation, had dilgiaced lo many 
pages of our hiflory. 

The Earl of Albemarle vindicated 
fbc claims of the Petitioners; and was

their labours; and contended, that a 
claule in the Ail by which they were 
appointed had been grofsly perverted, 
by making it the pretext to .cover 
refufals to anlwer quedions. . He 
took a view of the ditferent abuiea 
difeovered by thefe Cunimiffioners, as 
detailed in their various Reports ; and.

The Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
after refuting cert.ain iitfinuations of 
Mr. Slieridan rr|.itive to thofe afis of 
inquiry which had originiited with 
him, contended Uiat this was i^ot a 
proper time for rui^h a motion; which 
would come better after, the whole of 
their Reports (huuld he made. He 
‘agreed, that it was the <luty of the 
Cummiffion^^ to invelligite abufes 
with accurai^ and perfrverancej and 
without any regard to p'*iTGh!is. But 
he thougiit It their dnty not 
to bring to light any thing 
idjrtie progrefs of their invelfigarion 
w^icJi might jiTcA't the ch.iraCler of 
an individual, ii« thought alfo, titat 


they ought not to deprive that indiv], 
dual of the advantage of any means 
of juftification which the nature of 
his circumifances or fltuation afforded. 
If they had prematurely difclofed any 
circumftances of that nature, while the 
matter was ftill- under their confidera- 
tioti, and before they bad made their 
redortj, by which, the condudt of mt 
ilfaividual bad been ntede the objlKt; 
of obfervation and comment, he could 
not help faying, that they had not paid 
attention to that part of their duty 
which was the moijt elfentiai. He 
illudrated his remarks by obferving 
on the chargeagainft Sir A> S.lfamond. 
» Mr, Fox fpoke. briefly in favour 
of the motion j— and was follovved by 

Sir A. S. HamonH and Mr. Role, who 
made fome levere ftriCtures on thecon- 
duA of the Board of Inquiiy : and 
, Mr. Wilberfoixe fuggefted, ihat if 
the words “ the <wbolf oj"'’' were omit¬ 
ted in the motion, it would be more 
agreeable to the gentlemen themfalves. 

After the Attorney-General, Sir V^, 
Elfurd, and other Members, had ex¬ 
prefled their opinion in favour of the 
Amendment, Mr. Sheridan's motion, 
with the Amendment, was put and 
carried without a diviflon. 

Fat'DAY, M/ry 3. —'Fhe-Petition from 
London, againit the Catholic Claims, 
was prele-ited.

Mr. Fox prefented a Petition front 
the High Ratliff and Eledfors of Well- 
minder, voted unaniniouily at a meet¬ 
ing in Palace-yard, on the I'ubjedl of 
the Tenth Report, praying Farliamepc 
to follow up tfaeRelolutions of the Stli 
and loth of April by fuch nieafuies 
as would fefure the punifhnient of 
the delinijuents, &c. &c. He^ then 
moved that the Petition do lie on 
the table; and ohferved, that he iiacf 
npver.prefeiited a Petition on a pub,^c 
quelHon with fo few fignatures; nut 
it had been agreed to fo unaniinoully 
by all clafle's of perfons, that it was 

deemed 
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rftenied unneceflary to affix many fig- 
naiurea to it.—The Petition was or¬ 
dered to lie on the table. 

Mr. Pox then ftated, that he would 
' deler his motion on the Catholic claims 
from the loth to the nthinitant, on 
account of the importaivcc of the eji- 
Aiing motion of Mr. Whitbread* and 
of. the ablence of feveral Gentlemen 
no^yet arrived from Ireland.

Art which relates to the exemption 
of Slates under aos. per ton was re. 
polled. 

Monday, May 6 . —Mr. Calcraft pre- 
fonted a declaiation from Sir F. Bur- 
dett of his not intending to defend 
hi.s ejcffioii and return fur Middlc.'ex. 
The objeft of this t^ep is, to give an 
oppoi [unity to the PictUnlders of vin¬ 
dicating their choice.—The confidera- 
tion of the Freeholders’ Petition was 
rhei t'upon deferred till the 7th of June. 

On the order for taking into confl. 
delation his Majefty’s Anfwer to the 
Ijte Addrels, 

Mr. Whitbread, in .illufion to his 
motion of the 8ih ult., obferved, that 
the feelings he now experienced were 
far fuperior to the anxiety with which 
he was imprefled during the progiefs 
of the hulinefs h>^ had undertaken, 
ils was convinced, that if the Refo- 
lutions bad been followed up by an 
Addrefsto his Majelfy to difmifs Lord 
Melville, there would ttot have been 
a dilFentient voice. He made many 
animadverfions on the conducl; of his 
Loidlhip; aqd called upon the Houfe 
to execute fimpte juliice; inrerring,* 
that if the matrer were fuffcrptl to pafs, 
the Houfe would be guilty of a grois 
dereliction of duty. He therefore 
moved, That an humble /^drefs be 
prelented to his Mwtjeify, praying that 
Lord Melville may be removed from 
all offices of trutf afid emolument which 
he'hoids during the pleafiire'of the 
CroWft, and from his Majetty’s prefence 
and cduociU for ever. 


Tb» Chancellor of the Exchequer 
exprefled Ibme aftoniihment at the pro-' 

' ceeding of Mr. Whitbread, a« he ex- 
peHed that he would have contentedl 
nimfiilf with Amply moving the con- 
fideration of his Majeiiy's anfwer. A 
contrary conduil he confulered as a ' 
departure from the ulage jof Parlia¬ 
ment I and be Ihould therefore now 
Ibite, that' his M^'edy .^ad been ad- 
vifed to dlreff, anc^ had already di* ' 
reded, that Lord Melviiie’s name mould 
be ftruck from the lilt of Privy Coun- 
fellorg* Mr. Pitt proceeded to fliow 
the Confilttncy«of his own conduCl j 
and a&rted, that although he did not 
• at firft deem it advifabic to interfer« 
on this occafion, he had adopted the 
refblution of doing fo, iwlinutug that 
the fentiments of GenUcmcr/'wcre" in* 
favour of fuch a nieafure, and he had 
, ccnfequently given his Majeliy the ad¬ 
vice alluded to. He added, “ I may 
beallowed to feel much,and peculiarly 
on this occafion. I ceriuinly do feel a 
deep and bitter pang at having to dif- 
charge this my duty to the Houle and 
the public. Any caufe of forrow to 
Lord Melville will raife in my mind 
emotions of anguifii. The blow to 
Lord Melville, w 4 u’ther one of degra¬ 
dation real or ’nominal, whether an 
injury liglft or luhftanti:Jl, whether the 
refult of popular inquietude, or of the 
popular fenfe of jultice milled ; from 
whatever fource the dcgradition of 
Lord Melville, or however tranfient,- 
is an event to occafion me the utmolt 
pain. This is a fetding of wliich I am 
not afbained. It a feeling which 
I cannot ieparate fropi my bolum. It 
is a feeling which 1 could not feparate 
from my condu£):, but from refpeft tO 
the opinions of this Houfe, to the fen- 
tiineats of Parliament, and to legard 
for my public duty. I will add no 
more. 1 own 1 think the piefent dif- 
cuflion was unnecelTary; and'if not 
unneceflary, I can believe that it is not 
more .gratifying thofe over againffc 
me than it is to me.**' 

Mr. Fox infiffbd, that the advice 
given to bis M.ijelty had tnade the 
caufe of julMce tbit inoi'c triumphant 3 ' 
and regretted that the meafure juft an¬ 
nounced had not taken place on the 
10th. Hit^infininted, that the change 
in the o,Mnion of Minilters was in con- 
fequcnce of an ex'eriur inti igue and 
coinpromife; and added, that the differ¬ 
ence between the Minifter advifing, 
iuid tjie Houfe addreiling his Majolfy, 

was 
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not enougli to render the {notion 
liecefTarv, an<i recomm'ended a more 
efficacious GOtnpiiance with the views 
and wiffits of the Natioh. 

.The Secretary at War britjjy de¬ 
fended Lord Meivilley and made fome 
feveie remarks on the cornluil of the 
relatives of thofe molt violent agjtinlt 
him. He ohferved, that in the ye.ir 
1765 Loid lii/lland retired fiom otrice, 
{knd till 178I, a period of levcnteen 
years, derived rsJoool. per annum from 
the iiuerelt of public money in his 
hands. 

On this Mr. Fox contended, that if 
vfing the money of the puhlic* bcfoie 
the (Mlfing of a law agalnit it, 
.criminal, u mtift be much more fo 
iince the p^mg of luch a law—a tir- 
ciirnliaafic not a little aggiavated by 
tli.1t of Lord hldville beiifg th» father 
of the law which he iiaJ himlelf vio¬ 
lated. ^ *

diew his luoritsn.

ered to receive Kc.i's—on that paid lor 
the Probates of Wills--• i rife alio on 
legacies—an increafe of f. 6d. to 
jd. on the Duty on Almanac ks, whe¬ 
ther in Sheets or Boo’ics—an incieafe on 
the Duty for infnring againft F'ire. Ho 
alfo propofed a Tax on Licenfts ro Itll 
Spirits at Fairs and Camps in Ireland ;

Mr. Fox began by lluting the im¬ 
portance ot the fubjtCt, as being of

He ob- 
ferved, that the conipl.diiii in the Peti¬ 
tion were of a defcfiption highly irite- 
refting, as they invulve^l the dfarcll 
interclls of fkeempiie; were they at¬ 
tended to as they ought, thcie could 
remain no doubt but the ilrength lidd 
reloiirces of tlie empire would be won¬ 
derfully incieafed, wirhoiit detnnu'ut 
to any individual or body of men. He 
w.is .iw.'ire that agiea? diil’eithie of opi¬ 
nion exifted in to any coiii..r(- 

fions being graiiteij tp the (.’jtliohcs j 
but the Houfe would recollect that 
theft inrn wSre itill Britifli fubjeCts 4 
that fhty weic equally loyal with Pro- 
telfarits i that they paid to tfie exigen¬ 
cies of the State with the fame rhtei- 
fulnefs ; and th.it it w 1$ very haul and 
crpcl that they had no participation in 
the common rights of their fcllow- 
fiibjc/'lj. They alfo,liiboured undci* 
Itigm.i which was as' unfair .is it wus 
•uiijuff. Wherever that was Uie cafe, 
that counnyhad alw.iys provrd 'wc.alt 
and inefficient in piupomoii to ihu 
continiiani-c of the fJur. He ws:! aw ire 
that cabi mij'ht be Hated, wheie Ct- 
tliuliis had''been treated with li^'.iuf 
and I’cventy or. account of t.hei; idi- 
gicLS ler^-.'.^ ; but Inch tale.s could trot 
be ajn>l'-’''lc to the pr.iffic.d view of 
the qutliiori i as in ih'di; d.iys when 'it 
was liccifliry to ic '.rain tjie C.dhelKis, 
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the relfraint was impdfed more upon a 
Jacobite than a Catholic. Some bad 
laid, We .have no objection to make 
tliisfe concetFioiis as a matter of cour- 
tely, but we deny their being‘granted 
as a >^ht{ bat he would fay, if the 
<once(uons. were granted at al), they 
naiift be given as a right, and in no 
other lights Mr. Pox then proceeded 
to a hiitory of the reftriitivc Afts in 
foi‘ceagainft\he Catholics, in order to 
aTcertain wheth^ they had refulted 
from neceflity, and whether that necef- 
ility liill exifted.. On this part of the 
AibjeA be enteiied iqto a long train 
of atgument to demonftrate that the 
nece/uty was no longer felt. On the, 
fubjeA of the conceihons being a vio¬ 
lation of his^ajelty’s Coronation Oath, 
•hriobfeiwed, tJjat this Oath had been 
framed and fandlioned b/' Parliament 
itfelf; and furrly Parliament would 
never have committed to the care of* 
a Sovereign a power of lefuling his 
afl'ent to meaAires which the Parlia¬ 
ment itfelf might think highly advif. 
able. It.had been faid, that an opinion 
entertained in a certain quarter was 
inimical to the mealure j but he could 
anlwer, tb-it by the Cuniticution fuch 
an opinion was iinkpown to the Houfe, 
and could not Vie enteitained or tfled 
upon. Towards the coneVufion of his 
fpeech, he ob/erved, thtl the Britiih 
E^^ire was engaged in a w.<r of mucli 
expenfe, with an enemy who did not 
yrage war againft us by her navy, her 
arhiy, her tomuierce, or her internal 
lefources of monry} but by her gre.at 
and united population. What, on the 
contrary, was the htuation of this em¬ 
pire ? We bad folir* or five miHIbns of 
our people, all fubje^Vs of the King, 
who laboured under drlhbilities which 
cramped and dertroyed their energies, 
and rendered them ulelefs. The in- 
ftant they obtained a participation in 
the com’mon rights of Britiih fubjefts, 
th^le men would come forward, and 
augment both .^he oifenfive and de- 
fenfive means of. the Government} 
and the country at large would have 
caufe to blefs the day that had given 
this rcrpe^Vable dais of citizens a par- 
ticip.ition in-the common rights of 
the people at large. At length, after 
dilating with gie.it f«irce<on leveral 
minor points ot tl.e fnl'.jca^ lie con¬ 
cluded with moving, '* rh.Tr a Com¬ 
mittee be appointed to mke the Peti- 
.lion into coiifijeiaiioh.” 

Dr. Duigenaii then rofe, and, in a 


rpeech of great length, deprecated the 
idea of granting the prayer of the 
Petition-. . He quoted various ahtho- 
rities to prove the diAoyalty of the 
Catholics of Ireland, and to mOw how. 
undefervitTg-^they were of any addi- 
tlional privileges. He alluded to the 
cpiiduCT of 'feveral of the fubferibers 
to the Petition, and of tliofe who came 
to this country to prefent it tolparlia- 
'ment, as being fuch as demanded a 
total exclufiou from power. In Ihort, 
he was convinced that the Roman Ca¬ 
tholics were peopje who entertained an 
invetemte hoAilfty againft the State, 
and were endeavouring to overturn it. 
Ths^-iwere a people not to be trufted. 
He thought they were ready to join 
Buonapartd whenever an occafion was 
afforded; while liic* Proteflants were 
ready to fpend the laiV drop of their 
blood in the defence of thci. country. 
He had never met with a blalphemer, a 
democrat, or an enemy to his country, 
who was not a friend to the Catholics. 
It was not fo much what they now 
aficed, but what they would aftcrwaids 
afk, that be dreaded. Was not the 
power which the Scorch dation had 
.already .acquired in Parliament a fufti- 
cient 'example of what would be the 
conlequenc^ of admitting the Iiifh 
Catholics into the LegHlatlon of the 
country ? To comply with the Peti¬ 
tion would be repealing the A^t of 
v.liailes II, the Tell Aft, the Bill of 
Rights, and the Ael of Settlement. A 
coinpliance would, in fnon, be nothing 
lefs than making his Majtlfy perjuie 
bimTelf. The Roipan Catliolics, with¬ 
out any new law in their favour,already 
enjoyed more civil and political libei ly 
than any nation on the face ot the 
globe } and he faw no reafon why they 
fhould complain. 

Mr. Grattan made* an imprcflive 
fpeech in favour of the motion. He 
contended, that the cattles of the re¬ 
bellion having; ceafed, all animoflty 
ought to.terminate. The quellion was 
not, as the Do£lor had definetkit, Whe.?* 
ther the Houfe were to qualify a few 
Catholics ? nor whether they fitpuld fit 
ill that Houfe? bnr,Whether the Parlia- 
iiicn.f'V,ere to adhere to their own a£ls, 
by whi^i alone-their principles could 
be defended ? To fay tiiat the Roman 
Catholics were irreconcilable to the 
Britifh Conftitutlon, that the Clergy 
werO an execrable ^race, and that, the 
Roman Catholics, if they adhered to 
their religion, in order to make good 

Caihohcs, 
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Catholics, muft make bad fubje^ls, was 
nothing more not lefs than making 
lri-]and wage eternal war with herfelf, 
> with Great Britain, and with Fiance. 
He then took a review of the Catholic 
creed and tenets, and inlilied that it 
was abfurd to ttate thatlbch a clo 61 crine 
was to alarm the Britidi Nition. The 
DoiSlor had laid, that, a Catholic tbb- 
je£t could not bear political allegiance 
to the King, if he adhered to the Fope. 
Were that the cafe, one half of the 
whole refourecs of the kingdom would 
be cut olK. The power of the Pope was 
now fo much at nn end, that luch ob- 
jeflions ought not to be heard ot'j 
Mr. G. then proceeded to refute the 
different afl'ertions of the Uoefor re- 
fpeding the barred of the Irifh Ca- 
liiolics to the King and his PiOieltant 
lubjeitsj and (bowed, that fur twelve 
years the Catholics and Protellams have 
been in peitc£f concord and amity with 
each other. He was therefore con¬ 
vinced, that incorporation was the 
luoft likely plan for .iccompliGiIng the 
oI)je£l which every fiiend to the Km- 
pire ought to have in view j for, under 
all the wrongs which they had luffered 
during ages, and not with Handing the 
infults and degradation which they had 
endured, yet they never f.dled to con¬ 
tribute to the defence and indepen¬ 
dence of Brilain. If the Catholics 
w/ho were I’erving in the army wliich 
achieved the deliverance of Egypt, 
had been ordered to f;:ll out of the 
ranks, and give no further Aipport on 
that arduous expedition, did the Houle 
believe that the lireamers of viftory 
would h.ive been waved in that coun¬ 
try? “ Let," fays he, “ the Catholics in 
the Navy of Great Britain be put on 
fljore, and what flicn will become of 
the proud fuberiority which it had 
always luaintaiiied ?” He continued to 
(lefcant on this topic for a great length 
of lime, and concluded with obferving, 
that he Ihould expoltulate with the Pro- 
telfantby faying, “ Vou have the land 
of their foiefathers, and (hould be con, 
tented with its uiulilturbed pofleflion ; 
but if you (hould be obliged to defe.nl 
it agiinlt the invader, who will you 
call to your aHilt.ince’ in th^ hour of 
danger? What can you lay to your 
fellow Catholic fubjeft in-order to in¬ 
duce him to elpoule youi- caufe, and 
rifk his life for your proteHion f Re¬ 
member in time, that the 'day may 
come, when your fecurity will turn

out not to be as great as you fiippoled. 
Do, then, conlider the duty you owe 
to ycurfelf, and the juAice which is 
due ft> the Catholic. Grant to him a 
p.articipation of tnofe prijrileges which 
you have hitherto ex-.lu(ively enjoyed ; 
bring him within t!»c pale of tint Con- 
(iitucion which is the adinn rnioii of 
Europe, .and you inuft be kcine IkuIi 
at home .and .'tbroaJ. To both Catho¬ 
lic an.l Protellajit I1. hould fay, Mil¬ 
lions are expended in vour dslemet 
and in conAnuence of yotii dji’coid;, 
a Lonlid.rably and gilhnt army i.s 
locked up in that lihnd, without the 
fmallcit ufc to the Empire. L'nder t!ie 
piefciit circumltancc-., both lllamls 
(hould be combined agnjnlt the enemy. 
The elFeif of this union woiiU be muc<!i 
moyi beiltficial th.in*anv external al- 
li.ince, or the frozi'n'fiicndfhip of the 
North. United, your efl^ji ts imdt com¬ 
mand fuccefs i but divided, you will 
fall a prey to your cnemiis, and the 
unhappy vi£tinis of your own de- 
liitlon.” 

The Attorney Ccncral was of opi¬ 
nion, that the Catholics of Irehuid 
would net be fatisfied with concef-. 
(ions for any length of time j and that 
if the prefent Petition were granted, 
they would immediately demand the 
eAablidiment of their cliuich and the 
payment of tithes. 

Mr. Alexander apprehended nothing 
bur deftru£tion to the Conltitntion, in 
Church and State, from a compliance 
with the prayer the Ps:tition. He 
made fome very fevere Itricfures on 
Mr. Grattan for'tlie comluil he hod 
formerly adopteii ill PaiJiament; ac- 
tniing hiiu^ of having contributed 
to beat down the laws of liis coun¬ 
try, and by his language fomenimg 
rcliellion. 

On the motion of Mr. Pitt, the de¬ 
bate, at three o'clock, was adjourned. 

TuesdaV, Maj 1+. —Mr. W. Smith 
deli veered his (entiments on the Ca¬ 
tholic Petition, and dept toted the 
manner in which the fubjedt hail been 
dilculTed by tbofe who oopofed it. 
He cared nothing for ihe Catholic re¬ 
ligion ; but he ccntcjided that rhofe 
who profeiTetl it were an oppiefled 
people, and that the objections niade 
to tbcjjr Petition were (<> many libels 
oil their charadfer. As to the idea 
tliat, if in Parliament, they would 
overthrow the eliablilbnient,, he con- 
lidered it ridiculous, as there would 
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always be 500 Members to oppofe fuch 
raealurcs. In (hort, Catholics ought not 
to be ttigmatifed any longer, as if they 
were the defeendants of Cain, afid de- 
ferved to fiiljcr for ever for crimes not 
their own. 

Mr. Lee fpoke to the fame eifect, 
and reminded thofe who oppofed the 
meafure, that they ought to have con- 
fidered its ma^iitiide befoiethe Union. 
He added, that the firll night he lat in 
Parliament, he heard Mr. Pitt declire, 
that he rcligned his fituatioi) becaufe 
he could nor carry a,great meafuie, 
by which was undentood tlic- prelenti 
allb that he had too great a refpeit f('i 
his Royal Mailer to prefs it. In his 
own opi.nion, if a had fyllem was prac- 
tjfed at tiie Information by Hcniy the 
Eighth, which Had alienatetl tlie affec¬ 
tions of the people frein Knglaiid aiid 
Englilh (yovernnienl, it was incum¬ 
bent on this*country to retrace tlie 
Ifeps of our aiicellois; and'effect, by 
a contrary mode, the defirable obiett 
of uniting all dtfcriptjons of luI)js<Jfs. 

Sir W. Scott fpoke at iniich length 
againlt the motion, and contended, 
that to grant the Petition, would be 
to give up our Co^llitution both in 
Church and State. 

Dr. Lawrence made a long fpeech 
in favour of the inuti'on }—and was fol¬ 
lowed by 

Mr. p'oJtcr, who contended, that in 
the enjoyment of every kind of pro¬ 
perty, the Catholics were as free as 
the Pioted^nts, atgd that it was poli- 
tica! poviei alone that they wanted. 
He paid many co/npliments to the 
valour of the Iri/htnen in our’.fleets 
and armies; but thought that tlicir 
loyalty refted on qualified grounds if 
they exerted it to ftipulate with the 
Crown, to get bargains in their favour. 
As 10 the inafs of the people, they had 
every right they wanted j and as to 
emancipation, they could not tell what 
it meant. 

Mr. G. Ponfonby ably combated the 
arguments of the lalt’ fpeaker j and 
was of opipion, that no danger could 
arife from granting the prayer of the 
Petition j and he alluded to the care 
which Buonaparte had taken to con. 
ciJiate the religious opinions of the 
people. ■ ’ 

Mri Windham maintained that the 
advantages of .idling upon the Petition 
would greatly preponderate over the 
difadvantage of rejeflingit. 

Mr. Pitt took a mallerJy view of 


fubjedlj in the courfe of which he 
denied that he' had ever given bnv 
pledge to the Catholics. He certainly 
had been of opinion, that all now aik- 
ed by them might have been granted 
by( the United Parliament, and that 
if accompanidH wlf|h proper guards and 
checks, no danger could refult to the 
Eftablilhcd Church, or Proteftant In- 
tJeieft, fiom fuch a meafure. Heic- 
mained liill in the fame opinion ; and 
if his wiihes could accomplifli that ob. 
jedl, it would foun be attained, for he 
h.id no objedtion to the praycr_ of the 
Petition. He added, that h.id it been 
^his good fortune to find it convenient 
' to propofe the meafure as the firlt fruits 
of the Union, he might have hoped to 
do fo without reviving any of ihofe 
je.i!imlies or c<ynrending i clings which 
Aibfill between Piotcllants .1,1.! C.uho- 
‘lies 5 but iinfortnn.ate circuinnances 
renderLfl it inipoffible to bring for- 
winl the qucllion in the way in whirh 
only it could be brotight forward with 
advantage. The effedV of going now 
into a Committee would, in his opi¬ 
nion, be to excite groundlefs expec¬ 
tations; and he iltould theteforc vote 
ago in If the motion. 

Sir J. Newport, Meffrs. M. Fitzge¬ 
rald, Dillon, Latouche, .and Sir J. Ilrp- 
peiley, fpoke in favour of the Petition ; 
and Meffrs. Shaw, H. AiKiingion, and 
Archdak, dgainlt* it; when, on a di- 
vihon, there appeared Ayes 1143 Noes 
336 —M.ijority ara. 

Thursday, May 16 —Mr. Leicefter 
reported from the Committee appoint¬ 
ed to inquire further into certain par¬ 
ticulars contained in the Tenth Report 
of the Commiffioners of Naval Inquiry, 
that upon a full confideration of the 
reifridUons and lithitatipns contained 
in the minutes of a cdnference with 
the Lords, it did not appear that the 
Committee could fatisfadforily proceed 
to the examination, for the purpofe of 
which they had been conifituted, with¬ 
out trenching upon the regulations 
^unler which Lord Melville had been 
pel initted to come before them.

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Thfi Chancellor of the Exchequer 
ant’wered, that as Toon as Goveniment 
Ihould be able to make the coininu* 
iiication« they would do it: at pre- 
feat, the ifate of the negociation was 
not luch as to enable them to nmke 
any communication with certatuty.

the Inquiry extends, or perfons aid¬ 
ing in truft for them, to anfwer all 
quclltons tending to afeertain whether 
the public money has been applied to 
purpofes of private emolument.

On the fiJggeftlon of Mr. Grey, the 
powers of inquiry we.e extended to 
the medical department of the army. 

After fomS converfation between 
tlic Chancellor of the Exchequer, Mr. 
Fox, and Mr. Grey, it was agreed that 
the At\ flioiild be imperative to com¬ 
pel the CommifTioners'co inquire into 
part as vwsll as prefent abufes, with’ a 
prdvifo, that they fhoidd not be com¬ 
pelled to inquire into th ug® in which 
inquiry would not be* aticaded with 
any benefit. 

Mr. Alexander brought up the re¬ 
pot t of the Committee on the Navat In¬ 
quiry Bill. 

On the fuggeftion of Admiral Mark¬ 
ham the Bill was recommitted, with a 
view to comprehend Greenwich Hof- 
pital in the iiTquiiy.

About an hour betcre the dawn of day 
on the zad iiit. an alarm was fired at 
Scet/head, and foon after a clufter of 
fliips vvas difcpvercd pfF Roffeau. Ai 
our light incieafed, I made out five large 
fliips, three frigajes, two brigs, and fmall 
craft, under Eritiih A lours, a fhip of 
three decks carrying a flag at the mizen. 
The frigates rangirg too cloTe to Fojt 
Young, I ordeied them to be fired on» 
and foon after 19 large barges full uf 
troops appeared coming fropi under the 
lee -of the other (hips, attended and pre- 
teffed by an armed fehooner, full of men, 
and /even other boats, ca.'rying carren- 
Rdes. The Englifli flag was lowered, 
and that of France hoiited. A land¬ 
ing was immediately attempted on my 
left flank, between the tawu of RolTeau 
and the poft of Chacheccow. The light 
infantry of the xii Well India Regiment 
were the fiift on the^match to fiipport 
Captain Senant's company of militia. 
Which, throughout the day, behaved with 
grfat gallantry. It was imcdiately i'up> 
ported by the grenadiers of the 4Sth Ke- 
gimentw The fidt boats were beat off, 
but the fehooner and one of the brigs 


coming clofe in Ihore, to cover the 
ing, compelled our troops to occupy a 
better pofltion, a defile leading to the 
town. At this moment I brought up the 
grenadiers of the flt. George’s Regfinent 
of Militia, and foon after the rem.ainder 
of the 4f<th, and gave over to Major 
Nunn the^'e brave troops, with orders, not 
to yield to the enen>.y one inch of ground. 
Two field-pieces (an amuzettc and a 
pounder) were brought into a£lion for 
their fupport, under the command of 
''Scijeant Creed, of the 46th Regiment, 
tinned by additional gunners and failors. 
Tilde guns, and a a4-pounder from Mel¬ 
ville battery, fhook the French advancing 
column, by the execution they did. I 
feiit two companies of the Sr. George 7 s 
Militia, under the coiumaiid of Lieu¬ 
tenant Colonel Conflable, and ;* company 
of the 46th, to prevent the enemy t'roni 
'gelling into the rear of the pofition cc- 
cupied by Major Nunn;- On my return, 
I found the Majeflueux, of izo guns, 
laying oppofite to Fort Young, pouring 
into the town and batteries her broadfide, 
followed by the other 74’s, and. frigates 
doing the fame. Some artillery, i'everai 
Captains of merchantmen, with their 
failors, and the artillery militia, manned 
five a4-poiindcrs, and three i8’s, at the 
fort, and five |4’s at Melville’s batteiy, 
and returned an uninterrupted fiie. From 
the tirff poll red-hot fhot were thrown. 
At about 10 o’clock, A. M., Major 
Nunn, moll unfortunately for his M.a-- 
jefty’s fervice, whilfl faithfuliy executing 
the orders I had given, was wounded, 

I fear mortally. This did not dif- 
conrage the brave fellows. Captain 
O’Connell, of the xft Weft India regi¬ 
ment, received the command and a 
wound almoll at the (hrne time; how. 
ever, the lall ciicuinliance could not in- 
duce him to give up the honour of the 
firfl, and he continued in the field ani¬ 
mating his men, and refilling the repeated 
charges ol the enemy until about one 
o’clock, when he obliged the French to 
retire from their advanced pofition with 
grejit slaughter. It is impollibie for me 
to do juilice to the merit of that officer* 
You will, I doubt not,’ favourably re¬ 
port Ids cotida£l to his Majelly, and at 
the fame tinv that of Captain' James, 
who commanded the 46th, and Captain 
A. Campbell, wlioiRommanded the grena¬ 
diers of the 46tb. Foiled and beat off on 
the left, the right flank was attempted,* 
and a conililerabie foice was l.*ind^ near 
Moinc Daniel. 'I'iie .regulars not ex¬ 
ceeding aoo, emj't yed on the left in 

oppofing' 
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oppoiing the advance of their eolumpti 
confiiiin^ of upwards of aoco men, could 
afford me no reinforcement: 1 had only 
'the right wing of the Sr. George’s re- 
• uiment of militia to oppofe to them, of 
nbout TOO men. They attacked wlfh 
I'pifit ; bat unfortunately the frigates had 
flood iu lb dole to the fhore to Drotr'l 
this difembarlcatinn, th:.t after receiving 
a deltradlive fire, they fled back and ocJ 
cupied the heights of Woodbridge ettate. 
'i'hen it was that a column of the enemy 
toarchedup to Morne Daniel, and donned 
tlic redoubt, defended by a InudI detach- 
inent, which, alter an obllinate reliltance, 
they carried. On my irit. Captain 
O'Connell was gaining ground, notwith* 
Handing a frelh fupply ol troops and 
litveral field ' pieces which had been 
brought on Ihoic by the enemy. I now 
obleived a large coJuinn climbing the 
mountain to get in his rear. The town, 
which had been for Tome time in flames, 
was only prote^ed by a light howitzer, 
and n 6-pounder to the right, fupported 
by part of the light company of the St. 
(reorge’s regiment. The enemy's large 
fliips in Woodbridge Bay out of the reach 
of myguns,my right flank gained, and my 
retreat to Prince Rupert’s atmofl cut off, 
I determined on cne attempt to keep the 
foVerergnty of the illand, which, the ex- 
cdleirt troops I had, warranted. I or¬ 
dered the militia to remain at their polls, 
except fuel] as were inclined to encounter 
more haidihips and fevere ferviee; and 
Captain O'Connell, wirh the 46th, under 
the command of Captain James, and the 
light company of the ill Weft India 
regiment, were drrefled to make a forced 
march to Prirce Rupert’s, I then al¬ 
lowed the Prefident to enter into terms 
for the town of KolTeau ; and dema.nded 
from the French Scntiai that private 
pt'cpcrry' fliould be relpefled, and that 
no wanton or difgtaccful pillage fliould 
be allowed. Thts done, only attended 
by.Brigade-Major Prevoit, and Depirty 
Qnsrtcr-Malter-Geneial Hoplev, of the 
Militia forces, 1 crolTsd the illand, and 
in 24. hours, with the aid of tlie inhabt'a 
tants, and the exertions of the Caribs, 
got to tilts Garrifun on the 23d. Ah-’r 
foitr days’ cdntttiued march through the 
inoft ditficnit country, I' might aitnott 
fay exiftiog, .Captain O'Connell joined 
me at Princt; Rupert's, liimreif wounded, 
and bringing in his woiiiided, with a few 
of'the Royal Ai tiller y, anil the precious 
remainder ofthe 46thivgiinenr, andthe 1 It 
Weft India Light Company. I had no 


fconer got to the Fort than I ordered 
cattle to be drove in, and took meafnret 
for getting a ftoreof water from the river 
in the‘Bay. I i»und my figi:.ds t» 
Lieutenant Colonel Broughton, Irom 
KolTeau, made loon after the enemy had 
landed, had been received, and that, tn 
confequence, he had made the mott jn- 
dicious arrangements his Gairifcm woul.t 
allow of for the defence of tins impor¬ 
tant poll.

COROI-f/iTIO.S OF THK KING OF ITALV, 

M11..AN, May 27,—-Yefletday tlie re- 
rtfmoiiy of the CoFonatiou of the King 
of Italy was performed wiili the gieat- 
eil pomp, and the molt impofing gran¬ 
deur. 

At half p,ift ri, her Majcfty the Em- 
prels, preceded by her Imperial Iligh- 
nefs the Piincefs Eliza, lepaired to the 
Cathedral, along a gallery elegantly 
adorned, and was com! ikied under the 
canopy to her Tiibune, amidit the 
liveiitll appl.iufe. At 12 o’clock, his 
Majeiiy the Emperor and King left the 
palace by the fame gallery, wearing 
upon his head the Imperial Crown and 
that of Italy, holding In Jiis hamls the 
feeptre, and the hand of juftice of the 
kingdom, and clothed with the Royal 
mantle, carried by the two Grand Gen¬ 
tlemen of tlic Horfe, His M.ajelty was 
preceded by the Hift'.ars, the Heralds 
at Anns, the Pages, l^ie Aides-de- 
C.iinp, the Maflers of the Ceremonies, 
hy the Grand Mafier of the Ceremo¬ 
nies, by feven Ladies carrying offer¬ 
ings, by the honours of Charlemagne, 
of the Empire, .and of Italy, carried 
b,v the grand Officers of P'rance and 
Italy, and the Prefident of the 
Tliree Ele£foral Colleges, accompa¬ 
nied by ithe Civil Officers of his 
Mijefty- jAll ihe Minillers, Grand 
Oi'Sters, French Counfellors of Stite, 
and the OHicers^of the Royal Houfe-. 
hold, followed the Emperor and King, 
The Cardinal ArchbiAop came wit 4 i 
bis Clergy to receive his Majeiiy at 
the portal, burned incenfe before him;

Agriculture, 
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AgrituUure-^'Dt. PearroO) yn a recent 
analyfis ot peat, or torf.aflic8,‘ has found 
that they (the red albes more efp#cially} 
conlrft almoft wholly of rttli>bate of iron, 
commonly called vitriol of iron, 

mined with a very minute proportion of 
fiUciotu earth and of lime united, either 
to fulphuric acid or to carbonic acid; 
and to the fuiphate of iron he attributes 
the fructifying piogerties of thefe aihes. 
This pofition is no Icfs intrreding than 
novel} as metallic falts and metallic 
oxides in general, and falts and oxides 
cf iron in particular, wlitch have hitherto 
been conlidered as poifonous to vegeta. 
fion, are t.ow recommended as manures. 
The efftff» produced by burnt earth and 
aflies from paring and burning, have here¬ 
tofore been aferiUd to alicalini: or neutral 
falts i but Dr. Pieribn's experifticnts 
prove that they do not po{rcl» either in 
any material ijuanrities, and that oxide 
of iron is their diliinguifhing property. 
The ufual quantity of thefe afhes fpread 
on land is about fifty bufhels, or 2,250 
pound aveidiipois per acre, or neatly 
ieycn and a half ounces per fquarc yard. 
Tlie crops of aiiificial giafTes are often 
trebled by the ul’e of this manure, and 
oats and barley are touch benefited by 
it. ^ 

Improved Pigment y or Dye from MadJer. 
—Sir H. Engleheld has dtfeovered a very 
fimple prcceis for extradiing a cheap and 
beautiful Pigment from Maddery equal in 
depth and tranfpareney to the cakes from 
cochineal, and infinitely more durable. 
He pounds br bruiftfs two ounces of the 
frefh root in a mortar, with five pints of 
clear loft cold watet;,: to this he adds an 
ounce of alum, nnu then, by half an 
ounce of mild vegetable alkali, he preci¬ 
pitates about half an ounce of madder 
cake, of 'a brilliant eolour, proper fci- 
either oil or water paints. The baronet 


has found that the ufe of wale^ fixes 
a large portion of the colour in the 
root; and he is led by expepimenf: 
to an opinion, that the mode at pre- 
fent adopted by the dyers occafions 
great lofs of the colouring matter. Frefh 
madder produces the beft colour, and 
this colour is e/itratfed and favCd at a 
^uch lefs exptfife than now attends the 
dyeing of the root In its grofs ftate.—“It 
is well known that many parts of Eng¬ 
land are as favourable to the growth of 
madder as either Holland, Spain, or Syria; 
and we hope that Sir H. Englefield, lef- 
fehing the expenfe, and faciiitating the 
•proctl's of extrading the colour, &c. will 
excite to the extenfive cultivate n of this 
valuable plant. 

Thepradice of Jlaught'ring cattle hy 
punduring the medullafpinaii', , as it is 
.now called, pithing cattle, i« t\!ending 
through all parts of the kingdom, by the 
ptifcveiance of thfe Board of Agricultuie. 
The want of fkill in the opcratois, and 
the prejudices arifing from effablifhed 
cultom, we are forry to obferve, how. 
ever, lender.the f'yttem lefs general than 
it fliould be. It is perfedly afceriained 
that the fpinal marrow may be dlviried 
without producing imuiediate death, 
fhould the wound be inflifted below the 
oiiginof the nerves that lupply the dia¬ 
phragm, and allow the animal the power 
of leJpiration; but if the' puniTtuie is 
made into the cavity of the ficuM, (o as to 
divide the medullary lubftance above the 
origin of thefe ne|vc8, death is inftanta- 
neoiis, and without the leaft apparent 
fenfation of pain. If a line is drawn 
scrofs the head from the root of each 
car (about an inch and a half from the 
herns), the centre of this line u tire fpot 
in which the pund^'e ihould be made, 
and an awl or commoi\ penknife is as 
good an inftrotnent as can be ulied.
